In 1967, David and Ingrid Wolsk packed up everything and moved 
with their two teen-age daughters from Ann Arbor, Mich., to Copen- 
hagen. They were lucky enough to find an eight-room apartment 
in a house overlooking a canal in one of the old sections of the 
city.

care for unsponsored children. You will be kept 
informed of the needs through CCF WORLD 
NEWS. 

Q. May two people share a sponsorship ? 

A. Yes, and please give both names and ad- 
dresses of persons sharing the expense of a spon- 
sorship. 

Q. May groups sponsor a child ? 

A. Yes, church classes, office workers, civic 
clubs, schools and other groups. We ask that one 
person serve as correspondent for a group. 

Q. Are all the children orphans ? 

A. No. Although many of our children are or- 
phans, youngsters are helped primarily on the 
basis of need. Some have one living parent unable 
to care for the child properly. Others come to us 
because of abandonment, broken homes, parents 
unwilling to assume responsibility, or serious ill- 
ness of one or both parents. 

Q. Where do the children live who are being 
sponsored ? 

A. Youngsters who receive your help live in or- 
phanages, homes for abandoned babies, schools 
for the blind, hospitals, nursing homes, day care 
nurseries, vocational training centers, and many 
other types of projects. 

Q. How long do the children remain in the 
Homes ? 

A. This depends on the country, but usually 
the children stay in the Homes until they are 18. 
We do everything possible to see that they are 
equipped to make an adequate living before they 
go out on their own. 

Q. How old are the children in the orphanages ? 
A. They range from infants through teen-agers. 
Q. Is it possible for sponsors to eventually legally 
adopt the child they sponsor ? 

A. Many people want to take these needy chil- 
dren into their homes, but the majority of them 
cannot be legally adopted. In all cases it is neces- 
sary for the U. S. Immigration and State Welfare 
authorities to approve legal adoptions. CCF does 
not handle legal adoptions. 

Q. May I visit my child ? 

A. Yes. Our Homes around the world are de- 
lighted to have sponsors visit them. Please inform 
the superintendent in advance of your scheduled 
arrival. 

Q. Can my child visit me ? 

A. This decision must be left entirely with the 
superintendent. If allowed, all traveling expenses 
and responsibilities are assumed by the sponsor. 
Q. Are my letters to the child censored ? 

A. Absolutely not. Your entire letter is given to 
the child along with a literal translation in the 
child’s language. 

Q. Which would you advise me to send ? Packages 
or a money gift ? 

A. Money gifts save the cost of mailing a pack- 
age and insure that the items you wish for your 
child will be the proper size. Also, goods pur- 
chased overseas generally cost less than similar 
items in the U. S. 

Q. Should I aiways send a money gift through 
the Richmond Office ? 

A. Always! It would be extremely difficult for 
your child to cash a check or exchange currency. 
The total amount of your gift will be sent to the 
Home, along with your instructions for its use. 
This is a service provided for our sponsors, with- 
out any deduction for handling. 

Q. Is CCF registered with any government 
agency ? 

A. Yes, CCF is registered with the U. S. State 
Department’s Advisory Committee on Voluntary 
Foreign Aid, holding Registration No. 080. 

Q. Where do I send my checks ? 

A. All contributions, whether sponsorship pay- 
ments or money gifts for your child, should be 
sent to our Richmond Office and made payable 
to Christian Children’s Fund. 
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Margaret was found in a back lane of Calcutta, lying 
in her doorway, unconscious from hunger. Inside, 
her mother had just died in childbirth. 

You can see from the expression on Margaret's 
face that she doesn’t understand why her mother 
can’t get up, or why her father doesn’t come home, or 
why the dull throb in her stomach won’t go away. 

What you can’t see is that Margaret is dying of 
malnutrition. She has periods of fainting, her eyes 
are strangely glazed. Next will come a bloated stom- 
ach, falling hair, parched skin. And finally, death 
from malnutrition, a killer that claims 10,000 lives 
every day. 

Meanwhile, in America we eat 4.66 pounds of food 
a day per person, then throw away enough garbage 
to feed a family of six in India. In fact, the average 
dog in America has a higher protein diet than 
Margaret! 

If you were to suddenly join the ranks of 1% bil- 
lion people who are forever hungry, your next meal 
would be a bow! of rice, day after tomorrow a piece 
of fish the size of a silver dollar, later in the week 
more rice—maybe.

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The Canaries—lush foliage 


and desolate moonlike beauty 
By Helen Briggs 


| called my sister Marge last 
spring and said, ‘‘Ask me to 
dinner on Saturday.’’ She said, 
“Wait, I'll have to look in the 
book.’ | said, ‘‘Never mind. 
Ask me to dinner on Saturday." 

“Come to dinner on Satur- 
day.”’ 

“Oh, I’m sorry. | have to go 
to Ireland.” 

It was my first trip out of the 
States, and caused a flurry of 
family excitement. 

Last month | telephoned 
Marge and said, ‘‘Ask me to 
dinner on Sunday.’’ Forgetting 
her lesson, she said she’d 
check her calendar. 

‘‘Never mind. Ask me to din- 
ner on Sunday.’ She asked. 

“! wish | could, but | have 
to go to the Canary Islands.” 


At the start 


When | was invited to join a 
group of travel agents and writ- 
ers, | rushed to the atlas to see 
where the islands were. On the 
map, they look like seven dots 
off the northwest coast of Af- 
rica, although they do actuaiiy 
cover about 2,800 square miles 
and house 700,000 people. 

Tenerife, the largest of the 
islands, usually is covered by a 
high mass of clouds, so that 
you don’t see it until the plane 
drops quite low toward high, 
rugged, fractured mountains. 
The airport, too, is shrouded 
by thick, woolly clouds and the 
atmosphere is dank and chilly. 
But 10 minutes by bus brought 
us to the sunny, balmy spring- 
like weather that prevails all 
year in the islands—perfect for 
vacationing any time. 

The north-to-south backbone 
of Tenerife is a range of moun- 
tains, the highest point of which 
is the volcanic peak of Mt. 
Teide, its snow-capped top visi- 
ble for miles. The mountain is 
treeless, its colors taken from 
whatever metal is contained in 
lava spills—dark green, rusty 
red, gray-brown. The heights 
are frequented by only one spe- 
cies of fragile bird called ‘‘Bird 
of Teide’’ (Fringilla Tedea), of 
an earthy gray color, as if made 
of stone. Only one delicate 
flower will survive in this place 
of smoldering fumaroies and 
harsh winds—‘‘Violet of the 
Teide’’ (Viola cheiranthifolia), 
light blue, the color of Teide in 
the evening. 





But the rest of the island has 
many other birds—wild canar- 
ies and larks, owls and ring- 
doves, faicons, hawks, seagulls, 
partridge, swallows and swifts. 
And everywhere there is color: 
bougainvillea, hibiscus, gerani- 
ums, the fabulous dragon trees 
—some estimated to be as old 
as the Pyramids—towering cac- 
ti, royal palms, royal poinsi- 
anas laced with immense scar- 
let and orange flowers. The 
trade winds from the northeast 
and the sea currents of the 
islands produce benign weath- 
er that varies about six de- 
grees from the warmest to the 
coldest month, for an average 
of about 68°, the temperature 
of the water varying only four 
degrees from winter to summer. 
There's little rainfall, but the 
nighttime humidity is enough 
to foster plantations of ba- 
nanas, cabbage, corn, potatoes. 

We stayed at the Hotei Mar- 
tianez in Puerto de la Cruz—a 
striking and beautiful building 
with large, comfortable rooms 
and balconies (always have 
breakfast on your balcony) fac- 
ing either the sea or Teide. 
Tariff in season (November 
through April) runs from about 
$8.50 for a double room to $20 
for a double room with three 
meals. Off-season, double rooms 
are about $6; with meals, $17. 
And when | say meals, | 
mean Lucullan banquets—hors 
d'oeuvres through numberless 
courses to dessert, with de- 
licious wines of local vintage. 


A place of merry spirits 


Puerto de la Cruz has numer- 
ous hotels, including several 
new ones, and there's much 
residential construction going 
on as well—apartment-hotels, 
apartment houses, co-op apart- 
ments, houses and bungalows. 
Visit the Hotel Magec (the ab- 
origine Guanches’ name for the 
sun) right on the coast. We had 
drinks one night on the top 
floor and as we looked at the 
beautiful view, a mob of people 
poured onto the esplanade from 
a side street. A sight like that 
would send you scurrying for 
cover in some parts, but those 
revelers were only celebrating 
some saint's day with song and 
laughter and warm camaraderie, 
bearing their effigies high, jam- 
ming the esplanade with gaiety. 























































Not to be missed is an ex- 
cursion to Canadas del Teide. 
Ours was made by bumpy bus 
running along the two-way road 
that seems wide enough to ac- 
commodate only a bus and a 
half, the side view—if you want 
to look—one of a sheer drop of 
hundreds of feet. The road 
winds up and up until you reach 
a stopping-off place that is the 
take-off for a cable car ascent 
to the 12,000-foot level. The 
bus has outdistanced the clouds 
halfway up and at the end of 
the cable car run, the white 
puffs are far below, but between 
their breaks you can make out 
neatly outlined farm plantings 
and, with good eyesight, the 
camels that carry the harvests. 

A short plane hop away is 
Las Palmas de Gran Canaria, 
where we put up at the Hotel 
Santa Catalina, an older edifice, 
quite lovely except for its de- 
crepit mattresses. This island, 
too, has both desert and fertile 
areas. The southern part is 
mostly desert, but there you 
Can swim at the lengthy golden 
beach at Maspalomas. In the 
north, agriculture flourishes, in 
the northeast, sharp precipices 
rise from the sea. We dined at 
the Hotel Cristina, on the shore, 
and watched the swirling fla- 
menco dancers do their thing. 


In addition to a pool—a fea- 
ture (some indoor, some out- 
door) of all the hotels we visited 
—there’s a garden with canaries 
and assorted tropical birds 
(some caged, some not) and 
a charming children’s zoo with 
lions, monkeys, stately pink- 
legged flamingoes. At the Santa 
Catalina (in season) doubles 
run between $14 and $19 and 
doubles with sitting rooms be- 
tween $29 and $32. Off-season 
rates are $9 to $14 and $17 to 
$20. Meals are extra. 

From Las Palmas we flew to 
Arrecife, capital of Lanzarote, 
to me the most impressive and 


surprising of the islands. Here | 


is such wild beauty you seem to 
be on a strange planet still in 
the throes of creation. The 
island is strewn with volcanoes, 
many of which erupted in the 
18th and 19th centuries, their 
cones giving the landscape a 
mysterious lunar appearance. 

Although the lava flows cover 
much of the island, the farmers 
have developed a unique agri- 
cultural system for this inhos- 
pitable earth. In the bottom of 
small round holes dug into the 
lava and ringed with lava blocks, 
they cultivate fruits and vege- 
tables and grape vines weighted 
with stones to protect them from 
the constant wind. Our bus rat- 





tled us up Fire Mountain past 
little settlements that were mini- 
Moroccos, their white, white 
limestone houses dazzling in 
the sun, each with a walk-in, 
stone-walled fireplace for baking 
bread outdoors; past Spanish 
churches so small they must 
have congregations of 10; past 
spectacular haciendas sprawling 
along the hills. On the heights 
of Fire Mountain, the earth is 
so hot that a dry desert bush 
stuck into it bursts into flame 
and a couple of glasses of cold 
water poured into a narrow hole 
returns in a geyser of steam. 

There, too, | had my first in- 
troduction to the art of camel- 
riding, not as easy as it looks 
in the movies. Placid until 
they’re approached, these kneel- 
ing beasts suddenly become a 
mass of angry snorts and mon- 
umental bellows, spitting and 
head shakes when you get on. 
The ride is mostly a series of 
jerks and lunges as he gets to 
his feet and lumbers off, your 
riding style reduced for the 
most part to hanging on tight 
and sitting very hard at what 
seems like a height of 50 feet. 
Some hardy souls ride the 
camels right up the mountain; 
we, fortunately, had time for 
only a 10-minute jaunt. 

lf you want to bask in the 


i/ 


sun during bleak frosty weeks, 
go to Las Islas Canarias, the 
only place in Europe where you 
can be sure of the climate. If 
you want to take a walk on the 
moon or look across a garden 
shouting with color to a distant 
desolate volcano peak, the 
islands are the place to visit. 
Catch, if you can, a performance 
by some of the loca! folk danc- 
ers. Don’t miss shopping for 
leather gloves, handbags, belts, 
sequinned stoles. Pick up em- 
broidered handkerchiefs and 


table linen, wood and metal 
fretwork, copperwork, straw 
mats and hats, saddlebags 


made of camel hair. And if you 
find a bottle of the local wine 
the Canarians or their guests 
haven’t drunk, don’t leave it. 

Iberia Airlines of Spain in- 
augurated direct 747 flights to 
the Canary Islands last Novem- 
ber. The round trip fare runs 
between $322 and $546, de- 
pending on length of stay. For 
more information, contact !ber- 
ia, or the Spanish National 
Tourist Office at 589 Fifth Ave., 
New York City 10017.

For the new year ahead— 
bright colors, clear skin

Another year, another wrinkle. |f the pursuit of beauty 
(Or even mere kemptness) seems a hopeless pursuit, relax. We 
understand its difficulties—the seeming impossibility of choosing ° 
the best from myriad products that are pressed upon us. We've 
tried them out, though, and here’s a look at some of the best, the 
fastest and the most thorough for starting off the new year. 

If you have ever awakened in the morning, looked in the mirror 

and longed to throw your face away and get a new one, now is the 
time. The hemline question has at least been answered (wherever 
you like is fine); the costume look is out (few could cope with it); 
classics are returning (altered a bit, of course) and the little black 
dress is here again. With all of this change in fashion, it actually is 
time for a new face. The natural look in make-up is fine for anyone 
under 18, but the rest of us—who too often look ill rather than 
natural—welcome the brighter lipsticks and discreet dips into 
the rouge pot.

It would be difficult to enter the Zographos Med- 
iterranean villa and resist the temptation to go 
on up the ‘‘floating’’ staircase and explore the 
bedrooms.

The marble floors, burnished 
by the sun in the dining area view at left, were 
inspired by those seen in old Byzantine chapels.

The immediate impression outside is one of thick 
stone walls, roughly plastered and whitewashed, 
pierced by shuttered windows and small air open- 
ings above. This allows for cross ventilation while 
protecting from too much heat and sun and re- 
lates this contemporary structure to houses anony- 
mous Greek builders have perfected over the 
centuries. The interior spaces (see plan, left) are 
beautifully expressed by the exterior forms—vaults 
over bedrooms and living-dining area, a large fat 
cylinder containing the staircase between the sec- 
ond and third floors (see interior view above) and 
a long, tall cylinder that is the chimney (inset right). 
Like the interior, the exterior is enriched with archi- 
tectural fragments from older Greek buildings (old 
vents appear above doors at far right). The slope 
of the site allowed ample space for a large inde- 
pendent guest suite under the main veranda and 
for a large garage and service areas under the main 
living floor. If the original request made to designer 
Zographos was for a ‘‘Greek Island’ house, the 
end result was much more—a house planned 


oa Lett | and built with meticulous care and great love. 
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ves Vidal, the director of Knoll International- 
France, is one of those few people who can 
work in urban chaos (that has hit even Paris) 
yet live only 25 minutes away in a quiet 
forestlike refuge. His home is an old mill that 
rises on a tree-filled island surrounded com- 
pletely by the water of the Marne River. The 
mill’s history goes back to the 15th century, 
although the origin of its name—‘‘Le Moulin 
des Corbeaux’’ (Mill of the Ravens)—is even 
older. On April 29, 1303, it is said, thou- 
sands of crows, ‘“‘spreading a black cloud 
across the sun,’ fought such a battle that 
‘their blood fell like rain.’’ The island and 
then the mill itself were named after this 
strange and eerie battle in the sky. 

‘‘Le Moulin des Corbeaux’’ has undergone 
several incarnations, but many of the older 
parts and the 15th-century foundations are 
untouched (below right) and the turrets 
(near right) and original waterwheel (center 
right) remain. To bring new light into the 
ancient structure, ceiling-high windows were 
installed throughout—seen here in the liv- 
ing room and foyer (below far right) and 
on the next page in the rooms on the second 
floor. Furnishings in the 35 by 35-foot living 
room were kept to shades of creamy beige 
and brown, centered around a cushioned 
fiber-glass planter and a cactus that branches 
high overhead, soaring into the sun-washed 
open space of the bedroom /library floor above.

Vidal and Designer Charles Sevigny con- 
ceived all of the mill’s interior design—and 
the exterior architectural changes—before 
any work was done. Inside, they retained the 
ceiling beams and some wood paneling from 
an earlier remodeling as the backdrop for an 
assemblage of antique accessories and Knoll 
International classic-contemporary furniture. 

On the second floor, for instance, the 
small library between a new gallery and ter- 
race (far right) is a harmonious composition 
of traditional and modern with a low Macas- 
sar ebony table designed by Charles Sevigny, 
orange-red lacquered end tables and Renais- 
sance bronzes. In the sunny corner, paint- 
ings and lithographs by Soulages, Vera Fabre 
and Kenneth Martin. 

In the dining room (top and near right), 
there are two Saarinen tables from Knoll 
with white-gold marble tops. The octagonal 
carpets were designed by Sevigny and woven 
in Spain. The off-blue 18th-century paneling 
serves as a frame for the painted linen wall- 
cover of the same period—a rare kind of 
treatment that gives this room its special 
style. In front of the paneling in the down- 
stairs foyer (center right), an antique sofa 
in a brilliant yellow contemporary fabric. 

The guestroom (lower right) boasts its 
own pleasant mix of Knoll and other world 
accessories, and—like Vidal's bedroom (far 
right below)—looks out onto the forest 
through one of the wide windows. Vidal’s 
bedside table contains a concealed heating 
unit, and on it, besides the decorative, some 
of life’s ordinary essentials: television, read- 
ing lamp, ashtray, phone, books and radio. 


a modern refuge 
with the imprint of 
yesterday 
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“I’m an old-fashioned girl.’’ Few women make 
that confession these days—and it’s especially 
surprising coming from Elisabeth de Lestrieux, 
a well-known journalist who writes. about con- 
temporary interiors for the European magazine 
Avenue. But that’s business. Privately, she pre 
fers the pleasant comfort of her cozy, remodeled 
200-year-old stable in Waal-Deich—just an 
hour from her office in Amsterdam. 

When the real estate agent took Mrs. de Les 
trieux to the little thatched house, she loved it 
right away, despite all its lacks and incon 
veniences. What were they? Tiny rooms, little 
light, six different patterns of peeling wallpaper, 
an uneven clay floor and, in the living-room-to 
be, a former stable for cows and pigs. 

The original ceiling was retained, although 
several walls were removed to make the rooms 
larger and lighter (see plans, next page). A friend 
designed the huge, freestanding fireplace that 
separates the dining room from the living room 
shown here, and Mrs. de Lestrieux furnished 
the spacious new area with modern Dutch and 
Italian designs, antique accessories and mem- 
Orabilia from the whole world and some Pop 
art. IN One corner (above), she placed a voliére 
for her turtledoves. (One reason for her escape 
from the city is a love of birds and animals.) 

“On my job,’’ she explains ‘‘“my purpose is 
to report on the newest things. In my own world. 
| have the things | love and | do what | like.” 
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One step up from the living room, Mrs. de Les- 
trieux’ dining area has its own opening in the 
big fireplace. ‘| always enjoy sitting around this 
table from Italy,’ she says, ‘‘and | like using 
the old chairs from Amsterdam’s flea market 
with it.’’ The flat-topped black object to the 
left of the fireplace (above left) is an antique 
oven converted to burn oil. 

Two new windows were installed at the en- 
trance, and Mrs. de | rieux placed her desk 
in a corner of the living room (above right) 
where she can look out on a big garden with 
meadows and fruit trees beyond. Two small 
bedrooms were made into a comparatively large 
bedroom for her (above center). A small stable 
room and an adjoining tool shed were con- 
verted into a guestroom and a “‘lumber room,”’ 
where she keeps logs for the fireplace.

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Seemingly hovering between 

sky and earth, radiating interé 

lights and sounds, Simon Spie 
beguiling round house beckons you 
to experience it with all five sense: 
Perched atop Sweden’s eastern 
coastline like some super-upholstered 
eagle’s nest thought up in outer 
space, this rare environment actually 
was thought up by Staffan Berglund, 
a 30-year-old architect and 

plastics wizard. The idea of a wild, 
pie-in-the-sky kind of vacation 

house started out as a bit of 

a lark. The ebullient Spies, often 

on the go watching over his 
travel-business empire, wondered if 
anyone could design a retreat 
intriguing enough to keep him happy 
in it two Summer months a year. 

But when he saw Berglund’s glass, 
piastic and concrete response 

in blueprint form, he couldn’t wait to 
experience it personally. He didn’t 
have to wait long. In three 

months, the two-level ‘‘nest’’ seen on 
these seven pages was built, and 
Spies felt as if he were living on top 
of the world. Swim toward 

the outer rim of his round outdoor 
pool (insets, far left), and the 
sensation really is one of floating 
toward the horizon. Swim in the 
opposite direction and look through 
the underwater window into the 
living room (far left), and you'll see a 
very different landscape. One you 
might think you can figure out at 

a glance—right? Well, the enormous 
white padded curve is an enormous 
couch. And those black shapes 

that look as if invisible friends are 
already reclining on them (below) 
are chaises. But what are those two 
big white boxes with doors (top 
left)? Open the one on the right and 
you'll be in an electronic kitchen 
(middle left). Open the box on the 
left and voila—a bedroom wall to 
wall in veivet (bottom left). The little 
red box hooked onto the couch 
(lower left inset)? It’s the real brain 
of the house. Push a button and a 
flower might bloom on a wall (lower 
right inset) or pictures of boat 

races appear on the pool window.

Press another button and Spies’ 
dining room becomes an elevator. 
For the red box not only can 

project slides and change colors 
beamed by spotlights, it’s also 
programmed for kinetic tricks. The 
‘dining room”’ basically is two 
banquettes curved around a table, 
complete with telephone. Starting 
from the lower level (above, far left), 
it can zoom right up into the 

middle of the big central living area 
(left) in 15 seconds flat. And in 

the process (sequence of photographs 
above), the young lady sitting in 
one of the living room’s egg-shaped 
chairs will get a joyful ride up, 

up to the round skylight in the plastic 
roof and a fantastic view of the 
Baltic Sea. A gimmick, yes, but the 
hydraulically raised dining room 
truly symbolizes the flexibility 
Staffan Berglund feels houses must 
have. As he sees it, ‘‘So many 
people’s environments seem to 
consist overwhelmingly of physical 
barriers—walls, partitions, pieces 
of furniture. In usual houses, 

you start with a plan, place rooms, 
then maybe think about lighting. 
Temperature we often seem to take 
as is. And the texture and color of 
average rooms seem to stay 

rather permanent, too. But spaces 
really should be much more flexible. 
Just as a man reflexively speeds 

up or slows down his car, depending 
on his mood, he should realize 

his physical needs and be able 

to change the sensory adventures of 
his residence accordingly. And by 
pushbutton. You shouldn’t have 

to move to get the feeling of 
walking from a green room into 

a blue one. Lights, sounds, climate 
controi—all these are ways to 

add new dimensions to our 
environmental experiences. And 
now’s the time to experiment. When 
we reach the day that complete 
houses are produced like cars, tests 
must already have been run. In 
Simon Spies’ house—which 

he whimsically named Villa Fjolle 
(foolish) because of all the ideas we 
tried out—some things, of course, 
had to be in fixed positions. But 

in the main, we started out with one 
big open space—the 50-foot-wide 
living room.”’ Then the fun began. 


Berglund designed in not only myriad 
visual options but also myriad 
sounds—audio systems so flexible 
that you can tune into them 

privately or publicly or take them 
with you. Friends sitting around 
wearing individual earphones can 
each be enjoying different offerings 
from the two stereos, radios and 
television, all without disturbing one 
another. Or put on a cordless 
headset, stroll a hundred feet from 
the house and have Handel’s ‘‘Water 
Music”’ piped to you loud and clear 
while you’re watching the sea. 

The round roof is a sound system, 
too, with 20 loudspeakers spaced all! 
along its rim. They are engineered 

to produce what Berglund calls 
“relaxing’’ noises—wind rustling 
leaves, surging waves, the low 

hum of traffic, restaurant chatter. 
Plus some ‘‘fun’’ audio experiences 
—excerpts from movie sound tracks, 
car races, the ping-pongs of a 

table tennis match, the clip-clops 

of horseback riding. If you want a bit 
of spatial privacy in the big white 
room while you are listening to 
clip-clops or reading or writing, you 
can place lightweight textile-covered 
screens around yourself, making, 

in effect, a mini-room. The architect 
and the owner also thought a lot 
about how things that touch 

you and things you touch should 
feel. Air, for instance. They imagined 
that you might like feeling rather 
snug and warm in the box that 
becomes a bedroom. But if you were 
cooking in the box that becomes a 
kitchen, you might want to be 

cooler. Easy! You simply adjust the 
little air nozzles in the walls. (They 
work like the ones on airplanes.) 
What textures might you surely 

be tempted to touch? Berglund thinks 
plastic in its many forms is 

much nicer to feel than metal, 

and he concocted the custom pieces 
of furniture accordingly. The 

curvy black chaises are carefully 
contoured cuts of polyester, 

covered with soft, soft cloth; the 
white couch upholstered with 
industrial Neoprene tubing. Why? 
“This rubberlike plastic is so 
comfortable you can’t sit there 

just ramrod-straight up. Neoprene 
invites you to lounge on it.’ 
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To check out the comforts 
and sights on the lower level of Villa 
Fjolle, you could arrive Buck 
Rogers-style via the dining room/ 
elevator. But if by now you’re 
longing to do something a wee bit 
conventionally in this house, 

you can take the stairway route down 
(opposite page, lower right). This 
area actually is set up as a very 
complete guest apartment. To 

the right, there’s a neat curve of a 
kitchen (opposite page, below 
center), with lots of electronic 
appliances designed in so the taste 
choices served up here can be 

just as varied as the sight, sound 
and touch options are upstairs. Both 
kitchens in the house (see plans 
below) also contain special equip- 
ment that makes post-smorgasbord 
cleanup chores practically nonex- 
istent: handsome disposable plates 
and cups made in Sweden’s national 
colors—blue and yellow—plus 
some unusual foil serving pans, also 
“throw-away’’ and great-looking. 
The slice-of-pie-shaped guest 
bedroom (opposite) also has unique 
flexibles working. Staffan Berglund 
designed the red and white pillow-

Just lift the plastic towel box off the 
wall and put on a new one. The

not, indeed, counters Simon Spies 
with a wink. ‘‘So many people

The ‘perfect conditions’ Boys describes 
didn’t just happen. The original house once 
had been a pair of tiny farm cottages, 

built about 200 years ago. One house when 
the Boyses discovered it, it had been 

empty nearly five years. Part of the roof was 
falling in, the plaster was down. It had 

no bathrooms, no drainage. The Boyses were 
undaunted—even thrilled—with this house of 
questionable charm. ‘‘We planned to make 

it habitable in a year and undertook most of the 
carpentry and decorating. For that year, we 
gave up social life completely.’’ The simple, 
comfortable style that emerged at ‘“‘Red 
House,’”’ as they call it, was sympathetic to 
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its rural surroundings. The country furniture 
came from dedicated scouring of local second- 
hand furniture shops and auction rooms. A 
chest (above, right center) and the pine hutch 
in the kitchen (left) were two of their finds. 

All the bedrooms have simple dressings: the 
two in the old section (above, top left and 

top center) with understated old-fashioned 
furnishings and cotton bedspreads; the two in 
the new wing with painted brick walls and 
crisp, shiplike bunks. Picture-perfect details 
flourish everywhere: bouquets of flowers 

in front of the windows; candles strategically 
placed; baskets filled with apples in 

the kitchen. All very England, very Boys 

















o this family of eight, comprised of ‘‘father, 
mother, three children and three dogs,’’ their 
home in a gardened suburb of Tel-Aviv is more 
than a shelter—it is a complete environment 
and a joyous way of life. They live, work and 
entertain in it with an easy informality that they 
readily attribute to the functional, pristine 
presence of the architecture. Arranged about 
an inner court in the tradition of the maritime 
Middle East, the concrete structure seems 
severely rectilinear from outside, but its intro- 
spective interiors are soft-edged and subdued 
—cool foils for the riotous garden and the vi- 
brant, exciting Israel that surrounds them. 
The owners selected their small, sloping site 
because of its 15-minute proximity to the city 
and its high view of the Mediterranean. In 
houses that face west, the virtues of view are 
often diminished by the harsh glare of afternoon 
sun. Here, the problem was solved with latticed 
wood shutters (painted an almost-black) that 
slide back and forth outside to shade—and 
pattern—the large-view windows. The undulat- 
, ing ceiling vaults in the living room (near left 
= and above) are concrete; the walls concrete 
* block plastered with a concrete-and-pebble

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A study of the floor plans (above) reveals the 
open, flowing nature of the living arrangements. 
Because of the up-slope contour of the site, the 
lower (street) level is entirely devoted to me- 
chanical and parking functions. There are two 
main entrances: one at the upper level, which 
is reached by a series of terraced steps that 
pass through a side garden, the other adjacent 
to the carport at the lower level. There are no 
halls in the conventional sense. The principal 
rooms flow together with little interruption, yet 
maintain a maximum of privacy. In the chil- 
dren’s wing, the open passage leading from the 
kitchen is widened to become a family room, 
common to the small bedrooms. The master 
bedroom, which projects from the front of the 
building and commands a view of the sea, is 
completely isolated from the rest of the house. 
When the children are grown and have moved 
away, their wing can be converted to guest 
quarters. The white interiors accommodate a 
wide range of color in rugs and accessories. 
Since the house is so open, it virtually becomes 
one large vari-shaped room in which all furnish- 
ings are interchangeable. The upper-level oak 
entry (left) was carved in Switzerland.

predilection for outdoor living. The exterior reflects the 
architecture of Andalusian farmsteads. Inside, as seen on 
the next four pages, a Moorish romanticism takes over. 
The living room (far left, below) and the dining room are 
domed in tawny-red local brick and paved in marble. 
These rooms open to living terraces, the pool and the 
view, in a surround of lush gardens landscaped by 
Edward Hyams. Customarily, the Wassermans lunch on 
the shaded terrace off the dining room (gazpacho’s a 
house speciality) or in full sunshine at a poolside table 
(bottom right, below). Most furnishings are Spanish- 
made, but table linens and needlepoint pillows (right) 
are American—expressions of the Iberian feeling in de- 
signs by Vera. The house is named ‘‘La Mancha,” of 
course. Its mascot, Leon Saulter’s touching stone and 
steel sculpture, ‘‘The Quest,’’ is seen below at far left. 
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The Benalmadena home of Ramsay and Dale Wasserman 
pinpoints the truth that it is the people who live in a 
house that make it notable. Both these Americans love 
Spain and its mores. Ramsay, of English and Spanish 
descent, has for several years lived in Spain as an actress 
and radio commentator. Dale delved deeply into its his- 
tory and philosophical attitudes during his research for 
Man of La Mancha. Their home is an honest mirror of 
what they like most of a different land, tempered un- 
apologetically by the urbane influences that have formed 
their tastes—the works of artists whom they know and 
admire, for example—and a decidedly American bent 
for casual, comfortable living. In the brick-vaulted living 
room (left), custom-made furniture is in the Spanish de- 
sign tradition but ample American dimension. Typically 
Spanish, the built-in seating that flanks the hearth: 


typically American, its sofalike cushioning. Makings of 
the great coffee table, gift of Simon Beriro, the builder, 
were once the marble steps of an old church. A wrought 
iron balcony leads to the study (bottom right, below), 
where the owner does his writing surrounded by polyglot 
poster reminders that Man of La Mancha continues to be 
played the world over, from Kenya to Tokyo. (It is soon to 
be filmed.) The domed dining room (below left) is raised a 
few marble steps from the living room. The furniture, of 
Hispano-Moresque inspiration (see the brazier-inset ta- 
ble), was designed, as was most of the furniture, by Peter 
Emmerich of Bondecor in Torremolinos. Carpets were de- 
signed by Enrique Argtellas and woven in Granada. The 
arched gallery below looks over the living room and leads 
to bedrooms.

f an architect wants to conduct an

Within the walls of their tiny enclave, 
the Marvels are scarcely aware of the noisy

To achieve maximum outdoor patio area on such 
a limited site, Marvel minimized the house 
at ground level and concentrated it into 

a vertical volume of light-freshened space, 
pierced at various levels with sliding glass 
doors, out-swinging louvered panels, skylights 
and high bands of fixed glass. No living 

area is completely enclosed. Each flows freely 
to the next or out to the verdant exterior. 
There is little differentiation between inside 
and outside. From the lofty living center 

and kitchen (lower and middle left) to the 
boys’ bath and master bedroom upstairs (top 
left and above), some sense of the pervasive

Economy of construction, local availability of 
simple materials, easy maintenance and 
durability were the criteria for selection of 

the basic ingredients. But out of these pragmatic

The hard, cool surfaces of 
natural concrete walls, textured with the vertical SKYLIGHT ABOVE 
imprint of the boards that formed them, 

contrast pleasingly with the hot, humid climate. .

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By WILLIAM CLIFFORD The past 
year’s sherry harvest was late. Nor- 
mally, the hot sun of Andalusia ripens 
the great, tight clusters of Palomino 
grapes and fills them with sugar by 
early September. Then they are 
picked and pressed, a week-long bac- 
chanal unrolls, and another crop of 
newborn sherry is put into the criadera 
(literally, the cradle) to see how it 
grows. Last September, they had to 
hold the celebration without the new 
wine, for it wasn’t until later in the 
month that the grape crop of 1971 was 
ripe enough to harvest. 

But this doesn’t mean that the 
sherry vintage of 1971 will eventually 
come on the market better or worse, or 
earlier or later, than in another year. 
In fact, there won't be any 1971 
vintage sherry—or any other vintage 
either. Sherry is always a nonvintage 
blended wine. That's one of the many 
ways in which sherry breaks the rules 
of the wine world. 

Another example: You can drink 
sherry equally well with food or with- 
out. Its many styles range from bone- 
dry to honey sweet. The driest makes 
an excellent aperitif; some connois- 
seurs say the finest. Dry and medium 
sherries are suitable with dinner or 
between meals by themselves. Sweet 
sherries are good accompaniment for 
desserts and as nightcaps. 

There’s no “‘correct’’ temperature 
for serving sherry; it tastes good both 
chilled and unchilled. Spaniards us- 
ually chill the bottle, particularly if 
it’s a dry sherry (and that’s our per- 
sonal preference, although we don’t 
like sherry really iced or on the rocks). 
Most Americans do not. Nor do 
Englishmen, and they're the world’s 
leading sherry drinkers—but then 
their climate provides their drinks with 
a bit of automatic chilling. 

With most wines, one drinks in 
order from dry to sweet, but sherry 
allows you to reverse the order. In 
fact, the head of one of the great 
sherry houses, Gonzalez Byass, makes 
a practice of tasting his firm’s sweet 
Nectar Cream, then an amontillado, 
then his very dry Tio Pepe, in that 
order, every day at 11 A.M. 

When serving table wines, you 
should always handle with care, watch 
for sediment and decant the older 
bottles. Vintage port is even more 
troublesome. But with sherry, you can 
shake the bottle—if you feel like it. 
You can also open it now and finish 
it later, several days or even weeks 
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later. The more delicate dry sherries 
keep under refrigeration for a good 
many more days than they will take 
to use up, and sweet sherries remain 
stable almost indefinitely. 

Sherry goes well with virtually all 
foods, frequently as flavoring in a dish 
as well as a wine to drink with it. 
Dishes often flavored or cooked with 
sherry include soups, partridge, kid- 
neys, veal cutlets and various pud- 
dings and cakes (English trifle). Sher- 
ry is good with foods that defy other 
wines, such as smoked salmon. 

You can even smoke tobacco with 
sherry, if that’s your pleasure. Span- 


differently to make a sweet wine used 
in the final blending of most olorosos. 

Fino sherries have the lightest color 
and a delicate yeasty aroma. They are 
always relatively dry, although some 
producers sweeten them slightly more 
than others. Two of the most popular 
finos in America are Gonzalez Byass 
Tio Pepe (the driest) and Pedro Dom- 
ecq’s La Ina. A special variety of fino 
is the sherry called manzanilla, which 
comes from the small port of Sanlucar 
rather than the inland Jerez. Man- 
zanilla almost seems to taste of the 
sea, and it loses its special tang if 
the casks are moved in from the shore. 
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iards say that smoking actualiy im- 
proves the flavor of the wine and that 
once the first cigarette has opened the 
conversation and put one at ease, 
then the glass of sherry helps to lay 
the foundation of friendship and 
“clinch the deal.’’ 

Sherry is often spoken of as if it 
were a type of wine, and in a way it 
is. But it’s also wine—really a whole 
collection of wines—of a place. The 
place is a triangle of land in southern 
Spain about the size of Manhattan, 
and our name for the wine comes 
from its leading town, Jerez. The 
Romans called the town Ceret, the 
Moors something like Sherish and the 
Elizabethan English called the wine 
sherris before it finally became known 
by its present name of sherry. 

Wines of Jerez are made by fer- 
menting the grapes (mostly Palomino) 
all the way through to complete dry- 
ness. The casks are watched to see 
which grapes develop a special yeast 
called flor (which means flower), then 
a small amount of brandy is added 
to the ones that do (and are classified 
as fino sherries), and a bit rnore bran- 
dy to the others, which become oloroso 
sherries. Another important grape 
variety, Pedro Ximenez, is fermented 


La Guita, La Gitana and Duff Gordon 
brands of manzanilla find their way 
to this side of the Atlantic. 

When fino sherry ages, it darkens 
from the color of straw to light amber, 
increases in body and alcohol and 
becomes the style of wine called 
amontillado—a name known to every- 
one from Edgar Allen Poe’s ‘‘Cask of 
Amontillado.”’ A well-aged, completely 
dry amontillado is the connoisseur’s 
sherry, rarely found in the market. 
For export, this wine is nearly always 
sweetened. Sherry in which the flor 
fails to grow is classed as oloroso. It 
has a different aroma, more body and 
its own attractive taste—the taste of 
walnuts, Spaniards say. Olorosos are 
sometimes left dry—for example, Gon- 
zalez Byass’ Alfonso—and there is a 
rare dry sherry called palo cortado 
that falls midway between amontillado 
and oloroso. Williams & Humbert, mak- 
ers of the popular Dry Sack, market a 
fine palo cortado named Dos Cortados. 

But primarily olorosos are the wines 
that get blended and sweetened to be- 
come ‘‘golden’’ and ‘‘cream’’ and 
“brown’’ sherries. A_ straightforward 
sweet sherry makes a good dessert 
wine. Harveys Bristol Cream, still the 
most popular (Continued on page 86)

sherry in the United States 
and Canada as well as England, 
is something more than that. 
Specifically, it’s a skillful blend 
of old olorosos, old amontil- 
lados and sweetening wines to 
make a predominantly sweet 
sherry with undertones of dry- 
ness and far more complexity 
than ordinary sweet oloroso. It’s 
excellent sherry. 

The sweetening wines. of 
the sherry country are Pedro 
Ximenez and Moscatel, made 
from raisined grapes dried in 
the sun. They're almost syrupy 
with sugar, and when you drink 
them on their own, you take 
only a thimbleful, as you would 
a very sweet liqueur. 

The reason sherry has no 
vintage is that every bottle of 
finished wine is a complicated 
blend of many years, young and 
old. As soon as the new wine 
reveals its character (fino or 
oloroso), it is entered into an 
aging and blending system 


| called a solera. 


A solera is a fixed group of 
tiers of barrels (it can be any- 
where from a few dozen to sev- 
eral thousand) into which the 
young wine is poured at the top 
and the finished wine drawn off 
at the bottom. Each time wine 
is withdrawn for bottling, the 


| bottom row of barrels is only 


partially emptied. Wine is trans- 
ferred down from the next row 


_ to fill them up, the sherry from 
| one barrel being parcelled out 





to 10 or more below. This pro- 
cess is repeated right up to the 
top row, where new wine is 
added to fill up the solera. Thus 
the barrels are so cross-blended 
that all of the wine in the solera 
has the same character. Fur- 
thermore, there’s always a pro- 
portion of old wine in the blend, 
part of it going back to the 
year the solera was laid down, 
which may have been several 
decades ago. Winemakers com- 
pare this system to a school, 
saying that the older wine edu- 


| cates, or influences, the new.. 


An old, old process 


| This very curious process of 


wine-making has been long in 


| evolution. Jerez was founded in 


1100 B.C. by the Phoenicians. 


| While there hasn't exactly been 


3,000 years of steady progress 
from that time to the wine we 
drink today, wine of some sort 
was shipped from that area out 
of the nearby port of Cadiz at 
least as far back as the time of 


| the Crusades. It gained a para- 


mount position in England early 
in the 14th century. 
The English have been drink- 


ing the lion’s share of the wines 
of Jerez for so long that to- 
day’s sherry is really wine of 
dual nationality, owing traits of 
character to both the Spanish 
wine-grower and the English 
merchant. Not infrequently, it’s 
the Englishman who decides 
how the wine shall be blended 
for success in his market and 
throughout the world. Harveys 
Bristol Cream, now sold in 120 
countries, is truly a wine of 
Bristol as well as Jerez. 


Outside Spain 


Other countries in addition to 
Spain make wines that imitate 
sherry. We Americans do it, and 
our efforts grow better year by 
year. Some of our sweet sher- 
ries are particularly well made, 
and are good buys. Two supe- 
rior ones are Christian Broth- 
ers Meloso Cream and Paul Mas- 
son's Rare Cream sherry. If dry 
American sherries don’t much 
resemble the finos, amontil- 
lados and dry olorosos of Spain, 
this shouldn't be too surprising. 
The unique style of Spanish 
sherry depends on the grape 
variety, the soil, weather, flor 
yeast, the solera and the Span- 
ish experience. A few select Cali- 
fornia wine makers grow the 
Palomino grapes, induce the 
flor (which is natural in Spain) 
and operate soleras. But they 
can do nothing about the soil, 
weather and Spanish know-how. 
New York sherry makers, with 
none of the factors contribut- 
ing to Spanish sherry except 
soleras, produce some wines 
well worth trying. We like Wid- 
mer’s medium-dry Special Se- 
lection and the Great Western 
Solera sherries. 

Despite facing all these nat- 
ural drawbacks, the domestic 
product can be very good, and 
nothing said here is meant to 
put it down. As with any other 
wine, your taste should be the 
ultimate judge. 

Marketing experts say that 
men buy more sherry than 
women. Certainly it makes an 
excellent gift for a man to buy 
for a woman or a woman to buy 
for a man. But when buying for 
oneself, for family and house- 
hold use and for entertaining, 
we can’t see why women don't 
take the lead. Perhaps they 
haven't quite known what to 
buy. Except for Harveys Bristol 
Cream, no sherry is really popu- 
lar in America. We are still in 
our infancy with sherry, just as 
we are a young nation of wine 
lovers generally. 

The etiquette of drinking 
sherry is relatively simple. The 


best time for it is ‘‘whenever 
you can get it, madam,” in the 
opinion of one oft-quoted fic- 
tional wit, and no less a moral- 
ist than John Ruskin wrote: “1. 
consider just and tolerable the 
drinking of sherry from dawn 
to dusk.’’ But perhaps one 
ought to bear in mind that Rus-| 
kin’s father made his fortune 
as the English agent for) 
Domecq, money that supported 
his gifted son’s life in arts 
and letters. 

The authoritative Mrs. Isa- 
bella Beeton wrote that ‘‘sherry 
is the dinner wine,’’ and so it 
was with many 19th-century la- | 
dies. Today, more people drink 
it before and after meals than 
with them—or, in effect,” 
whenever they feel like it. 

Dry sherry makes an excel- 
lent substitute for a cocktail— 
relaxing and appetizing, neither 
cloying nor satiating nor too 
strong. It’s also an ideal drink 
for lunch. You need serve no 
food with it, but if you want. 
something, a _ few salted al- 
monds and green olives go well. 
Sometimes a medium or sweet 
sherry is agreeable in  mid- 
afternoon. 

Drinking sherry through a 
dinner party can be fun if your 
guests share your interest in 
wine. Serve a fino or manzanilla 
with hors d'oeuvres (only avoid- 
ing food heavily dressed with 
vinegar), with shellfish or with 
a fish course such as_ sole 
poached in sherry. A glass of 
amontillado goes with con- 
sommeé or turtle soup. Dry or 
medium oloroso keeps good 
company with meat such as 
roast lamb. Serve a cream 
sherry with fresh fruit—with as 
well as in the dish. 


A slight chill 


If you have a room for storage 
where the temperature is 55° 
or 60°, keep your sherries 
there, all ready for serving. 
Otherwise, refrigerate the bot- 
tles and let the wine warm up 
slightly in the glass. Drier sher- 
ries particularly gain an appe- 
tizing freshness from _ partial 
chilling. 

As for the sherry glass, the 
cones and liqueur glasses some- 
times found in bar service are 
out. There’s a special elongated 
stemmed glass made especially 
for sherry, but an adequate 
wine glass will do. It should be | 
colorless, to let you see the | 
wine clearly, and should curve | 
in at the top, to capture the 
aroma. Given a good quality of | 
wine in such a glass, we can | 
find contentment anywhere.

enough water to cover the chick- 
en breasts. Bring to a boil, re- 
duce heat to simmer, cover and 
cook for 35 to 40 minutes or 
until the breasts are tender 
when pierced with a fork. Lift 
from the broth. When cool, pull 
meat off bones; cut into big 
chunks. Set aside. 

Add enough water to the broth 
to make two quarts (eight cups) 
of liquid. 

To finish the soup: 


6 tablespoons (34 stick) sweet 
butter 

34 cup all-purpose flour 

1 cup heavy cream 


Melt the butter in a heavy sauce- 
pan. Stir in the flour and cook 
over moderate heat, stirring 
constantly, for two to three 
minutes, to cook the flour. Do 
not brown. Add to the broth, 
bit by bit, whipping constantly 
with a wire whisk until very 
smooth. Bring to a boil, stirring 
frequently. Reduce heat and 
simmer for 25 minutes. Stir in 
the cream and bring to a boil 
again. Strain into a clean kettle 
and add the chicken meat. 

Meanwhile, prepare the gar- 
nishes as follows: 


14 carrot, peeled and cut into 
very thin strips 

14 stalk celery, cut into long 
thin strips 

14 white turnip, washed and 
cut into long thin strips 


Combine all the vegetables in a 
saucepan with 14 cup of water. 
Bring to a boil, reduce heat and 
simmer for 10 to 12 minutes or 
until all the water has evapo- 
rated. Add to the soup. 

To serve, bring the soup to a 
boil but do not cook further. 
Ladle into hot soup bowls or 
plates. Serves eight to 10. 


Black Bean Soup 


2 cups black beans 

1 ham bone* 

8 cups water 

4 cups beef or chicken broth 
(your own) or 3 cans (10 14- 
ounce size) condensed 

Salt 

Freshly ground black pepper 

2 tablespoons olive oil 

14 medium yellow onion, 
peeled and chopped 

1 clove garlic, peeled and 
minced 

1 small tomato, diced 

1% cup diced ham 

1 tablespoon white vinegar 

Dash Tabasco 

Garnish: 

2 hard-cooked eggs, coarsely 
chopped 

Y medium yellow onion, peeled 
and minced 


Wash the beans well under run- 
ning water. Then cover and al- 
low to soak for two hours. Drain 
and pour into a large kettle. 
Add the ham bone, water, broth, 
salt and pepper. Bring to a boil 
over a high heat, reduce to sim- 
mer and cook slowly 114 hours. 

Lift the ham bone from the 
mixture and discard. Purée the 
soup coarsely in an_ electric 
‘blender, a small amount at a 
time. Do not blend until smooth. 
Pour back into the soup kettle. 

Heat the olive oil in a skillet. 
Add the onion, garlic and _ to- 
mato. Sauté for four to five 
minutes. Mix with the ham, vine- 
gar and Tabasco and add to the 
soup. Just before serving, bring 
to a boil but do not cook the 
soup any further. 

At serving time, ladle the 
soup into heated soup bowls or 
plates and garnish each serving 
with chopped egg and minced 
onion. Serve with corn muffins. 
Serves six to eight. 

Note: If the liquid reduces 
too much while the soup is cook- 
ing, bring it to the right consis- 
tency with water when you are 
reheating it. 

*If you haven't a ham bone 
on hand, buy the butt end of a 
ham. Cut off a thick slice and 
use for another meal. 


Onion Soup 


2 tablespoons sweet butter 

1 large onion, peeled and sliced 
thin 

3 cups beef or chicken broth, 
your own or canned 

Salt 

Freshly ground pepper 

10 slices of French or Italian 
bread, toasted 

34 cup grated Gruyeére cheese 


Melt the butter in a saucepan. 
Add the onion and sauté for 10 
to 15 minutes or until lightly 
browned. Add the broth, salt 
and pepper to taste and bring 
to a boil. Cook 10 minutes. 
Place one third of the bread in 
the bottom of an ovenproof soup 
tureen or generous casserole. 
Sprinkle with some cheese, add 
more bread, then more cheese, 
saving enough to sprinkle over 
the top of the soup. Fill the 
tureen with the hot soup, sprin- 
kle the remaining cheese on top 
and place in a 400° oven for 
approximately 35 minutes.

Take 
off the stove, stir in the wine 
and refrigerate. 

Wash the peaches, _ split 
lengthwise and take out the pits. 
Slice enough of the nicest 
peaches to make about 2 cups 
and add to the syrup. Chop the 
remainder and purée in the elec- 
tric blender. Then add the purée 
to the syrup mixture. Refriger- 
ate the soup overnight or at 
least several hours before you 
serve it.

What is chartreuse? 


A liqueur, either green or yellow, made by the brothers of the 
Chartreuse monastery near Grenoble in the French Alps. In- 
vented by an unknown Frenchman, probably an alchemist, in 
the 16th century and presented to the monks, it was then 
known only as a ‘health liqueur.’’ To this day the formula is a 
well-guarded secret, but we do know the base is brandy made 
vivid with a herbal bouquet. Yellow chartreuse is 86 proof and 
the green 110. A unique liqueur, it is used to some extent in 
flavoring certain cooked dishes—and you'll find the green per- 
fectly delicious over ice. 


What is Armagnac? 


A brandy and although it is produced only 200 miles from 
Cognac, it differs from Cognac in several ways, due to the dif- 
ferent methods of aging and distilling. Of vital importance are 
the black oak casks in which it is aged. Use it as an after- 
dinner drink or in cooking. 


What is a French 75? 


A mixture of half Cognac and half Champagne. We strongly 
recommend you limit the number you drink. Perhaps to two. 


What are brisling sardines? 


The famous Norway sardines, so tiny they are about half the 
length of regular sardines. The other Norway sardine is a sild, 
which is the more ‘‘standard’’ size. Labels usually indicate 
which sardine you are buying. Packed in olive oil, both types 
are smoked, which gives them a most distinctive flavor. 


How long can you store vegetables 
in the refrigerator? 


The Western Growers Association recommends one to two days 
for asparagus, fresh beans (fava, lima and wax or green), 
Brussels sprouts, corn, mustard greens, fresh peas, leafy let- 
tuce (all varieties), spinach and ripe tomatoes; three to four 
days for cauliflower, collards, kale, Swiss chard, iceberg lettuce 
and pink tomatoes; a week for anise, beets, broccoli, cucum- 
bers, eggplant, endive, escarole, kohlrabi, leeks, green onions, 
green peppers, radishes, romaine and summer squash; a week 
or longer for artichokes, cabbage, carrots, celery root (celeriac), 
parsnips, rutabagas, winter squash and white turnips. Water- 
cress, In our experience, keeps well a week or longer if placed 
in a glass of cold water (an Old Fashioned glass is dandy), then 
completely encased in a polyethylene bag, secured with a 
rubber band. Parsley washed in cold water, then shaken to get 
rid of as much water as possible and placed in a jar (such as 
a Mason jar) and covered securely, will keep as long as two 
weeks. Sometirnes more. Always discard any yellow or damaged 
stalks you see when you are using it. 


What does maison mean ona restaurant menu? 


Originally, it meant a dish that originated with the chef of the 
restaurant. Today it is a convenient label for any dish without 
a special name, concocted out of ingredients available in the 
restaurant at the moment. 


What is a kipper? 


A herring that has been cured and smoked. It is also the term 
used to describe the methcd. That is, ‘‘to kipper.’’ Further, 
Kipper is used to define a male salmon during the spawning 
‘Season. Although kippers are available canned, there is nothing 
to match kippers bought at the fish market, heated just long 
‘enough in the oven to puff up, served with good homemade 
bread, sweet butter and a cup of tea. 


What's the best way to 
‘store apples? 


‘Mellow apples should be stored uncovered in the refrigerator. 
/Unripe or hard apples are best held at cool room temperature 
‘(60° to 70°) until ready to eat. Ripe apples should be used 
within a week, advises the U.S. Department of Agriculture. &

Anyone who's ever tried to tooth- 
brush the dirt from between the 
tiles on a bathroom wall knows 
what an awful chore this is. 

So | sat up and really took 
notice when | learned that help 
had arrived. For the first time, 
tile walls—grout lines and all— 
can be washed with a wet sponge 
or, when needed, with a sponge 
and a mild detergent. No more 
scrubbing. The secret is a Sill- 
cone rubber grout which is— 
are you ready?—waterproof, 
resilient, non-cracking and re- 
sists dirt as easily as the glazed 
tile around it. 

And something else. The tile 
is pre-grouted, normally in 16- 
tile squares. This means the 
tile goes up on the wall faster. 
The same system works on 
walls, counters or floors. At 
least 10 colors, three glazes 
and three sizes are presently 
available (sold only through tile 
contractors) and applicable to 
either new or remodeling work. 
It's called Redi-Set, and the 
manufacturer is American Olean 
Tile Co. If you can't locate a 
contractor who knows about it, 
write the company for informa- 
tion at Lansdale, Pa.

Case of the 
missing seam 


Seams between panels of ply- 
wood or hardboard wall paneling 
aren't all that noticeable. But 
they're there, and for some 
people the sight of the seam is 
upsetting.

it calls ‘‘illusion.’’ The joint be- 
tween panels becomes one of 
the striations. Consequently, the 
seam is virtually invisible.

You're right to be concerned. Carpet’s not just 
“something for the house.” It’s an investment. 

Once you've both read this, you’ll have some idea 
what price carpet is right for your situation. 

Getting a rough idea of your total cost. 

This’ll take you back to the third grade. Measure 
the length and width of your room in feet. Multiply the 
two numbers and divide by 9. This gives you the num- 
ber of square yards you need. Let’s say your room is 12 
ft. by 18 ft. 12 eighteens are 216. Divided by 9, that’s 
24 square yards. 

Now, if the carpet you like is $10 a square yard, 
your total cost will be $240-plus. You usually need a 
little extra yardage, because carpet comes in standard 
widths that don’t always match your room’s dimensions. 

What the square yard price includes. 

Usually, when you see “$10 a square yard,” that 
means for the carpet only. Installation and padding to- 
gether add another few dollars. Sometimes the quoted 
price will include installation, or padding, or both. If 
it’s not clear, ask. 

Why the big spread in prices? 

A carpet’s price—and performance—varies with 
the kind of fiber it’s made of and the thickness and den- 
sity of its construction. 

Here’s an approximate breakdown by fiber, 
though you may see prices both lower and higher: 

A good nylon carpet costs from $5 to $ll a 
square yard. Acrylic, such as Acrilan’, $7 to $13. Poly- 
ester about the same. And wool from $9 to $25 or more. 

Notice I said “good” carpets. If prices are much 
lower, beware. A wool carpet under $9 could spell 
trouble. 

A surprising rule. 

Construction is almost more important than fiber. 
The thicker and denser the carpet, the better it will 
wear. But of course, the thicker and denser, the more 
yarn is needed and the higher the price. 

Hence the Golden Rule of carpet-buying: Spend 
as much as possible! Only the rich can afford cheap

carpeting...they don’t mind replacing it. 

Room-size rug or wall-to-wall? 

There are ways to save money without buying 
cheap quality. Like having good carpeting made up as 
a room-size rug instead of wall-to-wall. You'll save 
quite a few yards, plus the installation cost. 

Also, you can turn a rug to distribute wear, and 
take it with you when you move. Wall-to-wall, of course, 
is more luxurious, and to most people it’s worth the 
extra money. 

Other hints for tight budgets. 

If right now you can’t afford top-quality carpet 
for the whole house, do one room at a time. 

Also, many good stores have time-payment plans 
—they know it’s a lot to shell out all at once. 

Come-ons, frauds, and things to watch out for. 

“Any Room In Your House Carpeted For $75.” 
Sounds fantastic. But it may turn out your room can’t 
be over, 9 ft.x 12H. 

Or, an ad plays up a certain style at just $2.95. 
Chances are, you won't want it once you see it, but now 
they have you in the store as a captive audience. 

I’m not saying you can’t get a good carpet at a 
bargain. Reputable stores do have honest-to-goodness 
sales. 

But make sure it is a reputable store. Be leery of 
fly-by-night “discount” outlets or store-less telephone 
salesmen. If you have a complaint about your carpet, 
you might not find the man who sold it to you. 

Know your brand. 

A sure way to size up a carpet store is by the 
brands it carries. If it’s something you never heard of, 
watch out. If it’s a name you know, like Lees, there’s 
someone backing it up. A free phone call to 800-243- 
6000 will get you the name of your nearest Lees dealer.

The balmy Bahamas: 


in-places and Out Islands 


By Marion Gough 


The Bahamas are getting ready 
to adopt a new coat of arms, 
prominently featuring a _ pale 
pink conch shell, palm fronds, 
a flamingo, a blue marlin and 
the Santa Maria, flagship of 
Columbus, who put in_here- 
abouts in 1492. Centering the 
seal, riplets of blue water be- 
neath a rising sun. This design 
wasn't created by the tourist 
board, but it might well have 
been, because it so synthesizes 
the enticements that have made 
the Bahamas a perennial resort 
for sea, sand and sun lovers. 
Golfers, snorkelers and seekers 
after sunken treasure come in 
their legions, and a paucity of 
taxes, almost as benign as the 
76° average annual tempera- 
ture, has lured many to set up 
second homes in these parts. 

Nassau on New Providence 
Island is the capital of the 
Bahamas, which are hardly one 
place at all but a scattering of 
700 islands and a couple of 
thousand islets or cays that 
start scattering 50 miles east 
of Florida. They make up a 
little world of their own in the 
Atlantic Ocean, not to be con- 
fused with the Caribbean. 


Echoes of Albion 


For many a year, when only the 
yachtsmen and the most ad- 
venturous beachcombing types 
ever visited the Out Islands, 
you'd have thought that Nas- 
sau was the Bahamas. It was 
known for an aura of posh, 
Britain in the Tropics, tea with 
the Governor and ladies in flow- 
ered chiffon and white gloves, 
and at one time was the guar- 
anteed locale for meeting, or at 
least looking at, belted earls in 
the flesh. You might also have 
stood a dependable chance of 
being high-hatted if you showed 
somewhere or other without an 
introduction. This hifalutin ca- 
chet has long since gone by the 
boards, but the Bahamas are 
still a British commonwealth— 
self-governed, to be sure, and 
influenced by American mass 
tourism—and yet enough Eng: 
lishisms persist to let you 
know that you have left home. 

If the last vestiges of Colon- 
ial architecture are giving in to 
the high-rise hotel and the plas- 
ticized modern that seems to be 
the universal signature of re- 
sorts the world over, you can 
hear echoes of Albion in the 





broguish lilt of Bahamian 
voices, traffic moves to the left 
and the trigly uniformed Royal 
Bahamas Police are reminders 
of Empah. 

But for all this, the message 
that came across to this visitor, 
after a five-year absence, is | 
that the Bahamas have become 
Bahamian. Just as in all other 
self-determining islands to the 
south of us, there seems to be 
on the rise a new sense of his- 
tory and a pride in tradition. 
To get back to that coat of arms, 
the new motto, selected by 
competition, was coined by two 
11-year-old school children who 
summed up the spirit in the 
words, ‘‘Upward, onward, for- 
ward together.” 























A Bahamian beat 


Folklore groups are studying 
traditional songs and dance— 
not all limbo by any means— 
and putting on performances 
of meaningful entertainment. 

“Over the Hill,’ in what used 
to be called the native quarter 
of Nassau, the boites swing with 
junkanoo and goombay, the 
peculiarly Bahamian rhythms 
that everyone is careful to point 
out are not just another version 
of the calypso beat of the 
Caribbean islands. 

Meantime, Bahamians are 
getting into the fashion busi- 
ness, staging modern art shows, 
plugging away for better edu- 
cational and community facili- 
ties—in other words, creating 
a modern culture that in our 
opinion should give this made- 
to-order vacationland a more 
distinctive native pizzazz than 
it ever had before. 

And made-to-order vacation- 
land it is——fortunately—because 
nature has seen to it that the 
makings of get-away-from-it-all, 
do-nothing vacations are the 
Bahamas’ stock in trade and 
this is what is frankly promoted — 
to the millions who simply want 
to enjoy balmy days, starry 
nights, incomparable beaches 
and the kind of life to which |. 
they are unaccustomed. In the | 
luxury hotel complexes around 
Nassau—Paradise Island or the 
new 400-room Sonesta Beach | 
Hotel and Golf Club on Cable 
Beach, to name only two—you 
could ensconce yourself for |. 
weeks at a time without having | . 
to go further afield than to the | . 
golf course or the race track. |. 


You wouldn’t even have to go 
downtown to Bay Street to do 
your freeport perfume, booze 
and British woolen shopping or 
to load up on straw work or 
Royall Lime, two native special- 
ties. You wouldn’t have to go 
Over the Hill for your night 
life either, because all such fa- 
cilities are included right on the 
resort-hotel scene. In _ other 
words, it’s no trouble at all to 
insulate yourself from the real 
everyday life and personality of 
the place, and have a whale of 
a time doing it. 

In fairness to the Sonesta, 
the hotel has been rather splen- 
didly designed to give you some 
sense of history while you live 
the resort life—an 18th-century 
lounge reminiscent of Colonial 
great houses, a Sugar Mill Pub 
recalling plantation days, a 
Garrison Bar full of traditional 
British regimental regalia. 

Blue sky tourism has long 
since overshadowed the roman- 
tic history of the Bahamas, 
which is as replete as any area 
of the Spanish Main with der- 
ring-do, pirates (two lady pi- 
rates terrorized the seas around 
here), gun-runners and rum- 
runners. In Spanish Wells on 
the north of Eleuthera Island, 
there are descendants of Amer- 
ican Tories who fled the Revo- 
lution, and you may recall that 
the Bahamas were closely in- 
volved in our War between the 
States and Rhett Butler’s deal- 
ings in contraband. 


Goings-on of the past 


Nowadays, there’s evidence that 
vacationers may develop an in- 
tellectual itch after a few days’ 
lying in the sun, and so there’s 
some fascinating sightseeing 
offered in Nassau. Take a car- 
riage to Blackbeard’s Tower, 
where that scourge of the main 
used to hole in to watch for his 
prey; go up to Fort Fincastle via 
the Queen's Staircase, 66 steps 
cut out of rock by slaves; steep 
yourself in the past goings-on 
at Fort Charlotte and its rock- 
hewn dungeons and _ torture 
chambers. 

On the gentler side, take a 
glass-bottom boat or a catama- 
ran to the Sea Gardens. See the 
| flamingoes marching like the 
| Rockettes at Ardastra Gardens. 
»And don’t miss the local flavor 
>of the straw market and of 

Nassau’s Woodes Rogers Walk, 
‘ithe waterfront where Out Island 
people bring in their sloops 
loaded with fruits like sour sop 
sand mango, fresh fish, crabs, 
sspiny lobster and conch (pro- 
aounced konk), which is the 
native gastronomical specialty 
served up in chowder, fritters 
vand deep-fried steaks and in our 
»ppinion highly recommended to 
hose who enjoy chewing on 


rubber bands and like material. 

In general, fish and fruits are 
beautiful. Nassau is up to its 
ears in restaurants but we con- 
centrated on the Pilot House 
garden, Blackbeard’s and the 
Buena Vista, and you can hard- 
ly say you’ve been to Nassau 
without dropping in to Dirty 
Dick’s on Bay Street. 

Old Bahamas hands who are 
earnest about getting away from 
it all give Nassau just about as 
much time as it takes to get 
off a plane (it’s a two-hour, 50- 
minute flight from New York) 
and make their way to the mail 
boats on Prince George Wharf 
or Out Island Airways and em- 
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bark at once for an Out Island 
of their choice. (Mackey Air- 
lines in Miami flies directly to 
many of the Out Islands.) The 
choice of Out Islands with ho 
tels and guesthouses is broad 
—Abaco, Andros, Berry Islands 
Bimini, Cat Island, Crooked 
Island, Eleuthera, Exuma, In- 
agua, Long Island, San Salvador, 
Walker’s Cay—or if you like, 
there are houses for rent every- 
where. Harbour Island (Briland 
in local parlance) is especially 
favored by renters. Sidney 
Albury of Tip Top Realty on Har- 
bour Island is said to have a 
good listing.

When brown, 
sprinkle with salt and pepper. Cov- 
er and cook over low heat for about 
five minutes, then turn the pieces. 
Cover again and cook for eight 
minutes longer or until juices run 
clear when the thickest part of the 
leg is pierced with a kitchen fork. 

To serve, spoon the rice mixture 
onto a large, heated serving plat- 
ter. Arrange the chicken legs on 
top and garnish with the chopped 
pistachios. Serves about six.

EORGIA O’KEEFFE’s plants lead a Spartan existence in her New 
Mexico home, from which she may be absent for weeks or even 
months.

EUGENE COOK 
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Pearl Balls 


When cooked, this interesting 
recipe is reminiscent of a pate. 
It comes from New York’s new- 
est Chinese restaurant, the 
Shun-Lee Palace, whose chef, 
T. T. Wang, is considered by 
many experts to be the finest 
Chinese chef in this country. 


114 pounds lean pork, put 
through the meat grinder 
twice 

4 tablespoons soy sauce 

2 teaspoons salt 

14, teaspoon sugar 

1 tablespoon sherry 

2 whole eggs 

4 tablespoons cornstarch 

14 teaspoon baking soda 

14 teaspoon monosodium 
glutamate (optional) 

1 cup glutinous rice* 


Place all the ingredients except 
the rice in a big bowl and mix 
thoroughly with your hands. 

Wash the rice in cold water, 
drain well and place in a bowl. 
Shape the meat mixture into 10 
round balls, then roll in the rice 
so each one is well coated. 

The Pearl Balls are cooked by 
steaming, which means cooking 
over boiling water in a tightly 
covered kettle. The food must be 
above the water. If you do not 
have a proper steaming kettle 
with a rack, take any large ket- 
tle at least 12 inches in diam- 
eter that has a cover. In lieu of 
a rack—and here you have to 
use your ingenuity—place a 
metal or Pyrex bowl in the kettle 
and fill with enough boiling wa- 
ter to keep it from floating. 
Then add enough water to the 
kettle to reach to about half the 
depth of the bowl. On top of the 
bowl place a nine-inch Pyrex or 
tin plate. Bring the water to a 
boil, reduce heat to moderate 
and arrange the balls on the 
plate. Cover tightly and steam 
for one hour or until the rice is 
soft and cooked. Since a nine- 
inch plate will accommodate 
only six balls (they should not 
touch), you will have to use a 
second kettle with similar equip- 
ment to cook the remaining 
four balls. 

Serve as a main course with a 
big green salad garnished with 
minced scallions and dressed 
with Sauce Vinaigrette. Serves 
six Or more.

Rice and Vegetable Mold 
with Orange Dressing* 


1% cup (1% stick) butter, 
melted 

2 cups orange juice 

3 cups water

Brush an eight-inch ring mold 
with vegetable oil and refriger- 
ate until needed. 

Melt the butter in a heavy 
saucepan that has a cover. Add 
the orange juice, water and salt. 
Bring to a boil and slowly add 
the rice. Cover and reduce heat 
to low. Cook until the rice is 
tender and most of the liquid 
has been absorbed (about 20 
minutes). When cooked and still 
hot, pour the rice into the pre- 
pared mold and refrigerate. 

Meanwhile, cut the cucumber 
in half, then cut one half length- 
wise. Scoop out the seeds with 
a small spoon, then slice each 
piece very thin. You should have 
about one cup. Combine all the 
vegetables except the avocado, 
place in a bowl and refrigerate. 
Since the avocado will darken 
when exposed to air, peel and 
slice it just before you're ready 
to finish the mold. 

While the mold chills, make 
the Orange Dressing: 


1 6-ounce can frozen concen- 
trated orange juice, thawed, 
undiluted 

14 cup vegetable oil 

14 cup cider vinegar 

34 tablespoon sugar 

14, teaspoon dry mustard 

14, teaspoon salt 

2 or 3 drops Tabasco 


Combine all the ingredients in a 
bottle. Cover and shake well 
and then refrigerate. 

To finish the mold: Add the 
sliced avocado to the other 
vegetables. Shake the dress- 
ing and pour over al!. Then mix 
with your hands to coat the 
vegetables well. Turn the chilled 
rice mold out on a generous 
chilled platter and fill the center 
with the vegetables. 

Perfectly delicious served 
with cold meat such as ham or 
roast chicken.

Arrange the 
carved chicken on top and 
spoon a little of the sauce over 
the chicken pieces.

Explaining Risotto and Pilaff 


Risotto and pilaff have both be- 
come so much a part of our 
cooking language that one is 
inclined to forget that they are 
foreigners. Risotto is Italian and 
pilaff, which stems from the 
Middle East and India, is spelled 
in various ways—including pi- 
laf, pilaw, pilau, pulao, pellao. 
Both are made with white rice 
and, interestingly, the base of 
each is essentially the same: 
rice, butter or oil, onion and 
broth. The variations, however, 
are almost endless (see Risotto 
alla Milanese). With _ pilaff, 
cooked mutton or lamb is com- 
monly added to the basic pilaff 
and vegetables such as_ to- 
matoes, green or red peppers. 


Risotto alla Milanese* * 


This is the classic Risotto alla 
Milanese cooked in_ chicken 
broth and flavored with saffron.

Now pour in the wine, bring 
to a boil and continue to boil 
until the wine has almost evap- 
orated. At this point, begin to 
add the hot broth, about a cup 
at a time. As the rice absorbs 
broth, add more. Near the end 
of the cooking period, which 
will take from 20 to 30 minutes, 
stir the rice constantly or it will 
stick. When the rice is tender, 
creamy and not sticky, stir in 
the strained saffron broth. Fi- 
nally, stir in the remaining 
butter and the cheese. Serve 
more butter and cheese sep- 
arately. Serves six. 

*Pound the saffron threads 
to a powder, combine with 1 
cup of the hot broth and allow 
to steep for five minutes. Strain 
into the rice (see above).

Craig Claiborne’s 
Rice Pudding 
with Meringue Topping 


124 cups long-grain or 
converted rice 

4 cups milk, scalded 

1/4 teaspoon salt

14, cup orange juice 

Juice 1 lemon, strained 

2 tablespoons dark rum 

1 cup apricot preserves 

4 egg whites 


Combine the rice, hot milk and 
salt in a heavy saucepan. Bring 
to a boil, cover, reduce heat to 
simmer and cook slowly until 
the rice is tender and all the 
milk has been absorbed—20 to 
25 minutes. 

Meanwhile, melt 1 table- 
spoon of the butter in a small, 
heavy saucepan. Stir in 34 cup 
of the sugar. Heat slowly, stir- 


ring constantly, until the sugar 
has melted and the mixture has 
turned a pale amber. Add the 
hot water, a tablespoon at a 
time, stirring steadily. Stir in the 
orange and lemon juice. Bring 
to a boil. Then stir into the 
cooked rice. Simmer for two 
minutes. Take off the heat and 
stir in the rum. Cool slightly. 

Butter an 8 by 8 by 2-inch 
baking dish that can go to the 
table. Spread a third of the rice 
mixture over the bottom, then 
spoon half the preserves over 
the rice. Add another third of 
the rice, then the remaining 
preserves. Finish with the re- 
maining rice. 

Beat the egg whites until 
frothy. Gradually beat in the re- 
maining sugar and continue 
beating until the meringue is 
stiff and shiny. Spread over the 
top of the rice. 

Place in a preheated 350° — 
oven for about 15 minutes or 
until the meringue is lightly 
browned. Serve with heavy 
cream to eight. (This pudding is 
delicious warm or at room tem- 
perature, but it should not be 
served refrigerator-cold.) 


Rice and Sesame Pancakes 


34, cup all-purpose flour 

114 tablespoons baking 
powder 

14% teaspoon sugar 

14 teaspoon salt 

1 egg, separated 

2 tablespoons butter, melted 

1 cup milk 

14 teaspoon vanilla 

14% cup cooked quick rice 

1 tablespoon toasted sesame

Sift the flour, baking powder, 
sugar and salt together. Beat 
the egg yolk, butter, milk and 
vanilla until combined. Stir in 
the flour mixture and beat until 
absolutely smooth. Using a rub- 
ber spatula, fold in the rice and 
sesame seeds. 

Beat the egg white with a 
rotary or electric beater until it 
holds firm, shiny peaks when 
the beater is held straight up. 
Again using a rubber spatula, 
fold into the batter. 

To cook, you preheat a 
griddle or heavy skillet and 
grease lightly with shortening or 
oil. Spoon the batter, by table- 
spoons, onto the hot griddle and 
cook until lightly browned on 
one side. With a metal spatula, 
turn and brown the other side. 
Makes about 24 three-inch pan- 
cakes.

Rice is one of the world’s most 
popular foods and the chief food 
for nearly a third of the world’s 
people. 
Regular milled white rice is the 
most common kind of rice in 
our markets. The hulls, germs, 
outer bran layers and most of 
te inner bran layers have been 
removed in the milling process. 
The three types of regular milled 
white rice available are: long- 
grain (sometimes called Caro- 
lina), short-grain and medium- 
grain. Long-grain, when properly 
cooked, is fluffy and dry with 
each grain standing out sep- 
arately. It’s excellent as a side 
dish with meat or chicken, es- 
pecially when there is a sauce, 
and also very good in salads. 
Short-grain and medium-grain, 
moist and sticky when cooked, 
are important in  croquettes, 
meat or fish loaves and very 
particularly in rice molds that 
are turned out to serve, be- 
cause the grains tend to stick 
together. Chinese cooks seem 
to prefer long or medium-grain 
rice, whereas the Japanese lean 
to the short or medium. 
Converted or parboiled rice is a 
long-grain rice that has been 
treated with a special steam- 
pressure process before milling. 
Somewhat more expensive than 
regular milled rice, it takes a 
little longer to cook. Broadly 
Speaking, converted and regular 
long-grain rice can be used 
interchangeably but it is wise 
to follow recipe directions. 
Quick and precooked rice— 
milled, cooked and dehydrated 
—is slightly more expensive 
than long-grain or converted. 
Available both dry and frozen, 
it cen be cooked in five minutes 
in boiling liquid. Another pre- 
cooked rice is prepared by al- 
lowing it to stand in boiling 
water for five minutes. 
Frozen cooked rice, in boilable 
pouches, needs heating only for 
about 15 minutes. 
Flavored rices, relatively new on 
the market, are regular milled, 
Parboiled or precooked rice 
seasoned with beei, chicken or 
Curry or combined with various 
ingredients. A rice pilaf is also 
available, as well as a combina- 
tion of long-grain and wild rice. 
‘Canned rice, cooked wild rice, 
‘only needs reheating. 
Brown rice, the whole, unpol- 
ished grain with only the outer 
husks and a small amount of 
bran removed, is slightly chewy 
with a nut-like flavor. It is ex- 
cellent as a stuffing but also as 
a vegetable. Due to the oil con- 
tent, its shelf life is limited. 
'Glutinous rice, also known as 
' sticky or sweet rice, is used in 


certain Oriental dishes (see 
Pearl Balls, page 90). It’s usu- 
ally available only in Chinese 
and Japanese food markets. 

Wild rice is not a true rice but 
a somewhat tempermental an- 
nual grass that grows from seed 
eacy year the same way as 
barley, wheat and rye. More 
wild rice is grown in Minne- 
sota than any other place in the 
world and it is still harvested by 
Indians, who discovered it long 
before the discovery of America. 


Cooking Plain Rice 


In general, you should always 
follow package directions. How- 
ever, you will find that certain 
recipes will indicate the type of 
rice and how to cook it. In that 
case you should follow recipe 
instructions. 


How to Cook Wild Rice 


It is not necessary to soak wild 
rice, but it should be washed 
thoroughly. Allow 4 cups of 
cold water and 1 teaspoon of 
salt to 1 cup wild rice. Place 
rice, water and salt in a heavy 
saucepan; cover and bring to a 
boil. Take off the cover, re- 
duce heat to moderate and 
cook, without stirring, until the 
rice is tender—35 to 40 min- 
utes. Cooked properly, the rice 
will have ‘‘bloomed,’’ which 
means that each grain will have 
split lengthwise and be butter- 
flied so that white is exposed on 
each side of each grain. Drain 
thoroughly. Return to saucepan 
and place on an asbestos pad 
over very low heat for 10 to 
15 minutes.

How to Keep 
Cooked Rice 


Refrigerated and well-covered, 
cooked rice will keep for about 
a week. Reheat by adding a few 
tablespoons of liquid and 
bringing to a boil in a covered 
saucepan. Drain. To freeze, put 
the cooled, cooked rice into a 
freezer container, then in the 
freezer. Frozen, it will keep for 
six to eight months. To reheat, 
cover with boiling water and 
bring to a boil. Do not cook 
further. Drain well and serve. @

What is rice flour? 

It's a white starchy flour milled from white rice and can be 
used in place of wheat flour. When allergies can be traced to 
wheat, rice flour and flours made from other grains (potato, 
soy, rye) can be substituted in certain recipes. 


What is rice vinegar? 


Vinegar made from rice, commonly used in Chinese cookery, 
writes Grace Zia Chu, author of The Pleasures of Chinese Cook- 
ing (Simon & Schuster). But Madame Chu goes on to point out 
that red wine vinegar is a suitable substitute since it most 
closely resembles Chinese (rice) vinegar in flavor and color. 


What is fecule? 
Fécule in French, it is potato starch, also called potato flour. 


What are pine nuts? 


Also known as Indian nuts, pignon or pignolia and by the more 
familiar name, pinon (rhymes with canyon), they are the seeds 
from a species of pine tree that grows extensively in the Amer- 
ican Southwest, Italy and France (where our imports hail from). 
Whitish, cylindrical and about a quarter of an inch long, they 
are either roasted or salted, or used plain in cookery—much as 
you would use almonds—in confectionery and pastries. You 
often see them as a garnish on Italian cookies. They are also 
used in meats, salads, sauces and rice dishes in Mediterranean 
countries. Generally available in jars. 


Why do raw egg whites sometimes stick to 
the inside of the shell? 


The USDA says it’s because the eggs are very fresh and there- 
fore the white is thick. 


Is zucchini available in the winter? 


Yes. All the summer squashes (pattypan, straightneck or crook- 
neck and zucchini) are now available the year round, according 
to the United Fresh Fruit and Vegetable Association. 


How can you tell if fat is saturated 
or polyunsaturated? 


All fats are mixtures of saturates, monounsaturates and poly- 
unsaturates. If a fat is high in saturates, it is usually solid at 
room temperature; if high in polyunsaturates, it is liquid at 
room temperature. There are, of course, exceptions and one 
of these is margarine. By reading the label—and you should— 
you can determine what type of fat predominates. 


Whatis goulash? 


A sturdy, spicy meat (pork, veal, or beef) stew, of Hungarian 
origin, cooked with plenty of onions and, in modern times, 
plenty of paprika, the national spice of Hungary. The Hungarian 
spelling is gulyas, pronounced ‘‘goo-lyash’’; the Czechoslovakian, 
gulas; the Austrian, gulasch; the Germans, however, sometimes 
spell it Gollasch. 


is it true that wine is now available in cans? 


Yes, but currently in limited distribution. The French tried the 
experiment but without success, understandably. 


How many calories are there in the various 
types of milk? 


One cup (8 fluid ounces) of fresh whole milk, homogenized, 
160 calories; fresh skimmed, low fat (1% milkfat), 110; skim 
(nonfat), 90; buttermilk made from skim milk, 90; chocolate 
milk made from whole milk and chocolate, 210; chocolate- 
flavored drink, made from lowfat milk and cocoa, 190; dry 
milk (nonfat) when mixed with water, 90; whole dry milk (from 
fluid whole milk), 160; evaporated (diluted with an equal vol- 
ume of water) skim, 90; evaporated milk (diluted with an equal

The honorary herbs 


—cooking with not-so-common seents 


By JOANNE DEAN [() My secret 
garden of herbs seems always 
to have existed. There is some- 
thing so personal about the 
lemon balm, pineapple-scented 
sage, lemon grass and the 
scented geraniums, their shapes 
so fascinating, seeming some- 
how secret and a connection 
with some _ half-remembered 
past in the history of man. 

It must have started with 
scented geraniums. | had gone 
to visit a friend who had a mu- 
seum and a cultural center in 
Jurupa, Calif. She was going to 
have a section of scented plants 
for the blind in her botanical 
garden, and we were standing 
on ground that was ripe with 
fascinating plants. She picked 
off a leaf, crushed it under my 
nose and said, ‘‘This is a rose- 
scented geranium, Joanne. See 
how it smells when crushed.”’ It 
was memorable. Who had seen 


geranium leaves shaped like 
that before? And it did smell 
like roses. 


Soon I discovered there 
were other kinds oj scented ge- 
raniums: cinnamon, lemon cris- 
pum and nutmeg. | bought and 
planted these. The leaves of 
cinnamon geranium are deeply 
cut, like the rose type, but 
darker green. It does not grow 
as large as the rose but has a 
better shape. The nutmeg ge- 
ranium is gray-green, a rather 
small plant that grows about a 
foot high and has round wavy 
foliage. The lemon crispum is 
best of all. Tiny yellow-green 
leaves grow up and down stiff 
upright stems a foot tall. 

But | didn't know how to use 
my new plants in cooking. Then 
a friend gave me a clue. She 
said her mother made cake 
flavored with rose-scented ge- 
raniums. It seemed urgent to 
dc research on the subject. | 
found that the geraniums are 
used mainly to flavor sweet 
things—cake, custard, baked 
fruits, fruit cup and ice cream 
—and the leaves are also used 
to spice apple jelly, wine cups, 
fruit drink and iemonade. 

It was all so interesting, and 
we began to experiment. | made 
custard by a favorite recipe and 
left out the vanilla, putting a 
rose-scented geranium leaf on 
top of each cup. We picked the 
leaf off the custard before eat- 
ing it. The flavor was intriguing. 

Next | thought | would make 
a Cake flavored with the leaves. 
This time | wanted to use the 
nutmeg-scented geranium, so | 
baked an angel food cake with 
four of the leaves on top. And 
then my collection of old cook- 


books yielded a great treaSure. 
In a 1908 edition of Household 
Discoveries and Mrs. Curtis’s 
Cookbook was a recipe for ge- 
ranium cake. | made it using 
a cinnamon-scented geranium. 
How was | to frost this unfilled 
loaf cake? Another strong flavor 
might conflict ot overpower the 
leaf flavor. | had been experi- 
menting with herb-flavored sug- 
ar and had some flavored with 
the same herb. The same cook- 
book had a recipe for White 
Mountain Icing, which | made 
with herb sugar. 

In the back of a garden mag- 
azine | found a geranium nur- 
sery’s advertisement. Its catalog 
listed 20 scented geraniums as 
well as many inedible ones. | 
ordered the apple cider, lime, 
strawberry and peach. By now, 
we were herb-mad. 

| learned that the Shaker 
community in Harvard, Mass., 
pressed 10,150 pounds of herbs 
and roots in 1849-50. Circulars 
were sent out with the large or- 
ders telling customers how to 
use the herbs. Their Damask 
roses for rosewater and extract 
were popular, and they also 
raised my beloved rose gerani- 
ums and herbs used in teas or 
tisanes. Some of their herbs are 
no longer obtainable to me: 
black birch bark, spice bark, 
tansy, redwood leaf. Others | 
have drunk and even grown my- 
self include sassafras, mint and 
camomile. 

A local nursery gave us the 
location of a neighboring or- 
ganic herb farm, where we ob- 
tained our herb tea plants. One 
of these, comfrey, we found 
mentioned in a 1656 book 
called The Queen's Closet 
Opened as one of the ingredi- 
ents in “a cordial syrup to 
cleanse the blood, open ob- 
structions, prevent consump- 
tion, etc.’’ Besides drying the 
broad, hairy, long, dark green 
leaves to make tea, one fresh 
leaf is an excellent addition to 
a mixed green salad. 
We also hawe a Rosa Ru- 
gosa plant. We do not expeci to 
raise enough rose hips on it to 
make tea but keep the small 
thorny rose as a specimen plant 
to show guests the origin of 
rose hips for tea. For our own 
use, we buy the hips at a health 
food store or from the herb 
farm. My husband makes an 
excellent tea, half rose hips and 
half comfrey. A teaspoon per 
cup for dried teas is enough. 

| must have a love affair with 
lemon flavor.

The official name (in Latin) of 
lemon balm is Melissa officin- 
alis. Melissa is the Greek word 
for honeybee, and the balm is 
kept as a bee plant. Although 
the plant has a tendency tc be 
too abundant, it can be cut and 
used in many ways—even to 
rub on furniture for the oil. It 
can be used in cooking, but | 
like to drink it best in iced tea 
in the summer and hot tea in 
the winter. It takes about a ta- 
blespoon of leaves to the cup. 

My lemon verbena also takes 
up much space, but in a drier 
corner of the garden. It Is 
shrubby in character and 
sprawls about. The leaves are a 
beautiful, pointed, yellow-green. 
Lemon verbena is from Chile 
and was introduced into this 
country in 1784. Besides mak- 
ing good tea, it can be used in 
a manner similar to scented 
geraniums. The lemon grass 
leaf structure is strongly rem- 
iniscent of a giant grass leaf 
and is about two feet tall. 


tea. | found a recipe for mint 
jelly in a 1909 cookbook, and 
it is excellent with pineapple 
mint. The lemon thyme plant is 
not especially pretty. Its leaves 
are small and dark green, as 
ordinary thyme leaves are, and 
the plant spraw!s in a most un- 
attractive way. However, its 
lemon taste and smell make it 
a personal favorite for flavoring 
swiss steak and pot roast. 

Then there are plants 
in the onion family, the Alliums. 
All these have the hollow-type 
stems of onions, but with slight 
variations. | am sure you know 
chives, but have you seen Chi- 
nese and society garlic? The 
leaves on these are broader and 
flatter than chive stems. Chi- 
nese garlic has white onion-type 
flowers, and society garlic has 
blue. Their flavor is stronger 
than chives but both are used 
in the same way. We have garlic 
growing now, but | didn’t have 
any luck with it for years. Fi- 
nally a friend gave me some 
that was freshly dug and _ it 
grew. The lady at the herb farm 
gave me a clove of elephant 
garlic. The great oversized clove 
stayed in the ground for two 
months, then suddenly sprout- 


the jars. Various scented ge- 
raniums can be picked and 
placed together. If you choose 
several kinds of scented gera- 
niums and place a paper doily 
around them, you will have cre- 
ated a Victorian tussie-mussie. 
For cooking, for tea, for gifts— 
it seems that | am always find- 
ing new uses for my herbs.

We bought an old house. That 
was part of its charm, of course 
—the spacious feeling, the gar- 
age that had been a barn (com- 
plete with hayloft), all the op- 
portunities it offered my archi- 
tect/husband to alter, to build 
in, to redesign. In short, work. 
We didn’t want a house that 
someone else had ‘‘finished.”’ 
We didn’t even want a kitchen 
that had already been modern- 
ized. No, we didn’t want a house 
that would limit us in any way 
from applying our creativity, 
stamping it in our image. 


A cool welcome 


It was cold January when we 
moved in, ready to get to work. 
Fresh from apartment life, we 
knew, theoretically, about things 
like shoveling snow. But there 
we were, with all our fresh en- 
thusiasm, expending it on chip- 
ping the ice from our sidewalks. 
Well, that didn’t take long, and 
we could turn our energies to 
the real work. 

First on the agenda was 
built-in furniture for our seven- 
year-old’'s room. Since Janet 
had no furniture at all (the 
apartment bunk-beds went to 
her brother), this seemed a logi- 
cal place to start. As she was 
sleeping on a borrowed cot, we 
started with her bed. 

But, after all, it was the first 
thing Steve was planning to do 
and it couldn't take too long. 
He was all equipped with power 
saw, had ordered the lumber 
and was ready to go—when we 
found that the basement room 
that was to be his workshop 
had no electricity. Everything 
stopped while two weeks were 
spent wiring the workshop. 

Meanwhile, | had decided that 
there wasn’t much point in 
building furniture in a room 
that badly needed painting. | 
declared that | would paint the 
walls while Steve built furniture. 
One hitch: The walls were 
cracked and first had to be 
sanded down and_ spackled. 
Since | couldn’t handle the 
power sander, that was another 
task for Steve. A couple of days 
away from the workshop and 
the bedroom walls were ready 
to be painted. | turned to the 
paintbrush and Steve returned 
to the lumber downstairs. 

At last, a magnificent cap- 
tain’s bed, complete with two 
storage drawers, in the room’s 
planned color scheme of deep 
orange and white. The touches 
of shocking pink would come 
later. The cot was returned and 


Janet finally had a bed—and 
only five weeks after moving in. 

Now for the rest of her furni- 
ture. But wait, that leaking fau- 
cet in the bathtub and the low 
water pressure in the shower— 
couldn't we do something about 
them? We could and we did— 
but in the process my husband 
-emoved a part so ancient it 
could not be reinstated. The re- 
placement part took a month to 
arrive. In the meantime, the hot 
water was running at full force. 
Every time someone wanted a 
bath that month, mother or fa- 
ther had to go to the basement, 
climb over those yet-unpacked 
cartons and turn on the water 
valve. One child watched the 
water level in the tub, the other 
stood on the stairs to yell, at 
the proper time, ‘‘Turn it off!” 

Plumbing completed, back to 
the furniture. The plan called 
for three walls to be built-in, 
starting with the bed and a 
bookcase up to the ceiling, next 
a six-drawer dresser with a con- 
tinuous top that became a desk, 
rounding the corner to a vanity 
with a lift-up mirrored top, then 
a storage cabinet and a second 
floor-to-ceiling bookcase. What 
| didn't realize was the bits-and- 
pieces mode of operation. None 
of the segments would be us- 
able until they all were, which 
left Janet still sleeping and 
living in the midst of lumber, 
tools and unfinished furniture. 


Going to seed 


With that room well on_ its 
way, all of a sudden it was time 
to plant grass, if we were to 
have any this year. Knowing 
nothing about gardening, we 
planned to start only by filling 
in the lawn’s bare spots—which 
included the entire backyard, 
two-thirds of the side yard and 
assorted patches in front. Since 
one of the attractions of our 
older house was its large lot, 
there was considerable planting 
to do. There went several week- 
ends. And, as the weather im- 
proved, we began to think just 
a trifle longingly of our carefree 
apartment days when such 
weekends were spent out on a 
hike or picnic. Well, we were 
not going to be tied to the 
house. So next weekend, a hike. 

Several weeks later—and 
only five months after moving 
into the house—Janet’s room is 
at last complete. Of course, we 
still have to do something about 
the floor, but the room is fin- 
ished. Now, let’s see, there’s 
Larry’s room, then ours and 
then maybe the kitchen... .

“No question that Helen 
is an original. She has a 
gift, a talent. She knows, 
she says, it’s a limited 
talent, but it’s what she 
knows how to do. She nev- 
er overestimates herself, 
and what she does, she 
does brilliantly.”’ 


Her life away from the office is 
still business-oriented. ‘‘l work 
all day Saturday and all day 
Sunday,’ she says. Two nights 
a week, the maid leaves some- 
thing for their dinner.

‘I'm more gregarious than 
Helen. The big danger 
with Helen is that had she 
continued as an author of 
books, she would prob- 
ably never go out or see 
anyone unless it was ab- 
solutely necessary. During 
the two years before she 
went to Cosmo, there 
might be days and days 
when she didn’t see any- 
one from outside.”’

Unmistakably the trend is 
strong: Everyone is growing 
vegetables. Even in_ highrise 
apartments, you can find pots 
of thriving tomatoes, basil and 
chives. 

Vegetables have two basic 
requirements: a place in the 
sun and reasonably fertile, well- 
drained soil. Within these limits 
you can Create almost any land- 
scape effect. Vegetables, in fact, 
can be beautiful. The secret lies 
in the way they are planted and 
maintained. Some kinds, like 
red-hot peppers, are so orna- 
mental that any utilitarian use 
seems quite secondary. Toma- 
toes join this category when 
they are artfully espaliered on 
a sunny wall or trellis. Patio 
planting pockets, large pots or 
redwood planters may hold leaf 
lettuce and radishes for early 
salads. Follow with low-growing 
annual flowers, which in many 
climates can, in turn, be pulled 
out in late summer to make 
way for another salad crop be- 
fore frost. 

For the last word on growing 
edibles, there’s Stanley Schul- 
er’s new book, Gardens Are for 
Eating (Macmillan, N.Y.; $9.95). 
All the basics of climate, soil 
and pest control are here, along 
with specifics for vegetables, 
herbs, fruits and nuts, plus a 
few unclassified food plants: 
ferns to boil and serve as 
greens, roses to grow for their 
nutritious seed hips, sugar 
maples, sunflowers grown for 
their seeds and sweet violets 
(flowers and leaves are edible). 


Garden tool-up time 


The next best thing to having a 
good yardman is having all the 
right tools to do the work your- 
self. Essential equipment varies 
according to how much you gar- 
den. If you're into pot plants, 
bonsai and topiary training, 
check out Environmental Ce- 
ramics’ new line of mini-sized 
garden tools—scaled-down ver- 
sions of everything from an 
honest-to-goodness English gar- 
dener’s watering can to a hoe 
for cultivating around thimble- 
size plants. These may be found 
at gift and flower shops around 
the country—Price Stern Sloane 
in Los Angeles, Crate and Bar- 
rell in Chicago, E.H. Stern in 
Atlanta) and  Bloomingdale’s 
in New York, to name a few.

Tree surgery 


—and how to get your money’s worth 


By HOWARD F. HARVEY, JR. 
[) Every year, millions of dol- 
lars are spent on pruning, pre- 
serving and removing residen- 
tial trees. With the strength of 
the current ecological move- 
ment, the dollar amounts put 
out to preserve trees—and re- 
move and replace diseased ones 
—will increase significantly in 
the near future. Many people 
overpay; others get more than 
fair prices and don’t even know 
it. How do you know when you 
are being fairly charged? How 
can you be sure of getting dol- 
lar value every time? 

First, try to know something 
about trees. This is not as hard 
as it may sound. If you have a 
specific problem such as one 
tree dying for no apparent rea- 
son, call your county agricul- 
tural agent or your state uni- 
versity’s Agricultural Extension 
Service. Even if they don’t have 
the exact answer, they usually 
will have a fairly accurate idea 
of your problem and can give 
you a free expert opinion to 
compare to what the tree sur- 
geon may say. These extension 
services also usually have a 
wealth of printed materials you 
can obtain free or at a very 
nominal cost. By being pre- 
pared with some _ knowledge, 
you are in a much better posi- 
tion to confer intelligently with 
the tree surgeon. One thing to 
remember, don’t assume that a 
tree man’s diagnosis is inac- 
curate simply because it con- 
flicts with what the county 
arent said, unless the agent 
has also seen the tree. 
Generally, its best to 
prune in winter. Trees are 
cormant then, so there is less 
shock and no damaging sun- 
scorch. Also, tree surgeons are 
usually not as busy then and 
consequently can offer a better 
price. Without the leaves, tree 
limbs are not as heavy, which 
makes them easier to work with 
and gives you less haul-away 
brush. The workers even work 
faster in the cold weather. This 
all adds up to savings for you. 
One other benefit to having 
your tree work done in the win- 
ter is that most of the con art- 
ists are active outdoors only in 
the warmer months. 

Be realistic and frank about 
your budget. If you call a tree 
man to look at one tree and 
that is all you can afford to 
have done, don’t waste his time 
showing him everything you are 
Only dreaming about having 
done later. It won't be fair to 
you because he may assume 


that you are in a much higher 
income bracket than you are 
and may bid higher on your one 
actual job. Also, unless he vol- 
unteers some do-it-yourself tips, 
don't ask. 

It is always good business to 
get several bids on any large 
job. You may be surprised at 
the wide range in estimates 
from three or four different 
contractors. But don't be so 
naive as to decide on the basis 
of price alone. You don't nec- 
essarily want the cheapest job, 
you want the best value. Ask 
each bidder to be specific about 
exactly what he will do for the 
price he quotes. Ask for an 
itemized estimate or ask him to 
write the price on his business 
card. This will make it easier 
for you to compare prices and 
will give you something in writ- 
ing to preclude any later misun- 
derstanding. Before you make 
an agreement, be sure your 
man has liability and property 
damage insurance, and Work- 
men’s Compensation coverage. 
When he gives you a 
price, don't act amazed if it 
is higher than you expected. 
Keep quiet and let him do the 
talking. Remember, you prob- 
ably deal with a tree surgeon 
only every few years and his 
overhead rises the same as ev- 
eryone else’s. Remember, too, 
that tree work is not only a 
skilled trade but a hazardous 
one as well. Limit your protests 
to, ‘‘That’s really more than our 
budget will allow,’’ or, ‘‘That’s 
more than | had expected to 
pay.’’ Treat every bidder as 
though he is the only one you 
intend to deal with. Some peo- 
ple have the erroneous theory 
that if a contractor knows he’s 
bidding competitively, his pric- 
es will be less. This may be 
true in certain businesses, but 
most good tree surgeons have 
more work than they can han- 
dle. It is the good one you want, 
remember? Remarks like ‘‘Well, 
Joe B. will do it for $50 less”’ 
will at best get you a competi- 
tive, cheap job. The really ex- 
cellent tree man who is already 
busy may just tell you frankly, 
“Well, you'd better get Joe B. 
before he changes his mind.” 
Where does that leave you? 
Many homeowners fail 
to get the most for their tree- 
work dollar because they sim- 
ply don’t use common sense. 
One way customers cheat them- 
selves out of the best deal is by 
trying to tell the expert his busi- 
ness. Most tree men want to be

Portugal: castles and crafts, 
once over lightly

You may be told that Portugal 
is so small a country that you 
can ‘‘do”’ it in 10 days. Don't 
believe a word of it. Last fall | 
made a stab at such a flash 
journey, loving every mile of 
the road, but when I finally 
tracked back to Lisbon and the 
TWA sky bird that was to carry 
me home, | left Portugal in a 
frenzy of frustration. There was 
hardly a place, give or take the 
sardine cannery in Setubal, 
where | didn't long to linger 
longer. Each time | climbed 
back into the car to speed on to 
the next place, | felt | was leav- 
ing a plum cake I'd just gulped 
down like a Dagwood breakfast. 
It was also patent that | had 
not done half enough home- 
work on the history and culture 
of a country overlayered with 
exotic influences—Phoenician, 
Greek, Roman, Moorish—and 
which by the 15th century was 
a great and grandiose kingdom 
with an architectural style 
all its own (Manueline) and 
could claim half the newly dis- 
covered world as its realm. 

Fortunately you don’t have 
to be a historian to enjoy the 
people or landscape. Here are 
castle-crested hills, a dizzying, 
unending succession of impos- 
ing palaces, cathedrals, monas- 
teries, the lushness of every 
flower that grows, the quiet of 
brown-stripped cork groves and 
gray-green eucalyptus planta- 
tions, the white and turquoise 
cleanness of farms and little 
towns (the blue a Moorish heri- 
tage), and, by way of contrast, 
sparkling beaches where the 
fishermen bring in their spar- 
kling, iridescent catches. 


An elegant start 


My visit began in_ Estoril, 
that international seaside play- 
ground south of Lisbon where 
the world’s beau monde has 
been congregating for years. 
Hotel Palacio here is a land- 
mark in itself, having bedded 
down every nabob, dignitary 
and celebrity you ever heard of, 
its jewel vaults at times so 
crammed with trinkets and ti- 
aras as to put the Nibelung 
hoard to shame. You can easily 
learn to love it—not because of 
its highfalutin associations but 
because it manages to mix 
both comfort and casualness 
with lovely Old World service. 

Cascais is nearby, an an- 





tique fishing village cobbled, 
whitewashed to a dazzle, its 
narrow streets something to get 
lost in, of a quaintness that 
gives you a good idea why so 
many outlanders choose Portu- 
gal for their second home. 

A sweet, nice thing happened 
here——a black-clad lady com- 
ing back from the flower mar- 
ket handed this total stranger a 


bunch of zinnias. Cascais is 
loaded with restaurants. A 
pleasant little one, fish the 


chef-d’oeuvre. is Gil Vicente on 
the Rua Dos Navigantes. And in 
the evening, if the casino in 
Estoril palls, the boites of Cas- 
cais can give you a taste of 
tado, the curious, melancholy 
solo song of Portugal that tells 
of unrequited love or of love of 
the land. Often it is sung im- 
promptu by a member of the au- 
dience.

But then, one 
of the loveliest adventures of 
all—Arraiolos, where the fa- 
mous cross-stitch rugs are 
made (some Franciscan monks 
smuggled the stitchery secret 
from the Moors). In the Pinto 
Xavier rug studio, 20 girls 
stitched away, fingers flying at 
this double cross-stitch needle- 
point. When | looked interested, 
one of the girls handed me her 
needle and there ensued a hi- 
larious lesson taught with ges- 
tures and many giggles. These 
rugs, on order, are a real bar- 
gain—100 escudos ($31.50) 
per square meter (39 inches). 

On, then, to Tomar and my 
first real lesson in what the 
Manueline architectural style is 
all about—to the Convent of 
Christ and the Chapter House 
of the Knights Templars where

the stone is sculpturally carved 
in patterns derived from Portu- 
gal’s seagoing symbols. Tortu- 
ous, elaborate intertwinings of 
ropes, mariners’ knots, an- 
chors, sails, shells were inge- 
niously composed into orna- 
ment that becomes part of the 
architecture itself. Also here, a 
chapel 
in Byzantine style. To this day, 
Portugal’s skilled construction 
workers come from Tomar. Its 
bosky central park has a water- 
wheel and a pleasant restau- 
rant—Estalagem Santa lria— 
from which you can enjoy it. 
It's also the scene of the July 
festival of the tabuleiros, when 
the girls, dressed in their full- 
skirted finest, carry great 
stacks of bread, wheat spikes 
and flowers on their heads. 

In the late afternoon, Conim- 
briga, something of a surprise. 
I'd Known the Romans_ had 
been in these parts but there is 
being excavated an_ elegantly 
mosaicked Roman town with 
swimming pools, Turkish baths, 
central heating and all that fa- 
mous plumbing—and a musSe- 
um of the most sophisticated 
Roman artifacts. 

To Aveiro for the night— 
Portugal's Venice, laced with 
canals and equipped with 
It has 


striped mooring posts. 





got to have the most beautiful 
railroad station in the world— 
something of a Chinese pagoda 
with its eaves curled up in 
“devil catchers’’ (a curious Ori- 
entalism seen on many houses 
in Portugal) but its glory is its 
complete sheathing in tiles that 
tell the city’s history. With re- 
gret, | recommend skipping its 
Imperial Hotel. But outside of 
town, don't miss Vista Alegre, 
where the finest porcelain is 
made and displayed for all the 
world in a museum. 

Up the coast then, to dis- 
cover provincial towns, Victori- 
an in overtone, with perhaps 
distant views of Moorish cas- 
tles—but they are, in fact, sea- 
side resorts with broad ca- 
bana-ed beaches and a rolling 
ocean that promises good surf- 
ing. Names, known to English 
and Brazilians, to be checked 
for potential vacations: Esmor- 
iz, Espinho, Vila do Conde, 
Povoa de Varzim, noteworthy 
because when you weary of 
beaching, there is local color 
and history to investigate. 

Meanwhile, | stopped at Opor- 
to see where port wine comes 
from, raced through the caves 
of the Real Vinicola and found, 
as usual in winery visits, they 
show you everything but how 
they actually make the stuff. 





Viana do Castelo—it’s the 
everything place, a folkloric 
place where the prettiest cos- 
tumes are made, embroidery 
and filigree are good, there is 
bead and sequin work, espe- 
cially pretty on little pocket 
bags that tie around your waist. 
There are beaches and good 
restaurants (at the Viana Mar 
the local dish is faijoada, a mix 
of tripe, marrow and_ beans) 
and there’s a green wine. Look- 
ing over town and sea, a basili- 
ca is a pilgrimage place and 
next to this, sharing the same 
vistas, the Hotel de Santa Lu- 
zia, checked for a future stay. 

Back down the coast from 
Viana, with a stop at Barcelos, 
where a condemned man proved 
his innocence miraculously by 
making the magistrate’s chick- 
en dinner stand up and crow, 
and thus the Portuguese sym- 
bol, the rooster, was born. Bar- 
celos has an excellent exhibi- 
tion and salesroom of native 
crafts. | was particularly taken 
by the primitive sculptures of 
Rosa Ramalho, Portugal's 85- 
year-old Grandma Moses, who 
makes charming little figures 
of everyday people doing every- 
day chores. 

Back to Oporto to overnight 
at the Castor Hotel, new, deco- 
rated to the nines, and full of 





electronic unbelievables that 
turn on lights, call maids, 
switch on TV—and a_ disco- 
theque. Then to Coimbra and 
the magnificent university li- 
brary (which is duplicated in 
the city of Vienna). 


More monasteries 


The big sight at Batalha is a 
monastery cathedral that 
started out Gothic, ended with 


a still unfinished Manueline 
chapel carved with the fruits 
and flowers of Portuguese 


world conquest. In Aljubarrota, 
a battlefield shrine for Portu- 
gal, | found lunch at the 
Estalagem do Cruzieiro, over- 
looking an apple orchard, a 
nice respite from my ecclesias- 
tical and intellectual sightsee- 
ing. But | was soon speeded on 
to Alcobaca and the monastery, 
there to see the tombs of Dom 
Pedro and his erstwhile mis- 
tress, Ines de Castro (the zesty 
story is that he propped up her 
dead body on the throne to pro- 
claim her his queen. | hadn't 
time in Coimbra to see her 
home, Quinta das Lagrimas). 
What impressed me most about 
the monastery was the huge 
tiled kitchen, which had a trout 
stream running through it to 
feed all of the 1,000 monks.

zaré—probably the most pho- 
tographed spot in Portugal— 
despite what you may hear of 
its being touristy, the locals 
seem to mix peaceably with the 
suntanning visitors who carpet 
the beaches. Ladies here do 
bobbin lace and wear seven 
petticoats, which make them 
walk with a sway like the girl 
from Ipanema. The men_ in 
black stocking caps still put out 
in their sharp-beaked fishing 
boats, but | didn't see any 
beats with eyes on their prows. 

Down the coast, Sao Mar- 
tinho do Porto, another beach 
to star for the future, especially 
popular when the youngsters 
are along, because it’s on a 
safe, secluded lagoon. 

Nearby is Caldas da Rainha, 
a spa long known for thermal 
waters, quiet, pretty, where na- 
tive craftsmen make that pot- 
tery that looks like crumpied 
leaves and fruit. 

Last stop before the flash 
tour ended back in Estoril was 
Obidos, a walled town where 
the streets are literally steps 
and the whole quaint place is 
crowned by the Pousada do 
Castelo, which looks out to sea.

coated fabrics and crisp white vinyl flooring. 
That’s the easy-upkeep part, and interesting 
accessories, some created by the owners, supply 
touches of sophistication. The fanciful 

mirror (right) is framed in white lacquered 
Plexiglas, hung over a Parsons table covered in 
the vinylized cotton that’s stretched on the wall 
in back of it. The collage (above) was made 

by Pengelly and Kaye out of plastic foam cups 
inlaid with tiny round mirrors. Masses of 
plants below it are placed on a platform that 
backs up to the sofa. For a bit of sentiment, 
two antique spindle chairs (inset, below right) 
have needlepoint seats designed by the 
owners. Throw pillows are covered in vinyl 
cotton. Here, overlooking the sea, colors are 
kept to bone and white; the rest of the house 
is filled with brilliant flower and sun colors.

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Editor NATALIE SCHRAM © So you would like to give 
a whole room a whole new look from top to bottom— 
cornices to radiator caps. But the very thought puts 
you into a bit of a panic, for your only back-up squad 
is you. You don’t have a decorator ready to come to 
the rescue. You don’t have a bottomless bank ac- 
count. Nor, you confess, are you anything like nimble 
on your sewing machine. Don’t panic. With a little 
help from your friends (in particular, a department 
store), you can face-lift a space stylishly and with 
ease. No need to go the everything-custom-made 
route. Here, we show you how beautifully you can 
do with ingredients usually available at retail level. 

The first consideration in rethinking one of your 
rooms—psych out what you want to accentuate, what 
you want to play down. In this bedroom in its ‘‘be- 
fore’ version (below), the white walls, which can be 
spectacular in some situations, really seemed to em- 
phasize the too-high-to-be-homey ceilings, the in- 
explicable wall niches, the peeling, not-too-quaint 
radiators. The personality of the room seemed amor- 
phous, too open-end. The goal: to give the space a 



































clean-cut, very personal kind of pizzazz, atmosphere 
and comfort. To make the environment look rare and 
one-of-a-kind, but actually to be very easy-care. What 
colors should be where? What to do about walls— 
fabric or paper them? What to do about windows— 
curtain or window-shade them? Finding ‘Gypsy 
Bazaar,’ a collection of fabrics Angelo Donghia and 
ira Seret designed for Bloomcraft (the collection is 
actually three different prints—'‘'Gypsy Stripe,” 
‘‘Gypsy Star,”’ and ‘‘Gypsy Mood’’) answered all the 
questions and set the pattern pace for the whole 
room. Age-old in theme—the ‘‘Gypsy’’ geometrics 
were inspired by those embroidered onto Pakistani 
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wedding tents—these fabrics are up-to-the-minute- 
American in other ways. They are all 100% cotton, 
Zepel-finished, available by the yard and they also 
come made up into bedspreads, big and little cush- 
ions, even into soft, acrylic-lined quilts. To play 
patterns in a tentlike way, ‘‘Gypsy Stripe’ is shirred 
onto curtain rods across all four walls (right), a de- 
luxe look you can create on your own. (For complete in- 
structions on hemming and on figuring yardage, see 
page 160.) To hold the 3-inch Kirsch brass curtain 
rods, closed or transport brackets were spaced along 
the top and bottom of the walls so the cotton material 
could be stretched between them. Where special, 
nonstandard lengths of rod were needed—for in- 
stance over the window frames—rods were sized 
down using a rod cutter. (You can also cut rods with 
a hacksaw.) The fabric was shirred onto the rods, the 
rods mounted on their brackets and shazaam—fabric 
walls! To make the ceiling seem visually lower, cozier, 
without actually tenting it with fabric, it’s been 
painted a shiny, deep blue. The same enamel was 
applied to the tall window frames—nice architectural 
details of the room it’s nice to keep strong. Laminat- 
ing the ‘‘Gypsy Star’’ pattern onto the window shades 
not only keeps out fabric-fading sun (and city soot), 
it also shows the sensational look these gypsy geo- 
metrics have when played, not shirred, but complete- 
ly flat. The four heavy-duty shades have been spe- 
cially thought out, too. (The longer a shade is, as here, 
the heavier and stronger its roller must be.) The 
lower pair of shades extends up from rollers—cords 
wrapped around hooks anchor them in place when 
they are ‘‘up.’’ The upper two roll down from ‘‘re- 
verse’’ rollers (so the pattern at the top isn’t inter- 
rupted by a visible roll as in the flowered shades in 
the ‘‘before’’ view). Window-shade shops can laminate 
fabric onto shades for you, but you can also do it your- 
self with easy-to-apply glues. And you can also buy 
in certain widths shades that already have glue im- 
pregnated into them which, released by the heat of 
an iron, will bond shade and fabric together. 
Another well-planned part of using the ‘‘Gypsy”’ 
collection so pervasively throughout the room was 
accessorizing with just certain colors from the prints 
—white for the leather-covered little Chippendale 
table, yellow with white in the lamp. The lovely 
warmth of all-out red was saved for the Spanish shag 
rug from Couristan and the zigzag pedestal for the 
Agam chrome sculpture. And in a room filled with 
tent-inspired patterns, what could be more natural 
than being able to sit sometimes on generous-sized 
floor pillows covered in ‘‘Gypsy Star’’ and ‘‘Gypsy 
Stripe.’’ Also, it’s grand to be able to sink into a 
super-comfortable club chair. And precisely how it 
was slipcovered is very key to the success of the 
room. Covered in the same ‘‘Gypsy Stripe’’ print as 
the walls, the chair almost seems visually to disap- 
pear into its background—an effect of print-on- 
print it’s smart to remember. This is what is so re- 
freshing about working fabrics in your own way in 
an ‘‘old'’ space you want to look bandbox new. Dif- 
ferently scaled shapes, covered in the exact same 
print, can come together very, very interestingly. You 
don't have to opt for this total look. Our saga is 
woven of know-how and decorating ideas to spark 
your ideas. You choose. (Instructions on page 160) 
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Mr. and Mrs. Jerrold Wexier planned their duplex 
around the Chicago skyline, a super view of Lake 
Michigan and their favorite no-color colors.

Does what you see here seem like the answer to 
carefree living?

A zestful, fresh, fun-to-be-in scene enlivens th 
living area (above and far left).

Always wishing you had time to read that new 
book? You will have that time, if you accept the 
inevitability of spills and dust and dirt and 

lighten your cleaning chores with some of 

the bright new and proven old ideas spread through 
this lovely sunlit dining/living area and the 
comfortable lamplit den. For example: a sprightly, 
cushioned, no-seams, no-wax vinyl floor from 
Congoleum in the den (below); a room-widening, 
washable wallpaper from James Seeman Studios on 
the den walls; a subtle washable wallpaper 

from Connaissance Fabrics in the living area 
(right). And what about the handsome, textured, 
dark oak block flooring in the living area? 

Yes, it, too, is easy-care—from Bruce, finished 
with a commercial-grade urethane coating, 

tough enough to resist dirt and stains for years.

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One definition of carefree is ing 
without clutter. Witness Mr. and 
Harold E. Strauss’ Chicago apartmer 
where Architect Dan Brenn 
Interior Designers John Vinci al 
Larry Kenny have created a cool anc 
intellectual environment—and a per 
fect foil for the Strausses’ art. Mrs. 
Strauss describes her feeling about 
the apartment as ‘‘one of constant 
exploration.”’ Textures that weave 
cool with warm have a lot to do with 
the inherent action in the room. Mar- 
ble floors juxtapose with wall cover- 
ings of gray felt, saffron silk and 
white pile carpeting. The furniture, 
too, gets into play: lounge chairs, 
nubby tweed; a pair of Mies van der 
Rohe chairs, horsehair; the couch, 
velvet; the table, stainless steel and 
wood.

Leaves and 
sunlight have a nice habit of 
not. Ignore these interesting 
facts of life and you can still 
have a house in the woods, 
but it will be a very dark little 
house. Design into the inter- 
play among sun and greenery 
and architecture, and you'll 
really be living. 

‘“‘What you want to do is 
build so major light comes in 
up very high,’ suggests Hugh 
Jacobsen, who designed this 
neat, three-level house in the 
Virginia woods. ‘‘In this part 
of the world, summer is really 
six months a year. And all 
the time that trees have 
leaves, the leaves are what 
absorb the light. Frame only 
direct light and you'll get sun- 
streaks—light always mov- 
ing, always fading.

Two levels below, in his 
son's room (bottom right), 
the light-catcher is a ‘‘pop- 
out’’ window, angled so light 
can reflect off the desk top 
much of each day as the sun 
runs its course. Windows in 
the master bedroom (bottom 
left) are glass doors open- 
ing onto a deck. Placement 
of windows is also key in the 
living room (far left), where 
the ceiling zooms up 23 feet. 
“A nine-foot ceiling is 
much better than an eight- 
foot one,’’ believes Jacob- 
sen. ‘‘Ten feet are much bet- 
ter than nine; 23 feet better 
yet. But if this living room 
had no light at all coming in 
the top, sitting down below 
could seem a bit like sitting 
in the depths of Beowulf’s 
castle. So we pull light in 
through a double row of 
clerestory windows up there, 
bouncing it off two sloping 
ceilings—the one in the liv- 
ing room and the one in the 
front hall. Result? Lots of 
light reflecting in even on 
days it isn’t sunny. And the 
great thing about reflected 
light is that it stays. You 
can fill up a room with it and 
it will hold, almost the way 
a vessel holds liquid.

All-white or all- 
glass walls pull in the natu- 
ral colors of the outdoors at 
all hours and appear to 
stretch outward areas like 
the breakfast corner of the 
kitchen (right and_ inset 
above). And, psychologically 
at least, the decks double 
your impression of the size 
of some of the spaces. Walk 
into the 16 by 20-foot living 
room or the 11 by 16-foot 
dining room (far right), and 
you don’t at all feel these 
interiors end at the glass 
doors. Rather, your eyes, lead 
on by the lines of the deck 
planking, visually extend 
these rooms out to the deck 
railings. Too, there are no 
moldings, no frames around 
doors or windows to empha- 
size where rooms end (or 
to have to be dusted). And 
arranging furniture, all from 
Woodward & Lothrop, Wash- 
ington, D.C., well in from the 
walls also visually expands 
Space. Putting chairs and a

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ike most apartment dwellers, we were short on storage space 
as soon as we moved in. By redesigning an existing closet, we 
solved our problem. Open, our closet looks like the scene at right: 
enough shelf room to store linens, blankets and extra toiletries, 
plus space we didn’t have in the kitchen for cleaning tools. Behind 
the tools, we installed a plain plywood sliding door, and behind 
the door, as you can see below, we store our off-season clothes 
(sketch at bottom shows perspective from top of closet), 
which we used to cram into plastic bags that crowded our 
on-season belongings. Another plus: Now, we hang 
moth repellent with winter clothes, and the odor 
doesn’t seep into the apartment or the linens 
on the adjustable shelves—LINDA DOWNS 
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We wanted a wall component sys- 
tem but preferred not to spend a 
fortune on it. So we shopped for 
unfinished furniture compo- 
nents. For a fraction of the price 
tag on a finished wall system, we 
assembled shelves, drawer units 
and cabinets of unfinished white 
pine. We found units that 
matched, but discovered in our 
search that we could have bought 
unlike components and still put 
them together to make the stor- 
age system we wanted. Yes, we 
had to sand down and finish each 
piece, but my husband and | 
found that rather satisfying. We 
chose a medium, pecan-tone 
stain but could have painted the 
parts—even in different colors—

Are you desperate for shelf 
space in a tiny bath? Here’s a 
clever idea from a friend of 
ours. Make use of the space, 
floor to ceiling, between two 
wall studs (16 inches apart). 
Begin by removing the wall- 
board or plaster from between 
the studs. Line the back of this 
newly opened area with cork, 
a sound deadener as well as 
a decorative surface. Fit in 
narrow wood shelves stained 
to match the cork—as many as 
you need. Stored with co- 
lognes, powders, soaps and 
oils, the new shelves are both 
handsome and practical. If 
colors appeal to you, replace 
cork with wallboard; then pa-

We made a room divider in our 12 by 
18-foot bedroom with four prefabricated 
wardrobe closets from Sears. Simultane- 
ously, we gained all the storage space we 
had been missing because of ridiculous- 
ly skimpy closets built into our bedroom 
wall. Each one is six feet tall, two feet 
wide and 1742 inches deep. On top of 
each, we put 18-inch-high sliding door 
cabinets of the same width. We tied 
everything together in back with prefin- 
ished wall paneling but could have done 
it with wallboard painted or papered. 
Then we painted the sides, front and top 
to match wall colors. Our clothes fit com- 
fortably into the closets, and the cabi- 
nets easily hold hats, pocketbooks and 
off-season sweaters. Now they look per- 
manent but are movable —LINDA DOWNS

By JAMES DE LONG [(j Often 
a house can transform or cre- 
ate the way of life of its own- 
ers. As Sir Winston Churchill 
said: ‘‘We shape our build- 
ings, and then our buildings 
shape us.”’ But Dr. and Mrs. 
Gene Graham of Clyde Hill, 
Wash., had already estab- 
lished the shape of their 
freedom-loving lifestyle while 
they were still living in 
rented houses. When they 
decided to build, they com- 
missioned Architects Hobbs / 
Fukui Associates to trans- 
late their living pattern 
into structural form. Here, 
sheathed in Western red 
cedar, is the unique result.

The Grahams—three active 
children, a _ painter-mother 
and a physician-father who 
likes to putter around in a 
relaxed, music-flooded dom- 
icile—wanted to go right 
on doing their own thing. 
Their steep _ tall-timbered 
site was to remain unspoiled 
—while making the most 
of a distant view. To pre- 
serve the ecology of both 
land and family, the archi- 
tects developed an_ eight- 
level house arranged about 
a bridged central gallery. 
This shaft, seen from bridge 
in view at right, fuses liv- 
ing areas into one contin- 
uum of private togetherness.

To convert a ready-made life- 
style into a work of archi- 
toctu'e is not as easy as it 
sounds—especially when the 
notural features of a ready- 
made site must be spared and 
accommodated. The = archi- 
tects worked in model form 
to develop the shape of the 
building and its relationship 
to the land. ‘‘Our final version 
was constructed at a scale of 
1% inch equal to one foot,’’ 
says Dick Hobbs. “It was 
so big the clients could al- 
most get inside it.”’ 

The concept of the gallery 
as a vertical shaft (it’s 25 
feet high) in addition to be- 
ing an important factor in the 
horizontal division of space 
in the house evolved from the 
model studies. Windows were 
treated as isolated cutouts 
in the exterior walls rather 
than as continuous rhythmic 
expressions of a structural 
system. Their random ap- 
pearance seems capricious, 
but they were carefully placed 
to take full advantage of ex- 
isting views and light sourc- 
es. Inside, the walls are simi- 
larly pierced, but here the 
cutout openings are curved 
to soften the angular geom- 
etry of the structure, as seen 
at right in this photo taken 
from the entry. The painting 
is by Lois Graham. The ex- 
posed aggregate concrete 
floor throughout most of the 
main level is easily main- 
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Important as the kitchen is to 
Lois Graham, the vast studio 
loft on the top level is the 
fulfillment of an equally bas- 
ic need. Located beyond the 
rainbow arch at the far end 
of the bridge—along with 
her husband’s private retreat 
—this eyrie provides the iso- 
lation and space her work as 
a painter demands. Opening 
into the upper reaches of the 
gallery, however, it enables 
her to give instant attention 
to the needs of the children 
on their lower tiers of activity. 

This ease of audio-visual 
communication creates an 
environment of humming 
Gemutlichkeit—and some 
minor diversions. The mas- 
ter bedroom, for instance 
(far left), was designed for 
visual privacy, but its Ma- 
tisse-like opening into the 
gallery induces amplification 
of ordinary household con- 
versations—the tall gallery, 
sharing its volume with the 
lateral spaces, acting as a 
giant speaker. ‘‘When we 
want to discuss what to give 
the children for Christmas,”’ 
says Gene Graham, ‘‘we go 
into the bathroom and close 
the door.’’ The architects an- 
ticipated this but chose the 
openings to meet their clients’ 
need for spatial freedom. 

The floor plans at left do 
not readily reveal the subtle 
gradation of ascending floor 
levels in the structure. But 
they clearly show the dy- 
namic, diagonal thrust of the 
narrow gallery—and the rea- 
son for it. The limited view 
of the lake is to the north- 
west, or about 45° from the 
general orientation of the 
north-facing site. The gal- 
lery shaft was simply aimed 
in that direction to bring the 
view into as many parts of 
the building as possible. The 
unusual geometry of the 
plans suggests complex con- 
struction, but costs were sur 
prisingly modest due to uni- 
form use of simple materials

ingenious European idea, the cas- 
serole began with the French, 
who, having as much respect 

for the franc as they have for 
food, discovered what delicious 
meals could be prepared from 
inexpensive ingredients cooked 
slowly in the oven in earthenware 
pots. Enormously practical, 
holding an entire meal in one 
container, the casserole is cer- 
tainly an example of carefree 
cookery. It can be prepared in 
advance, cooks without watching 
and, in most instances, can be 
whisked to the table straight from 
the oven. Accompanied by 
nothing more than a green salad, 
bread—if the dish isn't too 
starchy—and a glass of wine, 
perhaps fresh fruit for dessert, 
the eight casseroles that we 
present here make splendid fare 
for family or, if you’re in an 
entertaining mood, for guests.

Kidney Bean Casserole 


One of the many virtues of this 
casserole is that it can be reheated 
and, if such is possible, tastes bet- 
ter then than when it is fresh from 
the oven. 


6 tablespoons (34 stick) butter 

3 medium yellow onions, peeled 
and sliced thin 

1 large sweet green pepper, seeds 
and fibers removed, chopped 
fairly fine 

1 clove garlic, minced

kidney beans, thoroughly

Stir the remaining flour mixture 
into the fat in the skillet until 
smooth. Add the wine and cook, 
whipping constantly with a wire 
whisk, until the sauce has thick- 
ened and is perfectly smooth. Pour 
the sauce over the chicken pieces 
and add the tomatoes, garlic and 
mushrooms. Cover, place in 
350° preheated oven and bake 
about 45 minutes or until the 
chicken is tender when 
with a fork. Sprinkle with minced 
parsley just before serving.

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‘If beauty is in the eye of the 
beholder and flavor in the taste 
of the diner, then what could be 
more appealing to eye and 
palate than a delicious main 
course served from a 
work-of-art casserole? Several 
of these are one of a kind, but 
the hunt for the casserole is 
open to everyone—and local 
artisans often have the most 
unusual finds. 1. First in the 
pecking order is a terra cotta 
chicken (shown from two 
angles) with glazed bottom 
and deep swirls of feathers.

In addition to the everyday 
utensils necessary in the 
kitchen, there are many 
unusual pieces of equipment 
—with precise purposes— 
essential to the sophisticated 
kitchen. This equipment is not 
only professional and efficient 
but contributes enormously to 
the art of cooking. 1. A 20-inch 
steel fish poacher, with tin 
plating inside and out. A must 
for poaching whole salmon or 
striped bass, also extremely 
useful for cooking bundles of 
asparagus or whole artichokes. 
(About $30.) 2. Grooved larding 
needle for inserting strips of fat 
or garlic, nuts, etc. into meat. 
(About $8.) 3. Unlined 10-inch 
copper bowl, used in whipping 
egg whites, making genoise, 
Hollandaise. Each time it 

is used, it must be cleaned with 
salt and vinegar, then rinsed 
well in cold water. (About $20.) 
4. Stainless steel whips (fouets 
in French), invaluable tools; the 
16-inch (about $6) particularly 
for beating egg whites, the 
10-inch (about $2) and 14-inch

sauce. 5. Butter curler of 
chrome-plated steel with wood 
handle turns butter into chic 
curls and adds Cachet to the 
table.

sounds one can almost taste, like the 
velvety word Burgundy itself. In 
French, Bourgogne seems to gurgle 
richly in the throat. 

French soldiers still present arms 
when passing the Clos de Vougeot, 
where the vineyards have given wine 
for 800 years and where the great cha- 
teau is home of the international 
Confrérie des Chevaliers du Tastevin 
(Knights of the Wine Cup). The tiny 
vineyard of Romanée-Conti produces 
the most famous and expensive table 
wine on earth. Other regions may be 
equally ranked for powerful and subtle 
red wines or for luscious perfumed 
whites; only Burgundy’s Cote d’Or 
has both. Only here do we find full- 


ed and white together, 
equally big 
and equally tine 


flavored and full-bodied dry reds and 
whites together, equally big and fine. 
Yet for every man who finds it the 
most satisfying wine, another judges 
it too heavy, too ‘‘made”’ and 
‘“sweet.’’ Erasmus thought 
that its rich meaty 
quality cured 
his 


nephritis 
(brought on, 
he believed, by Ger- 
man white wines). And our 
neighbor, who loves the red wines 

of Bordeaux, objects that Burgundy 
is “‘the whole meal, not just a drink.”’ 
Other objections concern integrity. 
One frequently hears that more Beau- 
jolais is sold in Paris alone than is 
made in the Beaujolais. Engiand still 
talks about the scandal of 1965, when 


France shipped 600,000 gallons of

sufficient alcohol when there is not 
enough sunshine. (They also do it 
when necessary in Bordeaux and in 
Germany.) After all, Burgundy lies the 
farthest north of any area producing 
fine red wines; that the results are 
something of a miracle is amply dem- 
onstrated by the red wines that are 
made from the same grape variety, the 
Pinot Noir, in Alsace and in Germany. 
Even with chaptalization, there are vin- 
tage failures. In 1968, it was impos- 
sible to make any fine red wine at 
all (there were some acceptable 
whites). In 1971, though 
half of what was 
made may 
turn 


out to be of remarkably high 
quality, the truth is that total 
production was painfully small, and 
there is no honest way to stretch it. 

It is because of the climatic diffi- 
culties, coupled with the small size 
and fragmentation of the vineyards, 


carcity and quality 
make them 
doubly tempting 


that Burgundy’s problems arise. One 
authority likes to put the size in per- 
spective by imagining all the wines in 
Burgundy poured into one gigantic 
bottle. Those of the Cédte d’Or and 
Chablis, which are by far the most 
interesting, would fill only the straight 
part of the neck. The wines of Chalon 
and Macon would fill the sloping 
shoulders, while all the rest would be 
Beaujolais. Three out of every four 
bottles in the mix would be red. It is 
because of their scarcity as well as 
their quality that the famous wines of 
the Cdte d’Or are so valuable—and 
that the temptation to tamper with 
them is so great. 

Last November, the Corton-Charle- 
magne auctioned at the Hospices de 
Beaune sold by the cask at a price that 
worked out to nearly $13 a bottle—ex- 
ictly double the price of the same wine 


in its 1970 vintage. Costs of bottling, 
shipping and duty and the importer’s 
profit might bring this up toward $16 
if it were destined for America. (It so 
happens this wine is going to Germany.) 
The wholesaler could then charge $20 
and the retail store $30. That’s for a 
white wine we can drink fairly young. A 
great red wine that tied up someone’s 
investment for 10 years or more would 
have to come higher. And it isn’t only 
Americans who have the money to bid 
up the price; the French, Swiss, Bel- 
gians, Germans, English and many oth- | 
ers want these precious wines too. At 
least we are sure of authenticity and 
quality in wines from the Hospices de 
Beaune. How else can we try to find 
the best? Price is usually one 
good indication. Great 
bottles will

cost less than $10 these days, and 
there’s nothing of any consequence at 
all much under $4. But the name of a | 
good shipper is probably the best 
guide—firms like Bouchard Pere & 
Fils, Drouhin, Jadot and Latour. Cer- 
tain major Bordeaux houses also do 
important business in Burgundy, no- — 
tably Barton & Guestier, Calvet and Si- 
chel. Giants such as Bichot, Patri- 
arche and Reine Pédauque can give 
us memorable bottles, though these 
are not the bulk of their trade. As we 
grow to know Burgundy, we admire 
more of the artisans who produce wine 
on their own properties and ship a few 
others, firms such as Lupé-Cholet and 
Roland Thévenin. In the course of sev- 
eral recent days with M. Théevenin, we 
observed no compromise with quality, 
and we believe the same would hold 
true with two or three dozen other 
Burgundy growers and shippers. But 
the larger one grows, the more vul-

nerable one becomes to compromise— 
to quote a shipper whose American 
agents demanded four times what he 
could honestly supp'y of the scarce 
1971 vintage.

Lenti! and Bacon Casserole 


1 pound package lentils 

2 small yellow onions, peeled 

Bouquet garni: 1 bay leaf, 8 
springs parsley, 1 teaspoon 
thyme, 1 clove garlic, peeled 
and split, 8 to 10 peppercorns, 

10 pieces bacon (about) 

1 small onion, peeled and 
minced 

2 ribs celery, minced 

Salt 

Freshly ground pepper 

Butter 

2 tablespoons all-purpose flour 

114 cups lentil liquid 

lf cup tomato catsup 


Wash the lentils carefully, then 
drain. Pour into a generous 
saucepan. Bury the whole on- 
ions and the bouquet garni, 
tied in a cheesecloth bag, in the 
middle of the lentils. Add 
enough boiling water to cover. 
Bring to a boil, reduce heat to 
simmer, cover and cook 30 
minutes. Remove the bouquet 
garni and onions. Drain, re- 
serving the liquid. 

Meanwhile, fry 3 slices of the 
bacon. When brown and crisp, 
drain on paper towels. Add the 
minced onion and celery to the 
skillet with the bacon fat and 
14 cup water. Cook until the on- 
ion and celery are soft, all the 
water has boiled away and only 
the fat remains. 

Now, thoroughly butter a two- 
quart casserole. Mix the cooked 
lentils with the onion, celery 
and cooked bacon, crumbled, 
in the prepared casserole, sea- 
soning well with salt and pepper. 

Melt 2 tablespoons of butter 
in a saucepan. Then stir in the 
flour until smooth. Cook, stir- 
ring, for a couple of minutes. 
Gradually add the 114 cups of 
lentil liquid, beating constant- 
ly with a wire whisk. Cook until 
the sauce has thickened light- 
ly. Stir in the tomato catsup. 
Pour over the lentils. Arrange 
bacon slices on top, close to- 
gether. Bake in a_ preheated 
350° oven for 40 minutes. If 
the bacon browns too much, 
cover with foil. Serves six. 


Casserole Roasted Pork 
with Potatoes and Onions* 


3 pounds boneless roast of 
pork

Dry the meat well. Pour the 
vegetable oil into a large, enam- 
eled cast iron casserole with a 
cover and place over a high 
heat. When almost smoking, 
brown the pork on all sides. 
Lift the pork to a side dish. 

Pour off all the fat and add 
the butter. Then stir in the on- 
ion, carrot and garlic and add 
the bouquet garni tied in a 
cheesecloth bag. Cover and 
cook slowly about five minutes. 

Place the meat in the cas- 
serole fat-side up. Sprinkle with 
salt and pepper. Cover and cook 
in a preheated 325° oven for 
one hour. Add the potatoes and 
onions, rolling them around in 
the fat so they are well coated. 
Cover and continue cooking, 
basting once or twice with pan 
juices, another hour, or until 
a meat thermometer reaches 
165°sto 70 

To serve, place the meat on 
a heated platter surrounded by 
the onions and potatoes. Sprin- 
kle with parsley. Keep warm. 

Pour off all but about 2 ta- 
blespoons of the fat in the cas- 
serole, add 4% cup dry white 
wine or vermouth. Bring to a 
boil, scraping in all the brown 
encrustations, and cook for two 
or three minutes. Strain into a 
hot gravy boat. 

Note: If you do not want to 
serve the casserole immediate- 
ly, place in the oven with the 
heat turned off, the door ajar. 
it will stay warm for a good 
half-hour.

Place 2 or 3 tablespoons of 
flour in a paper bag. Add the 
meat and shake until lightly 
coated. Heat the vegetable oil 
in a three-quart fireproof en- 
ameled casserole. Brown meat, 
a few pieces at a time, on all 
sides in the hot fat. Set the 
browned meat aside. When all 
the meat is brown, return it to 
the casserole. Sprinkle with the 
salt and add the broth. Tie the 
peppercorns, bay leaf and pars- 
ley in a little cheesecloth bag 
and bury it in the meat. Mix in 
the lemon slices and onions. 
Bring to a boil. Reduce heat to 
simmer, cover, and cook 114 
hours. Then add carrots and 
cook 15 minutes longer. Next 
add the zucchini and cook an- 
other 15 minutes. 

Meanwhile, make the potato 
purée. You need 3 cups of 
mashed potatoes, which you 
can make from scratch or by 
using instant potatoes, pre- 
paring them according to pack- 
age directions. Beat 4 table- 
spoons of butter into the hot 
purée, a big handful of minced 
parsley and 2 whole eggs. laste 
tor seasoning. 

When the meat and vegeta- 
bles have finished cooking, wipe 
any juice stains from the inside 
of the casserole with a damp 
cloth. Then spoon the potato 
purée in big spoonfuls around 
the edge. Place in a preheated 
425° oven and bake for 15 
minutes. Serves six. 


Alsatian Casserole 


Butter 

2 1-pound bags sauerkraut 

34 pound smoked riam 

1 pound Polish sausage 

2 carrots, peeled and sliced 
fairly thin 

2 large apples (Golden 
Delicious), peeled, cored and 
sliced about 14 inch thick 

2 medium yellow onions, 
peeled and sliced thin 

1 teaspoon peppercorns 

1 cup chicken or beef broth

Butter a two-quart casserole 
well and set aside. Pour the 
sauerkraut into a colander and 
allow to drain well.

Of its many advantages, this 
delicious lasagne can be pre- 
pared in advance. 


1 pound sweet Italian sausage 

1/4 pound lean ground beef 

2 cloves garlic, peeled and 
minced 

f teaspoon salt 

14 pound (12 pieces) green or 
white lasagne 

Rich Sauce Béchamel* 

1 pound ricotta or creamed 
cottage cheese 

1 cup grated Parmesan cheese 
(about 4 ounces) 

14 pound mozzareila cheese 


Drop the sausages into boiling 
water and boil for one minute. 
Lift from the water and when 
cool enough to handle, slice 
thin. Mix with the beef, garlic 
and salt. Place in a large, heavy 
skillet over high heat and cook 
thoroughly, stirring frequently 
(about 20 minutes). Set aside. 

Cook the lasagne according 
to package directions. It should 
be al dente—firm to the bite. 
Drain and refresh in cold water. 
This helps to keep it from stick- 
ing. Drain a second time. 

Take a 13 by 9 by 2-inch 
ovenproof baking dish. Cover 
the bottom with half the Bé- 
chamel. Place half the lasagne 
on top. Add half the meat mix- 
ture, then half the ricotta. 
Sprinkle with half the Parme- 
san. Repeat the layers. Slice the 
mozzarella cheese thin and ar- 
range on top. 

Place in a preheated 375° 
oven and bake for 20 min- 
utes. (If you made the lasagne 
in advance, bake for 30 min- 
utes.) Just before serving, slide 
the dish under a_ preheated 
broiler about four inches from 
the source of the heat, only long 
enough to brown lightly. Re- 
move from the broiler and let it 
sit about 10 minutes before 
serving. Serves about eight. 

*Rich Sauce Béchamel: Peel 
1 medium-size yellow onion and 
chop coarsely. Melt 3. table- 
spoons of butter in a saucepan. 
Add 44 cup of water and the 
chopped onion. Bring to a boil 
and boil until all the water has 
evaporated, the onion is soft 
and only butter remains.

Fortunately, the insoluble 
problems of the trade are not 
quite yet those of the consum- 
ers. There’s still good Burgundy 
for sale that was shipped last 
year and five years ago. We 
need only know how to select 
it. First, let’s look at the Cdte 
d'Or, the incomparable Golden 
Slope that wine lovers speak of 
with such reverence. 

There are 113 strictly de- 
fined names (Appelation Con- 
trdlée) in the Cédte d’Or, a far 
smaller number than the cha- 
teaux of Bordeaux, though still 
too many for amateurs to mas- 
ter. The leading 30 of these are 
called Grands Crus, or some- 
times Tétes de Cuvée, and these 
are the first names to get to 
know, the names that are on 
the $10 bottles. 

Unfortunately, the quality 
cannot quite be guaranteed be- 
cause of the fragmentation of 
vineyards that once were or 
might logically be one. Le 
Chambertin, one of the great 
30, is parceled up among 25 
owners, each making his differ- 


Y cup of cold water. Bring to a 
boil, then reduce heat to mod- 
erate and cook until all the wa- 
ter has boiled away, only the 
butter remains and the onions 
are soft. 

Stir in the flour until smooth 
and cook about three minutes. 
Do not brown. Add the broth, 
clam juice, wine, cream and 
oregano.

Add the 
spaghetti and cook until just 
tender to the bite. Drain well. 

Now mix everything together 
and season with salt to taste. 
Pour into a large, shallow bak- 
ing dish or casserole and sprin- 
kle with the remaining cheese. 
Bake, uncovered, in a preheat- 
ed 375° oven for about 15 
minutes or until the sauce is 
bubbling and the top is brown. 
Serves six or even more. 

Note: It can be completely 
prepared ahead of time. In that 
case, do not refrigerate and 
bake for about 30 minutes. 


ent wine every year, some ob- 
viously better than others. The 
19 acres of Le Montrachet are 
owned by 13 growers. The 125- 
acre Clos de Vougeot had 65 
proprietors at last count. 

One step down from the ex- 
alted Grands Crus, and some- 
times very nearly their equals, 
are the Premiers Crus, also 
called Premiéres Cuvées. These 
are fine single-vineyard wines, 
usually bottled on the domain 
where they are grown (which 
avoids any suspicion of blend- 
ing) and often proudly signed 
by the grower. On the whole, 
the finer the wine, the more in- 
formation it has on the label. 

Next, and quantitatively most 
important, come the commune 
wines, usually blended from 
various vineyards in one area, 
which takes its name from its 
chief village or town. Thus 
Beaune, Pommard, Volnay, Al- 
oxe-Corton, Nuits-St.-Georges, 
Fixin. Each has a_ character 
more subtle than we expect in 
wine labeled simply Burgundy. 
But among the commune wines, 
perhaps more than in any other 
category, variation in quality is 
enormous, and once more we 
must use a reputable shipper. 
Pommard is probably the most 





unreliable commune label ap- 
parently because it is the easi- 
est to sell, and supply keeps 
swelling up to meet demand. 

The 30-mile length of the 
Golden Slope divides into two 
parts called the Céte de Nuits 
and Cédte de Beaune. Grands 
Crus of the Céte de Nuits are 
all red; in fact, almost no white 
wine is grown here. Grands Crus 
of the Céte de Beaune are all 
white until we come to the 
northernmost commune adjoin- 


ing the Cote de Nuits, Aloxe- 


Corton. But there are numerous 
excellent reds from other com- 
munes, too—Beaune, Volnay, 
Pommard and elsewhere. What 
the Cdte de Beaune first brings 
to mind, however, are the in- 
comparable white wines from 
Puligny-Montrachet and Chas- 
sagne, Montrachet, Meursault 
and nearby communes. 


Young or old 


Great white wines need sev- 
eral years to reach their peak, 
and we are probably drinking 
many of them too young. Red 
wines need even longer, but to- 
day only the Chambertins and 
Romanées seem to require the 
classic 10 years to begin to be 
drinkable. Modern methods of 
vinification and modern tastes 
(influenced by modern econom- 
ics) are resulting in red Bur- 
gundies ready to drink young. 
Wines of the Cote de Nuits gen- 
erally need more age than the 
Cote de Beaune, though there 
are exceptions. Volnay frequent- 
ly ages beautifully. One grower 
maintains that Burgundies are 
most attractive either quite 
young, when they are fresh and 
fruity, or well on in years, mel- 
low and full of fragile subtle- 
ties. But not in the rather dull 
period of middle age. The trou- 
ble with waiting for a wine to 
become a senior citizen is not 
only that you have to wait so 
long, sometimes a good part of 
your own lifetime, but also that 
only a few of the finest develop 
into masterpieces. More just 
quietly fade away. 

Apart from the sure things, 
the few rare, treasured bottles 
that have been carefully stored 
in quiet coolcellars, the vintag- 
es to buy and drink now go 
back no farther than 1957, 
which was a year that gave hard 
and difficult wines, some of 
which are finally coming around. 
Then 1959 and 1961, both ex- 
Ceptional and now scarce. Vint- 
ages of 1962, 1964, 1966 and 
1969 are the best to come out 
of the last decade. 

Because there is so little 
wine of the Céte d’Or, we need 
and value the rest of Burgundy 
all the more. Chalon might al- 
most be a southern appendage 
to the Cdte de Beaune; here 


grow the red wines of Mercurey, 
whites of Montagny and Rully, 
and both from Givry. The next 
area south, named for Macon, 
produces the famous pale white 
Pouilly-Fuissé, plus the Pouilly- 
Vinzelles and Pouilly-Loché, a 
new appelation St.-Véran and 
Viré, which important shippers 
such as Piat hope will take some 
of the pressure off the over- 
priced Pouilly-Fuissé. All of 
these unfamiliar names are not 
thought worth counterfeiting. 

Farthest south in Burgundy 
lies the vast Beaujolais, whose 
delicious young purple-red juice 
of the Gamay is justly loved and 
fairly called the best cheap wine 
of the world. Uncomplicated, 
mostly made to be quaffed in 
their first year, these wines also 
have shades of difference. Wines 
labeled Beaujolais-Villages have 
more character and power than 
plain Beaujolais. Best are the 
nine Grands Crus: Chiroubles, 
Fleurie and St.-Amour the light- 
est, best drunk young; Moulin- 
a-Vent, Morgon and Chénas, 
stronger and better with a little 
age; Juliénas, Brouilly and Céte 
de Brouilly, known for vigor and 
for their richness. 

There remains Chablis, the 
cold pocket of vineyards off to 
the north halfway to Paris, 
whose excellent but microscop- 
ic production bears no relation 
to all the mediocre wine in its 
honor around the world. Here 
as elsewhere in Burgundy there 
are Grands Crus, seven of them. 
They are bigger and stronger 
than the Premiéres Crus, which 
may still be very fine and far 
better buys than just plain Cha- 
blis. (Petit Chablis is weaker 
still and comes from a differ- 
ent grape variety.) This austere, 
dry white wine is so difficult to 
grow that great vintages are 
rare—1969, 1966 and 1961 
are the best recent ones. 


Other efforts 


Can that Burgundy taste be 
copied? Obviously there is more 
than one Burgundy taste, but 
most wines grown in_ other 
countries and called Chablis or 
Burgundy or Gamay Beaujolais 
are unlike the originals. The 
grape variety for red Burgundy 
of the Céte d’Or is the Pinot 
Noir. This variety has not been 
California's most successful to 
date, though some recent new 
plantings show promise. In a 
recent blind tasting of selected 
non-French wines called Bur- 
gundy, the Burgundy blend of 
The Christian Brothers proved 
outstanding, as did the Spanish 
Burgundy of Yago. Still, the 
wines grown in the particular 
climate of eastern France be- 
tween Dijon and Lyon are 
unique, and they appear to have 
every chance of remaining so.

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What is turbinado sugar? 


Actually, it’s partially refined raw sugar with still enough mo- 
lasses clinging to it to impart a definite molasses taste. Ac- 
cording to Sugar Information Inc., it is far from edible and, 
like all sugar, is about 96% pure carbohydrate. The U.S. Food 
and Drug Administration says raw sugar usually is “‘unfit for 
direct use as a food or as a food ingredient because of the 
impurities it ordinarily contains.”’ 


Are dry-roasted macadamia nuts available? 


Yes, due to the good work of the Agricultural Research Ser- 
vice of the USDA. One of Hawaii’s most important crops but 
extremely perishable, heretofore vacuum-packed in cans, mac- 
adamia nuts did not keep well. Now dry-roasted and packed in 
glass jars, their ‘‘life’’ has been extended indefinitely. Available 
in food stores and/or wherever nuts are sold. 


Does Parmentier mean a man or a dish? 


Parmentier, a French agronomist who wrote numerous books on 
food, was responsible for introducing potatoes in France around 
1786. All dishes bearing his name indicate that potatoes are 
one of the ingredients. For example, Potage Parmentier, a 
potato cream soup. 


Are smooth-skinned lemons juicier? 


According to the USDA, smooth-skinned lemons are inclined to 
have more juice than lemons with rough skins. 


Is it true that cream of tartar deteriorates? 


We queried McCormick & Company and its research laboratory 
reports that if the container is kept tightly closed, cream of 
tartar is highly stable to light and air. It does have a tendency 
to absorb moisture, however, hence the need for the tightly 
sealed container. 


Can meat or poultry be partially cooked, 
then finished later? 


No. Both meat and poultry should be completely cooked at 
one time, the USDA tells us. 


What is the difference between 
wax beans and green beans? 


Wax beans are so called because of their waxy yellow color. 
They are not nearly as common as green beans. Nutritionally, 
the two types are about the same. 


How can you keep a cut avocado? 


Once it’s cut, and you should cut lengthwise, whack a heavy, 
sharp knife directly into the seed and twist to lift it out. Place 
the half you do not intend to use in a jar or plastic container 
large enough to hold it comfortably. Cover with water and add 
a good squeeze of lemon juice. If there isn't a lid, seal tightly 
with foil and refrigerate. It will keep several days and also 
retain its beautiful color. 


Are chicken drumsticks readily available? 


Yes. Straight across the country, fresh or frozen. If, by any 
mischance, your market hasn't the drumsticks on display, your 
meat man can certainly provide them. 


What is a pork cushion? 


A square, flat piece of pork made by removing the bones from 
the shoulder to provide a pocket for stuffing. 


What are sour prunes? 


Leo Pearlstein writes from California to say that they are a 
typical mid-European recipe and are made by preparing a 
brine of salt, vinegar, a little sugar and whole pickling spice. 
This mixture is brought to a boil, then poured over the prunes 
to allow them to soak. To use, the sour prunes are drained. @

dsardening with 
wild flowers 


—for gardens with a natural look 


Editor ELVIN McDONALD [J One 
of the greatest pleasures of 
spring is to discover the first 
few wild flowers opening in the 
warm sunshine. The value of 
native plants, either in wild- 
flower gardens by themselves 
or aS companions for cultivated 
plants, is appreciated now by 
more gardeners than ever be- 
fore (see ‘‘Acres of Carefree 
Flowers,’’ page 80). A positive 
way to support the causes of 
conservation is to provide a 
protected home for wildlings. 

Just what is meant by a wild 
flower in a garden? Kathryn S. 
Taylor, writing in Volume 15 of 
the new Good Housekeeping 
Illustrated Encyclopedia of Gar- 
dening, says that any unculti- 
vated flower comes under the 
general heading of ‘‘wild flow- 
er,’’ but this definition does not 
apply to the same plants when 
they are grown in_ different 
sections of the country. For 
instance, Virginia bluebells 
(Mertensia virginica) is a favor- 
ite spring wild flower to the west 
and south of New York. In New 
England, it is often featured in 
conventional perennial borders. 

If the plants in a wild flower 
garden were restricted to those 
growing naturally in the vicinity, 
the choice of material usually 
would be limited. Mrs. Taylor 
recommends this type garden 
for a natural setting—a parcel 
of woodland, a rocky ledge, a 
brookside or other unspoiled, 
undeveloped landscape. The 
plants need not be indigenous 
to the area but should fit into 
the habitat represented. 

Most cultivated gardens of 
wild flowers begin with creating 
a setting that approximates con- 
ditions in nature. Such a garden 
may take various forms: a patch 
of ground in the city turned into 
a spring wild garden; native 
plants used as ground covers 
under shrubs and small trees; 
a shaded, rocky area in a sub- 
urban landscape. 


Climate all important 


Climate has the final say about 
what plants can be grown in a 
given place. Plants from the 
cold North may exist half-heart- 
edly in warmer environments 
but will never completely suc- 
ceed. For example, the thick 
mats of bunchberry (Cornus 
canadensis) seen starred with 
white flowers and, later, ablaze 
with clusters of brilliant red 
berries across New England and 
the Pacific Northwest can never 
be grown as well outside their 


rugged northern habitat. The 
effect of climate is particularly 
noticeable when trying to grow 
alpines from the summits of 
high mountains at low eleva- 
tions. True alpines grow natural- 
ly under conditions that are 
difficult, but not impossible, to 
duplicate. By building a scree— 
a stony, weil-drained area, 
preferably on a cool hillside— 
one can grow many kinds of 
rare alpine plants. Shade- 
loving plants from southern 
climates need more sun _ in 
northern gardens; sun-loving 
plants from the North need 
some shade in warmer regions. 


Good ground covers 


In any wild garden the plants are 
not set out with wide spaces of 
bare ground around them, as 
in a cultivated garden. Wild 
flowers need ground covers close 
to them to maintain humidity 
and keep the ground moist. 

The exposure given to wild 
flowers is as important as the | 
need for ground covers. Most, 
even those from the woodland, 
need a little sun when they are 
in bloom. The filtered light that 
reaches them through branches 
where new leaves are unfolding 
is just the amount liked by 
spring-blooming species. Later 
in the season, they can stand 
almost complete shade. 

Most wild flowers need abun- 
dant organic matter in the soil. 
When preparing the ground, dig 
in plenty of decayed, native peat, 
peat moss or partly decayed 
compost to simulate woods soil. 
A top-dressing of compost or 
well-rotted manure applied each 
spring or fall will help maintain 
the necessary organic supply. 

In nature, wild flowers re- 
ceive only the nourishment they 
actually need for subsistence. 
Given a richer fare, they may 
spread too rapidly or die. 

A simple test kit for determin- 
ing soil acidity should be part 
of your equipment. Except for 
the plants needing very acid 
soil (pH 4.5) and a few requir- 
ing a neutral or somewhat alka- 
line soil (pH 7.0), the great 
majority are not very fussy 
about the degree of acidity. A 
pH of 5.5 suits most plants of 
the deciduous woods and of 
fields and roadsides. When no 
means for testing soil acidity is 
available, a study of existing 
plant material in the area in 
question will serve as a guide. 
If you wish to plant trailing ar- 
butus and there are no blue- : 
berry bushes, laurels, azaleas,

with you, but if you insist 
that your tree is dead or has 
this disease or that one, he may 
just go along with you rather 
than try to tell you that you’re 
wrong and possibly offend you. 
(‘The customers are always 
right,’ remember?) So ask him 
what he thinks, don’t tell him. 
He may know a whole lot more 
than you think. You may save 
a lot of money and your tree by 
following his expert advice. 

Another way you can get a 
better job for your money is to 
have some appreciation for his 
work. Tree work is extremely 
difficult physically, and a tired 
man likes to think you approve 
of his work. Did you appreciate 
his work? Tell him. You may 
find yourself getting a better 
job and lots of small extra fa- 
vors, all for a few kind words of 
praise or recognition. You will 
be doing yourself a great favor 
to check periodically on the 
progress of the job while the 
climber is still in the tree. lf 
your tree man is cleaning out 
dead wood from the tree or 
thinning out foliage and you see 
pieces he missed or if you don’t 
think it is thin enough, tell him 
while he is up there. It is easy 
to correct such situations but 
not when he gets down to the 
ground. Getting up in a _ big 
tree is hard work, and most 
tree men are satisfied that they 
are finished before they come 
down and will be reluctant to 
go back up without protest or 
more money. Speak up early 
if you don't like what you see. 


One of the saddest sights to 
anyone who loves trees is that 
pitiful-looking specimen that 
has been butchered by a home 
handyman. Sadder yet—to the 
homeowner, if not to the con- 
servationist—is the all-too-fre- 
quent limb through a roof or on 
the family car. Or to see dad 
on crutches. 

There are some things you 
can do for yourself in trees and 
save money. Things like light 
pruning on. small trees, tree 
feeding and banding with Tan- 
glefoot to keep nonflying bugs 
out of the tree. But for the 
most part, tree surgery requires 
so much specialized equipment 
and skill that even the do-it- 
yourselfer will save money by 
using the experts. Tree surgery 
equipment is expensive and 
tree men take years gaining 
proficiency at the trade. They 
risk their lives daily in unpre- 
dictable tree tops and by using 
potentially dangerous chain 
saws and brush grinders. First- 
class tree work has never been 
cheap and it probably never 
will be. However, new equip- . 
ment and modern techniques 
have helped increase efficiency 
and will help to keep prices 
from rising as fast as labor 
costs have. 

A good rule of thumb is, if 
you can do it from the ground, 
try it. But if you must climb up 
into the tree or work from any- 
thing higher than a stepladder, 
don’t. The expert tree surgeon 
will probably be cheaper in the 
jong run. And certainly safer.

Preparing fabric for the shirred 
walls shown on page 55 re- 
quires only the simplest sewing. 

To determine the amount of 
material needed, first measure 
your walls very carefully. To al- 
low for a nice shirring, you 
should figure that each width of 
fabric will cover about one-third 
to three-eighths less wall space 
—we used one 48-inch width for 
each 30 inches of wall. The 
length of each width will be 
equal to the height of the wall 
plus four inches for hems. You 
also will have to make adjust- 
ments around windows and 
doors. For example, if the space 
between a corner and a window 
is 45 inches, use one full width 
and half of another (to main- 
tain an even shirring) in that 
space. Then figure the wall 
across the top of the window 


in the same manner and then 
go on to the wall on the other 
side of the window. Remember 
to add the four inches to the 
height of the space over win- 
dows or doors—you will need 
hems for your rods in these 
areas also. Add up all the 
lengths needed to cover all your 
walls to figure total yardage. 

To make a pocket for the cur- 
tain rods, turn down a two-inch 
hem at the top of each width 
(wrong sides together). Stitch 
the bottom of the hem to the 
fabric. Then make another line 
of stitching one inch from the 
top of the fold—creating a 
casing to hold the curtain rod 
and a frill or heading at the 
same time. Repeat with the bot- 
tom hem, then put each width 
On your rods and distribute 
the shirring in even gathers. @

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Florida claims 17. The two largest springs, Silver and Rainbow, 
discharge about one billion gallons per day. This quantity, lost 
to the sea, represents more than currently required by all do- 
mestic users in Florida. A third large spring discharges fresh 
water, unable to be stored by the great Floridian aquifer, into the 
Atlantic Ocean near St. Augustine. In the 12-month period from 
July, 1969, to July, 1970, over 414-million acre-feet of excess 
water had to be discharged to tidewater from Lake Okeechobee 
and three conservation areas. This water would have supplied 
Miami for the next 30 years. Of the total available fresh water, 
about 14 inches or 40 billion gallons per day runs off into 
river systems or percolates into the ground. The remaining 
75% is lost by evaportranspiration (water loss to the atmos- 
phere from soil and plant life).

“With valid statistics such as these, why was it necessary 
for the governor to call a conference last month to discuss 
the critical water shortage in south Florida? Admittedly, the 
40 billion gallons per day of fresh water is not uniformly dis- 
tributed by time or location, but it is availabie, and it is 
all we will have 10, 100 or even 1,000 years from now. It is 
my opinion that we are long overdue for decisive management of 
our fresh water resources. Since reuse is one consideration of 
water management, review of its aspect of environmental con- 
trol, both nationally and locally, may focus on problems we 
created in the past, and, hopefully, how we can progress in the 
future.’’ DR. F.A. EIDSNESS, vice president, Black, Crown and 
Eidsness Inc., Consulting Engineers.

.M. Human relationships were most important between my 
brother and me—and between friends. That was the first order 
for my parents. They were well known, although not famous, 
and though their professional careers were distinguished, they 
never let them overwhelm the human contact. | feel the same 
today about their values. 

I've always loathed hypocrisy, just as the young do today 
when they say their parents preach one thing and act the op- 
posite. Preaching honesty, for instance, but cheating on tax 
returns. Preaching against drugs, while consuming quantities 
of liquor. That kind of thing. | hate deceit. | hate pretense. 
@. While no one will admit to approving hypocrisy, what about 
when it appears as a courtesy? 

M.M. That is one area where | wish we had a little more 
hypocrisy—in manners. Lack of manners is not only one of 
the marked failings of the young, but of our times. 

@. You said exactly that in 1958. If our manners were poor 
then, are they poorer now? 

MM. They're infinitely worse because, | think, of a kind of 
general barbarism and a lack of sensitivity for others. Maybe 
saying “‘How do you do?’’ doesn’t mean that you're passion- 
ately interested, but it is an approach—a way of reaching out 
to another person. Even ‘‘thank you”’ and “‘excuse me”’ should 
be automatic. These minor courtesies make it possible for 
strangers to get along with each other comfortably. But there 
is no longer a social norm or standard of behavior to which 
people—and especially the young—adhere. Parents, | suspect, 
have given up efforts to drill manners into the young because 
they seem futile. The young, moreover, equate manners and 
courtesy with ‘‘nypocrisy.”’ 

@. But when you say ‘‘hypocrisy,”’ aren’t you referring less to 
manners than to big deceit? 

M.M. That's right. There's a large difference between deceit 
and manners. | hate deceit, whether it comes from government 
sources or from an individual. And pretense—trying to be 
something one is not—is a kind of deceit. 

@. Then it follows that you dislike all the stress on ‘‘image.”’ 
MLM. It's all part of the business of selling. There's no 
getting around that since, unfortunately, the central business 
of America is the selling of products. | was aware of that 
when | wrote More in Anger and it’s worse now. | must con- 
fess to being ahead of my time, and while that seems like a 
boast, it’s a mixed blessing. I’ve been so early that people 
were not willing to accept my ideas. They have in the past 
put me down as ‘‘controversial’’ or, more recently, ‘‘kooky.”’ 
As someone not to be taken seriously. More in Anger an- 
ticipated what is happening now, but it was starting then. 
My last novel, They (Doubleday 1968), was about the exile 
of the old, and you can see it’s happening now. 

q@. Another quote from More in Anger reads: ‘‘Yet it seems to 
me they want a house full of things while we wanted a life 
full of challenge.

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M.M. Money is lovely to have, but I've always hated thinking 
about it. Unfortunately, one needs it. The trouble is | don’t 
like people who love money. This is one of the paradoxes of 
today’s young. They have a beautiful disregard—as | did— 
for money as barter, yet they buy expensive things and live off 
the parents they sneer at. 

@. But aren't you aware now of a general questioning of ac- 
quisitiveness—a questioning that took most of us longer? 
M.MI. Heavens, yes. There’s far more questioning among the 
general public on everything. This, in a way, has triggered 
every sort of explosive new attitude. It's healthy as long as it 
isn't exaggerated. Even older people who are generally at ease 
with the status quo are starting to question: What are we 
working for all our lives? What is the meaning of life? What 
have we missed along the way? There are people who are too 
rigid and set to change, but in many ways even they question 
attitudes and ways of life they once thought inevitable. 

@. |In More in Anger, you poked fun at togetherness. What 
about togetherness—and privacy—today? 

M.M. | made a point of togetherness only in a mild way, but | 
would love to comment on a new kind of togetherness—and 
privacy. | feel much admiration and sympathy for today’s young 
who have, ironically, a different kind of togetherness from the 
cloying family togetherness of the 50s. What | don’t understand 
—and do worry about—is a togetherness that insists the young 
must be in groups. They cannot be alone. They travel in huge 
gaggles and tribes and packs, and they're always with their own 
kind. In this country of individuality, my feeling has always 
been that you can be yourself. I've always had to have hours of 
solitude, as | was growing up and in my three marriages. How 
can you know yourself and be yourself without solitude? If 
you're constantly with others, | don't think you know yourself or 
know what you think of the human mind. 

@. You mention the young traveling in packs, and yet you imply 
there’s less stress on conformity now. It’s confusing, isn't it? 
M.. There's the paradox—a curious combination of con- 
formity and nonconformity. In dress, young people couldn't be 
more nonconformist. They've revolutionized the outward ap- 
pearance of human beings—marvelously, in many ways. But 
they all dress alike and look alike. In that way they are the 
greatest conformists. They want to be-—and look—exactly like 
their peers. Of course, they don’t acknowledge this. 

@. But wasn’t that always so? 

MLM. Yes, but | don't think we used to make a fetish of it. 
In general, when you're young and insecure and don’t know 
who you are, you're terribly afraid of being different. Later on, 
when you are what is a dirty word—'‘mature’’—you skip the 
fads and fashions if they don’t suit you. True, there have always 
been individual revolts against conformity, but now it’s on a 
much wider scale and more flagrant than in my time. 

@. Did you, too, rebel against your parents? 

MM... Our household was nothing to rebel against. We had 
extraordinarily interesting times right there. It was free, with 
wildly animated conversations at meals. My brother was much 
more secretive and thought more about life than | did but, 
oddly enough, was socially more conformist. My parents were 
that rare manifestation of two people who lived and worked 
together—and loved each other—for 50 years. They couldn't 
bear to be parted. Their moral code was very strong except that 
they were part of an artists’ society, which then, as now, was 
much freer than the norm. 

@. Why then weren't you content to go to college? Didn't your 
parents expect you to go to one of the women’s eastern colleges? 
M.™M. As | grew up, | wanted to be a pretty free creature. Also, 
| felt when | was 18 that it was time for me to get away and live 
abroad for a year. So, like many young people today—but per- 
haps for other reasons—lI refused to go to college. | was highly 
romantic and didn’t want to tie myself up with marriage. 

@. Did your parents want—or urge—you to get married? 
MM... No. They never said ‘‘Look, my God, you're already 18.” 
That was the last thing they would do. My mother was, after all, 
a professional woman. | was crazy about writing and sculpture, 
so neither of them looked at a watch and said, ‘‘I think it would 
be a good thing for you to settle down.” 

@. Your family—in its Bohemianism—was unique, wasn't it? 
M.M. Yes. At our family parties, the ages would (Continued)

Things to consider before you buy. 

Medium colors show dirt less than very light or 
very dark ones. And color mixtures—like tweeds or 
lorals or small patterns—are the most practical of all. 

Don’t have much time? Some textures need less 
yacuuming than others to stay beautiful-looking. A low, 
dense loop is the easiest. Next comes a twist or short 
shag. A longer shag means longer work. Plush takes the 
ongest. (Of course, getting dirt out takes thorough 
vacuuming in any texture. ) 

If you have pets, I’d suggest a short shag. It shows 
pet hairs less than low loop carpets, but doesn’t trap 
them like a long shag. 

Things to do to prevent trouble. 

If possible, arrange your furniture so as to avoid 
2onstantly used traffic aisles. 

Place casters or those little furniture cups under 
your heavy pieces. A// furniture legs should have 
smooth, round steel bottoms—not rough, wooden ones. 

For stairs, buy an extra 6 to 8 inches to tuck under 
at both the top and bottom risers. As soon as the “noses” 
of the steps show signs of wear, move the carpet up or 
down a few inches. Because stairs get heavy traffic, I'd 
suggest a low, dense carpet rather than a shag or plush. 

Things to do regularly. 

Vacuum heavy traffic areas daily, others two or 
three times a week. You dust your furniture daily, don’t 
you? Well, the same dust is in the carpet, p/us shoe dirt, 
crumbs and more. Use at least three strokes back and 
forth. 

The best kind of vacuum is an upright with a 
beater bar and brush cylinder, such as the Hoover. The 
beater bar loosens the embedded dirt.

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Museums show more American art today. 
And galleries are selling more American art. Native antiques 
now command higher prices at auction, reports Parke-Bernet 
Galleries. Country quilts are new-found treasures. And Ameri- 
can food and drink bask in country-wide popularity. Much of 
the resurging interest in our legacy is getting into print. 
Gathered below is a cross-section for indulgers in nostalgia, 
collectors of things scarce, historians and those looking for- 
ward to the 200th birthday of the United States. 

Pottery buffs or anyone interested in the evolution of all 
our jugs, plates, strainers, mugs (and even footwarmers) will 
find a fascinating history of how it all developed in Early Amer- 
ican Folk Pottery by Harold F. Guilland (Chilton Book Company, 
$12.50). lilustrated with examples from the National Gallery 
of Art, Index of American Design, this history gives the rela- 
tionship of the material, shape and design to the changing 
culture and economy of America. Earthenware from 1640 and 
stoneware from 1700 to 1880 are reflected in the early history 
of America. 

A backward glance to look forward to (scheduled to 
come out in May) is the history of America’s beginning in the 
eyes of the Europeans who first found it. The Discovery of 
North America by W. P. Cumming, D. B. Quinn and R. A. 
Skelton (American Heritage Press, $25) is fully documented 
with the writings of the first discoverers—what they saw and 
experienced, what they thought of this new land. It begins 
with the explorations of the Atlantic Ocean in the Middle Ages 
and ends with the 17th-century settlers. Pictures include 
maps, sailing ships, drawings of the life the explorers found 
here, culled from museum and library records. 

A history through art, American Still-Life Painting by 
William H. Gerdts and Russell Burke (Praeger, $25) covers the 
18th century to the present. It is a study of American still life, 
a subject that has not been reviewed this completely in 25 
years. Clear reproductions of paintings from the early begin- 
nings through impressionism to the pop movement show the 
many ways this genre is expressed. The visual history and the 
text provide a thoughtful look at our growing and continually 
changing view of America. (Continued on page 34)

Compiled by Colonial Williamsburg staff mem- 
bers, The Williamsburg Cookbook (The Colonial Williamsburg 
Foundation, distributed by Holt, Rinehart and Winston Inc., 
$5.95), has both traditional recipes and their contemporary 
adaptations collected from the taverns and inns of Williams- 
burg. It is clearly written, well researched and easy to follow 
with illustrations of festive local interiors. 

For the antique-collector, Furniture Masterpieces of 
Duncan Phyfe by Charles Over Cornelius (Dover, paperback, 
$2.50) is a study of the life of the cabinetmaker, his designs 
and a review of the times in New York’s Early Federal Period. 
The author, formerly Associate Curator of American Art for the 
Metropolitan Museum of Art, traces Phyfe’s influence on the 
then current and former design movements. The book is amply 
illustrated in black and white. 

And for the glass enthusiast is The Glass Gaffers of 
New Jersey by Adeline Pepper (Charles Scribner’s Sons, 
$17.50). It includes extensive detail about New Jersey’s im- 
portant role in the craft of glassmaking and draws the con- 
nections between glassmaking and the social history of New 
Jersey from 1739 to the present. A clear and readable book, 
illustrated with several photographs in color, many in black 
and white. 

An American art history for ages nine up, From 
Early American Paintbrushes: Colony to New Nation by Carella 
Alden (Parents’ Magazine Press, $4.50) is history and art 
combined from 1620 to 1812. Through the eyes of America’s 
painters, we witness America’s history, such as the painting of 
Penn’s treaty with the Indians by Benjamin West.

There are few deaf ears turned to the voice 
of the consumer today. Industry certification programs are one 
healthy response by producers to past complaints. In a short 
space of time, two appliance groups have come up with certifica- 
tion standards and labels. We pass along the news with pleasure. 
Would you believe you can now buy certified 
noise? Or, really, certified lack of noise. Excessive fan noise 
is a byproduct no one wants in a bath exhaust fan or range 
hood and fan in the kitchen. Now, when you buy, look for the 
Home Ventilating Institute’s Tested/Certified Label on the 
equipment. This tells you HVI has had the unit tested and given 
it a rating. There is a shimmering green label for range hoods 
and a shiny blue sticker for exhaust fans. Stamped on each 
label are two figures, one for air movement (in CFM, or cubic 
feet of air per minute), and the other for sound (expressed in 
sones). A fan at three sones, for example, would sound about 
as loud as a soft whisper. HVI-certified bath fans cannot exceed 
6.5 sones. The limit for kitchen fans is nine sones, a noise 
just short of normal adult conversation. Thanks to this certifi- 
cation, no one will have to compete with appliances to be heard. 
Who carries the HVI seal? And what should you know 
about ventilation for your own home? The answers to both 
questions are available for 
the price of $1 from the 
Institute. For that, you may 
obtain the Institute’s newly 
published directory and a 
copy of the 12-page Home 
Ventilating Guide.

Should we call a new label 
for refrigerators and re- 
frigerator/freezers a cold 
seal? We guess not, since 
its intent is very serious. 
Developed by the Associa- 
tion of Home Appliance 
Manufacturers (AHAM), it 
assures you of several vi- 
tal facts: that the maker 
is a member of AHAM in 
good standing and does 
adhere to its guidelines 
for warranties, grounded 
circuits, service, name- 
plates; that each refrigerator carries instructions on eventual 
disposal to prevent entrapping children, and that the volume of 
refrigerated space and shelf area is clearly labeled. While you're 
looking for labels, make certain—for safety’s sake—the unit 
you buy carries an Underwriters’ Laboratories’ mark (UL). 

AHAM has been busy. The group now certifies stand-up 
household humidifiers for all of the general guidelines we have 
noted above for refrigerators, plus the humidifiers’ outputs in 
gallons of water per day (a 24-hour period). We are careful to 
point out that this seal does not cover tabletop humidifiers or 
any furnace and duct-attached humidifiers——MARY BOWDEN

Great stands of trees have been denuded by gypsy 
moth larvae and it’s a sad, disillusioning sight. If these ubiqui- 
tous pests invaded your trees last year, there’s a fair chance 
you'll have them back as unwanted guests again. What to do? 
Arborists at the Agricultural Research Center say that all you 
can do this spring is to feed the trees and to see that they 
have plenty of water. Nearly all deciduous trees defoliated in 
June by the hungry caterpillars put out a new crop of leaves 
in about six weeks. The experts say that unless defoliation 
occurs year after year, the trees will most likely recover, pro- 
vided they receive adequate food and water. Totally defoliated 
conifers, such as spruce, fir, pine and hemlock, are less likely 
to survive. However, don’t dig them out immediately. Give 
them a chance to sprout new growth next spring. 
Goldfish seem an unlikely model for a blossom, 
but that is precisely the popular name for a new everblooming 
gesneriad, ‘‘goldfish plant.’’ Dr. John Philip Baumgardt, chief 
horticultural consultant for the new 16-volume Good House- 
keeping Illustrated Encyclopedia of Gardening, has called it 
to our attention, adding to those shown on these pages 
last September. It is Hypocyrta wettsteini, a basket plant 
from Brazil, with inch-long leaves on graceful but not drooping 
stems. The tubular orange and yellow flowers have a small 
pouch that in profile gives this hypocyrta its popular name. 
The plant has now produced nonstop bloom for over two 
years in an east-facing kitchen window. He recommends only 





a soilless planting medium, such as equal parts of peat moss, 
vermiculite and perlite. Keep moist, but don’t allow the roots 
to stand in water. Feed the plant every two weeks with a liquid 
house-plant fertilizer and be sure it receives at least half a 
day of sunlight. Order by mail (during warm weather) from

or the Geo. W. Park Seed Co. Inc., Greenwood, S.C. 29647. 
There is good news for Dutch iris and freesia enthusi- 
asts. Recently, professional growers have found that the tender 
corms of these iris relatives can be planted outdoors in cold 
climates after the ground is thoroughly warm, for bloom in 
60 to 90 days. Normally, as you may know, they're late winter 
bloomers in mild climates. Freesias for planting late this 
spring are available from De Jager and Sons Inc., 188 Asbury 
St., South Hamilton, Mass. 01982; Dutch iris from Darst 
Bulb Farms, Box 81, Mt. Vernon, Wash. 98273. Both will need 
well-drained and moist soil, plus adequate protection from the 
hottest sun and strong winds. 

Are you concerned about spraying poisons on your 
property? If so, you may be comforted to know that long 
before we developed poisonous sprays, so-called companion 
planting was used to control garden pests. How does it work? 
It’s simply a matter of arranging plants advantageously to 
one another in your garden. For example, garlic or chives 
planted near roses guard against aphids, black spot and mil- 
dew. Geraniums planted among roses or grapes are an effective 
Japanese beetle deterrent, while parsley planted near your 
roses will ward off rose beetles. 

French marigolds have proved toxic to nematodes and eel- 
worms, and now there is some evidence that salvia, calendula 
and dahlia help rid the soil of these pests. Plant coriander and 
anise (annual herbs) or tansy and rue (perennial herbs) near 
roses for aphid control. And for general bug control, try 
planting pyrethrum (painted daisy), feverfew (Chrysanthemum 
parthenium) or marigolds. Basil planted in a border or potted 
on a terrace deters common flies, while hot peppers scattered 
around bushes work well to repel dogs. (Continued)

the Wright Foundation, and James R. Price, chairman of Na- 
tional, announced their joint effort in mid-January.

Vernon D. Swaback, project architect at the Foundation for the 
new National homes, said, ‘‘We are moving away from the time 
when mass-produced housing was considered inferior, and into 
the popular realization that its potential for quality of construc- 
tion and variety of design extends far beyond the handcraft 
methods of the past. 

“This is the beginning of a new opportunity in which the pro- 
duction assembly line becomes as personal to the artist/archi- 
tect as his own set of hand tools.”’ 

When the mobile homes go into production, there will be mod- 
els from 50 feet 8 inches to 71 feet 8 inches long, and either 
12 feet wide or, in states that allow wider sizes on the highway, 
14 feet wide. The mobiles range from one-bedroom, one-bath 
models up to family-sized three-bedroom, two-bath 
homes, and all designs include a complete 
kitchen and full living/dining area.

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is the price. A unique sculpture by an artist might run, say, 
about $15,000 whereas a multiple sculpture in an edition of 
100 by the same artist might be around $200. Bo-h would be 
original works of art. How can this be? 

A multiple is an original because it is a direct reproduction 
of the artist’s concept, executed under his control and ap- 
proved by him after it is completed. These are the criteria 
generally accepted for any limited edition to be considered an 
original. Usually the artist creates a model which is then re- 
produced either by him or by an expert technician. Or the 
artist can design his sculpture on paper and have it manu- 
factured to his specifications. Industrial production being what 
it is today, a model can be faithfully reproduced. 

Even so, the fact that an outside source makes the object 
has been a subject of some debate. Are these sculptures valid 
originals? Bette Klegon of Galerie Denise René says they are. 
“Many artists work with fabricators for both their one-of-a- 
kind and multiple pieces. That’s very much a part of the 20th 
century. Usually the artist has a great deal of control over 
the piece. He watches it step by step.'’ Historically, too, some 
of the great Renaissance masters worked with technicians, so 
the idea is not as new or as odd as it may seem.

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5. The cost of actually producing or putting together the piece. 
6. The signature of the artist, either on a separate piece of 
paper or on the work itself, is important because it means the 
artist approves the work. Signature assures the artist's ap- 
proval, though lack of it does not necessarily indicate lack of 
approval. Some artists don’t sign their works. 

How can you be sure you’re getting an original? All the ex- 
perts concur: Know your dealer and trust him. Pick someone 
who is knowledgeable in the specific field you’re interested in. 
“Ask for documentation,’’ says Bette Klegon. ‘‘This should al- 
ways go along with the piece. It should give: the date, the 
number in the edition, the publisher [who, like a book pub- 
lisher, Commissions, produces and distributes]. Always find 
out who the publisher is. You can then write him to make sure 
the piece is authentic. You can also find out his price.” 

How should you know what works to buy and should you buy 
for investment? ‘‘Buy what you like,’’ says Rawle. Buying for 
investment is tricky and should be left to the experts. For the 
sheer fun of it, a work can have the potential for increase in 
value but this is a hard area to judge. Collecting multiples 
should be a pleasure, and will be if you enjoy sculpture and 
like the idea of owning an original by a well-known artist. 
Multiples can offer this pleasure at a price that is highly en- 
ticing. ‘“You have the advantage with multiples of being able 
to participate in the art experience of a great artist without 
having to pay vast sums of money. The alternative is owning a 
unique work by a sculptor who isn’t as widely accepted or 
as good,’’ says Bette Klegon. 

The most important result in owning any work of art is having 
a piece that means something to you. If it eventually increases 
in value, rejoice. If it doesn’t, it won’t matter. Buying 
for the pleasure of owning an _ original 
can only bring more pleasure, 
which, after all, is the 
point.—ANNE OGDEN

Starting in the kitchen (most 
women do), we have appliances 
that make cleaning fast and 
effortless. Take, for example, 
the cooktops—from Corning, 
Tappan 
heating elements hidden below 
so you cook on a smooth, easy- 
wipe surface. Westinghouse has 
just introduced the Cool Top 
range, which doesn't have a 


conventional heating element. | 


Spills don’t burn on, and it, too, 
is easily wiped clean. Another 
innovation in this area is the 
Jenn Air range and grill, which 
has no hood but a vent at cook- 
top level to pull smoke and 
fumes down and out. 

What else is new in work- 
savers? The newest ovens out 
are microwave, and everyone 
agrees they are faster, cleaner 
and unbeatable for warming up 
frozen foods in a hurry. 
Getting down to basies, 
there are easy-care materials 
for the whole house that all but 
take care of themselves: Corian 
bowls and counters (they look 
like marble but are much 
hardier), tile floors and walls, 
marble window sills, slate floors 
(a buffer helps here), cabinets 
finished with polymer and poly- 
mer- or vinyl-finished doors. 

At the floor level, a good vac- 


uum is a must. The type you | 
buy should depend on the clean- | 


ing needs of your house— 
whether you have shag or flat 
carpeting.

The U.S. Virgin Islands are as 
ideal a place for a vacation as 
one could wish. They claim to 
have the best weather in the 
Caribbean—a temperature vari- 
ation of six degrees between 
summer and winter (average 
79°), very little rain and a trade 
wind that keeps humidity low. 

They are spectacular—mar- 
velously clear water (including 
two underwater national parks) 
and beaches with undulating, 
sometimes jagged, green hills 
in the background. Besides 
these natural attractions, the 
lore and charm of other cultures 
(there were seven) linger in the 
street names and architecture. 

Each of the three islands is 
markedly different and you'll 
want to visit them all. You can 
fly directly to St. Croix or St. 
Thomas, which are connected 
by frequent shuttle planes that 
take about half an hour. Check 
box 1 for the brochure: The 
Three Virgins of the Caribbean.

The 
waterfront, town and square in 





Christiansted have been re- 
stored to their original 18th- 
century charm. You'll enjoy 


walking the quaint streets lined 
with multihued buildings and 
wrought iron gates or browsing 
through the great duty-free 
shops. Fredriksted, a smaller 
town across the island, also has 
Victorian charm, as well as the 
centuries-old Fort Fredriksted. 
Remnants of plantations, sugar 
mills and greathouses dot the 
landscape. Whim Greathouse, 
21% miles from Fredriksted, has 
been completely restored by the 
St. Croix Landmarks Society 
and is a sightseeing ‘‘must,”’ as 
is Buck Island. And even if 
you're not an expert snorkeler, 
you should go to experience the 
thrill of its fabulous underwater 
trail. You can take a_ boat 
from  Christiansted Harbour 
about 10 a.m., make a day of it 
and return at 4 p.m. 

The best golf in the Virgin Is- 
lands is at the Fountain Valley 
Golf Course on St. Croix. This 
championship course was cre- 
ated by David and Laurance 
Rockefeller and is laid out amid 
steep mountain slopes, tranquil 
valleys and magnificent views—

always playable in this spring- 
time climate. It was designed by 
the expert Robert Trent Jones. 
Davis Beach, nearby on St. 
Croix’s north shore, has dress- 
ing rooms, snack and beverage 
bar. Daily, weekly and annual 
fees have been worked out for 
both properties. 

St. Croix has several dozen 
good hotels, some of them— 
such as the Old Quarter and 
King Christian—right in Chris- 
tiansted. Others are on the edge 
of the sea, like Grapetree Bay. 
The Buccaneer, about two miles 
from Christiansted, has had 
such a steady business that its 
rates have remained unchanged 
through the years—$42 to $58 
for two people, modified Amer- 
ican plan. Recently, 50 deluxe 
ocean-front rooms have been 
added, with private terrace, 
superb ocean view, double pic- 
ture window. The new Martel 
Room makes the second dining 
room in which you can dress up 
a bit for dining and entertain- 
ment. The third, The Mermaid, 
is right on the beach and strictly 
informal. The Buccaneer has two 
beaches plus a fresh water pool, 
four tennis courts and a resident 
pro. The old sugar mill is still 
there, untouched. A shuttle goes 
back and forth to Christiansted, 
but you can also shop in the 
Lady Martel Boutique in the 
main house. Check box 2. 

St. Croix is an island to which 
you will want to return. You'll 
find yourself getting to know it. 
Feeling at home is the reason 
more and more people like the 
idea of renting a condominium. 
Granada Del Mar, for example, 
will open this month three miles 
west of Christiansted. Every 
apartment faces the Caribbean 
and has an unobstructed view of 
Christiansted Harbour. It is on 
Golden Beach, but has an 
olympic-size, fresh-water pool 
and big sun terrace, as well. 
Granada Del Mar has a new 
idea in leasing, too—you can 
rent an apartment for the same 
period of time each year and if 
you can’t use it, Venture Time 
Leasing can sublease it for 
you. Check box 3. 

Another new resort, Hotel on 
the Cay, is actually on its own 
island in Christiansted Harbour 
—once used by the Danish 
Governor as a retreat. The old 


19th-century Harbour Master’s 
House has been restored, there 
is a main building with 40 
rooms and a cottage accom- 
modation on the point, sur- 
rounded by the sea, which is 
accessible only by boat or 
ferry. Check box 4. 


Si. John, the quiet one 
Nearly two thirds of St. John, 
smallest of the American Vir- 
gins is set aside as a national 
park, including the land and 
the transparent offshore waters 
of the underwater. sea trail at 
Trunk Bay. You take the ferry 
boat from Red Hook on St. 
Thomas to Cruz Bay, from there 
take a taxi or rent a jeep ($15 
a day) for the five-mile drive to 
Cinnamon Bay. Here you can 
have a tent and complete 
camping setup for $35 weekly 
for two. There are also 12 
beach cottages renting $10 a 
day for two. Reserving ahead 
is a must. Check box 5. 
Luxury lovers who like St. 
John’s unmolested peace and 
quiet should go to Caneel Bay 
Plantation. The informally ele- 
gant cottages nestle around 
seven beaches. By day, there's 
tennis, swimming, sailing, scuba 
diving or exploring St. John and 
other nearby island coves. Eve- 
nings, dine on the open terrace 
and dance to a calypso band. 
Scuba diving is so popular, 
Caneel Bay is instituting a 
scuba holiday from the first of 
May until Nov. 1. This package 
will include: four nights, five 
days at Caneel with breakfast, 
dinner and a welcome drink; a 
choice of four half-day scuba 
trips per person or, for begin- 
ners, complete scuba lessons. 
All this costs $350 for two.

Meanwhile, someone in Europe produced sugar from beets 
and the Virgins’ sweet heyday was done. Remaining—an 
idyllic, nostalgic vacationland. Remaining, too—the Afro- 
Caribbean presence: quaint, brogue-tinged speech (‘‘Some 
idle hand did that,"’ said the driver, missing a hubcap. ‘‘Safe 
passage’’ was the hotel maid’s farewell), exotic foods and 
folkways—the ‘‘weed woman’’ peddling herbal cures, the 
plantation music of the ‘‘scratchy band.” 

St. Thomas, emerald mountain of an island, 
rises from a scalloped skirt of 45 beaches out of clear, bluer- 
than-blue waters. Climb its heights to Drake’s Seat to such 
views of ocean, sea and 
sky as you wouldn't be- 
lieve. Or go to any of its 
bay-hugged, tree-shaded 
beaches (Magens, Sap- 
phire, Morning Star, for 
starters). You'll sense a 
serenity you'd hardly 
guess exiSted if you 
judged the island only by 
Charlotte Amalie, the V.I. 
capital and busy cruise 
port. Ships sail into this 
magnificent harbor and a 
view of the town, pastel 
houses spilling down the 
hilis like barley sugar. Un- 
derstandably, most pas- 
sengers make a beeline 
for Main Street and its shops stacked with pareate in im- 
ported goodies, because the American Virgins are free ports 
and prices are less than at home, especially for luxury goods 
—perfume, liquor, silver, china, watches, cameras, woolens, 
designer clothes. Perfume’s about a third off, liquor’s a 
steal, what with new taxes. U.S. Customs lets Americans 
take back $200 worth of goods, as opposed to $100 worth 
from foreign lands, and the liquor allotment is one gallon 
while the out-of-country limit is one bottle. Added pleasure, 
since devaluation: The dollar is worth the same as at home. 
Charlotte Amalie has always been a swinger, 
since the roistering days when Main Street was Dron- 
ningens Gade, today’s stone-vaulted shops were warehouses 
and barrels of sugar and rum rolled down to the docks 
through the quaint passages that now house boutiques. Go 
down to the quays and you'll find a free-wheeling market 
piled with island fruits—mango, papaya, guava, coconut, 
bananas, soursop (a tea of its leaves is the local sleeping 
pill). By day, the harbor is a sunny dazzle. Yacht Haven, berth 
for yachts and everything lovely that floats, fairly glistens 
(you can charter a yacht here and go off on your own to ex- 
plore the Caribbean, and it’s not too pricey an adventure).

You could 
jeep the island on your own, but make at least one excur- 
sion with a local guide who knows terrain, flora and _ his- 
tory and explains it—‘‘That is the ruins of the big boy’s 
house’ or ‘‘The name of the plahnt is Moses in the boat!” 
St. John began as the richest cane-grow- 
ing island, had a shocking history of slave revolts, and 
now beneath the dense overgrowth of exotic plants you 
never heard of are the ruins of the great old sugar estates. 
Annaberg Estate ruins have been cleared and trails marked 
for those who'd like a glimpse of the past to the melancholy 
cooing of the island’s mourning doves. National Park Serv- 
ice guides take you through our only tropical National Park, 
once home to the ferocious Caribs of pre-Columbian days. 
Stay a while, and you'll discover the island for yourself—it’s 
a place to explore, taking a picnic lunch with you. Hike ihe 
Bordeaux Mountain range, follow trails through bay tree for- 
ests, get acquainted with the low-key ‘“‘big town’’—West 
Indian, sleepy-tempoed Cruz Bay. Sample the perfect white 
beaches, crystal-blue bays where your only companions 
might be the pelicans. Plan to snorkle as you never have 
before. Chocolate Hole is a submarine bonanza, but the 
showiest show is at Trunk Bay and the National Park Under- 
water Sea Trail that puts you face to face with the prettiest 
fish in the sea and the coral castles they live in. 
Tranquilizing, casual, with no hint of posh 
or dress-up—that's the atmosphere. Nightlife may be 
no more than a movie or a steel band thrumming through 
an evening lit by candlelight and stars, and that’s quite 
enough after a day in unpolluted air and water. Accom- 
modations are few, ranging from the understated beachside- 
cottage luxury of Caneel Bay Plantation, through a few 
small guest houses—the Serendip Hotel, Holiday Homes, 
Estate Beth Cruz, Gallows Point Cottages, Lille Maho—to 
a camp ground in the National Park, where you may get 
back to tropical nature in a tent or modest cottage. Caneel 
Bay Plantation, something rather special, is built on an 
old sugar plantation, the great house ruins curtained now 
with vines of night-blooming cereus, and what more ro- 
mantic on a June night than to watch the fabulous blossoms 
slowly unfold? Caneel Bay has seven lovely beaches of its 
very own. Arrangements can be made to visit for a day. 
St. Croix, rural, rolling so gently that its 
cane fields were almost level with the sea, 
is the most diverse—whitecap surf and millpond waters, 
tropical rain forest and arid desert, sandy beaches mea- 
sured in miles, marshlands where heron and egret live, 
stretches of green farm acres spiked by conical silhouettes 
of sugar mills that turn no more (many have been con- 
verted into charming houses). Then there’s the town of 
Christiansted, where the Nordic look still lingers in the cob- 
bled quay, the yellow brick and sturdy stone of buildings, 
while shed-shaded sidewalks and arcaded shopping alleys 
remind you that you're in the West Indies. This is landing 
place if you come by plane or by the 40-minute Flying 
Goose hydrofoil flight from St. Thomas. (Cruise ships ar- 
rive in the deep harbor of Frederiksted, on the western tip 
of the island.) The sense of history is strong around here— 
in the old Government House, once an 18th-century gov- 
ernor’s home and still furnished in plantation-made local 
mahogany; in Christiansvaern, the old garrison command- 
ing the wharf; especially in the old Lutheran church. The 
ruins of Judith’s Fancy, a great house emulating a French 
chateau, evoke the days of the French planters and the 
Knights of Malta who were here before the Danes came. 
Many of the great houses have been restored. Sprat Hall, 
near Frederiksted, is now an intimate guest house in the 
colonial tradition, each bedroom furnished with a four-poster 
—the Cruzan status symbol to be found in even the humblest 
home. Most authentic step into the past is Whim Greathouse, 
furnished in 18th-century opulence, its high ‘‘tray’’ ceilings 
taking their form from the sugar trays you see in the boiling 
house, which, like the old mill and other sugar plant build- 
ings, has been restored to a sense of immediacy. One 
curious carry-over from plantation days is the island's intense 








interest in horses and horsemanship. Hire a horse, ride the 
beaches or explore the lush woods of bamboo, tamarind 
and mahogany off Mahogany Road. You may find yourself, 
among tropical vines in the dusky green light of the rain 
forest, on the overgrown vestiges of a plantation that once 
grew vanilla, cocoa, oranges and bananas, the trees now 
grown wild, tangling with lime and guava and gnip, a peachy 
little fruit that is the local all-day sucker. At the Buccaneer 
Hotel, an institution among island hostelries, a troop of wild 
horses has taken up picturesque residence. 
Frederiksted, deep-sea port, with a fabulous 
stretch of beach, \s a pleasantly slowpoke town of 
Victorian flavor, noted for the intricate lacy wood fretwork 
and trellises. Barbara McConneil’s restaurant on Queen 
Street is a restored manor house, and the Smithfield Mill 
restaurant is a restored sugar mill smack on the sea. Mother 
Tongue is another restaurant specializing in Caribbean fare. 
The road to Sandy Point is a killer, through marshlands where 
wild birds come home to roost, but you mustn't give up— 
it culminates in a magnificent sandy beach, five miles of 
unspoiled solitude. Not too far away, you're in lush greenery 
again—at the Fountain Valley Golf Course, a Robert Trent 
Jones confection, one of the toughest and surely one of the 
most beautifully landscaped courses anywhere. The area 
around Christiansted has the most hotel accommodations. 
The Hotel on the Cay, offshore from the quay on the site of 
an old fort and harbormaster’s house, has the added pi- 
quancy of necessitating a very brief barge ride to and from 
town. Bomba, a local seaman and story-teller, sometimes 
takes the barge tiller. He’s worth cultivating. He also skippers 
one of the boats that takes you to Buck Island which is a na- 
tional monument where the U.S. National Park Service has 
marked an underwater trail through coral formations and 
submarine foliage where even neophyte snorkelers may de- 
scend into the awe-inspiring world under the sea. The 
lazy may view this via glass-bottom boat. On the north shore, 
where sky, sea and hotel seem to float together, there are 
the sister hotels of Grapetree Bay and the Beach Hotel of 
St. Croix, both in thickets of beach grape. Club Comanche 
focuses upon its own shoreside sugar mill and a view of 
sea and harbor. St. Croix by the Sea appeals io honey- 
mooners and families alike, also offers condominiums. 
So many vacationers get the urge to acquire 
a place of their own in the Virgins that the con- 
dominium idea has caught on fast because rental possibili- 
ties can help defray costs. They are becoming increasingly 
elaborate, all kinds of amenities built in. The Reef rises |it- 
erally from its own golf course. Swimming pools and lighted 
tennis courts seem standard. Gentle Winds, near Judith’s 
Fancy, has an exchange plan with Vermont and Colorado ski 
resorts. Granada del Mar puts a palm-shaded beach at your 
very feet. La Coronada, calling its condominiums ‘‘Home- 
dominiums,’’ stresses stay-here-forever apartments rather 
than more casual vacation quarters. And lots of people have 
already decided to stay in quiet St. Croix forever. You sense 
the tempo in the shops, where all those lovely freeport bar- 
gains in imports persist. Don’t overlook, however, the 
local wood carvings of Fletcher Pence. And if needlework 
is your thing, you'll have a field day in the Country Store 
shop of Barbara Roilnick, who not only imports kits, 
but designs and paints her own canvases in island motifs. 
Entertainment is purveyed in the hotels, but for something 
more local, try Wendy’s in an old wine cellar and check the 
newspaper to find out if anything’s scheduled at the cas- 
ually run Morning Star or The Plantation Club, which is 
in an old plantation house. On all the islands the local tipple 
is, quite understandably, good rum. F.Y.|.: American Air- 
lines flies directly to St. Thomas and St. Croix from New 
York, Boston, Hartford and Washington; Pan Am flies direct 
from New York; Eastern flies direct from Chicago and Miami. 
All three fly to San Juan, where Prinair, Air Indies and 
Caribair have direct flights to the islands. Cruise ships 
stopping at the islands are innumerable.

Editor LESTER GRUNDY — A 
small stone cottage nestled 
in the trees, Mr. and Mrs. 
Georges Briard’s weekend re- 
treat gives colorful proof of 
the wonders imagination can 
work. Out of several tiny, air- 
less rooms on the first floor, 
Designer David Whitcomb 
created this fresh living room, 
a kitchen/dining room (see 
next page) and master bed- 
room and bath. To capitalize 
on the gracious 20-foot height 
of the living room, Whitcomb 
added new white moldings to 
clear yellow walls and ceiling. 
Eyesore windows—small, 
low and poorly placed—were 
turned into another architec- 
tural asset with tall, arched 
framing and long black fab- 
ric shades over the wall 
above the glass. The subtle 
crosscurrent of patterning, in 
predominantly green and yel- 
low tones, gives the room a 
harmony that is at once live'y 
and calm, offering the Briards 
a refuge from their city life 


SOOTHED BY IMAGINATION AND WARITITH 
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An industrial designer who 
travels a great deal, Briard 
likes to paint on weekends 
and—less enthusiasticaliy— 
to garden. Mrs. Briard is a 
gourmet cook who wanted a 
fully equipped, working kitch- 
en in their weekend retreat. 
And their old stone house in 
Westchester County, 30 miles 
from New York City, has been 
transformed into an imagina- 
tive surround where they in- 
dulge the gentler pleasures. 

The second-floor study (far 
left) bursts with color, keyed 
to the brilliant magenta flow- 
er stalks in the Portuguese 
rug and the yellow on the 
Louis XVI sofa—which dou- 
bles as an extra bed for over- 
night guests. The master bed- 
room (inset top left) is a 
Hudson Valley fantasy of 
white, vermilion and pink 
against a grass-green rug.

The long Lenten fast is over. The feasting begins. Family and 
friends are gathered around the great candlelit buffet—suckling 
pig, rosy hams, golden turkeys, paté de foie gras, pirog (meat 

pie), pyramids of exotic fruit, fish and salads, glistening 

caviar, tall decanters of wines, vodka and liqueurs. Baskets of 
fragrant spring flowers—lilies, hyacinths and jonquils—perfume 
the whole room. Crowning it all, the piéce de résistance, 
Paskha with Kulich, the traditional Easter sweet. Paskha is 

one of the very few Russian desserts. In the adaptation given here, 
we made it with cream cheese rather than pot or cottage, as in 

the classic recipe. A glorious pyramid, rich with candied 

fruits and almonds, it can be garnished either with fresh violets or 
with whole toasted almonds and candied cherries. Although 

we would serve the Paskha alone, the aristocracy of 
prerevolutionary Russia customarily served it with slices of 

Kulich, a rich coffee cake with nuts and candied fruit, on which

1 cup (2 sticks) sweet butter

Put the 2 sticks of butter in a small 
saucepan and heat until it bubbles. 
Do not allow it to brown. Place the 
yolks, water, pepper, cayenne and 
salt into the container of an 
electric blender.

$ HOLLANDAISE 
VARIATIONS 

Although specific dishes are suggest- 
ed for serving with these various 
sauces, you will find that, on the 
whole, most of them will turn out to 
be interchangeable. 


Sauce Bearnaise: |n a_ small 
saucepan, combine 2 tablespoons of 
dry white wine, 2 tablespoons of tar- 
ragon vinegar, % cup peeled, 
chopped shallots and 1 tablespoon 
finely chopped parsley. Place over 
medium heat until all but about a 
tablespoon of the liquid has evapo- 
rated. Stir into the Hollandaise along 
with 1 tablespoon of finely chopped 
fresh tarragon (lacking fresh, 1 tea- 
spoon of dried, crumbled). Serve with 
broiled steaks or chicken and with 
either broiled or fried fish. 


Sauce Choron (tomato-flavored 
Béarnaise): Peel and seed 1 large 
ripe tomato, then chop coarsely. Melt 
2 or 3 tablespoons of butter in a 
small skillet. Add the tomato and 
sauté for five minutes over moderate 


heat. Stir in 1 tablespoon of tomato 


paste and bring to a boil. Mix into 
Sauce Béarnaise. Serve with steaks, 
or with fish, chicken or poached eggs. 


Sauce Valois or Foyot: Add 2 
tablespoons of glacé de viande (meat 
glaze) to Sauce Béarnaise. Serve with 
broiled or deep-fried fish or charcoal- 
broiled, breaded chicken breasts. 


Sauce Paloise: Follow the recipe 
for Sauce Béarnaise, substituting 
fresh mint for the same amount of 
tarragon. Serve with poached vege- 
tables or broiled lamb chops. 


Sauce Mousseline: Vigorously 
whip 3 tablespoons of water into the 
Hollandaise to lighten it. Pour into a 
serving dish and add a large dollop 
of whipped cream. The cream is 
mixed into the Hollandaise as it is 
served. Serve with asparagus and 
with artichokes or with poached fish 
or Eggs Benedict. 


Sauce Maltaise: Stir the grated 
rind and strained juice of 1 large 
navel orange into the basic Holland- 
aise. This variation is especially 
good when it is served with asparagus 
or with broccoli. 


Sauce Moutarde: Stir 2 table- 
spoons of French mustard into the 
basic Hollandaise. Serve with broiled 
or deep-fried fish or broiled chicken. 


Sauce Noisette: Cook the clarified 
butter long enough so that it turns a 
rich hazelnut (noisette) color. Make 
the Hollandaise with this butter, fol- 
lowing the classic recipe. Serve with 
salmon, trout, all poached fish, as 
well as asparagus and cauliflower. 


To Keep Sauce Hollandaise 
wazm, place the pan in which it was 
cooked in a pan of lukewarm water. 
It will hold perfectly for an hour— 
lukewarm is the key word. If hot, the 
Hollandaise Sauce may—in fact, it 
more than likely will—thin out or 
even curdle on you. 


If the Sauce Hollandaise is 
too thiek, with a wire whip, beat in 
1 or 2 tablespoons of hot water to 
bring it to the right consistency. 


To salvage Hollandaise that 
has not thickened or has 
eurdled, first rinse a bowl in hot 
water and dry it. Place 1 teaspoon of 
lemon juice or water and 1 table- 
spoon of the sauce in the bowl. With 
a wire whip, beat until the mixture 
thickens. Then whip in the remainder 
of the Hollandaise, a tablespoon at a 
time, whipping vigorously until it is 
creamy before adding the next table 
spoon. This method works for either 
the classic recipe or the blender one.

Celeriac Rémoulade 


3 medium celeriac 

1 cup mayonnaise 

1 tablespoon Dijon mustard 
Lemon juice 


Peel the knobs carefully, then with a 
sharp knife, cut in slices 1/16 of an inch 
thick. Then cut the slices into strips as 
thin or thinner than a toothpick. Combine 
the mayonnaise and mustard well and 
season to taste with lemon juice. 

Mix the celeriac with the dressing, 
cover with a piece of Saran flat on the 
surface and refrigerate. Serve as an hors 
d'oeuvres or salad to six. 


Puréed Celeriac 


Prepare in these proportions: two medi- 
um potatoes to six or seven small celeriac 
(also known as celery root or celery knob). 

Peel the celeriac and potatoes, cut into 
quarters and cook s@parately in boiling, 
salted water until tender when pierced 
with a knife. Take care not to overcook. 
Drain thoroughly. Put each through a ric- 
er, then combine. Beat in a good lump of 
butter, salt and freshly ground white pep- 
per to taste and enough heavy cream to 
bring the purée to the consistency of 
whipped potatoes. Beat until creamy and 
free of lumps. 

Place in the top of a double boiler 
and heat over simmering water. To keep 
a skin from forming on top, place a piece 
of Saran flat on top of the purée. Serve 
with roast duck, pork or ham to eight. 





Look for firm, crisp stalks with compact, 





ehtly closed tips. If the tips are open, it 
indicates that the asparagus is well past 
its prime. We recommend buying aspara- 
gus loose, rather than by the bunch, be: 
Cause you can choose each spear and 
spears all of a size. Six to eight spears is 
the very minimum for one person. 

Asparagus (from California or New Jer- 


sey) is at its peak March through June. 
To prepare asparagus, we peel it, as 

the French do, which gets rid of the tough 

outer flesh and makes the whole spear 





edible. Cut off the root ends, then with a 
vegetable pesler, peel from the tips down, 
rolling the stalks around as you work. 
Done properly, the stalks will be all of a 
size and, except for the tips, all of a color. 
Wash the asparagus thoroughly in cold 
water and drain well. 

To cook asparagus, line up the tips and 
tie in small bundles with soft string. Lay 
the bundles in rapidly boiling salted wa- 
ter in a flat skillet and cook, uncovered 
(this keeps them green), until tender 
when the end is tested with the point of a 
sharp knife. Young, fresh asparagus will 
cook in a matter of minutes (we say about 
three) after the water comes to a boil. 
Drain and serve in a vegetable dish. 

lr it is to be served cold, run under 
cold water to stop the cooking, then wrap 
in a fresh dish towel and refrigerate. 

For sauces, see page 125. 





Fresh mushrooms should have smooth, 
unblemished caps and the gills (the little 
accordian pleats under the cap) covered 
with a ‘‘veil,’’ the white skin that encloses 
the gills when the mushrooms are abso- 


lutely fresh. Mushrooms with. slightly 
open caps should be bought only if they 
are to be used at once. Note, however, 
that slight discoloration from oxidation 
does not affect the flavor. Some varieties 
are creamy white, others are brownish. 

We recommend you buy mushrooms in 
bulk so you can handpick each one. Size, 
by the way, has nothing to do with quality 
or flavor. Mushrooms are classified as 
small (buttons), medium, large and extra 
large, and the price is determined by the 
size. Small or buttons (one inch in di- 
ameter) are always the least expensive 
and therefore best for chopping. Never 
soak mushrooms in water because they 
will absorb and hold the water, then throw 
it off during cooking. Wipe, if necessary, 
with a damp cloth. And do not peel. Much 
of the lovely woodsy flavor lies in the skin. 
If recipes call for caps only, mince stems 
and add to soups or stuffings. 


Sautéed Mushrooms 


Sautéed mushrooms are often called for 
in French recipes but they can also be 
used as a separate vegetable or in com- 
bination with other vegetables. 


14 pound fresh mushrooms 
2 tablespoons butter 
1 tablespoon vegetable oil 


Wipe the mushrooms with a clean damp 
cloth. Do not wash and do not soak in 
water. They must be perfectly dry. 

Slice or quarter large mushrooms, 
leave small ones whole. 

Place the butter and oil in a large, wide 
skillet over a high heat. When the butter 


begins to foam, then subsides (which 
means it is hot enough), add the mush- 
rooms. Toss and shake the pan four to 
five minutes. You will notice that during 
this time the mushrooms at first absorb 
the fat. But in two or three minutes, the 
fat will: reappear on the surface and the 
mushrooms will begin to brown. Once 
they have browned lightly, take off heat. 

Sautéed mushrooms can be cooked in 
advance, set aside and reheated in butter 
and oil. Season just before serving. 


Mushrooms a la Grecque 


Court bouillon (see fennel recipe) 

1 pound fresh button mushrooms 

Minced parsley 

Wash the mushrooms and add to the sim- 
mering court bouillon; cover and simmer 
10 minutes. Lift from the saucepan with a 
slotted spoon and place in a serving dish. 
Reduce the court bouillon to about 4 
cup and strain over the mushrooms. Re- 
frigerate. Just before serving, sprinkle 
with the minced parsley. 


ENNEL 





Look for fresh, clean, crisp, solid bulbs 
without any brown or damaged areas. If 
tops are yellow and brown, it is a sign of 
old age. There should not be any seed 
stems with flower buds plainly visible. 

To prepare, trim off the green shoots 
and cut off the bottom part of the woody 
stem. Remove any wilted and tough 
outer leaves. If small, the fennel is usu- 
ally left whole; if large, halved or quar- 
tered. Chefs sometimes blanche fennel 
before cooking in boiling salted water for 
three to four minutes, then drain. 


Fennel a la Grecque 


Court bouillon: 
2 cups water 
6 tablespoons olive oil 
Juice of 1 large lemon, strained 
Salt 
2 shallots or green onion bulbs, 
peeled and minced 
10 whole peppercorns 
10 coriander seeds 
5 or 6 sprigs parsley 
14 teaspoon thyme 
1 sprig fresh fennel or 14 teaspoon 
fennel seeds 
4 small heads fennel, quartered 


Combine the water, oil, lemon juice, salt 
and shallots in a large, heavy saucepan. 
Tie the peppercorns, coriander seeds, 
parsley, thyme and fennel seeds in a 
cheesecloth bag and add to the pan. 
Cover, bring to a boil, reduce heat and 
simmer for 10 minutes. Then add the fen- 
nel, cover again and simmer for 30 to 40 
minutes or until the fennel is tender. 
Drain the fennel and set aside. 

Return the court bouillon to the heat 
and reduce over fairly high heat to about 
14 cup. Arrange the fennel in a suitable 
serving dish and pour the bouillon over 
them. Chill. Just before serving, sprinkle 
with fresh minced parsley. Serves about 
four people.

combine with the almonds, can- 
died fruit and remaining 1/4 cup 
of flour.

To bake, you need a straight- 
sided can that measures approx- 
imately six inches in diameter 
and seven inches high or three 
one-pound coffee cans. What- 
ever kind of can or cans you 
use, coat all of the inside very 
well with shortening. 

When the dough has risen 
sufficiently, punch down. Turn 
out on a lightly floured board. 
Knead in the fruit mixture until 
well distributed. Roll into one 
ball for the large can or three 
balls for the small cans.

Cover 
again with a towel and allow to 
rise in a warm place, away from 
drafts, until doubled in bulk 
(about one hour). 

Bake the large can in a pre-

of ‘‘residual tannin’’ or ‘‘hints 
of volatile acidity.’ Yet, except 
for obvious fruit sugar, it is 
those natural components of 
tannin, acidity and processes of 
aging, along with the flavors ex- 
tracted from oak, that produce 
the marvelous complexity that 
is owned by every wine worthy 
of rhapsodic praise. 

In each category of wine, 
there is qualitative range, depth 
and complexity of wine-experi- 
ence, fun, joy and poetry, and 
no one is the rightful judge of 
the wine for your table but 
yourself. Only tasting tells, but 
understanding some perimeter 
nomenclature will be helpful in 
selecting which wines are best 
apt to satisfy your taste. 

Pink wine becomes __ that 
beautiful color of rosés in a 
variety of ways. Classically and 
best, it is produced by leaving 
the fermenting wine on _ the 
skins of the grapes for a brief 
period (only a day or two), 
until the moment when, in the 
opinion of the winemaker, the 
depth of hue, drawn from color 
pigment in the skins of the 
grapes, has been attained. (The 
juice of nearly all wine grapes 
is white. Color comes from the 
skins.) More than color is oc- 
curring. The flavor elements are 
closest to the skins in the ber- 
ries. Tannin is also there in 
those skins, giving staying pow- 
er and character to the wine. 
Grenache and Gamay are the 


WINES 





leading varieties of grape used 
for rosé wines in the United 
States and abroad, but Calif- 
ornian winemakers have discov- 
ered that Cabernet Sauvignon, 
Zinfandel and Petit Syrah of the 
Rhéne make even more lusty 
contenders. Pink wines of less 
character (and often insipid 
taste) are sometimes made by 
blending wines of different 
colors, then sweetening with 
concentrate to masquerade the 
lack of breed. They emerge in 
fancy-shaped bottles, in coin- 
age of cute proprietary names, 
deserving all the criticism flung 
at them by true wine lovers. 
Fresh young wines own the vir- 
tue of fruitiness, highly impor- 
tant in the best rosé. An old 
rosé is a dead rosé. Like flowers 
they wilt with age. Don’t collect 
pink wines; drink them. 
Crackling wine? Technically, 
the measure of confined gas 
pressure from bubbles of car- 
bon dioxide inside the bottle 
determines specific label identi- 
fication, qualifying the liquid as 
sparkling, crackling or carbon- 
ated. Traces of residual sugar, 
which by accident or design give 
a slight gassiness to some bot- 
tled wines, may be regionally 
characteristic, as in the vinho 
verde of Portugal, the Lambrusco 
of Italy and pétillant wines of 
the Loire. High-quality sparkling 
wines, like the Champagne of 
France (of course), the various 
spumante wines (Continued)

of Italy and the sekt of Germany 
have the highest retained de- 
gree of pressure and natural 
carbonation from a natural sec- 
ondary fermentation. Crackling 
wines have less carbonation by 
deliberate design, sometimes by 
artificial carbonization. Paul 
Masson Crackling Rosé from 
California is remarkable in that 
it is a natural crackling wine, 
while the famed Lancer’s of 
Portugal is presently almost in- 
significantly threaded with arti- 
ficial carbonization treatment, 
below the pressure percentage 
to qualify any longer for the 
word crackling on the label. 
There’s a German word, spritzig, 
to describe wines with only a 
faint prickle, this ever-so-slight 
tantalizing fizz that usually de- 
velops naturally, as in the friz- 
zante Lambrusco of Italy. 
Gallo's popular Pink Chablis, 
fresh from the winery, has this 
deliberate little bubble-zing. 
Sparkling wine, produced in 
the classic methodé champe- 
noise, with a secondary fermen- 
tation in-the-bottle, perfected in 
the late 17th century by Dom 
Pérignon at Hautvillers, cap- 
tured the tendency of the white 


wine of Champagne to sparkle. 
Today, we know that the longer 
the blend, or cuvée, of basic 
wine is left on the yeasts dur- 
ing the secondary fermentation 
in the bottle, the greater the 
depth, the complexity and the 
bouquet of the ‘‘Champagne 
nose.”’ It cannot be imitated in 
either a bulk process or by 
artificial carbonization, giving 
reason to the connoisseur’s 
preference for a sparkling wine 
that is naturally fermented in 
the bottle. It’s not the bubbles 
that matter, but how they got 
there, plus the quality of the 
basic wine in which they devel- 
oped—the winemaster’s cuvée. 


Testing by tasting 


The English poet John Milton 
summed up all lyric enthusiasm 
for wine in these words: ‘‘Wine, 
one sip of this will bathe the 
drooping spirits in delight be- 
yond the bliss of dreams. Be 
wise and taste.”’ If you're not yet 
entirely convinced that the true 
pleasures to be found in better 
pink, crackling and sparkling 
wines can sometimes be ‘‘be- 
yond the bliss of dreams,” ap- 
propriately scheduled tasting 


can prove the argument. And 
we do mean  ‘‘appropriately 
scheduled,” with calculated har- 
mony of food and wine, from 
picnic to formal dining, never 
overlooking the aura you want 
to build for that moment. 
Pink wine suffers from the 
overriding generality that it 
goes with everything. That’s the 
banality of the sommelier or 
host faced with choosing a wine 
for a group having fish, chicken 
and steak at one table. The gen- 
erality sometimes works—and 
that’s about the most you can 
say for it. But a delightfully 
fresh and fruity rosé, like the 
California Mayacamas or Con- 
cannon Zinfandel Rosé is noth- 
ing short of superb when com- 
ing to table with roast chicken 
or baked ham or being drawn 
forth, chilled, from a_ picnic 
basket as a apéritif and thirst- 
quencher. The same is true of 
the simple directness of Ber- 
inger Vine Rosé styled by Wine- 
master Myron Nightingale or 
the standard classic Almadén 
Grenache Rosé and of the com- 
plexity of Beaulieu Vineyard’s 
Beaurosé, which mingles the 
charms of Grenache, Cabernet 
Sauvignon and Napa Gamay 
grapes in the enological artistry 
of André Tchelistcheff, who also 
advised Buena Vista Vineyards

Many 
New Yorkers pride themselves 
every December in getting some 
of the current autumn’s Beau- 
jolais before Christmas.

Most of that which 
comes from France is mediocre 
stuff because the Burgundy base 
wine for the cuvée, the blood of 
the Pinot Noir grape, is too pre- 
cious to let go bubbly. But at 
Beaulieu Vineyards in the Napa 
Valley of California, Andre 
Tchelistcheff recognized the po- 
tential merits of ‘‘red cham- 
pagne’’ made classically, as an 
answer to those legions of wine- 
drinkers who remember when 
Sparkling Burgundy was the 
ultimate bubbly. Beaulieu Vine- 
yards BV Rouge Napa Valley 
Sparkling Burgundy Vintage 
1965 can do nothing but ele- 
vate any special-occasion din- 
ner to a celebration when it's 
served with steak or roast beef.

It captures the perfume of the 
Muscat di Canelli grape, the 
Moscato Bianco, in natural fer- 
mentation. Bring it on with 
strawberries, to dunk in the 
wine, then in powdered sugar. 
The transplanted Piedmon- 
tese Louis M. Martini, now of 


the Napa Valley, dean of Cali- 
fornia winemakers, so loved the 
memory of Asti Spumante he 
created one of California’s most 
memorable wines from a moun- 
tain-top harvest of Moscato Bi- 
anco grapes on the Napa-Sono- 
ma ridge and called it Moscato 
Amabile. It threaded with bub- 
bles and created instant legend. 
You can only buy it today at the 
winery in St. Helena and it is 
worth the trip.

If you're 
heading for a_poetry-reading 
session in a grassy meadow or 
on a tree-shaded hillside, along 
with your volume of verse take 
a bottle of Wassail Mead, the 
true honey wine, from the Gib- 
son Wine Co. of Elk Grove, 
Calif. The fermentation is start- 
ed with hops, just as it was in 
the Middle Ages, and continues 
with honey drawn by bees from 
oranges, vetch, clover blos- 
soms. In this same category of 
tasting bliss are the pure fruit 
wines of San Martin Vineyards 
of the Santa Clara Valley in 
California. From  orange-gold 
apricots alone, they make their 
stunning Aprivette, and from 
ripe Satsuma plums a wonder 
called Sum-Plum, which has all 
the grace of a medieval tapestry 
woven with love. 

All of these are wine, too. 
And there’s no reason to deny 
the pleasures they can bring. @

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In choosing artichokes, look for 
firm, compact heads, heavy in 
the hand, with the leaves cling- 
ing tightly, the stem firm. Al- 
low one artichoke per person. 

Cut off the stems, then trim 
off the base and break off all 
small leaves. Lay the artichoke 
on its side and, using a sharp 
heavy knife, slice about 34 of an 
inch off the top. Trim the points 
off the remaining leaves with 
scissors. Tie a thick slice of 
lemon on the bottom of each 
artichoke and rub the cut sur- 
faces with a piece of lemon. 

Have ready a big kettle of 
boiling, salted water. Add the 
artichokes and bring to a rolling 
boil. Cover the tops with a dou- 
ble layer of cheesecloth to 
keep them moist. Reduce heat 
somewhat and boil, uncovered, 
for 40 to 50 minutes or until a 
leaf will pull out easily. Lift 
from the kettle and turn upside 
down to drain. 

To remove the choke (this is 
not necessary but attractive), 
spread the leaves apart so you 
can reach the interior. Pull out 
the center cone in one piece. 
This will expose the choke or 
hairy growth that covers the 
heart. Using a small spoon, 
scrape off the choke and dis- 
card. Turn the cone of leaves 
upside down and place in the 
hollow of the artichoke. 

To serve, place each arti- 
choke on a side plate, large 
enough to accommodate the 
leaves, which are discarded as 
the artichoke is eaten. Serve 
two or three tablespoons of one 
of the following sauces in small 
individual bowls at the side. 


Sauce Vinaigrette: Combine 2 
tablespoons wine vinegar with 
lg teaspoon salt and several 
grinds of the peppermill in a 
bowl. Beat together with a whip. 
Add 6 tablespoons vegetable oil 
or Olive oil or half of each, drop 
by drop, while beating. Taste 
for seasoning. About 14 cup. 





Sauce Ravigotte: Make 1 cup 
vinaigrette (see above) and stir 
in 1 teaspoon of well-drained 
chopped capers, 1 minced shal- 
lot or green onion and 5 to 6 
sprigs minced parsley.

Looking like large attenuated 
buds, in compact heads, shad- 
ing from white to creamy yellow, 
endives should be firm, heavy in 
the hand and free of blemishes.

any withered leaves and rinse 
under cold running water. Then 
follow recipe directions. 


Endives a la Flamande 


1% cup (1 stick) butter 

8 firm, medium-size endives 
14 teaspoon salt 

Juice of 1 lemon, strained 
Minced parsley 


Melt—but dco not brown—the 
butter in an ovenproof pan large 
enough to hold the endives side 
by side. They must not be on 
top of each other. 

Trim the base of each endive 
and discard any withered leaves. 
Wash under cold running water. 
Place the endives with any wa- 
ter clinging to them in the pan 
with the butter, all lying in the 
same direction. Turn each one 
over in the butter. Sprinkle with 
the salt and lemon juice. 

Butter a piece of waxed pa- 
per large enough to cover the 
endives. Place, buttered side 
down, on top of the endives. If 
the pan does not have a lid, 
seal with heavy-duty foil. 

Place in a preheated 350° 
oven and cook, turning them 
over a couple of times, 45 min- 
utes or until the endives are 
golden. 

To serve, arrange the en- 
dives in a heated vegetable dish 
and coat with all the butter 
from the pan. Garnish with 
minced parsley. Serves four. @

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What's red snapper like? 

It is a marvelous fish, beautiful to look at, with juicy, white 
meat and a delicious flavor. Most red snapper is caught in the 
Gulf of Mexico and is available year round. It can be broiled, 
baked, steamed or poached and is a treat whatever way it is 
prepared. Sold both whole and filleted. 


Are king mackerel and 
Spanish mackerel the same? 


Let us say they're cousins. The king (also known as kingfish) 
takes top rank among game fish and is equally valued as a 
food fish. It cruises off the coast of Florida and as far south as 
Brazil. It has a superb flavor, with few bones, and ranges in 
weight from five to 30 pounds. Available from November to 
March, the small fish are usually cooked whole while the larger 
ones are cut into steaks. The Spanish, an equally gamy 
fighter, was described in 1815 by an ichthyologist as ‘‘A fine 
and beautiful fish; comes in July.’’ Actually, Spanish mackerel 
is available almost year round, since it’s caught off northern 
waters in the summer and off Florida from November through 
March. It averages 11/4 pounds; sold whole or filleted. 


How do you make a lattice-top pastry? 


Roll out half the pastry for a two-crust pie and line the pan, 
jeaving a one-inch overhang. Roll out the other half in a circle, 
then cut into 10 strips about 1/4 inch wide. Center one strip 
over the filling, then space two strips equidistant on either 
side. Weave a cross-strip through the center by first folding 
back every other one of the original strips. Continue weaving 
until the lattice is complete, folding back the alternate strips 


each time a cross strip is added. Trim ends of strips. Fold the 
trimmed edge of the lower crust over the ends of the strips, 
building up a high edge. Seal and flute. 


Do Idaho potatoes boil well? 


No. They are definitely baking potatoes and bake beautifully. 
Chefs use them with great success in recipes such as Pommes 
Dauphinois and Pommes Savonnettes. 


What is an all-purpose potato? 


The new Superior, a recently developed variety, is considered 
an ideal all-purpose white potato. Round, of medium size, with 
shallow eyes, it holds its shape when boiled and is dry and 
tender when baked. 


How can you keep cauliflower white? 


Adding a teaspoon or so of lemon juice to the water while the 
cauliflower is cooking helps to keep it white. Further, don’t 
overcook it or it will discolor. 


Where does the expression 

“to drink a toast’ come from? 

Philippe Erlanger, diplomat and distinguished French journal- 
ist, recently wrote in Réalités: ‘‘By the end of the 16th century 
(in France), one widespread custom was to put a piece of 
toast at the bottom of a glass. This was called a ‘‘tostée’’ (from 
the Latin verb torrere). The glass was passed from hand to 
hand until it reached the person whose health was being drunk, 
who then ate the tostée. It is this that gave rise to the ex- 
pression ‘to drink a toast.’ "’ So, it apparently is not, as we 
have all thought, of English derivation. 


How do you cook sausage links? 


The National Live Stock & Meat Board tells us you should give 
them a little twist, then cut them apart with kitchen shears. 
Place in a cold skillet with a couple of tablespoons of cold 
water, cover tightly and cook slowly for five to eight minutes. 
Then remove the cover and brown the sausages evenly. @

late has focused on the high-profit sales of ‘‘organic foods”’ not 
grown organically. In short—fraud. This sleight of hand is 
difficult to trace, since a lima bean grown organically looks ex- 
actly like a lima bean grown with inorganic fertilizers. It’s likely 
that by the time you read this, the Federal Trade Commission 
will have found a way to set up regulations to prevent further 
frauds in the marketplace. 

The sensational aspects of organic food sales have partially 
obscured an important fact and an underlying question. The 
fact: Many merchants and growers in the business are honest 
and scrupulously fair on pricing. 

And the question: Though undeniably sincere, are these 
growers accurate when they claim extra values for their pro- 
duce? Is an organically grown string bean more nutritive, safer 
to eat and tastier than its inorganically grown counterpart? Or 
are the soil scientists and nutrition researchers who debunk 
organic farming correct? Judge for yourself below. We've quer- 
ied experts on both sides of the organic fence. 

First, what is organic food? It’s mostly mangled semantics, ac- 
cording to Dr. Thomas H. Jukes of (Continued on page 14)

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the University of California at Berkeley. He says, ‘‘There is no 
such thing as organic plant nutrition. Plants utilize only inor- 
ganic forms of plant food. Compost and manure are broken 
down by bacteria to components, such as nitrate, potassium 
ions and phosphate before they are assimilated.”’ 

One of the country’s leading organic farmers, Paul Keene, of 
Walnut Acres, a 500-acre farm in Penn’s Creek, Pa., on which 
is grown a complete array of vegetables, fruits and grains, ex- 
plains that the term ‘‘organic food”’ is simply verbal shorthand 
for food grown in soil fertilized only with organic matter: ma- 
nure, compost materials, ground bone meal and the like. 
Inorganic fertilizers are never used in the soil, and the pro- 
duce is never sprayed with pesticides. 

What of nutrition? Robert Rodale, editor of Organic Garden- 
ing and Farming, says ‘‘There is a tremendous amount of evi- 
dence that nutritional values are influenced by organic farming. 
There are more nutritive minerals in organically grown food.” 

Dr. Paul Buck, a food technologist and a professor in the 
Graduate School of Nutrition at Cornell University, has studied 
the subject for nearly 30 years. He says, ‘‘Il am at a point now 
in my research where | know there is a beneficial effect in the 
nutritional value of foods grown in organically treated soil, but | 
do not know how much. That is, | cannot tell yet whether the 
difference is significant.” 

Contrarily, Dr. Ruth M. Leverton, science advisor for the 
U.S. Department of Agriculture, says, ‘‘The composition of 
food is not significantly affected by organic fertilizer. Fertilizers, 
organic and inorganic, are uSed to increase yield.” 

Dr. Robert L. Carolus, professor of horticulture at Michigan 
State University, puts it more bluntly, ‘‘Organic gardeners prac- 
tice medieval alchemy in their belief that nutrients derived from 
organic materials are different ‘somehow’ in their functions, 
values and effects than those from inorganic sources. They 
show an alarming anti-intellectualism in repudiating the find- 
ings reported by crop physiologists and soil scientists from 
careful experimentation during the past century. 

“High yields of tomatoes with high nutritional quality have 
been repeatedly produced in water-culture experiments with 
only inorganic chemicals and, on the other hand, low yields of 
vitamin-deficient carrots have been obtained in some organic 
soils unless they were supplied with the deficient nutrients in 
inorganic form.” 

Paul Keene admits that under the same climatic conditions 
in the same area, grain nurtured in soil organically fed may 
have essentially the same proteins as grain farmed in soil 
enriched with inorganic fertilizers. ‘‘But you must take into ac- 
count the whole picture,’’ he argues. ‘‘Chemicals short-circuit 
the life of the soil. | am concerned with bringing the soil back 
into balance, not only for crops today, but for the benefit of fu- 
ture generations. Only organic fertilizers can achieve this.”’ 

“Balanced soil contains the elements necessary for good 
crop growth,’’ says Dr. W. H. Allaway, director of the U. S 
Plant, Soil and Nutrition Laboratory of the USDA at Ithaca, 
N.Y. ‘‘Depleted soil lacks some of those elements. A soil test 
will determine what is missing. To replenish the soil may take 
either organic or inorganic fertilizers or both. Balancing de- 
pleted soil would be extremely difficult with the exclusive use of 
either organic or inorganic fertilizers.”’ 

To the organic farmer’s credit, no soil scientist discounts the 
advantages of organic fertilizers. Says Dr. Carolus: “Organic 
matter is truly a panacea—improving sandy soils by increasing 
their moisture retention and heavy soils by improving their 
drainage, granulation and aeration.”’ 

Are organically-grown, pesticide-free vegetables and fruits 
safer to eat? Responsible organic farmers, and both Rodale and 
Keene belong in that group, point to the hazards pesticides 
bring to the environment and de-emphasize the danger to 
fresh fruits and vegetables in the commercial market. Dr. 
Buck believes now there are detrimental effects to produce 
sprayed with pesticides but, again, says he doesn’t know exactly 
how significant that effect is. 

The American Medical Association has gone on record with 
the reassuring fact that there is no known case of illness trace- 
able to pesticide residues on commercially sold fruits and vege- 
tables. (Unwary passers-by have picked and eaten raw vegeta- 
bles from a field and become sick.) (Continued)

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Moreover, most soil scientists would agree with the concer 
of organic farmers for the environment. Many studies are u 
derway now to find workable alternatives to the use of pest 
cides. Insect sterilization and the importation of insect enemie 
are two such Current studies. 

Despite efforts to find pesticide alternatives, we must co 
tinue to battle insects with chemicals for the present or fail t 
feed the world’s peoples. So said Dr. Allaway recently, and hi 
sentiments are echoed by Nobel Prize-winner Dr. Norman 
Borlaug, who says the need for chemical fertilizers and pest 
cides is not only clear but imperative. 

Lack of safety shows up in other ways. In an April, 197 
article, Dr. Jukes mentioned that organically grown vegetable 
are more likely to carry salmonella, which leads to a commo 
form of food poisoning. He indicated that salmonella is gene 
ally passed on when human wastes are used as fertilizer, as i 
mainland China and Mexico, for example. But he warned tha 
the bacteria may be carried in manure from cattle, pigs an 
other barnyard animals. Dr. Buck admitted this possibility, bu 
pointed out that pasteurization of manure completely elimi 
nates any threat from pathogenic bodies. Such pasteurizatio 
is done now on only a limited basis. 

And finally, what of taste? ‘“‘Many of our foes admit tha 
organically grown vegetables and fruits taste better,’’ say 
Robert Rodale. Yet, the good taste he believes in may resul 
more from vine-ripening produce, a basic tenet of organic farm 
ing. For the commercial grower shipping, say, tomatoes fro 
California to Maine, vine-ripening is economically impossible 

The true test: Does a vine-ripened, organically grown tomat 
taste better than a vine-ripened, inorganically grown tomato 
Paul Keene allowed that at that point, taste becomes personal 

Speaking to the larger picture that Keene was concerne 
over, Dr. Boysie E. Day, associate director, Agricultural Ex 
periment Station, University of California, said in August o 
last year, ‘‘Why should we mine and manufacture so much ne 
fertilizer rather than more efficiently recycling what we alread 
have in the nutrient pool? Formerly, most people lived on th 
land, fed their livestock and consumed their food on the lan 
and returned the wastes, containing the extracted plant nutri 
ents, back to the land. Nowadays, processing and consumptio 
of farm products are largely concentrated in and around th 
big cities of the world. The consumption centers are isolate 
from the production centers and although the cities face vir 
tual suffocation in their own mountains of nutrient-rich wastes 
it is cheaper to extract or manufacture new nutrients [inorgani 
fertilizers] than to recapture*those spewed back into the en 
vironment by the consumer. 

“This situation provides a realistic rationale for organic) 
farming; so there is no need to attribute mystical properties tc 
organically grown food. We should strive to complete the loop 
in the nutrient cycle and recycle as much of our plant nutrients 
as we can back to the land after each use. For this and many 
other reasons, the obvious and sensible place to put our plant 
and animal wastes, in most instances, is back into the soil. 

‘‘In a sense, the advocates of the organic way have been: 
right all along but for the wrong reasons. There are sufficient, 
good reasons for organic tarming, without giving credit or 
credence to the phony claims made by cultists.

Those, of course, were the showboats. The few. Almost every- 
body else, the peaceable’ people confronted all of a sudden 
with a “‘crisis’’ they neither understood nor thought themselves 
responsible for, simply expressed a sense of helplessness. 
Many did what people who feel helpless normally do: They 
sought to fill their hours with environmental tatting and whit- 
tling—with fixing the dripping faucets, delabeling and flatten- 
ing cans, saving old newspapers and writing letters to anyone 
remotely identifiable as an environmental expert. Such letters 
usually started out, ‘‘l would like to do something about the 
environment. Can you possibly recommend some good books on 
the subject that will help me?”’ 

Now, three years later, we are doing much better. College

gineering classes. Indeed, 
a group of students in a 
systems engineering class at M.I.T. went so far this past year 
as to write a book based on what they learned in a multi- 
disciplinary study of coastal waters. Now published under the 
title Power, Poilution and Public Policy, it is already being 
used by government officials for its chapters on such sub- 
stantial subjects as off-shore locations for nuclear power plants, 
coastal land use for recreation and the growing problem of 
water pollution in Boston Harbor. 

In many of those towns where spotlights were aimed at in- 
dustrial culprits, you will find citizens’ groups meeting with the 
plant managers to inform each other on pollution abatement 
problems. One public utility, the San Diego Gas & Electric 
Co., went even further than this. 

As a general rule, most public utilities have regarded public 
hearings as one wringer they'd rather not go through and the 
only hearings they submit to are those required by law. But 
not San Diego Gas & Electric. Before planning a new generat- 
ing plant, it staged and aggressively promoted a_ special 
hearing of its own ‘‘to provide public input for environmental 
Studies’’ related to the new plant. A landmark of its kind, it 
was the first such hearing ever held in the western U.S. 

It would be a mistake, however, to suppose that environ- 
mental improvement is moving ahead apace with public aware- 
ness. It isn’t and, in fact, the lag between wish and fulfillment 
has scarcely closed at all. In New York City, after three years 
of concentrated effort to reduce air pollution, the citizenry 
was dismayed recently on learning that the atmosphere there- 
abouts now contains 7% 
more soot. The same pre- 
dicament exists in other 
environmental bailiwicks. 
Despite a growing body of 
legislation enacted to pro- 
tect shoreline and estuary 
regions, we are still losing 
these ecologically precious assets as developers continue to 
dredge and bulkhead them into oblivion. And our lakes and 
streams are not more pure but less, our wildlife not safer but 
more endangered, our freeways not free-moving but clogged, our 
neighborhoods not quieter but noisier. 

All the same, we are gaining. The environment movement, 
like most peaceful revolutions, moves glacially; not nearly fast 
enough for the professional worriers, of course, yet astonish- 
ingly so for the man on the street who grew up believing those 
belching smokestacks and traffic jams were the surest sign of 
American genius. Now he knows better, and that’s not merely 
progress but is, in fact, a prodigious leap forward in unlearning 
several lifetimes’ worth of misinformation about man and his 
relationship to the world around him. Pondering the environ- 
ment prompts people to think about themselves. (Continued)

At UCLA, for example, a new course for undergraduates, 
“‘Analysis and Conservation of Ecosystems,’’ may sound pretty 
heavy: but aims purely to educate ‘‘ecologically sensitive and 
sophisticated citizens.'’ And who can quarrel with the idea be- 
hind that? ‘‘We are entering upon a period of human affairs,” 
says Professor Charles F. Bennett, designer of the course, 
“during which the generalist, the synthesizer, is emerging as 
society’s most needed person.”’ 

If this vision becomes reality, there is no telling what a boost 
it will give to women’s liberation. For it is women, in that myriad 
of subordinate roles detested by the lib leadership, who seem 
best qualified for promotion to five-star generals in an army 
of generalists. Some are already working at the job and moving 
mountains of resistance. One group, innocuously named the 
Sensible Consumer, is raising ecological cain in the super- 
markets. Its objective is to deprive the mass purveyors of 
foodstuffs of a potent sales tool—over-processed comestibles 
enshrouded in redundant wrappings. The Sensible Consumer 
was founded by Seattle housewives on the strength of hard- 
boiled surveys that established beyond question that women 
are overwhelmingly in favor of ‘‘ecologically sound products." 
Not surprisingly, the Sensible Consumer is spreading. 

Perhaps the closest thing to a model environmental ma- 
turity in the nation today is Reston, Va., where all residents 
help plant, preserve, prune and publicize the environs. 

Palpably, these home-grown environmentalists are demon- 
strating the rightness of Prof. Bennett's good intuition about 
what's needed in this country: A means of educating 
“ecologically sensitive, sophisticated citi- 
zens.'’—WILLIAM HOUSEMAN, Edi-

Senior Editor Marion Gough replies: It is generally conceded by 
craftsmen, designers, manufacturers and retailers, who are 
well aware of what young people want, that the young are in- 
deed conscious of color and are demanding it in combinations 
that earlier generations would have found outrageous. In your 
own community, the very clothes worn by the nonmaterialist 
young probably indicate this, and it has been observed that 
the gap between the colors we wear and the colors we live with 
is closing faster than ever before. 

As a decorating magazine, we report on trends, and the 
February rooms were shown to state a fact—this is how some 
people are using color in their homes. To equate this colorful- 
ness with materialism is like imputing materialism to anyone 
who enjoys a rainbow or a sunset. People are using color for 
the pure joy if it—just as the young do. Do not conclude that we 
are unmindful of poverty-level living conditions. Our editors have 
worked directly with ghetto residents to help people on welfare 
or low incomes get their money's worth when they buy home 
furnishings and to improve the looks and comfort of their living 
quarters. But as a specialized service magazine, we believe 
our readers expect to find in our pages solutions to problems 
and adaptable ideas that may help them improve their own liv- 
ing. Obviously and sadly, most ghetto homes do not offer possi- 
bilities of this kind, and we believe that documentary reports on 
ghetto living can be more powerfully and effectively treated by 
general magazines, newspapers and television than by a maga- 
zine whose province is primarily design.

Are you cooking with gas? Hail a breakthrough that 
may banish the pilot light forever. Caloric has developed a 
simplified automatic ignition that operates without a pilot light. 
Unlike the old spark ignition that used a pilot, this new system 
features an electric coil that lights the burner directly. Ovens 
and range tops stay cool when not in use. Failsafe controls 
prevent the flow of gas to the burner if it doesn’t light at once. 
Caloric officials say it will be on sale sometime this fall. 
We're growing taller. Averaged out, we're three inches 
taller than adult Americans in 1900. By 2000 A.D., we will 
add another inch, according to anthropologists. To keep up 
with growth, Westinghouse recently introduced a taller washing 
machine and matching dryer. Ten inches higher than conven- 
tional machines, the new units permit a person of average 





height to load the machine without having to stoop. The waist- 
high washer opening has a drop-down door that also serves 
as a platform. The extra 10 inches are put to good use down 
below as a drawer for laundry products, measuring cups, shirt 
hangers and the like. The dryer has a signal to tell when the 
permanent press cycle is completed, and its own pull-out rod 
on which you can hang the clothes, wrinkle-free. 

Ironing isn’t what it used to be, now that we have 
permanent press to lighten the load. But somehow, there's 
still pressing and some ironing to do. Lady Seymour has tried 
to make that easier. The company now offers a full-size ironing 
table that fits into its own shallow cabinet. The cabinet fits 
between wall studs or mounts directly on the wall. Once out 
to its ironing surface of 15 inches by 54 inches, the board 
adjusts to any of seven heights for comfortable ironing.

dweller. A new book, Home, The Burlington House Awards: 
American Interiors by Letitia Baldrige (The Viking Press, 
$12.50), is based on examples taken from past competitions. 
Photographs and accompanying text hold decorating secrets 
and triumphs and a host of fresh thoughts. 

It is unlikely a book will ever be written that 
unearths every travail of buying and remodeling a house in the 
city. But H. Dickson McKenna, an architect who has gone 
through the experience himself and for clients, comes as close 
as any writer we've read to the unvarnished, fascinating, 
frightening, frustrating truth in A House in the City: A Guide 
to Buying and Renovating Old Row Houses (Van Nostrand- 
Reinhold Co., $12.95). For the practical-minded reader, he 
begins with an overly long chapter on the history of urban 
architectural styles. Yet, he devotes over 100 pages of this 
160-page book to sound usable information obviously wrung 
from the trials of first-hand knowledge. The book is profusely 
illustrated with good black-and-white photographs and sketches. 
We definitely recommend it as a useful source to prospective 
purchaser and dreamer alike. 

For both novice and expert, Encyclopedia of Sailing 
(Harper & Row, $13.95) is invaluable to prepare for—and 
anxiously anticipate—one of summer's finer pleasures. By the 
editors of One-Design & Offshore Yachtsman, this volume, 
containing over 432 pages of text, deals with history, equip- 
ment, types of boats, sailing rules and techniques and com- 
petitive results as well as a large glossary of terms and tactics. 
It is written in a free and exciting style. A must for 
anyone contemplating the challenges of 
either a sunfish or a 12-meter 
boat.—ANNE OGDEN

If youd rather switeh than fight, the W. Atlee

lions, mind you. These are hybrids, selected for unusually large, 
thick, dark green leaves to be used as greens for boiling, or you 
can blanch them for succulent hearts to be eaten as endive. 
You might even become a serious dandelion aficionado and 
brew a tea from the plant's roots or make dandelion wine 
from the yellow biossoms. It’s difficult to take this thing seri- 
ously, but yes, you will find the seeds at your local seed rack, 
unless you’d prefer receiving them in a plain brown wrapper, 
in which case you write to Burpee’s in Philadelphia, Pa. 19132. 
fT always thought a dip stick was for checking the oil 
in an automobile, but now | have been better informed. A dip 
stick is any crisp, fresh, raw vegetable used for dipping into 
such rich, tasty and otherwise fattening things as sour cream, 
guacamole and cheese. And of course, the best dip sticks are 
those you grow in your own garden—fingerling carrots when 
you thin the row, wedges of green pepper, juicy cherry toma- 
toes. But have you tried thin, young zucchini? Or cauliflower 
and spears of broccoli served in bite-sized pieces? The list of 
possibilities is open to the imagination. 

All of this you may have experienced already, but there is 
one odd-ball vegetable that few know for dipping and that is 
kohlrabi, a member of the cabbage family. The edible portion of 
kohlrabi is the fattened root stalk that, in the garden, sits just 
above the ground, seeming to hover like some extravagant fly- 
ing saucer. When harvested between one and two inches in 
liameter, this round stalk has an unusual crispness that makes 
it a good companion to many cheese dips and sauces and an 

ellent addition, shredded, to any salad. 

Kohlrabi is easy to grow in any sunny, well-drained place 
vith a growing season of 80 days or more. Sow the seeds as 
early as possible in the spring; six weeks of growing time in- 
loors before the weather outside is warm and frost-free is ideal. 
After planting outside, dress with a 5-10-5 fertilizer. Before hot 
weather, mulch with straw or grass clippings. Once the curious

Here is the procedure: Pull up the plant and trim out the 

bulb. If you have more than can be used right away, store in a 
cool, dark place. An overly large crop can be stored buried 
deep in the soil and covered with a thick mulch. Kohlrabi keeps 
well in a root cellar through the winter and will stay crisp. 
Most seed catalogs list only two cultivars of kohlrabi, Purple 
and White Vienna. The white actually has a pale green bulb. 
The purple has a subtle blush of color on the bulb and leaves. 
The taste is variously described, but generally as a puzzling but 
successful combination of the best from a turnip and the best 
from a cabbage, all in one vegetable. Try it. 
If your gardening space in the sum is barely big- 
ger than a bread box, there is a way to grow many of the clas- 
sic, old-fashioned favorites. Miniatures are the answer. And 
whether you cultivate them directly in the round or in con- 
tainers you Can have geraniums and roses that mature to 
perfection under eight inches tall; golden daffodils and purple 
tulips four inches tall; tiny, perfectly formed evergreens, less 
than six inches tall at 10 years ot age. And in the house, Afri- 
can violets, gloxinias, begonias and orcnids srnaller than a 
teacup. Little roses are generally available at better garden 
centers and by mail. For other miniatures you will likely find 
them only in the catalogs of specialists who ship by mail.

even know there were shingles 
of aluminum. No problem. You 
still can settle on what you 
want: a roof that doesn’t leak; 
a covering that lasts; colors 
(remembering your secondary 
school physics—dark colors 
absorb heat and light colors re- 
flect it); gutters and down- 
spouts that don’t leak. 

After you decide what's 
right for the house, put it down 
on paper. If you're thinking of 
breaking out walls and adding 
on, make up a rough pian. For 
two reasons: to coagulate your 
thinking and to give the archi- 
tect, contractor, salesman, car- 
penter or whomever you talk to 
a jumping-off place. With a 
black-and-white idea before 
him, the professional can tell 
you quickly whether it will truly 
deliver what you want at the 
best price. 

Is it always better to write 
down your needs and draw a 
rough plan? No, many an owner 
calls in a professional and sim- 
ply says, ‘‘We need a fourth 
bedroom and another bath.” 
The owner doesn’t have any no- 
tion where the bedroom and 
bath should be added and 
trusts the specialist to come up 
with two or three good ideas. 
In fact, some architects and 
centractors we've talked to pre- 
fer that approach. A Washing- 
ton, D.C., architect said, ‘‘I’d 
much rather work with clients 
who have no fixed idea of what 
they want. It saves time | often 
lose struggling to undo the 
thinking that they've already 
gone through by themselves.”’ 
The key to smooth re- 
lations between you and the 
remodeling specialist is flexibil- 
ity. Figure out what you want, 
but be amenable to suggested 
alternatives, provided that a 
reasonable explanation accom- 
panies the new suggestion. On 
the other hand, not all profes- 
sionals have an equal flair for 
design. If you don’t like any of 
the rough sketches presented 
to you, call in someone else. 

At some point, the notion of 
moving to a new house will 
probably sound more appealing 
than struggling through a re- 
modeling. And the more you'll 
need to spend, the better that 
new house will look. It’s a rea- 
sonable thought to entertain, 
even if you like the neighbor- 
hood you’re in and are funda- 
mentally pleased with your 
house and grounds. 

After carefully comparing the 
two courses, most families dis- 
cover that staying put is wiser. 
More than anything else, it’s 


wiser economically, which is 
pretty convincing. They find 
that the sum of the money 
spent on remodeling plus the 
price paid for their present 


house generally equals the cost — 


of a comparable new house. If 
this is true in your case, don’t 
move. Because you must add to 
the price of the new house the 
cost of selling the old one (5% 
of the sale), closing costs on 
the new ($1,000 and up), new 
landscaping ($500 and up) and 
incidentals—new blinds, cur- 
tains, hardware, telephones, 
trash cans, etc. All this, plus 
moving expenses (probably an- 
other $1,000). 

There’s another side to 

spending money on _ remodel- 
ing. Will you get back your in- 
vestment when you finally do 
sell the house? A fair question. 
For the sake of simplification, 
suppose that after remodeling, 
the total investment in the 
house is $75,000. But the 
house is located in a neighbor- 
hood of homes that would sell 
at about $40,000 to $55,000. 
When the owner sells, will he 
get $75,000? Nine times out of 
10, the answer is no. He'll get 
less, despite the remodeling. 
If you're an executive 
on the go and resale is first on 
the list of importance, exten- 
sive remodeling probably isn’t 
worthwhile. But if this is a 
house you intend to live in for 
years to come, investment be- 
comes less important. 

Suppose you don’t know 
whether you'll have to move 
soon, nor do you have any idea 
how long the house you have 
will be home. Now the more im- 
portant question is: What is the 
personal value of this remodel- 
ing to you and your family? 
Measure the answer against 
how strongly you want a full re- 
turn on your investment some 
day in the future. And mix in 
the probable rising economic 
values of the neighborhood, 
plus the likelihood of families 
nearby remodeling their homes, 
bringing their total investment 
closer to yours. 

To a buyer, of course, some 
changes will be more valuable 
than others. Another look at the 
chart on page 64 will show an 
approximate rating for some 
typical maintenance and re- 
modeling projects. A_ finished 
recreation room, complete with 
bar, is impressive to buyers. 
But, according to one Chicago 
area Realtor, most buyers won’t 
pay you an extra cent for it. 
‘‘What a finished ‘rec’ room or 
a newly paneled den or a bar- 
becue pit will do,’’ he contin- 
ues, “‘is make your house more 
marketable. That is, it will sell 
faster at whatever price the 
house would (Continued)

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have sold if no changes had 
been «made.’’ Meantime, you 
benefit from the improvements. 
For a new roof, obviously, you 
call in a roofer. To replace ex- 
isting bath fixtures, you shop in 
a building-supply outlet or con- 
tact a plumbing contractor. But 
whose counsel should you get 
first when you want to enlarge 
the kitchen, convert an old side 
entry to a laundry and build on 
a breakfast room? Relatives and 
friends will be glad to give you 
advice, although its worth usual- 
ly will range from impossible 
through hilarious to possible. 
The difficulty often lies in not 
knowing which is which until the 
work is completed. Guidance 
from a professional is safer. But 
which professional? You could 
call on an architect, building 
contractor, remodeling special- 
ist, kitchen specialist or a neigh- 
borhood carpenter. What group 
consistently provides good ad- 
vice on space changes? 
The answer has to be ar- 
chitects. The major thrust of 
their life study is design. Natu- 
rally, you'll find exceptions. 
Many first-rate remodelers have 
designers on staff or on tap. 
Won't an architect be expen- 
sive? Not necessarily. Rather 
than drive the price up, he may 
just present you with the best 
space solution at the lowest 
cost. There was a dramatic case 
not long ago in Savannah, Ga. A 
family had romantically pur- 
chased an old estate with a de- 
caying manor house. Since this 
was to be their only home, they 
urgently needed help restoring 
the house. Four long meetings 
with four contractors had left 
them frustrated and undecided. 
Two had refused to submit a 
bid. ‘‘Better to tear that old 
wreck down and start over,” 
they had said. The third man 
gave them a price of $66,000 to 
do the work, and the fourth said 
$83,000, far over their budget. 
A friend who was also 
an architect offered to ex- 
amine the house and give them 
some suggestions. After an hour 
or so of wandering up and down 
the house, asking questions of 
his friends as he went, the ar- 
chitect concluded they could get 
by spending far less than the 
low bid. ‘‘How much?’’ they 
wanted to know. ‘‘l’d say that 
roughly $30,000 is all you need 
to get it into good running order 
again.’’ The family was relieved 
and happy. The architect de- 
signed and supervised the work, 
and the total cost in the end, in 
cluding the architect's fee, was 
$31,568.22, remarkably close

What can you expect 
to pay for architectural serv- 
ices? The average fee today for} 
residential remodeling design is 
18% of the contract price. And | 
it’s not unusual for an architect | 
to ask for 5% of his fee as a} 
retainer before drawing any 
sketches. The range of fees 
spreads from 14% to 20%, | 
and some professionals have | 
charged more.

In each com- 
munity, the architectural frater- 
nity is relatively close, and it’s 
likely that that first call will lead 
you to at least one candidate.

Begin in the same way you 
would to find an architect by 
asking your friends for recom- 
mendations. Ask for details. 
The good contractor in their 
Opinion may not be good for 
you. For example, one family 
in Rochester, N.Y., found—for 
them—the perfect remodeler. 
He was honest, a careful crafts- 
man, intelligent and resource- 
ful. The finished work was bet- 
ter than they expected. But 
from beginning to end, the job 
took six months. It could have 
been finished in three weeks. 
Their very capable contractor 
worked on his own, or with one 
helper. And he had a weakness 
for accepting too many jobs at 
the same time. As a result, he 
was forever hopping from one 
job to the next, never finishing 
any of them in the time he es- 
timated. Friends of the Roches- 
ter family accepted their rec- 
ommendation and were im- 
pressed with the man’s work. 
But they were soon disappoint- 
ed; then angry. Enough to fire 
him and hire another firm. They 
wanted the work finished when 
their daughter was married. 
The obvious lesson: Be 
curious. Ask your friends how 
long the contractor took, how 
much he charged, whether he 
was amenable to changes, and 
inquire about his workmanship. 


Said a Pennsylvania remod- 
eler: **For most families, a

¢ Call the local chap- 
ter of the American Institute 
of Architects. Chapters general- 
ly have lists of members who 
take on residential design. 
You'll probably get half a dozen 
names but no specific recom- 
mendations, since the chapter 
has to remain impartial. You 
can't find an AIA chapter list- 
ing? Call one of the local firms 
and ask for the location of the 
nearest chapter. Or write to the 
national AIA office for informa- 
tion: 1785 Massachusetts Ave. 
N.W., Washington, D.C. 20036. 

You may still decide to go 
directly to a contractor. That 
puts the burden of finding a 
reliable one on your shoulders. 

How do you find him? By not 
hurrying. Once you've decided 
to build an extension of your 
living room for a den, it’s only 
natural to want to start tomor- 
row. But patience in the search 
for the right modeling contrac- 
tor has its rewards: the den you 
want, constructed as honestly 





is born.’’ 


Either as a check or in the 

event none of your friends can 
recommend anyone, go to your 
own bank for leads. Another 
source is the building-supply 
yard. This isn’t quite as reliable 
since the yard manager may be 
inclined to give you the name 
of the contractor who gives him 
the most business. 
Another source for reas- 
surance is the Chamber of Com- 
merce. If the remodeler is a 
member, there is implicit re- 
spect for him from other busi- 
ness leaders in the community. 
And you could call the Better 
Business Bureau, although of 
late, BBB has been criticized 
for being too lenient. At best, 
it only records complaints 
against a firm; it gives no rec- 
ommendations. 

Once you have the names of 
several contractors, take an af- 
ternoon off and drive around to 
compare their showroom of- 
fices. Don’t expect anything 
glamorous.

Keep America Clean. 
Keep America Beautiful. 
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But be sure to look for a per- 
manent location and some evi- 
dence of business health: rela- 
tively new trucks and equipment, 
an efficient front office, signs of 
activity. Generally avoid con- 
tractors whose business ad- 
dresses turn out to be their 
homes. While it’s true that most 
contractors begin business with 
one or two contracts, good in- 
tentions and a will to work but 
no office, you'd be safer letting 
them start their business on 
someone else’s house. 
Now yowre ready to nar- 
row your choices to two, and 
no more than three, contrac- 
tors. Make appointments to 
have someone from each firm 
come to your house, discuss 
what you want and take down 
the information in order to go 
back and prepare an estimate. 
Let each representative know 
you're asking for other bids. A 
seasoned contractor expects to 
bid competitively. While he’s in 
your house, you have a perfect 
right to ask (and you should 
ask) how long his company has 
been in business; how long at 
the same location; whether 
there has ever been a change 
in the company name and, if 
so, why. Ask for bank refer- 
ences and, most important of 
all, get the names of at least 
three families for whom the com- 
pany has completed remodelings 
similar to the work you want. 
Later, check out both bank 
and customer references. It’s 
normal to be impatient and skip 
over some of the references. 
But you'll benefit by calling all 
the names. The information you 
get will be more well rounded 
and an easier baSe on which 
to make your final choice. 
How much will you be 
influenced by the low bid? 
If you rate each of the firms 
about equally, then the lowest 
price will probably win you over. 
But is it low? This is one point 
in normal negotiations between 
contractor and owner where 
many misunderstandings _ be- 
gin. If the competing contrac- 
tors aren't bidding on exactly 
the same specifications, then 
the final estimates aren't all that 
valuable. For example, one firm 
might be bidding on the basis 
of $22 kitchen cabinets, while 
another is thinking of $40 cabi- 
nets. There would be a price 
difference between closing in 
an outer wall with insulating 
sheathing and: filling it with 
fiber glass insulation. Yet both 
processes will provide you, 
loosely speaking, with a type 
of insulated wall. 


Deciding on_ specifications 


that may be a mystery to you 
can be done, although you can 
see how a knowledgeable archi- 
tect, acting as your agent, 
could be helpful at this point. 
One way to get equivalent bids 
on your own is to name brands. 
And specify the model or type. 
Restricted to a particular floor 
material, window, wall paneling 
and so on, each firm’s bid can 
be compared on a more reason- 
able basis. Moreover, when 
work begins, there is far less 
chance of misunderstandings. 

Assuming you're satistied 
that everyone is bidding on the 
same specifications, should you 
accept the low bid now without 
question? Not necessarily. If 
the care and proiessionalism 
shown by one of the contractors 
particularly impresses you and 
his bid isn’t too far out of line, 
you'll probably be more content 
in the end by following your im- 
pulse and hiring that firm. 

Once you’ve made your se- 
lection, the firm's representa- 
tive will bring along a contract 
to sign. What will that contain? 
Aside from your name, the con- 
tractor’s name and the price 
you've agreed on, the two most 
important elements are the spe- 
citications and the plan, where 
plans are needed. Go over them 
carefully. Make certain you un- 
derstand everything. Where 
there is some doubt, talk it out 
with the remodeler. Now is the 
time to settle apprehensions 
and differences. Later, it’s cost- 
ly. What else should you expect 
to see in the contract? Here are 
the highlights: 
¢ Completion time. Some 
contractors use fuzzy language, 
such as ‘‘on or about June 22” 
or ‘“‘approximately the end of 
May,” and at least one remod- 
eler we talked to refuses to give 
any completion date, although 
by reputation he is extremely 
reliable. Why? Because remod- 
eling is not an exact science. 
Breaking out a wall in an old 
house may uncover pipes no 
one knew were there, despite 
the most careful examination 
by an experienced contractor. 
The pipes will have to be re- 
routed before work continues— 
an extra expense for the con- 
tractor and, to the point, a loss 
in time. On exterior work, there 
are normal delays due to bad 
weather. If only union labor is 
available to the contractor, there 
is the occasiona! possibility of 
a strike, which then may hold 
up work for months. Much more 
usual as the cause of delay is 
lack of materials. Say a bathtub 
is ordered for delivery on June 
1 and there’s still no sign of 
it by June 10. This holds up 
all work by the plumber and 
the tile man, both of whom may 
go on to other jobs. (Continued) 
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Flow to avoid the $8000 mistake.

And if there is no excuse 
for delays, then you have every 
right to terminate the contract. 
¢ Breaking the con- 
tract. There ought to be 
agreement on how the contract 
can be terminated if you aren’t 
satisfied. Ordinarily, the agree- 
ment is seven day's written no- 
tice. What would push you to 
this? Unreasonable delays, as 
mentioned above, or failure to 
perform the work in the way 
agreed on by both of you. Of 
course, this is a two-way street. 
The contractor also wants and 
should get a termination clause 
in the contract. This would cov- 
er the possibility of your stop- 
ping the work unreasonably or 
failing to make payments when 
they come due. These are stan- 
dard clauses and used rarely. 


to the job. More than a few sad 
homeowners have discovered 
too late that payments made to 
the contractor were never 
passed on when they should 
have been. The owner has been 
stuck with the full price of the 
contract, plus the sum of the 
lien, and the courts uphold this. 
Then it becomes the owner's re- 
sponsibility to extract payment 
for the lien from the contractor. 
© Work documents. The 
contractor is responsible for se- 
curing a building permit, if one 
is required. You are charged 
with providing and paying for a 
survey or easement, if either is 
needed. These points are gen- 
erally spelled out in the con- 
tract. Does the work meet the 
standards of the local building 
code? Yes, if a permit is issued. 
At this point, incidentally, the 
municipal building department 
sends a memc about your 
house to the assessor’s office. 
lf the project calls for a reas- 
sessment of the property, you 
can expect someone out soon 
after completion. 
© Clean-up. Finally, a pro- 
vision is normally included to 
make certain your house is left 
‘brush clean.”

Remodeling activity peaks 
during the spring, summer 
and fall.

e Liability. The contract 
ought to state clearly that the 
contractor is properly covered 
by workman's compensation 
and liability insurance for per- 
sonal and property damage. 

¢ Changes. Work changes 
you order during the construc- 
tion are the second most fre- 
quent source of friction be- 
tween contractor and_ client. 
Making the procedure of 
changes clear may help later. 

¢ Corrections. Though it 
may seem obvious to you that 
the remodeler ought to redo 
work finished incompetently or 
in a way that is unlike the plans 
and specifications, having this 
clear in the contract saves grief 
and assures you that the work 
will be done according to the 
written directions. 

e Liens. An important part of 
the contract, this provision 
states that final payment is not 
due until the contractor delivers 
a complete release of liens by 
subcontractors and _ suppliers 
for work and material related 


tract. Not only does the sum 
go into the document, but also 
how it’s to be broken down. 
“Progress payments’’ is the 
usual term. Not every contrac- 
tor divides the billing in the 
same way. But a normal sched- 
ule breaks down to 1/10, 3/10, 
3/10, 3/10. If the total bill 
were $10,000, that would mean 
$1,000 due at tne contract 
signing, $3,000 when work 
commences, $3,000 as soon as 
the rough framing is completed 
and $3,000 at completion. 
Progress payments are im- 
portant to you only if you pay 
cash. If you arrange for financ- 
ing, the lender doles out the 
progress payments. And you 
don’t begin paying the lender 
until after the work is done. 
Earlier, we noted that 
one normal reaction to remod- 
eling was, ‘‘We'd love to have 
another bedroom, but | just 
don’t think we can afford it 
now.’ In this age of rising 
prices, that plaint seems to be 
as common among (Continued)

families making $70,000 as 
those earning $20,000. The 
fact is, a careful perusal of all 
money sources ordinarily should 
persuade you that the bedroom 
can be added now, not later. 
Spending cash to get what 
you want for your home is the 
simplest, most straightforward 
way to pay. And, of course, 
there are no interest charges. 
You'll also have more company 
than you may imagine. More 
than 30% of all remodelings 
are paid for in cash. You can: 
°* Draw money from a 
cheeking account. |f you 
do so without upsetting the nor- 
mal cash flow in your house- 
hold, this is a good way to pay. 
The money wasn't earning any 
interest anyway, so you might 
as well invest it in real prop- 
erty—your own—where there's 
a good chance for appreciation. 
© Cash in bonds. Fine, if 
the interest was around 5% to 
6%. You probably should have 
converted them some time ago 
to bonds with a higher rate. The 
possible exception: tax-free mu- 
nicipal bonds. 


able when appreciation is rising 
faster than taxes are rising. 

° Tap a savings ac- 
count. Another good source, 
since it’s quite likely your mon- 
ey will appreciate faster in your 
home than in savings. 

One family with a moderate 
income living outside Boston, 
recently used this plan: They 
had saved slightly over $6,000 
in a college fund for their 11- 
year-old son. To pay for a 
$4,500 kitchen remodeling, 
they withdrew the money from 
his fund, then paid it back on 
a regular monthly basis, inter- 
est included, as if they had 
taken out a remodeling loan. 
By the time the boy is 18, there 
will be considerably more than 
$6,000 in the fund, without in- 
cluding any additional monies 
deposited. And the entire family 
has gained a new kitchen. 

° Sell possessions—an- 
tiques, art, a power boat, dia- 
monds. Obviously, personal val- 
ue has a bearing. But if you're 
bored with the power boat or 
have decided you don't really 
like the original oil painting you 
bought in Spain, then why not 
sell them and put your money 
into something you really do 
want? If you've purchased art 
or diamonds as an investment,

an electrician. How can you find the 
best, or any good subcontractor? Same 
way youd seek the best remodeler. 


® Cash in stocks. O.K., but 
sell the right ones. Remember, 
you're generally making the 
equivalent of a long-term in- 
vestment when you~ remodel 
your house. The wisest move 
may be to sell income-bearing 
stocks that now qualify for cap- 
ital gains tax. Thus you trade 
short-term gain for long-term 
growth and, if your income is 
high, eliminate taxable income 
without seriously disturbing the 
capital. But, if you depend on 
stock income, then sell some of 
your growth stocks, pay the 
capital gains tax and put the 
money into remodeling. 

Losses in the stock market 
wipe out all the advice above. 
In that case, by all means sell 
the stock, credit the loss against 
your taxable income and rein- 
vest the proceeds in your home. 
While the stock market was go- 
ing down in 1971, real property 
values were still rising. 
¢ Sell land or real 
property. Yes, if the prop- 
erty taxes are climbing too high 
and you were thinking of selling 
anyway. Yes, if you’ve taken a 
loss on the property. Question- 





compare the appreciation on 
them against the upswing on 
your property. 

We've been saying ‘‘invest- 
ment’ referring to payment for 
remodeling, and astute inves- 
tors would probably question 
that. But if the money is spent 
on a project that will raise the 
resale price of the house (see 
chart, page 64), then there is 
an excellent chance the money 
spent will come back, interest 
at the same rate as the rise in 
house value. However, if the re- 
modeling funds are spent on 
adding an indoor gymnasium 
and a greenhouse, neither of 
which commands universal val- 
ue at resale, it would be an in- 
vestment in personal pleasure. 
There are still other 
sourees for cash. Parents 
or other relatives may come 
through with an_ interest-free 
loan. Weigh that carefully. Bit- 
ter family wrangles have started 
over borrowed money. Best way 
around potential squabbles is 
an agreement in black and 
white. A letter will do. ‘‘l (bor- 
rower) agree to pay back (lend-

equal payments of ($).’’ Date 
the letter, make two copies, 
sign it, have your relatives sign. 

It may be that you're not in 
a position to raise cash at the 
moment or that the price of the 
remodeling is too high for you 
to fund it completely with cash. 
Financing is the answer, and 
here are the options: 
¢ Refinancing your 
mortgage. A _ relatively in- 
expensive way to pay for a re- 
modeling that tota's more than 
$10,000. Any sum less than 
that will become increasingly 
uneconomical as the total di- 
minishes. The reason: You 
must pay new closing costs. 
Not as much as you paid when 
you bought the house, but be- 
tween 60% and 70% of the 
original figure. 

A closer look at your exist- 
ing mortgage may reveal a 
clause permitting you to ex- 
pand the loan back to the 
amount you originally took out. 
Called an open-end mortgage, 
it permits you to reborrow 
money at the existing mortgage 
interest rate. You'll have to pay 
some charges—possibly for a 
new title search (to make cer- 
tain no liens have been placed 
against the mortgage), for addi- 
tional title insurance and may- 
be a service fee to the lender. 

While you're talking to your 
lender about the refinancing, 
there's no harm in bringing up 
the government-insured _ pro- 
gram (FHA 203b). Interest 
rates are less by law than cur- 
rent market rates, which tends, 
quite naturally, to make the 
lender favor his own mortgage 
plan. But try. 
°° Bank note. \|f you're a 
commercial customer of the 
bank, particularly one the bank 
wishes to favor, you can prob- 
ably get a note at the going 
commercial rate, which will be 
less than the rate for a re- 
modeling loan. 
¢ Collateral loan. By put- 
ting up securities, you may get 
a rate slightly less than for a 
personal or remodeling loan. 
© Remodeling loan. No 
different, really, than a personal 
loan in structure. Interest rates 
range from 9% to 12%; the 
pay-back period can_ stretch 
generally to seven years, and 
you may borrow up to $7,000 
(up to $10,000 at some banks, 
if you're a good customer). 

The difference between per- 
sonal and remodeling loans is 
in the ‘‘pay-out.’’ You get the 
money when you take out a 
personal loan. The money for 
a remodeling loan goes directly 


to the contractor, in progress 
payments similar to those you 
would make if you paid cash. 
When the job is finished, you'll 
be asked to sign a completion 
certificate, which releases the 
final payment to the contractor. 
Don’t sign it until you’re satis- 
fied with the work. 

© FHA Title I. \nterest 
rates for this government-in- 
sured remodeling program are 
lower than market rates. And 
the lender is forbidden by law 
to charge any fees above that ? 
rate. The loan limit is $5,000, 
which may be paid back over 
a period of up to seven years. 
Rates run from about 814% 
to 1014%. It’s a good pro- 
gram if you can persuade your 
lender to go along with it and 
you don’t need more than 
$5,000. Sometimes, the con- 
tractor can arrange a com- - 
mitment for a Title | loan more 
easily than you. His leverage: | 
He gives the lender a large 
piece of business each year. 
¢ Insurance loans. Bor- 
rowing on your life insurance is 
a means of obtaining money at 
simple interest—considerably 
less, as a rule, than the market 
rates. Appraise your own sense * 
of discipline before moving in . 
this direction. Insurance com- 


panies note there is a strong # 


temptation to cancel a policy if 
payments become too sticky. 
From all the sources 
listed above, it would seem 
likely that one might suit your 
way of life, current income and 
budget. If you’re still discour- 
aged about the possibility of 
adding a fourth bedroom and 
bath, then consider one more 
gambit: Swap. 

A very resourceful advertis- 
ing agency executive living in 
Scottsdale, Ariz., managed _ it 
this way. He traded his exper- 
tise for a pool, terrace and 
dressing rooms alongside his 
home. The contractor walked off 
with an eight-page brochure 
planned, laid out and written 
by the agency man, plus a coor- 
dinating ad campaign dreamed 
up by the owner that netted the 
contractor more than $100,000 
in new business. Everyone was 
happy; no cash changed hands. 

A Boston family owned a cot- 
tage on Cape Cod they wanted 
winterized. They also owned a 
28-foot cruiser, which they no 
longer used now that their chil- 
dren had married and moved 
away. The boat was still in first- 
rate shape. So they swapped. 
The remodeler took over the 
boat, which he wanted, and the 
owners got a winterized house.

thumbnail? Have faith. Almost 
anyone can apply the new wa- 
ter-based paints to flat walls 
and ceilings. 

But the most dramatic as- 
pect is the cost saving. Of all 
tasks, painting saves the larg- 
est sum when you take over 
the labor. The ratio is about 
80% labor and 20% materi- 
als. Painting a single bedroom 
could mean the difference be- 
tween $180, finished by a con- 
tractor, and $35 when you take 
on the work by yourself. 

Other possibilities for the 

all-thumbs owner would in- 
clude laying new_ stick-down 
vinyl-asbestos tiles or stick- 
down carpet squares; applying 
prefinished wall paneling (after 
the contractor has leveled and 
furred out the walls, if you 
like); nailing or adhering tile to 
the ceiling; putting up precut 
shelving on ready-made brack- 
ets that fit into wall splines or 
tension poles. 
If you choose this 
course, you have an ad- 
vantage over the average home 
handyman. You'll nearly always 
get advice and guidance from 
the contractor. 

Given this much urging, you 
may wonder why you can’t or 
shouldn't take on more of the 
work—even finish the project 
by yourself. If you have the 
fine hand and clear reasoning 
of a cabinetmaker and if you 
have the time, go to it. But if 
you're a highly skilled stock 
broker and only a semi-skilled 
craftsman, you ought to face 
two realities: (1) the potential 
of a mistake you'll regret fi- 
nancially—a misplaced parti- 
tion, for example, that must be 
torn down and rebuilt, or (2) 
you could turn out a superb 
job, but in the space of six 
months, where a_ contractor 
would take four weeks. Want to

take a chance, and you have 
plenty of time? Then, once 
again, go to it. 

Pitching into the task at 
hand may not appeal to you. 
There are two other well known 
ways to save. The first is to 
trim your desires for materials. 
Yes, the $750 custom-designed 
chandelier will look splendid in 
the dining room. But perhaps 
you can live with candles on 
the table until some time after 
the remodeling, when your cash 
reserves are in better shape. 
Or, substitute colorful paints 
for more expensive materials. 
The second path to sav- 
ings is procrastination. Partic- 
ularly when your home requires 
major renovations, it’s wise to 
concentrate on the minimum 
necessities first. A new kitchen 
before a paneled den, for ex- 
ample. A remodeled bath before 
a dressing room/storage closet. 
Spaced out, remodeling seems 
much easier financially. 

Finally, are there materials 
that suit remodeling better than 
new construction? Not really. 
Turning the question around, 
there are some additions that 
are less expensive during new 
construction and costly when 
you remodel. Such as adding a 
masonry fireplace to an interior 
wall of the house, or insisting 
on building a basement in a 
home with a _ concrete slab 
foundation. But a new range 
or wallpaper, or oak flooring 
or a light fixture is about as 
easy to install in the existing 
work as in new work. 

How much of the pre- 
ceding information ap- 
plies to apartments? Generally 
speaking, all of it. You. still 
must settle on what you want; 
an architect (or often, an in- 
terior designer) is probably 
the most helpful person when 
space changes are needed; a 
contractor must be_ located, 
and the work has to be paid 
for. One important difference: 
You need the landlord's permis- 
sion if you rent; the board of 
director’s go-ahead when you 
own a cooperative apartment 
and, often, a release from the 
owner's association in the case 
of a condominium apartment. 


dom for the contractor may 
seem surprising, but this hap- 
pens sometimes. Rather than 
month-long trips to Europe or 
the Orient, owners often go on 
a week or two of vacation while 
the worst of a kitchen or bath 
remodeling takes place.

What happens if you can’t 
coincide your vacation with the 
work, or simply don’t want to 
vacate your home while the proj- 
ect is under way there? 

A good contractor will work 
out those details before you 
sign up. If he doesn’t mention 
it, ask him. Some kitchen spe- 
cialists, after disconnecting the 
appliances and ripping out cab- 
inets and counters in your kitch- 
en during the day, will clear the 
mess a little, lend you a two- 
burner portable unit and see 
that you have water. Another 
contractor said that on the 
days when the kitchen is at its 
most disheveled, he treats the 
family to dinner in a restaurant. 
Baths are less of a problem. 
When remodeling two baths in 
a two-bath house, most remod- 
elers will work on one at a time. 

In the excitement of soon 
having a new kitchen, many 
families look on the whole 
messy procedure as a lark. An 
Oregon family just hauled out 
its camping gear and prepared 
breakfast and dinner amid a 
grove of tall Douglas firs in 
their back yard. A New Orleans 
family used the excuse of a 
torn-up kitchen to try a new 
French Quarter restaurant every 
night for a week. 

One of the keys to getting 
through any major remodeling 
coolly is: Relax. Like spring 
cleaning, the mess during is 
more than offset by the pleas- 
ure following. Where structural 
work is involved, a certain a- 
mount of disarray is inevitable. 

Naturally, good furniture 
ought to be protected in a 
room scheduled for reconstruc- 
tion. Moving the pieces to an- 
other room is one possibility. 
Putting treasured furniture in 
storage is another. Normally, 
you'll be expected to have the 
furniture and the accessories 
moved. Before you insist that 
the remodeling crew move ev- 
erything, consider that the 
breakage of a lamp or vase or 
table leg usually is not covered 
by liability insurance—yours or 
the contractor’s. 

Again, assuming you're stay- 
ing around to watch the job 
progress day by day, how 
should you proceed around the 
workmen? With the contractor? 
Or the architect? Be consider- 
ate. That's good advice to fol- 
low generally, since it will help 
you aS much as help the men 
on the project. For example: 

° Don’t follow the car- 
penter or plasterer or plumb- 
er around asking questions 
about his work. That doesn’t 


mean you have to avoid them. 
Be congenial. Have your family 
up and dressed and out of 
their way when they arrive in 
the morning. If they bring bag 
lunches, suggest they keep 
them in the refrigerator. 

Now it’s true that construc- 
tion errors sometimes occur. 
Say, shelving is started on the 
wrong wall of a den. The temp- 


tation is strong to correct the | 


carpenter on the spot. But your 
wisest course is to complain to 
your architect or, if you aren’t 
working with an architect, to 
the contractor himself. 

* Do keep your pets and 
small children out of the way. 


* Dow t ask the plumb- 
er to watch the baby while you 
dash to the grocery store. He’s 
a plumber, not a_baby-sitter 
(and baby-sitter rates are a lot 
less than the plumber’s). 

¢ Anticipate a certain 
amount of noise during 
construction. Power tools will 
make the job move along faster, 
but they are loud. Just grin and 
bear it, or escape to a neigh- 
bor’s house for a visit. 

° Don't borrow tools and 
don’t let your offspring use 
tools left behind by the work- 
men. A carpenter’s drill is as 
personal to him as your wallet 
is to you. (Continued)

All the patience and care 
taken to locate the right con- 
tractor will pay off now in watch- 
ing the project develop as you 
planned, in tne approximate 
time set by the contractor. Once 
in a while, the best of good 
things turns sour. Should a 
problem set you and the con- 
tractor at loggerheads, it’s time 
to exercise tne ‘“‘tiring’’ clause 
in your contract. Don’t try it 
On your own. Get a lawyer. Do 
attempt to get down on paper 
everything relating to the squab- 
bie. The lawyer will help you 
work out how much you owe 
—and what you don’t owe. 
When you looked at 
the plans, it may have 
seemed as though the wali 
Cabinets were positioned prop- 
erly. Now that tne cabinets are 
being installed, you suddenly 
realize that that spot isn't 
where you want them. 

Your next step is to tell the 
architect or contractor, if you're 
dealing directly with the con- 


AFTER 
Having new, more spacious, 
more colorful living quarters in 
your house is very much like 
moving into a new home. There 
is a flurry to replace and rear- 
range the furniture. And, of 
course, there’s the pleasure of 
knowing it’s all completed. 
You ought not to find 
any remnants of materials lying 
about or plaster or sawdust 
lurking in corners. The con- 
tractor has promised to leave 
the premises brush-clean—and 
that means thoroughly swept. 
It does not mean he should re- 
polish the floor or leave the 
new windows spotless. Nor is 
he charged with the duty of 
moving furniture back. 
Generally, the contractor or 
the salesman who. originally 
called on you and the architect, 
if he was involved, will make 
one last tour of the project 
with you. They genuinely want 
to know whether you're com- 
pletely satisfied. Once you've 
said yes, the contractor will 
press you to make the final 
payment. Or, if the work was 
financed by a loan, to sign the 
completion certificate. As men- 


tractor, to have a change-order 
made up. Meantime, a verbal 
order from the contractor stops 
work on the cabinets. The 
change-order simply — states 
what work needs to be done, 
and includes the price. Then, 
you and the contractor sign 
the order, the cabinets get 
moved to the right wall and the 
form attached to the contract. 
As indicated above, 
changes cost money, and so 
long as you initiate an order 
for something not included in 
the original plans and specifi- 
cations, you pay for it, as an 
additional charge. So you do 
want to make very sure the 
change is necessary. Especially 
since the cost will often be 
more than it would have been 
in the origina! plans. Why? Be- 
cause you will have to pay for 
ripping out, for wasted materi- 
als and for building back up. 

This is all the more reason for 
asking questions when you 
don't understand details very 
soon after the plans and speci- 
fications are first presented to 
you. Changes made on paper 
cost nothing at all. Changes in 
construction do. 


tioned above, don't do either - 


until (a) the contractor gives 
you a release from liens, and 
(b) you really are thoroughly 
content with the job. 

All right, you sign. And 
you’re happy. But a month 
iater, two of the kitchen floor 
tiles pop up and the drain 
connection under the sink be- 
gins to leak. One sign of a re- 
liable contractor is the fact 
that he offers you a guarantee 
on his work. It ought to be for 
a minimum of one year but is 
often for two. That means he 
must return and fix the tiles 
and the leak at his own ex- 
pense. Naturally, he isn’t ob- 
ligated to replace a section of 
wall paneling decorated with a 
penknife by a neighbor's son. 

Part of the excitement of add- 
ing a new room or remodeling 
an old space is the chance it 
gives you to redecorate. Some- 
how, all of this together gives 
people a new lease on life. 

And now that it’s over, what 
next? ‘‘Well, there was the 
prettiest little cottage | saw by 
the lake last summer. It needs 
a little fixing up, and... .""

All of this is leading more 
and more people into do-it-your- 
self projects—which can be fun 
as well as rewarding. No one 
would recommend replacing the 
fixtures without a _ qualified 
plumber, but there are many 
tasks you can do on your own— 
both in updating and adding 
conveniences and in giving the 
room a new look decoratively. 
If moving or changing 
fixtures is out of the question, 
go creative with what you have. 
If you've inherited an old claw- 
foot tub, you might like to try 
this idea from one inspired do- 
it-yourselfer. She made her old 
tub a real conversation piece by 


painting garlands of flowers, 
ribbons and cherubs all around 
the exterior. With a few more 
simple changes—new wallcov- 
ering, a bright rug and a basket 
of burgeoning grape ivy on the 
table—her bathroom is both 
charming and fun. 

New countertops and cabinets 
will go a long way toward hiding 
a room's age—and there’s no 
rule that says a medicine chest 
has to look like a medicine 
chest. There are many attractive 
and practical ways to enclose a 
tub—some_ requiring profes- 
sional installation, others you 
can do yourself. One of these is 
Alson’s new Ombrella shower 
screen, which attaches to the 
wall in minutes, swings into use 
for showering and out of the 
way for tub bathing and pro- 
tects the floor beautifully. 

Consider, too, convenience 
items such as Alson's tip-up 
bathseat of natural teak. It 
mounts easily with a few screws 
and, placed on a wall of a stall 
shower or just above the side 
of the tub, it makes a great 
addition for foot-bathing. 

New faucets and knobs 
on a wash basin—which any 
handy guy or gal can install— 
offer a quick lift. If you want to 
be rid of leaky faucets, check 
into the new Delta Delex, which 
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has eliminated the washers that 
always crushed or tore and for- 
ever needed replacing. At the 
National Association of Home 
Builders’ show earlier this year, 
American Brass Co. showed an 
interesting line of faucets and 
handles with a definite archi- 
tectural look. In more ornate 
designs, Sherle Wagner has in- 
troduced a handsome new 
museum collection fashioned 
after the work of great crafts- 
men of the 18th and 19th 
centuries, available in both gold 
plate and pewter. 

Probably the largest 
a@rea you may have to con- 
tend with is the wallspace. The 
floor can always be covered 
with carpeting, but what can 
you do about the antique white 
tile wall so crazed with age that 
it will never look clean? Or that 
lavender-and-rose combination 
the previous owner adored but 
you abhor? 

You can paint it with tile 
paints—although there are only 
about six basic colors available. 
Note, however, that the walls 
must be properly prepared for 
these paints (your local paint 
dealer can advise you) and that 
they do not work satisfactorily 
for the floor because the friction 
of footsteps will make them chip. 
Then there’s the decorative lam- 


inate you can use to cover the 
walls completely, such as For- 
mica’s 202 panel system. Any- 
one who has any carpentry 
ability should be able to put 
these up. 

You also can now add a new 
tile wall over the old—all by 
yourself. New adhesives and 
grouts have made tile much 
easier for an amateur to handle 
and if the tile surface is sound, 
only a minimum of preparation 
is needed. According to expe- 
rienced do-it-yourselfers, the 
greatest problem is cutting tiles 
to fit around pipes, doors and 
windows. Your tile supplier 
should be able to sell or rent 
you the proper tools for this, 
and he’s also, of course, the 
best person to instruct you on 
exact installation procedures. 
Floors are more difficult to re- 
tile. The new tile will raise the 
height of the floor, which means 
raising doorsills, doors and 
sometimes part of your fixtures. 
Decorative wall cover- 
imgs  can_ make - startling 
changes, and the fabric-backed 
vinyls are especially recom- 
mended for the bath. They are 
easier to hang than wallpaper, 
since they have substance and 
can be shifted without fear of 
tearing, but you must use the 
adhesive recommended by the 


manufacturer if you want your 
covering to be strippable. 
Wheat-base adhesives will not 
hold up in high humidity. Don't 
hang a vinyl covering over wall- 
paper—for the paper picks up 
moisture and the covering will 
loosen in time. Paper-backed 
vinyls are not ideal for the 
bathroom for the same reason. 
If your walls are cracked or have 
been patched and not carefully 
smoothed down, better forget 
the wet-look vinyls and _ foils, 
which will show up all the 
defects of the walls, and choose 
a vinyl with some texture. 
(Columbus Coated Plastics is 
offering a charming pamphlet 
“written for people who hate 
how-to-do-it guides.’ It has a 
wealth of good information and 
is free from dealers, or write 
the company, Seventh and Grant, 
Columbus, Ohio 43216.) 

Bathroom lighting can 
be mood-building as well as prac- 
tical. One excellent idea from a 
remodeled bath done by Charles 
Gans of Structural Designs Inc. 
consists of a shutter panel in- 
stalled over the fluorescent tube 
at each side of the medicine 
cabinet. By moving the shutters 
up and down, the owner can 
make the light bright enough 
for putting on makeup or muted 
enough to serve as a night light. 


If you have a large bathroom, 
add a comfortable easy chair 
and table to create your own 
little retreat. Or set up your 
home spa here—an exercise 
mat or other equipment, a sun 
lamp in the ceiling and you're 
ready to work out in private. 

Remember what a great pick- 
me-up a change of color can be, 
either in a whole new scheme or 
with a few punchy accents. 
And, finally, look for ac- 
cessories that help build the 
mood you want. Again, there's 
a variety of attractive products 
made especially for the bath, 
but that need not be your only 
source of inspiration. Think 
about the effect of a jar of peb- 
bles or shells, an antique chan- 
delier, unusual mirrors (there's 
a new Ransburg line of fun 
decorator mirrors in various 
sizes and shapes designed to 
be mounted in groups), posters 
or prints on the walls, a piece 
of sculpture sitting in the cor- 
ner or on the counter, an old 
hat rack painted anew to hold 
towels, a sparkly Lucite box full 
of soap, a vase of fresh flowers 
or a basket of greenery (it will 
flourish in the high humidity). 
Shiny and modern or heirloom- 
charming, this relatively small 
space can be a real show-off

WE DID IT 


Ours was a familiar 
story ... as the family grew, 
the house seemed to shrink. A 
three-bedroom house that had 
seemed quite adequate for a 
family of four was crowded with 
six. We liked our location and 
our comfortable 90-year-old 
house, so we decided to add on 
to the present structure—again. 
A previous addition had gone to 
the side in one direction; the 
other side and the back did not 
offer what we needed, so the 
only solution was to go up. We 
decided literally to ‘‘raise the 
roof.’’ There was already a wide 
pine staircase going to the attic 
and the house was supported by 


huge, heart-pine beams, and we 
knew that at one time it had 
had a second story. 

Crawling around in nar- 
row attic spaces, armed with 
pencil, paper and measuring 
tape, we made plans through 
the winter. Downstairs we had 
three bedrooms, two bathrooms, 
living room, dining room, kitch- 
en and family room. The expan- 
sion plans included two more 
bedrooms, two bathrooms, a 
playroom and a library-study— 
1,750 square feet in all. We in- 





cluded the things we consid- 
ered important—a large master 
bedroom (27 by 16) with a com- 
partmented bath, a private bath 
for our teen-aged daughter, 
plenty of closets. 

With plans in hand, we talked 
to several contractors whose re- 
actions were largely polite skep- 
ticism. We finally found one who 
was hungry enough to agree to 
help us until we could take over 
the work ourselves. 

In late May we climbed 
onto the roof and began to rip 
off the roofing and underlying 
material. By evening, it looked 
as if a tornado had removed the 
front gable. As our neighbors

looked at that gaping hole, they 
began to question our sanity. 
Three days later we were joined 
by a crew of carpenters and 
some rain clouds. (The rain 
clouds were to stay almost as 
long as the carpenters did!) 
During the three weeks the roof 
was off, we had 12 days of rain. 
By the time the entire roof was 
off and the housetop was level, 
we were creating a traffic haz- 
ard on the highway that runs 
past our house.

we were a major tourist attrac- 
tion. Every Sunday afternoon 
brought regular ‘‘cruisers’’ 
whose cars we learned to rec- 
ognize as they slowly rode by 
to check the progress. One man 
finally got up enough nerve to 
drive into the yard and ask us 
if we were sure we could ‘‘put 
one house on top of another.”’ 
We told him we were not sure 
and asked him to check back 
in six months. 

During the time floor joists 

were being installed and plumb- 
ing being roughed in, we had 
several ‘‘drop-in’’ guests—men 
who slipped off the joists and 
stepped through the downstairs 
ceiling. The first time it hap- 
pened, dumping dirt, plaster 
and insulation on the white sofa 
in the living room, we laughed 
at the sight of one overall-clad 
leg poking through the hole. We 
laughed when our son’s bed was 
the second target for the debris. 
But by the time holes number 
three and four occurred, all we 
could manage were weak smiles. 
Finally, when an inept plumber 
pumped 40 gallons of water 
through one of the holes into 
the girls’ bedroom downstairs, 
our sense of humor was tempo- 
rarily lost and we suggested 
that the plumber might be hap- 
pier in some other profession. 
Apparently he agreed because 
we never Saw him again. 
As soon as the exterior 
framing went up and we had a 
subfloor to walk on, we began 
making twilight tours after all 
the helpers were gone. We could 
see where interior walls were 
going to be and we began men- 
tally arranging furniture. This 
helped to plan electric outlets, 
phone jacks and central vacuum 
system outlets. It also helped 
us forget the mess downstairs. 

The day the last roofing shin- 
gle went on was a real occasion 
for celebration. Rain clouds no 
longer appeared as an ominous 
threat and the expression ‘‘a 
roof over our heads’’ took on 
real meaning. (Rain could still 
blow in the window openings, 
but we no longer needed a ca- 
noe downstairs.) Much of the 
sheetrock on the downstairs 
ceiling had water stains, the 
crystal prisms on the dining 
room chandelier were cloudy 
from dripping rainwater and one 
small corner of the kitchen floor- 
ing had suffered minor damage, 
but the damage had been slight, 
considering the amount of rain 
we had. The only piece of fur- 
niture damaged was the dining 
table. Hammering upstairs sent 
crystal prisms raining down on 
the table, leaving small pits in 


the finish. In the spirit of what- 
you-can’t-change-you-must-live- 
with, we decided we liked a 
distressed finish anyway. 
At the outset, the yard 
looked like an unorganized lum- 
beryard—piles of plywood, roof 
trusses, two-by-fours and other 
materials lay all over what used 
to be our lawn. By July it re- 
sembled a junkyard, covered 
with all the old lumber torn 
away from the original structure 
as well as scraps from the new 
construction. 

The house was somewhat 
chaotic inside, too. Friends were 
amazed that we were living there 
during the construction. We 
weren't really living there—we 
were just Camping out there. 

We cleaned with broom and 
shovel instead of a vacuum 
cleaner. While the power was 
off, we cooked on a sterno stove 
or an open fire. When the beds 
were covered with cornices and 
drapes, we slept on the sofa or 
in sleeping bags. We tacked up 
a large picture of the house as 
it was going to be and when the 
going would get rough, we'd 
take a long look at what we were 
working toward. 
All four children were in- . 
volved in the project in some 
way. They backed nails out of — 
the old lumber, loaded debris | 
to be hauled off, swept out saw- 
dust and fetched materials. One 
enterprising youngster set up a 
lemonade stand and sold drinks 
to the carpenters during the 
blazing heat of summer in Geor- 
gia. Our 12-year-old son learned 
a great deal about carpentry. 
By summer's end he had ac- 
quired a new vocabulary of 
building terms, talking of mitre 
joints and shoe molding as cas- 
ually as he had formerly dis- 
cussed batting averages. 

After we were out of the 
weather, the carpenters left and 
we did the finishing with the 
help of one or two local car- 
penters who came as _ needed. 
We subcontracted the work we 
weren't equipped to do, such as 
plumbing and sheetrock work. 

In October, 514 months after 
the first board was ripped off, 
we moved into the upstairs por- 
tion. There were still a few un- 
finished details and the repairs 
still ahead downstairs, but the 
first week was enough to make 
us glad we had done it. Each 
child had his own room, the au- 
tumn view from upstairs was 
beautiful and we actually had 
some unused closet space.

You were very close, though, 
since it can be said of poth 
ventures that if you survive the 
first years, you happily have 
maae it. | am such a survivor. 

Iwelve years ago, my wife 
and | purchased our present 
nome—a hideous, nothing 
nouse, SO nondescript that the 
tax appraiser passed it by when 
he and his men were out reas- 
sessing property. But tne land 
and privacy were very special. 

Escrow closed at 1:05 p.m. 
By 2:10 p.m. that day, the first 
wall was ‘‘pusned through.’ As 
| sit here writing in my study, 
the desk trembies. The wail tnat 
took tne place of the tirst wall 
Is Now being ‘‘pushed througi.”” 

But why am | worrying? Wwnen 
my wite, Eszter, a protessional 
designer, went out to oversee 
the demolition work, she said, 
“We're getting there.’’ Why 
am | worrying? For Eszter, 
‘there’ is a happy point in 
time; to me, the word conjures 
up the loan officer's solemn 
sanctum as | sign the refinan- 
cing papers. But | have formu- 
lated a few basic rules for brave 
couples wanting ‘‘to do some- 
thing about the place.” 

Rule No. 1: All prospective re- 
modelers must start with the 
initial premise that they are out 
of their minds. Only then will 
all that happens make sense. 
Rule No. 2: If you can afford to 
put up at a luxury hotel while 
the unbelievable mess and tur- 
moil of renovations are going 
on, do so. Neighbors and rela- 
tives are out. Hotel owners 
rather enjoy guests who stay 
and stay. Your friends will not. 
Rule No. 3: Should the remod- 
eling call for the services of an 
architect, insist that the pre- 
liminary meetings take place at 
his house. That way, you “will 
have an opportunity to criticize 
his taste. Look around you and 
say things like, ‘‘Ugh, that's ex- 
actly what we don’t want."’ For 
the architect must be thrown off 
balance and made humble.

Rule No. 5: Take out every form | 


of liability insurance known to 
Lloyd's. When quitting time 
romued around one hot Summer 
day, | offered the workmen 
beer. A week later, we received 


a $135 claim trom the masons 


insurance company. A puti-top 
can had cut the gentlemans 
tinger. Un a wet January morn- 
ing, | climbed up on the roof to 
inspect the new © skylight, 
slipped, feil to the terrace and 
broke two ribs. But that’s an- 
other story altogether. 

Ruie No. 6: Remodeling is like 
a face lift. The older the facade, 
tie longer it takes to get it 
back In shape. When a conirac- 


tor tells you that it is cheaper 


to build a new house than to 
convert an old one, mark him 
well. For there stands an honest 
man. Quizzed further, he will 
tell you gently that the differ- 
ence in costs per square 1oot 
can range from 15% to 35%, 
depending upon the grandeur of 
your visions. 

Rule No. 7: Always have on 
hand a giant roll of plastic 
sheeting. Regardless of the 
season, t..e moment a bit of 
roof is peeled off, a window 


taken out or a wall torn down, § 


the rain clouds will come down 
from the North. The plastic will 
cut the flow to a steady trickle. 
It also can keep some of the 


plaster, paint and sawdust off | 


furniture and clothes. 

Rule No. 8: Be fitted with ear 
plugs and at all times carry 
your prescription for Librium. 
Rule No. 9: Go back to Rule 
No. 6 and add another 10% to 
the contractor’s final estimate.

to the contractor, ‘‘Well, as long 
as we're tiling halfway up the 
bathroom walls, let’s go to the 
ceiling.

an architect creates his 
own private domain 
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Born in the yesteryear of 
four-car garages with the

Why poles of wood? Because

give under tremendous water pressure. 
There are a comfortable 2,150 

square feet of living space within the 
cedar plywood-clad walls. A centered 
flight of stairs beneath a wide square 
skylight establishes a flow of traffic 
convenient to all rooms. The two 
flights of stairs outside (right) lead to 
a wood landing, boardwalk and boat 
dock on the canal (behind the camera). 
The house and a 60 by 100-foot lot 
sold for slightly more than $50,000 


in Venetian Isles, a water-bound 
subdivision developed by New 

Orleans East, Inc. The KEF Corp., 
architects from New Orleans, designed 
the house, which was sponsored by 
the American Wood Council. The 
architects followed guidelines drawn 
from some basic research by the 
Southern Forest Products Association, 
cooperating with two other wood 
groups.

By JESSIE STUEHLER [J] Won- 
jerland is perhaps too roman- 
tic a name for just a dry 
wooded slope running from 
the back of my house to the 
lake’s edge—especially as 

used to view it as a hopeless 
landscaping problem. You must 
have a similar spot on your 
grounds where nothing seems 
to grow and the sun _ never 
reaches, a place one intends to 
do something about someday. 
Now, though, with almost no 
effort or money, | think it’s 





worthy of its new name. With 


love, care and imagination it’s 
become a wonderland indeed. 
This quarter-acre plot has 


given me an absorbing new in- 
terest and a place of peaceful 
refuge. | planted a few wild- 
flowers, encouraged others, and 
now a woodland garden sleeps 
all winter under its blanket of 
leaves. It has become a promise 
of delight and no little mystery, 
for who knows just what will 
bloom when spring arrives? 
Becoming a wildflower gar- 


den hasn't changed its appear- 
ance as much as it has changed 
my point of view. Instead of 
struggling to grow the lush 
flowers in the seed catalog | 
used to dream over ail winter, 
instead of wishing for roses that 
would bloom in the shade, | 
decided to try cooperating with 
nature. Mostly, that meant let- 
ting things be, with perhaps a 
little assistance here and there. 

In a woodland garden espe- 
cially, there’s a great aware- 
ness of the subtle balance of 
ecology, the rhythm of spring 
and fall, life and death and of 
the need for each plant to find 
its proper niche. Tiny flowers al- 
most hidden under leaves can

open up whole new _ worlds. 
Carry a magnifying glass with 
you and see. You'll marvel at 
all the small wonders you 
didn’t know were there. They 
have a fascination out of all 
proportion to their size. 

On my hillside, | started 
to work with what was already 
there and with what I knew 
would grow because it grew in 
such environments elsewhere in 
the northeastern part of the 
United States. You can create 
a Similar garden anyplace using 
plants native to that area. 

A large ash and, surprisingly, 
a healthy elm made a canopy 
of shade over most of the 
ground in the summer. | had 
planted a few evergreens, 
spruce and hemlock. Too late | 
learned that they did not do 
well in the shade. However, a 
couple flourished in some of 
the rare sunny spots. 

Many young dogwoods had 
sprung up, seeded from an old 
tree on the southeast corner.

or crushing the delicate things 
| hoped would grow there. 

Some flowers were already 

established. Common _ violets 
abounded and here and there 
sweet white wood violets. A 
clump of turtlehead bloomed by 
the lake in late summer, its pink 
and white flowers fragrant until 
after frost. Jewelweed grew 
there too, the plant whose juice 
is reputed good for mosquito 
bites. And every spring foam- 
flowers’ feathery white spikes 
spread further up the. hill. 
Spring beauties were native, 
their dainty flowers one of the 
first to appear. 
Last year I added some 
bloodroot that | had dug from 
the roadside. Although | was 
actually saving these small 
waterlily-like flowers from the 
road-grader, | felt as guilty as 
a thief digging them up. Moving 
some plants from the woods is 
illegal, and in the interests of 
conservation, many things are 
better left alone—they might 
not live if disturbed. But these 
were easy to transplant and 
were growing bravely in the 
gravel the snowplows pushed to 
the edge of the road last winter. 
Their name is from the blood- 
red sap in the roots but the 
flower opening up in the morn- 
ing over its one single leaf is a 
fresh, pure white. 

Searching for flowers has all 
the excitement of the hunt. You 
never know when something 
new will turn up. And, like bird- 
watching, you always hope to 
find the rare one. | keep a sharp 
trowel in my car and a few 
plastic bags for transporting 
plants. | watch for places where 
bulldozers are clearing land for 
new building and | feel as 
though on a rescue mission 
when | find some flowering

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Amsterdam- 
All out for 
Canal Streets! 


One morning last fall, | stood 
on the stoop of a 17th-century 
Dutch merchant's house on the 
canal called Oudesijds Voor- 
burgwal—a house of interiors 
such as Old Masters paint- 
ed, but now a museum because 
its top floors are the Church 
of Our Lord in the Attic, sober, 
fascinating reminder of the 
clandestine Catholic chapels 
of Reformation days in Holland. 
| was waiting to be picked up 
and taken to the Bali for an In- 
donesian lunch—would it be 
nasi goreng or should | try the 
rijsttafel? On the canal bridge, 
a gorgeously gaudy Dutch hur- 
dy-gurdy, as big as a house, 
brassed out its merry tunes 
while the friendly neighborhood 
hurdy-gurdy man and the pas- 
sersby congratulated each other 
on the sunny morning. Down 
the street the Danish flag flut- 
tered, alas, poor Dannebrog, to 
identify a sex shop, its windows 
full of incredible vulgarity, 
promising pornographic films 
within. Across the canal, the 
tight lineup of stepped-roof, ga- 
bled houses looked like a stage 
set. It would not be surprising 
to see a black-garbed burgher in 
white ruff and conical hat step 
out of one of the doors, but to- 
day's tenants are more likely to 
be some of Amsterdam's fa- 
mous ‘“‘girls.’’ On the narrow 
sidewalk a towheaded young- 
ster scampered by in pursuit 
of a hoop, neatly skirting a 
clutch of housewives carrying 
home their weekend groceries 
in bulging string bags. 
Earlier, I had taken on 
some groceries of my own, 
breakfasting among the palms 
and hanging vines of the Hotel 
Krasnopolsky’s Edwardian win- 
ter garden restaurant—a tidy, 
respectable Dutch breakfast 
of cheese, sliced cold meats, 
buttered radishes, four different 
breads and superb coffee. On 
the agenda for the rest of the 
day—a visit to the Begijnhof, 
that curious, quiet enclave for 
elderly ladies, who live’ in 
charming antique houses inher- 
ited from the days when this 
was a religious community. To 
follow this, a Beethoven con- 
cert by young music students, 
performed in the outdoor court- 
yard of the Amsterdam Histori- 
cal Museum—a good place to

see some of the old carved 
stone bas-reliefs the Dutch used 
to integrate into the door arch- 
es of their houses. Then, per- 
haps, a quick visit to the Rijks- 
museum for another look at The 
Night Watch (apparently this is 
de rigueur in Amsterdam, 
whether you feel like it or not), 
a cup of coffee or a Bols gin in 
its cozy café, where there are 
always fresh flowers on the ta- 
ble, and a handy stroll through 
Nieuwe Spiegelstraat to case 
the antique shops, maybe to 
find an old painted schoolbox 
(getting hard to unearth) or a 
‘golf’ tile for a golfer friend 
(sporting tiles are the rarest of 
all Dutch tiles and golf is sup- 
posed to have been invented 
in Holland as a game on ice) 
or an affordable piece of ‘‘Over- 
Orange,’’ Dutch commemorative 
porcelain, or old pewter liquor 
measures or some old pewter 
soup spoons with the generous 
round bowls. (Amsterdam's an- 
tique prices are not low, but the 
quality is good and dedicated 
antiquers should not miss the 
daily flea market offerings on 
Waterlooplein.) 

We mused upon dinner 
—at one of Amsterdam's stand- 
bys like Dorrius (tooled leather 
walls, fresh herring, erwten- 
soep, the yellow pea soup so 
thick that its sliced frankfurter 
garnishes stand up in it)? Dik- 
ker en Thijs for something 
Frenchified? The Five Flies, tip- 
tilty stairways and old Dutch 
paneling? The tiny, good Het 
Begijntje? Roast duck and a 
sinful whipped-cream dessert at 
Henri Smits on  Beethoven- 
straat? Molen De Dikkert in 
an honest-to-goodness windmill 
(not many left)? Perhaps a mu- 
sical evening at the Concertge- 
bouw, Amsterdam’s incompa- 
rable symphony, or a try at 
Dutch drama at the Carré, if 
not to understand the play, to 
enjoy the 18th-century architec- 
ture. And then a nighttime whirl 
around the Leidseplein or the 
Rembrandtsplein, where indig- 
enous and international young 
hold forth in all and any of 
scores of cafes, stuffing them- 
selves with those loaf-of-bread 
sandwiches called broodjes or 
the fried meatballs called bit- 
terballen; maybe a go at the 
transvestite boite called Mad- 
ame Eve, amusing or depress- 
ing according to your own 
lights, or to the show at the 
Blue Note, where it is conceded 
vaudeville died but forgot to lie 
down. A nightcap at Hoppe’s, 





the nice, old-fashioned _ bar- 
hangout for journalists? Maybe. 

What a crazy mix of choices 
and impacts, | thought—and 
reflected that it was crazier still, 
because the reason | was here 
to begin with was for the open- 
ing of the Okura Amsterdam 
Hotel—a Japanese-run hotel, 
transplanting slick service and 
personnel from the Okura in 
Tokyo to the banks of an Am- 
sterdam canal. (There's a ter- 
rific Chinese restaurant here, 
among others, and real Japa- 
nese suites, besides Western 
rooms with computerized bars 
and wake-up buzzers.) 

But that’s Amsterdam 
for you. And when the ads say 
it’s Surprising, believe it, be- 
cause everything seems to go 
on here and you're caught in a 
spin of influences—old, new, 
Oriental, Occidental, innocent, 
wicked, highbrow, lowbrow. it’s 
a zesty place, full of life, and 
while no ~- commercial tourist- 
promoting system in the world 
can beat the Dutch for promot- 
ing, only once in Holland have 
| felt exploited as a tourist (i.e., 
dumped out of a sightseeing 
bus and left in a Hague depart- 
ment store for two hours, where 
| fooled them and didn’t spend 
a cent but got a good chance to 
study local taste by looking at 
the merchandise). 

One of the things the 
Dutch have not promoted well 
is themselves. They go along 
with the general reputation for 
being doughty, sturdy, honest, 
industrious, conventional, bour- 
geois in lifestyle, clean to fa- 
naticism and religiously punc- 
tual for meals—which confers 
on them an aura of virtuous 
dullness. But nothing is said of 
their good humor, their enjoy- 
ment of living and the spirited- 
ness that has students raising 
cain and _ bishops rebelling 
against the established order. 
Their live-and-let-live attitude 
made Amsterdam so attractive 
to hippies that the city fathers 
had to fill in Dam Square with 
flowers to prevent their sleep- 
ing there. (Hippies now hole up 
cheaply in houseboats.) 

There are 50 canals in Am- 
sterdam and the best way to try 
to orient yourself is to take one 
of Bergmann’s canal trips. Bet- 

‘ter, take two—one by day and 
One by night when night-light- 
ing picks out the detail of the 
old merchant houses. Look up 
and see the diversity of the ga- 
bles, each equipped with a haul- 
ing beam for getting goods and 
furnishings into the narrow 
houses, some equipped with a 
spiegel—a mirror angled out- 
side a window to let inmates 
see what’s going on up the 
Street. It’s fun to identify the 
three types of gable designs— 


step, bell and neck. Windows 
are usually left uncurtained, so 
it’s a good time to get an ink- 
ling of some of the surprising 
modernization that’s gone on 
behind the picturesque facades. 
You'll catch glimpses of mod- 
ern lighting fixtures, walls pat- 
terned with graphics or ceilings 
hung with swinging wicker 
chairs. You can accompany 
your cruising on a summer's 
night with the refreshment of 
wine and cheese or even have a 
full-fledged dinner. 

For about $5 and a little 
nerve, you can take a daytime 
bicycle tour—guides, Band- 
Aids, lunch, drinks and green 
herring thrown in along with the 
tobacco museum, a diamond- 
cutting exhibition, the floating 
flower market along the Singel 
and the knowledge that if you're 
on a bike, you’re behaving just 
like a Dutchman. 

There are 42 museums 
in Amsterdam, including Rem- 
brandt’s house, the poignant 
house of Anne Frank (check 
this; it’s been closed for re- 
pair), the Stedelijk Museum, full 
of Van Gogh. One of my favor- 
ites is the Theater Museum, 168 
Herrengracht. The VVV Amster- 
dam Tourist Office, 5 Rokin, 
has a museum list among oodles 
of well-put-together information. 
Don’t underestimate this outfit. 
For winter visitors, from Octo- 
ber through February, they of- 
fer a ‘“‘Day on the House’’— 
certificates for all sorts of free 
goodies—if visitors make Am- 
sterdam their first stop in Eu- 
rope and clear this ahead of 
time with their travel agent. 

This current season in 
tiower-happy Holland, the big 
must in Amsterdam is the Flor- 
iade, a gargantuan flower show. 
Dutch bulbs make living souve- 
nirs. For shopping, walk the 
Kalverstraat and surrounding 
areas. Focke & Meltzer at 152 
has an overpowering selection 
of china and tableware, is very 
large on commemorative plates 
and, of course, on the real 
Royal Delft blue-and-white. For 
a reviver after shopping, try the 
Cave Marianne, 465 Keiser- 
gracht, for nothing but wine 
and cheese (Gouda and clove- 
filled Friesland, my favorites). 
For a brush with the rollicking 
young and a tipple of sherry 
(which you haul up to your ta- 
ble on a pulley), the Bodega, 
246 Lijnbaansgracht. And to 
take some of the sweet, peppy 
taste of Amsterdam home with 
you, detour from your route to 
the airport and that KLM plane 
and pick up a dozen ginger balls 
at Verdooner’s Bakery, 55 Gel- 
derlandplein at Buitemveldert.

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Observation: Most of us live 
in boxes. True. Countrified or citified, 
most of our rooms seem very 
boxy. But once a boxlike space, 
always a boxlike space? Maybe not, 
suggest Robert Stern and John 
Hagmann, who resculptured every 
inch of this New York duplex: 
‘Buy a city apartment and you are 
probably buying a box. But 
you can make a totally personal world 
inside that space. The only 
place this world has to touch what’s 
really outside is at windows, 
doors, places where structural 
elements have to stay where they are. 
The owner of this apartment 
likes the kind of dramatic 
environment where there can be a 
real dialogue between art and 
architecture. We couldn’t explode the 
edges of her box outward, | 
so we exploded it inside—with ee 
curving shapes, with walls that work | 
as shadow boxes for art.”’

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The dialogue, the interesting interaction 
between very dimensional artworks 

set into very dimensional spaces—this 
you can tune into the minute you come 
into this apartment. But art outdoors, 
the sensational view of Central 
Park—this you discover gradually. 

The front door is in a new place now, 
and access to the living room has 

been totally reshaped so that when you 
enter the duplex (see plans, page 
121), you soon see the joyous bronze 
Shiva pointing the way upstairs and 
then glimpse the strongly shaped dining 
room (above right). But not until you 
round the structural pillar punctuating 
the end of the new curving hall (above) 
do you come upon both spectacular 
landscapes—two stories of dynamically 
unfolding spaces inside, acres of trees 
and landmark skyscrapers outside 
(right). To dramatize spaces deliberately 
exploded open, Architects Stern and 
Hagmann also deliberately enclosed— 
terlined, really—other areas. The stair- 
ase leading upstairs, for instance,

narrowed that going up you experience

helves. Nature played as art—a per 
t sun-sensitive habitat for the straw- 
bottomed mask from New Guinea. 
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Key to the whole pattern of sculptured 
new spaces upstairs and down is the 
balconied master bedroom (below), canti- 
levered out over the living room. Before 
the remodeling, this space had been two 
bedrooms, both extending over to the wall 
facing the park and both quite square. 

No more. The new master suite is full of 
curves—in ceilings, in the headboard 
crafted into lighted sculpture niches, in 

. the rounded white railing, which gives the 
whole room a nice sense of enclosure— 
plus privacy from spaces below. Yet the 
architecture deliberately creates options 
for crossviews from space to space—the 
idea being that something sculptural 


should always be seen from many angles. 
From the carpeted bridge linking the 
bedroom to an outdoor balcony (above 
left), you can look outdoors, across to the 
owner's dressing table (above far left), 
down into the living room or back into the 
bedroom. From the dressing table, set 
into an open slice of wall, there are still 
other views down or outside. And what is 
outside this duplex very much affected 
the remodeling strategy inside. Quite 
early, the architects decided that ‘‘seen 
straight on, season after season, even 

a great view of Central Park might 

get boring. From 18 floors up, all that 
land really looks like one vast carpet.

Our thought was if we could orient rooms 
and furniture so you could look southeast 
or slightly north, views would become 
much more interesting. By focusing on 
its length, you would experience the park 
as one big outdoor room edged with 
buildings—all alight at night.’’ Stern and 
Hagmann angled the owner’s flokati- 
covered bed and leather chaise accord- 
ingly (see plans, next page). Angles 
redefine the dining room (left), too. To 
break this area out of its boxiness, 

they dropped the ceiling, made it 
octagonal and set the table catercorner

Warm, cavelike rooms—remodeling 
meant this to the owner, too. She wanted 
an intimate downstairs space—a place 
where she could read, write, take in the 
shining nightscape of city lights 

and still feel comfortably enclosed. The 
library was already there. Stern and 
Hagmann just scaled it down, building in 
furniture and paneling and shelves all 

in fine-grained oak (below center). Luxe 
textures they introduced in the flokati 
rug, the super-stuffed cushions striped in 
mauve, blue and green velvet. Green 
shows strong in the kitchen (left), where 
it’s an enormously designing element. 
High up, deep green accentuates the bold 
architecture that was already there— 
the grid of beams intentionally exposed— 
as well as the exciting new shapes of 

an ultra-sculptural range hood and duct 
leading to the window. The decidedly 
nonexciting view, a narrow court and the 
backsides of lots of other apartments, 
couldn’t be remodeled out of sight. 

So Kitchen Consultant Bernard Sucher 
made the windows themselves 

freshly functional and intriguingly 
dimensional. Fronted with sandblasted 
glass and fitted with transparent 
shelves, they’re now a generous wall of 
cabinets through which the sunlight 
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can still diffuse. There’s handsome 
functionalism, too, in the way the maple- 
topped half-moon island is key to the 
work-traffic pattern of the whole kitchen. 
Precisely the shape of the geometric 
range hood above it, the island's 
straight side forms an efficient, galley- 
like space between the sinks and the 
istand’s cooktop and charcoal broiler— 
equipment often used. The curving 

side has a nice linear kinship to the oval 
table and bentwood chairs set 

in an area meant to feel convivial, not 
hard-edge. (The owner often serves 
friends there.) Deepened white 
cabinets, wall ovens, the refrigerator 
freezer—these have been composed 
into a kind of architecture, too, as 

has the stripe of lighter green skimming 
over countertops and walls. This 

ribbon of green seems to explode the 
entire kitchen horizontally. Haven't we 
heard the word explode before? We 
have. And from 3-D ceiling to vinylized 
cork floor, the kitchen is actually a 
neat miniaturization of the ways 

many kinds of spaces—open, closed, 
curved, angled—interplay grandly with 
each other throughout this parkside 
duplex. Making a box seem not like a 
box—and doing it brilliantly.

worth it. The value of the knowing eye 
in picking a structure with potential 
charm is the central lesson. Both the 
Browns could see the possibilities of 
the rickety building (variously a stable, 
foundry, chicken house, garage and 
sculptor’s studio). They could visualize 
the beauty of the old brick walls, the ., 
strength of the massive wood beams 2 
as a setting for their modern furnish- 
ings and art. The fireplace in the living 
room (right), for example, was the 
ironmonger’s hearth in foundry days. 
The doors were rescued from a 
wrecked building. Much of the wood 
flooring was saved and then restored.

Of course Jerome and Cherry Brown 
spent money breathing new life into 
the old structure. But, in the balance, 
time spent proved as important, if not 
more important, than money spent. 
Time, for example, to scout old butid- 
ings coming down in the city and to 
collect from the wreckers doors and 
stained glass and a cast-iron fireplace 
(which went into their bedroom), 
among other treasures. The initial cost 
was low. Some of the gems were re- 
leased by the wreckers with a wave of 
/ the hand: ‘‘Take them. Who needs it?’’ 

x a ___ Then began arduous hours of remov- 
LIVING ROOM MASTER : ing ground-in dirt and paint and 

scratches and applying new finishes. 

BEDROOM Throughout the house, these finds 
add their own notes of character, like 
the continuing thread of the intricately 
detailed solid wood doors, seen here 
(far left) opening onto the kitchen, 
where the shelves of cookware lend 
their own colorful touch to the old 
brick walls and the new cabinetry of 
this efficient work center. Or like the 
exquisite stained glass window (above 
center), a magical eye that reposes al- 
most in the center of the exterior fa- 
cade and sends rainbow shafts of light 
across the floor of the second-level 
hall. The well-preserved scales in the 
master bath (near left, below) were an- 
other find, along with smaller items 
too numerous to mention. 

Natural materials play a large role 
in the finished house, starting with the 
materials that were already there. The 
staircase is carved out of a concrete 
column rising through the center of 
the house, a finely textured material 
that handsomely complements the den 
(below center) and the dining area 
(preceding page) and carries into the 
bath. Of equal significance is the 
splendid way Cherry Brown has mixed 
new, contemporary and even avant 
garde pieces with the soft, rich tones 
brought out in restoring the existing 
materials in these spaces so carefully 
reshaped by Jerome Brown. Was it 
worth the trouble? The Browns say yes 
more affirmatively each day they live 
in their renewed townhouse. Two levels 
of the house are sketched above. The 
third (top) level is their home office.

To realize her concept of a 
Compleat Culinary Complex 
Miss Shore enlisted the help of 
a team of experts: Architect 
Edward Grenzbach, Interior 


Designer Val Arnold and the 
planning consultants of St. 
Charles of Southern California 
Between them, they trans- 
formed a cramped cluster of 
conventional rooms into a 
versatile, well-zoned kitchen. 
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The merging of these areas re- 
sulted in flowing horizontal 
freedom and the logical organ- 
ization of food preparation, 
cooking and cleanup activities 
to handle any size of serving 
operation. And the projecting, 
windowed breakfast alcove— 
which was already there—re- 
lieves the long, narrow format 
of the new kitchen, but Grenz- 
bach also added a third dimen- 
sion of space by pushing up 
part of the ceiling into the 
wasted attic area overhead. 
This pyramidal, tentlike can- 
opy is sheathed with resawed 
boards of clear Douglas fir. 
But with all its efficiency 
and shining array of labor-sav- 
ing appliances, this kitchen is 
no cold, aseptic laboratory. 
Such homey touches as bcok- 
cases, the antique table and 
chairs, the arched hood of 
used brick over the range and 
the framed prints on the walls 
make it an easy room to linger 
in after a hard day at the 
stove.

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Bravura! Manhattan townhouses 
are notorious for tiny rooms, 
and even after two rooms were 
combined into one, the living 
room seen at left and on our 
cover is relatively small. But 
Designers Zajac and Callahan 
have made it a decorating tour 
de force full of today’s news. 
Mirror? That’s an old trick for 
making space seem larger, but 
look at the new impact when 
mirrors on three walls are com- 
bined with deep blue moldings 
and alternating areas of pattern 
and vivid yellow, then given a 
glittery mirror-on-mirror focal 
point. Defying the tired rule that 
says patterns tend to make a 
room shrink, there’s pattern 
everywhere. But it’s never over- 
whelming because each is pre- 
cisely scaled to fit into its place. 
Note the recessive dark ground 
of the floral wall panels. the way 
the French ribbon-inspired rug 
moves the eye from one seating 
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group to another, the way the 
window (near left) becomes pari 
of the total wall treatment be- 
cause the shade is in the wall’s 
sharp yellow. A lacy pedestal ta- 
ble prevents any sense of crowd- 
ing in the corner, and the center 
of the room seems airy and open 
because everything here—the 
beguiling harem ottoman, in one 
basic pattern but three differ- 
ent colors, the open-armed and 
delicately scaled chairs, the 
glass-topped coffee tables— 
adds to the feeling of uninter- 
rupted, flowing space. 

Asparagus is always in sea- 
son in this kitchen (above) de- 
signed by David Barrett. A typi- 
cal Manhattan kitchen without a 
window, it’s cheered with black- 
brown-and-white wallpaper and 
zigzag-cesign vinyl floor. But, 
not surprising.y, the real inter- 
est comes from the oversized 
bunch of asparagus painted on 
the swinging wood door that 
leads to the dining room. 

Little girls love pretty pat- 
terns, so Designer Jane Victor 
planned this room for a seven- 
year-old around a gentle mix 
that’s feminine but not overpow- 
ering.

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Instead of disguising one of 
life’s constant trials, Graphic 
Designer Tony Guido has outra- 
geously emphasized it in a bold 
but very practical supergraphic 
laundry area (far right). A free, 
uninhibited approach spells out 
the wash-and-dry message, with 
the shag carpeting fitted around 
a point-the-way arrow of sleek 
white vinyl flooring. The boxes 
on the wall? They’re decorative 
and functional hideaways_ for 
laundry gear—soaps, _deter- 
gents, bleach, spot removers.

OLD BUNGALOW WAKES UP 10 TODAY 





By JAMES De LONG [ Like the 
statue sleeping within the sculp- 
tor’s marble, the idea of this 
crisp contemporary house over- 
looking Seattle’s Puget Sound 
slumbered in a .sagging two- 
story bungalow that had been 
built on the site 40 years ago. 
(See the ‘‘before’’ views in in- 
sets below left and at far right). 
The remodeled image, cleanly 
etched in grooved boards of 
Western red cedar, was brought 
to life by the persistent vision 
of its owners, Mr. and Mrs. Cur- 
tiss Karrow, and the sure touch 
of Architect L. Jane Hastings. 


The rare site itself, a narrow 
strip of bluff sloping sharply 
down to a rocky beachfront, was 
the prime factor in the Karrows’ 
determination to acquire the 
property. But its virtues of priva- 
cy and a dramatic view were off- 
set by slide-prone clay soil and 
side-yard restrictions that pre- 
cluded horizontal expansion of 
the existing structure. With no 
way to go but up, they razed the 
roof, added a flat-topped third 
story and appended an enclosed 
outside stair tower to connect 
the new level with the old. By 
moving the main entry up to the 









top floor and connecting it to 
the street level with a system of 
wooden ramps, steps and a 
bridge, they eliminated the 
steep hillside trail that wound 
down to the old entrance. Ex- 
cept for large new expanses of 
tinted glass on the view side, 
most of the window openings re- 
mained in the same locations 
but were elongated to relieve the 
former dark interiors. Protrud- 
ing door and window frames 
with shingled ‘‘eyebrows”’ en- 
hance the sculptural quality of 
the house and increase weather 
protection and interior privacy. 
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The quiet repose of the interi- 
ors is in marked contrast to the 
dynamic exterior metamorpho- 
sis that changed the old house 
into the new. Outside, the pow- 


erful upward sweep of the 
structural forms is held in equi- 
poise by the restful horizontal 
Striations of the wood siding. 
Inside, a balanced serenity Is 
achieved by allowing the space 
of the third-floor living room 
(above and at left) to merge 
gently with that of the dining 
room below (see next page). Al- 
though the opening that con- 
nects the two spaces—just vis- 
ible between the railing and the 
tall windows—is quite narrow, 
the subtle sense of shared vol- 
ume completely transforms the 


scale of both rooms. Occasion- 
al paneled walls, natural wood 
trim and the beamed ceiling are 
tempered by broad surfaces of 
off-white drywall. Tones of gold 
in the rug and sofa—zinged 
with glints of chrome and red 
in lamps and accessories— 
characterize the palette of the 
living room. These hues provide 
a warm foil for the cooling om- 
nipresence of the plants indoors 
and the blue waters of the 
Sound without. 

Family antiques sit uncon- 
cernedly in the presence of a 
glass-and-metal coffee table and 
a dusky chair of leather and 
rosewood, both of contemporary 
ilk. The large round basket by 
the hearth is American Indian.

The tier of floor plans (far right)

The deck can also be di- 
rectly reached from the newly 
enlarged kitchen (not shown)

Top right: Typical of 
those in many houses, the baths in the 
Plandome, N.Y., home of Mr. and Mrs. Wil- 
liam S. Campbell were adequate but out- 
dated. Without moving a wall or changing 
any of the plumbing connections, remodel- 
ing gave them an entirely new spirit and 
sense of space. The serene master bath 
(center right) is keyed to the off-white 
tones of the new fixtures. A striped shade 
echoing the tones of shower curtains and 


bath mat provides an effective—and easily 
changeable—sharp accent. A wall heater 
replaced an old steam register. In the 
boys’ bath (far right), the old shower was 
changed to a see-through one that adds 
untold airiness.

i e was in deplorable condition, with each of 
the four floors, approximately 60 by 16 
feet, divided into a series of small rooms 
for transients.

Frozen Strawberry Soufflé 


2 pints (4 cups) very ripe 
strawberries (about)

Wash the strawberries, setting 
aside six or eight of the prettiest 
ones to use as a garnish.

Separate the eggs, placing 
the whites in a very large mixing 
bowl or the bowl of the electric 
blender and the 6 yolks in the 
top of the double boiler. Add 
11% cups of the sugar to the 
yolks and 11% cups of the straw- 
berry purée. Place over simmer- 
ing water and cook, Stirring 
constantly, until the mixture has 
thickened noticeably.

Combine the remaining cup 
of sugar, 14 cup of water and 
the cream of tartar in a heavy 
saucepan over low heat. Stir 
until the sugar has dissolved. 
Bring up to a boil and boil hard 
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er or mixer until they begin to 
hold a shape. When the syrup 
has reached the right stage, 
gradually add to the beaten 
whites, beating hard and con- 
stantly until the meringue is stiff 
and shiny. Let meringue cool. 

Pour the cream into a large 
mixing bowl. Whip until it just 
holds a shape—do not over- 
beat. Fold in the cold yolk- 
strawberry mixture and 34 of a 
cup of the remaining strawberry 
purée. Pour over the meringue 
and fold again. Pour into a two- 
quart soufflé mold, right to the 
top. (Set the remainder aside.) 
Place the mold in the freezer 
until the souffle is firm. 

When the souffle is firm to the 
touch, tie a five- to six-inch col- 
lar of baking parchment around 
the mold (see House Beautiful, 
February 1971). Spoon the re- 
mainder of the souffle mixture 
on top and smooth the surface. 
Return to the freezer. 

About 20 minutes before serv- 
ing time, take the souffle from 
the freezer and remove the col- 
lar. Dip the whole strawberries 
in confectioners’ sugar and gar- 
nish the top. Place in the refrig- 
erator until serving time. Serves 
eight or as many as 10.

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, +, By LINDA B. DOWNS ( “‘‘In Russia, 
DRINK vodka was drunk straight, icy cold— 

and only by men. | never saw my 
mother or my aunts drink it.’’ It’s a pleasant office, 
large but unpretentious, almost homey, books and 
papers scattered around, a big desk and very high- 
backed leather chair (its owner is, after all, six-foot- 
three) set diagonally between two corner windows, in 
an unprepossessing building just up Manhattan’s 
Third Avenue from the department store busyness of 
Alexander's and Bloomingdale’s. It doesn’t have 


much of the glamour usually associated with public 


relations executives or with society figures. 

Yet the speaker is a romantic legend of our time— 
Col. Serge Obolensky, a descendent of the founder 
of Russia, born Prince Serge Platonovich Obolensky- 
Neledinsky-Meletsky, an Oxford polo player in the 
early years of this century, Russian cavalryman in 


World War |, America’s oldest combat paratrooper | 


in World War Il, former real estate man and hotel 
man, man about the world even now. At 81, his thin- 
ning red hair is combed back over his head, but he 
still has the neat mustache and military-erect bearing 
pictured on society pages through several genera- 
tions of debutante parties, café-banquette dinners 
and diamond-swathed balls. And he still drinks vod- 
ka, straight, on the rocks, with lemon peel, one 
glass before lunch and one glass before dinner. 
But now, for us, he talks about the traditions of 
that earlier society, the aristocratic Russia that dis- 
appeared with the last czar, a life that ended for him 
when he escaped—bearded, disguised, a price put 
on his head by the Bolsheviks—to Switzerland with 
his first wife, a daughter of Czar Alexander Il. 
There actually were two kinds of Russian vodka, 
he explains, one sold with a red seal, the low-grade 
version made from a potato base, and one with a 
white seal, which was made from grain alcohol. The 
cheap vodka cost the equivalent of about four cents 
a bottle—with a one-cent refund when the bottle was 
returned. “‘l can remember as a small boy walking 
along—on a busy street you could keep up with the 
horse-drawn wagons while walking—seeing drivers 
dash into a liquor store for vodka, drinking as they 


drove, then running into the next liquor store they | 


came to to get their refund—or apply it to the next 
bottle.”’ All vodka was ‘‘owned”’ by the government.

with manufacturing and distribution rights granted 
to various companies under strict regulations. (The 
colonel himself was associated with one of these com- 
panies—and, though public announcement has not 
yet been made, plans are underway to launch a new 
vodka label bearing his name in this country.) 

For the upper classes, though, there were very 
definite customs. Vodka was always drunk standing 
up, served in small shkalik glasses (usually of ster- 
ling silver) and never sipped but thrown straight to 
the back of the throat, followed instantly with hors 
d'oeuvres of caviar, smoked salmon, smoked ham or 
anchovies from the zakuski (smorgasbord table). The 
customs probably arose mostly from necessity, adds 
the man the colonel calls Sasha, ‘‘because Russian 
vodka was strong. It had to be gulped. These foods 
helped cut the harsh effect of the alcohol and when 
one of these hors d'oeuvres was not available, the 
procedure was to sprinkle salt on black bread, sniff 
the salt, gulp the vodka, then eat the bread.”’ 

Sasha is Alexandre Tarsaidzé, vice-president of the 
public relations firm of Serge Obolensky Associates, 
a Russian historian who has helped unmask three 
would-be Anastasias, an author (his latest book, 
Katia—wWife Before God, about the parents of Obo- 
lensky’s first wife, was published by the Macmillan 
Co. in 1970). Debonair, distinguished, looking almost 
movie-cast for a role as an author/historian. Tarsa- 
idzé was a very young man when he came to the U.S. 
in 1923. And because his family was from Georgia, 
that warm, Black Sea region that did not become a 
part of Russia until late in the 18th century, vodka 
was not a part of their traditions. Throughout his 
research, though, the role of vodka as the drink for 
most of Russia cannot be ignored, although he be- 
lieves the government monopoly was not for money- 
making purposes or a matter of noblesse oblige pres- 
tige. ‘“‘What they were concerned about was con- 
trolling the peasants—through the amount of liquor 
that they could buy, thus maintaining the control of 
potential drunkenness. During the early years of 
World War |, the imperial government lost billions 
because it halted the sale of vodka. But the Bolshe- 
viks were aware of the profit potential, and one of 
the first things they did after the 1917 revolution was 
to start manufacturing vodka again."’ 

To overcome the taste of the vodka itself, the 
Russians for many years had flavored it with herbs 
and berries (one of the most popular additives was 
a cluster of orange-red berries of European mountain 
ash that added a slightly bitter taste) and such every- 
day items as oven-dried lemon and orange rind, cin- 
namon, almonds and mustard. Sometimes it was even 
stored in old Sherry barrels to add flavor. Al- 
though women did not drink straight vodka, they did 
drink a homemade after-dinner liqueur made with 
vodka. “‘Every household had its liqueur jars,’’ says 
Col. Obolensky. ‘‘l can remember my old governess 
going out in the summer to pick berries for this. The 
berries were put into a big crock with vodka poured 
over them, then let set until winter.’’ The taste must 
have been similar to that of the fruit liqueur/vodka 
mixed drinks we give at the end of this article.

York Ritz, writes, ‘‘In country places the Omelette Soufflé is much 
more often made than the conventional soufflé, probably because it 
is more quickly and easily put together.’’ More delicate than the 
conventional and made without a starch base (béchamel or patis- 
siere), it looks very pretty when it comes to the table all puffed up, 
glistening with sugar. To bake it, it is essential to have an oven- 
proof platter, silver or porcelain, approximately 12 by 15 inches. 


6 eggs, separated

If it’s a jam, is it a preserve? 

Jam is made from crushed or ground fruit literally ‘‘jammed 
together.’’ Preserves are whole fruits or large pieces of fruit 
in a thick syrup, usually slightly jellied. Thus, the fruit is “‘pre- 
served’’ in shape to some extent. Conserves are jams made 
with a mixture of fruits and sometimes include nuts. Fruit 
butter is made from fruit pulp and sugar cooked together. 
There is no butter in it, of course, but the term may have 
come from the fact that it is used as a spread, like butter. 


Where did the name marmalade come from? 


It stems from the Portuguese marmelo, meaning quince. Ap- 
parently, marmalade was originally made with quinces. Today, 
it is usually made with shreds of orange peel suspended in 
jelly. The French spelling is marmelade, the Spanish mermelada 
and the Portuguese marmelada.

So you will have to devise 
some way to hold the fruit in the 
cheesecloth above a large bowl 
so that it can drip—a little judi- 
cious squeezing is allowed to 
extract the most juice. 

Once all the juice has been 
extracted, measure it into a 
saucepan. (Discard the pulp.) 
Then, for each cup of straw- 
berry juice, add 1 cup of sugar. 
Cook over moderate heat, stir- 
ring until the sugar is dissolved 
and the syrup comes to a boil. 
Allow to boil for exactly two 
minutes. Skim off all the froth. 
Then pour the hot syrup into 
hot, sterilized jars or bottles 
and seal securely. 

This should make about two 
cups of delicious syrup, but 
the amount will depend on the 
ripeness and juiciness of the 
fruit. The recipe can be doubled 
or tripled successfully. 

Serve aS a sauce over ice 
cream and custards, vanilla 
pudding, rice pudding, bread 
pudding and cereals, as a flav- 


oring for milk shakes and ice 
cream sodas or just as a re- 
freshing drink with crushed 
ice and carbonated water. 


Fresh Strawberries 
with Raspberry Sauce 


Place the strawberries in a col- 
ander and wash under a cool 
stream of running water. Drain 
thoroughly on paper towels. 
When dry, hull. Place in a crys- 
tal bowl and _ sprinkle lightly 
with superfine sugar. 

Thaw 1 package frozen rasp- 
berries, then purée in the elec- 
tric blender. Chill. Just before 
serving, pour the raspberry 
purée over the strawberries. 
Serve with whipped cream, gar- 
nished with candied violets. 

Note: One pint box will serve 
three to four people. For that 
quantity, you need 1 package 
frozen raspberries and about 14 
cup heavy cream.

Old Dominion 
Strawberry Shortcake 


The pastry shell can be made 
in advance but the filling must 
be made shortly before serving 
because the uncooked meringue 
will liquify if it stands for any 
length of time. 


Pastry: 

2 cups sifted all-purpose flour 
3 tablespoons sugar 

1% teaspoon salt 

34 cup (1% sticks) butter 

2 egg yolks 


Filling: 

3 cups (about 11/4 pints) ripe 
strawberries, hulled, washed 
and dried 

7 egg whites 

14 cup sifted confectioners’ 
sugar 

1 can (5-ounce size) slivered, 
toasted almonds 


Pour the flour into a generous 
bowl. Make a well in the center 
and add all remaining ingredi- 
ents. With your hands, work the 
ingredients together until they 
form a ball. This takes a bit of 
doing but it’s worth the effort. 
Wrap the pastry in waxed paper 
and chill for at least an hour. 

Roll out the pastry to fit a 
nine-inch flan ring (see June, 
1971 issue, page 93, for tech- 
nique) and bake in a preheated 
350° oven for 20 minutes. Cool, 
lift off the ring and place the 
shell on a serving plate. 

Set aside a few whole straw- 
berries to garnish the top of the 
shortcake. Cut the large berries 
in half; leave the small ones 
whole. Beat egg whites with an 
electric beater or in a mixer un- 
til they hold firm, shiny peaks. 
Gradually add confectioners’ 
Sugar, beating constantly until 
the meringue is very stiff. Fold 
in the slivered almonds, then 
the strawberries. Heap the mix- 
ture in the pastry shell and gar- 
nish with the reserved strawber- 
ries. Serve at once. 


Strawberry Cheesecake 


Pastry: 

1 cup sifted all-purpose flour 

lg teaspoon salt 

1 tablespoon sugar 

Grated rind of 14 lemon 

VY cup (1 stick) butter, cut up 

1 egg yolk, slightly beaten 

4 teaspoon lemon juice, 
strained 


Filling: 
Grated rind of 4% lemon 


5 packages (8-ounce size) 
cream cheese, softened 
Juice of 44 lemon, strained 

134 cups sugar 

3 tablespoons flour 
1% teaspoon salt 

5 whole eggs 

2 egg yolks 

14 cup heavy cream 


Glaze: 

2 pints (4 cups) ripe 
strawberries, washed, hulled 
and dried 

1 jar (10-ounce size) currant 
jelly 

2 tablespoons sugar 


To make the pastry, combine 
the flour, salt, sugar and lem- 
on rind in a bowl. Cut the but- 
ter into the mixture with a pas- 
try blender until it is very 
crumbly—much_ like coarse 
oatmeal. Then add the 2 egg 
yolks and the lemon juice. Mix 
together well, shape into a ball, 
wrap in waxed paper and re- 
frigerate for one hour. 

Cut off about a third of the 
dough and roll out on a lightly- 
floured pastry cloth into a 914- 
inch circle. Roll up and center 
over the bottom of a nine-inch 
spring-form pan. Unroll. Trim 
off any surplus pastry. Bake in 
a preheated 400° oven 10 to 
12 minutes, until golden. Cool. 

Butter the sides of the spring- 
form pan and fit over the filled 
base. Roll the remainder of the 
dough into a rectangle 15 
inches by four inches. Cut in 
half lengthwise and line the in- 
side walls of the pan. You may 
have to patch, since this is a 
very rich dough and it some- 
times breaks. Refrigerate. 

Increase oven temperature to 
500°. Place the cream cheese 
in the bowl of an electric mix- 
er and beat until very soft. Add 
the lemon rind, lemon juice, 
sugar, flour and salt. Beat un- 
til thoroughly mixed. Add the 
eggs and egg yolks, one at a 
time, beating hard after each 
addition. Finally, beat in the 
14 cup of cream. 

Pour into the prepared pan 
and bake for 12 minutes. Re- 
duce oven temperature to 200° 
and bake for 114 hours. Cool 
on a cake rack. Remove only 
the side part of the pan. Then 
refrigerate until cold—24 hours 
if possible. 

Glaze: Crush 114 cups of the 
berries with a fork. Pour into 
a small saucepan. Add the cur- 
rant jelly and sugar. Mix until 
the jelly has dissolved. Bring up 
to a boil, reduce heat to mod- 
erate and boil until the glaze 
reaches 228° on a candy ther- 
mometer. Skim off any scum as 
the glaze cooks.

Wash, hull and thoroughly dry 
the strawberries. Purée in the 
electric blender, a small amount 
at a time. Then push through a 
sieve lined with two or three 
layers of dampened _ cheese- 
cloth. Add enough sugar to 
taste and stir until dissolved. 
Then refrigerate. 

Just before serving, fold the 
whipped cream into the straw- 
berry purée and pour into a 
serving bowl. Serves about six. 


Easy Strawberry Jam 


2 pints (4 cups) very ripe 
strawberries 

4 cups sugar 

Juice of 1 lemon, strained 

4 bottle liquid fruit pectin* 


Prepare five medium jars (about 
eight-ounce capacity) that have 
tight-fitting caps by scalding 
with boiling water. Then turn 
the jars upside down to drain. 
Wash, then hull the straw- 
berries. Drop a few at a time 
into the container of the elec- 
tric blender. Turn on, then off. 
The strawberries should be 

| broken up but not puréed. 
Measure 134 cups into a large 
bowl. Mix the sugar into the 
berries thoroughly; next mix to- 
gether the lemon juice and the 
fruit pectin in a small bowl; 
then stir into the fruit. Con- 
tinue stirring for about three 
minutes. (A few sugar crystals 
will remain.) Ladle at once into 
the jars and cover at once with 
the lids. Allow jam to stand at 
room temperature until set. 


} 





This may take up to 24 hours. 
lf you plan to use the jam 
within three weeks, store in the 
refrigerator; otherwise, freeze it. 
If you freeze the jam, you must 
allow some headroom when you 
put the jam into the jars. 

*With powdered fruit pectin, 
prepare the fruit in the same 
way, measuring 2 cups rather 
than 134 cups. 

To prepare the pectin, com- 
bine 1 box of powdered pectin 
with 34 cup of water in a sauce- 
pan. Bring to a boil and boil 
one minute, stirring constant- 
ly to dissolve the pectin. Stir 
into the fruit and continue stir- 
ring for three minutes. Fill the 
jars as indicated above. Makes 
about six jars of jam. 

Note: You do not use lemon 
juice with powdered pectin. 


Strawberry Facts 


Good-quality strawberries are 
fresh, clean and bright, solid 
red in color, free from moisture, 
dirt and trash, with bright green 
caps attached. Overripe berries 
are dull and lusterless, some- 
times shrunken and likely to 
be wet or leaky. Small, mis- 
shapen berries are usually of 


poor texture and_ frequently 
have small hard spots. A 
stained container means the 


berries are leaking and mold is 
probably developing. If you can 
withstand the stern eye of the 
grocer, turn the box out to see 
what’s going on underneath. A 
big strawberry doesn't neces- 
sarily mean a better strawberry 
and size is no indication of 
flavor—for that varies with the 
variety, of which there are many. 

Strawberries are marketed in 
boxes, baskets, cups or tills. 
For interstate shipment, there 
are three legal sizes—dquart, 
pint and half-pint, dry mea- 
sure. Figure a quart box as 
equal to four cups, a pint to 
two cups and \% pint as the 
equivalent of a_ single cup 
of strawberries. 

To store strawberries, and we 
quickly point out they are high- 
ly perishable, refrigerate un- 
washed and use them as soon 
after purchase as possible. &

We appeal to every 
citizen, to Congress and to the 
President to hold the line on 
postal increases for two rec 
sons: not only fo protect your 
right under the First Amend- 
ment for a free press, but also 
as a deterrent to inflation. We 
hope you agree and that you 
will write your congressman 
accordingly. We'd be very 
pleased to have a copy of your 
letter.

He opens 
a magnum of Champagne. Next 
comes the turban (mold) of sole, 
its heart a mousseline of fresh 
salmon, accompanied by sorrel 
sauce and a dry white Burgundy. 

All the while, the aroma 
of the herbed saddle of lamb in 
the oven perfumes the room. 
Roasted a point, carved at the 
table, it is served with puréed 
beans, mushroom-stuffed arti- 
choke hearts anda glorious red 
Burgundy from Olney’s fabulous 
cellar.

Although 
by métier a painter, it is quite 
apparent he has a second métier 
—food and wine. A regular (and 
the only American) contributor 
to the leading French gastro- 
nomic review, the prestigious 
Cuisine de Vins de France, this 
summer he will teach the French 
Culinary Arts program—a three- 
week workshop course about 
French gastronomy, wines and 
cooking—at Luberon College in 
Avignon. Once the seat of the 
papacy, supplanting Rome as 
the capital of Christendom, this 
medieval city flourishes today 
as a Cultural center in the heart 
of the Rhone Valley.

“It is my plan,”’ he writes, 
“‘to ask the students to accom- 
pany me to the market, for the 
out-of-doors markets in Pro- 
vencge are breathtaking, and 
learning to shop is as important 
as learning to cook.

your health.”’ Another started 
with po odnoi (one at a time) 
on the first glass, followed with 
po drugoi (second one), po 
troizi (for the Trinity) and che- 
tire ugla (every house has four 
corners). And the most popular 
drinking song ended with re- 
peating pey do dna (drink to 
the bottom) over and over as 
the drinker drained a much 
larger glass of straight vodka— 
a Russian version of the Amer- 
ican college student’s chug-a- 
lug contest with beer steins. 
By the time Prohibition was 
repealed in this country, the 
dashing Prince Obolensky and 
young Sasha Tarsaidzé were 
friends—and they and several 
other emigrés helped launch 
vodka in the U.S. ‘‘It wasn’t 
easy,’’ Tarsaidzée says. “‘It was 
an unfamiliar taste to Ameri- 
cans, and we went to so many 
parties and balls and just gave 
_ it away to help introduce it.’’ 
No one has to give away vod- 
ka today. Its first real accept- 
ance here was in California— 
one story goes that the first 
vodka mixed drink, the Screw- 
driver, was invented by two 
California Gls in France during 
World War II who had only vod-

ka to spice up the orange juice 
that reminded them of home. 
But if you’re a fact collector, 
file away the notes that Florida 
is now the leading vodka-con- 
suming state, Chicago the lead- 
ing city and that more vodka is 
sold in the U.S. today than ei- 
ther rum, gin or Scotch. 

American-made vodka is not 
exactly the same as the old Rus- 
sian liquor, of course. ‘‘By gov- 
ernment regulation,’’ points out 
Russell W. McLauchlan, world- 
wide director of quality control 
for Joseph E. Seagram & Sons, 
“vodka made here must be 
100% neutral spirits. It’s near- 
ly always made from grain and 
the label must tell the raw ma- 
terial used in distillation. But 
neutral is the key word; it can- 
not be aged or flavored with 
other ingredients.’’ So taste 
distinctions between brands will 
come only from differing form- 
ulas of the grains used and 
technical variations in the dis- 
tilling process. 

But taste can vary, and your 
choice is even wider with all of 
the imported brands on the 
market. How do you learn the 
difference? Test for yourself— 
following the guidelines used by 
the experts in McLauchlan’s 
labs. Buy several different vod- 
kas and some distilled water, 
the kind you would buy for 
steam irons. In small glasses

(wine glasses serve very well), 
mix the vodkas half and_ half 
with the distilled water. (It must 
be distilled water, because most 
bottled water and tap water will 
impart a flavor to compete with 
the vodka’s taste, and it must 
be mixed half and half, to cut 
the effect of the alcohol.) Then 
test, working from the lightest 
to the strongest taste, from 
American to the imports such 
as the Russian Pertsovka, sea- 
soned with red-hot peppers, or 
the Polish Zubrovka, the green- 
bottled vodka with the blade of 
buffalo grass in it. And follow 
wine-tasting procedures: Swirl 
the drink around in the glass, 
sniff the aroma, then take a sip 
and slosh it around in your 
mouth before swallowing. 

So many of the names sound 
similar that you have to read the 
labels (and the price tags, since 
the imports generally are more 
expensive) to know where a 
vodka is made. Some of these 
may not be distributed in your 
area, but a quick guide to 
brands likely to be available in- 
cludes: American—Smirnoff, 
Wolfschmidt, Back Bay, Fleisch- 
mann’s, Gilbey’s, Gordon's, Hi- 
ram Walker, Relska, Popov, Ar- 
row, Crown Russe and Nikolai; 
British—Masquer's and Borzoi; 
French—Bolshoi (made from 
Brittany potatoes); Russian— 
Starka, (Continued on page 218)

Okhotnichya, Stolichnaya, Sto- 
lovaya, Russkaya and Pertsovka; 
Polish—Wyborowa, and from 
Czechoslovakia—Kord. _Origi- 
nally Polish, Zubrovka is now 
made in Poland, Russia and 
Czechoslovakia—all flavored 
with buffalo grass. You may also 
find one or two from the Scan- 
dinavian countries, such as Fin- 
land's Finlandia. 

If you want to experiment 
further, try adding your own 
flavoring. Food authority James 
Beard suggests this formula: To 
one fifth of liquor, add the rind 
of two large lemons or one large 
orange or one tangerine, or 
about three tablespoons of car- 
away seed tied in a cheesecloth 
bag. Cap the bottle and let it 
set for about two weeks, then 
transfer the vodka to another 
container and throw away the 
flavoring. You also can buy buf- 
falo grass in gourmet food 
stores or basket-supply shops 
to make your own version of 
the grassy-tasting Zubrovka, and 
one friend of ours adds one 
whole fresh vanilla bean to each 
bottle of vodka (this one should 
set only three days before re- 
moving the bean). To do less 
than a full bottle, cut the addi- 
tive proportionately, and you 
can vary the potency of the 
flavoring by varying the amount 
ot time you let the bottle stand. 
All of these can be drunk 
straight or in mixed drinks 
(Beard thinks the orange-flav- 
ored vodka is especially good 
in Screwdrivers). If you do 
arink vodka straight, get it as 
cold as possible—keeping the 
bottle in the freezer will do this 
nicely. (And freezing a bottle in 
a cake of ice makes a great 
centerpiece.) 

One question we haven't con- 
sidered: Is vodka Russian or 
Polish in origin? Most experts 
now lean to the Polish side, 
going along with the story that 
Polish landowners introduced 
the St. Petersburg aristocrats 
to the original Polish Starka 
vodka, made from a_ secret 
formula, aS a way of gaining 
favor after Poland had been 
taken over by Russia in the 18th 
century. Others still believe it is 
Russian in origin, that it is the 
zhiznennia voda (water of life) 
referred to in the records of 
12th-century Russia. We don’t 
think it matters. It is the Rus- 
sian traditions that give it its 
mystique, the American pench- 
ant for mixed drinks that have 
turned this emigré into many a 
Screwdriver, Bloody Mary, Mos- 
cow Mule, Black Russian and 
Vodka Martini—and the lesser- 
known drinks given here: 


Russian Roulette 


ounce vodka 

ounce Galliano 

ounce banana brandy 
ounce fresh orange juice 
ounce fresh lemon juice 
of a fresh banana

tric blender with 14 cup crushed © 


ice. Blend at low speed a few 
seconds, then at high speed un- 
til well mixed.

mobile house in motion upon the house when it is stationary. 
Because road sizes demand small, compact forms that reduce 
living areas to a poor scale, Rosselli proposes a lightweight 
aluminum house that can be transformed—compact when in 
transit, expanded when on the ground. The enlargement takes 
place on all four sides by means of telescoping runners, hinged 
floors and accordion walls. Each of the four walls is movable 
outward and forms the outer surface of a differing function: (1) 
double bunk beds, (2) storage, (3) terrace—this is a wall 
folded down, (4) bath and kitchen. Two people can easily open 
the house without the use of special equipment, and the capsule 
is carried by a small vehicle that may be used independently. 
(The home can also be plugged into a permanent house or be 
an element that could be hoisted into a high-rise structure.) 





In addition, a group of 180 household objects are displayed, 
paving the way to the more elaborate environments. The purpose 
of all this is to illustrate the various intellectual design 
positions that have evolved in Italy in the past decade and are 
expanded upon later in the environments. Most are by ‘‘con- 
formist’’ designers concerned with the esthetics of single ob- 
jects, usually in bright-colored hard and soft plastics. ‘‘Reform- 
ist'’ designers redesign known objects with new ironic, even 
pop references like ‘‘Pratone’’ the three-foot-high foam grass 
(above) designed by Gruppo Strum for resting on. ‘‘Contrary”’ 
designers no longer see objects as single isolated entities, 
rather as flexible, with multiple uses and arrangements. An ex- 
cellent (and very comfortable) example is Becchi’s ‘‘Raft’’ 
couch, that becomes a bed (below).

Among the sponsors of the exhibition are Gruppo Eni, ANIC 
and Lanerossi, Fiat (Rosselli’s), Olivetti, Alitalia, ABET Print 
and the Italian Government. 

One might rightfully ask: Why focus on Italy? According to 
the director of the show, Emilio Ambasz, MOMA's curator of 
design, ‘‘Italy is the predominant design force in the world to- 
day, illustrating some of the concerns of other industrial so- 
cieties—for example, the relation of design activity to the 
building industry and urban development, as well as a growing 
distrust of objects of consumption.” 

Among the other environments are Ettore Sottsass’ plastic 
microenvironment with each element on casters so occupants 
can easily rearrange them to fit their needs, Gae Aulenti’s 
molded plastic elements that can be combined to form a sculp- 
tural multipurpose environment, Zanuso-Sapper’s recycled alu- 
minum shipping container used as a house and Mario Bellini’s 
glass-walled ‘‘exploration’’ car, which can expand when it is 
in a stationary position. 

There is also a group of counterdesign environments by 
designers who feel that there is no point in designing objects 
until urban policies change. Most of the environments contain 
TV films showing how the space was intended to be used. 

All of this serves to point out that MOMA’s design thinking 
is on a new track. Instead of glorifying the perfect pencil, the 
museum focuses on evolving notions of privacy and communal 
life, more informal lifestyles and ways people can 
live better, faced with the continuing prob- 
lems of population and pollution.

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Smart 19th-century potters of Staffordshire, England, 
recognized a vast new territory of potential china-buyers when 
they saw it and they didn’t have to sail to China to find 
it. Across the Atlantic Ocean were all these new Americans— 
proud as could be of their towns-becoming-cities, their bucolic 
open spaces, their generals, their inventors. And these Yankees 
needed tableware. England had the clever engravers, the fast- 
working potters and fast ships perfect for establishing a flour- 
ishing ‘‘blue china’ trade, so named because these earliest 
exports were printed with designs predominantly deep blue— 
imitating prize Oriental china as well as Dutch delft. Design 
themes, however, were purest Americana. Perhaps Philadel- 
phia’s first side-wheel steamboat puffing up the Schuylkill River, 
or the Boston Common, circa 1830, with cows munching con- 
tentedly in the foreground. Or maybe the learned Ben Franklin 
happily lofting his immortal kite. All the more than 250 scenes 
were based on illustrations by American and English artists, 
even tourists, who had actually been to the New World and re- 
turned to report the sights they had seen. 

The printing process was this: Potters would apply a hot, oil- 
like blue pigment to a copper plate onto which an engraver had 
already etched a picture. Excess pigment would be wiped off, 
blue remaining only in the recessed portions. This pattern of 
blue lines was then transferred onto tissuelike paper (paper 
and the blue-inked copper plate were sandwiched in a press), the 
paper then firmly applied to the earthenware plate, teapot or 
pitcher to be decorated. Once the design took, the paper was 
soaked off, the china piece glazed and refired. English potters 
got this whole printing process down to such a science—pro- 
ducing and shipping thousands of these dinner and tea services 
—that ‘‘blue’’ plates cost Americans just sixpence to a shilling 
each. Chicken feed, really. 

Where has all the ‘old blue’ gone? (Actually, in 
the late 19th century, light blue, pink, green, purple and black 
pigments were used, too.) Some of it actually has gone to the 
chickens. Ada Walker Camehl tells of the farm lady who cheer- 
fully confessed, ‘‘Old blue dishes? Land, yes. | had stacks of 
them, but when they got broken | just pounded them up and 
fed them to the hens!’’ But don’t despair, suggests Mrs. Camehl, 
whose illustrated 309-page The Blue-China Book—complete with 
anecdotes about ‘‘blue’’ designs, including the Willow pattern, 
updated with a checklist of British potters’ marks—has just

A group of interested citizens in Cincinnati have 
waged war against visual pollution and won, proving that the 
public, acting on its own, can make the cityscape a much more 
pleasant place to view. Taking their cue from programs in 
other cities such as New York, Toronto, Chicago, Boston and 
Philadelphia, Carl Solway and Jack Boulton of the Carl Solway 
Gallery planned and coordinated a community project called 
“Urban Walls: Cincinnati.’’ They were armed with the words of 
one of the leaders of the City Walls program in New York: 





‘Monumental painted walls are banners in the battle to make 


a city more habitable for people . . . endowing daily life with a 
bit of gaiety and delight and serving as a kind of city planning.” 
Selecting 10 highly visible sides or backs of downtown 
buildings, never meant to be seen when built but suddenly 
forced into view by the destruction of neighboring buildings 
for urban renewal projects, expressways, parking lots, etc., 
Solway and Boulton set out to interest local artists, property 
owners, sign painters and eventually even the Cincinnati Depart- 
ment of Urban Development in their program. Interest was 
immediate and shortly 10 Cincinnati artists were invited to 
create designs for these buildings. 
The most unique aspect of the project was the 
private financing. Painting walls up to 20,000 square feet in 
size is costly. Each artist prepared a silkscreen (Continued)

Say Solway and Boulton, ‘‘It is to demonstrate how 
the community is strengthened by the artist’s perception, his 
imagination, his critical eye and his humanity. By involving 
local artists, this program has attempted to 








unify and utilize a powerful source of 
community energy and influence.”

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For the knitters, The Complete Book of Knitting by 
Barbara Abbey (The Viking Press Inc., $12.95) is an informative 
book for the beginner. It has the basics, plus many patterns, 
all well-illustrated. A new approach is Charted Knitting Designs 
by Barbara G. Walker (Charles Scribner’s Sons, $14.95). Each 
design is graphed out (you'll have to learn her symbols) and a 
black-and-white photograph ‘showing the actual design ac- 
companies the instructions. There are over 350 new designs, 
mostly by the author. Creative Knitting, A New Art Form by 
Mary Walker Phillips (Van Nostrand Reinhold Co., $10.95) is 
not a beginner's treatise. It is, however, a delightful look at 
unconventional wallhangings, lacy artworks in new materials 
and a bit of the history of the medium. 

On other related subjects, Quilting by Averil Colby 
(Charles Scribner's Sons, $12.50) is a history of the origins of 
this craft. Many photographs of examples from the 16th century 
to the present and illustrations of their details accompany notes 
on types of quilting. Graded Lessons in Macramé, Knotting and 
Netting by Louisa Walker (Dover paperback, $2) is a re-publi- 
cation of a book published in 1896, an interesting statement on 
the revival of knotting. Strangely enough, all the drawings look 
contemporary. The book is divided into stages, starting with 
simple things for five-year-olds. As long as you’re making all 
these things, why not dye your own yarns? Natural Dyes and 
Home Dyeing by Rita J. Adrosko (Dover paperback, $2) will tell 
you how to go back to the earth to find the many dye 
sources, which range from barks and coffee 
beans to hollygrape root. Recipes 
for dyeing are included.

Frightening 
thought!) 6. Air pollution can cause you to sunburn by reacting 
chemically to the sun's rays. 7. A bad sunburn may also be the 
result of medicines, which cause chemical reactions to the 
sun's rays. 8. The deeper your tan, the more important it is 
to use a moisturizer, because tanning causes a deepening of 
the skin’s outermost layer, the keratin, which may result in 
loss of natural skin moisture. 

Listen, it gets worse! 9. A tanned skin’s dryness can 
transform tiny lines into deep wrinkles. The best way to soften 
those little lines that you're not so proud of is with a daily ap- 
plication of a moisturizing lotion. Our mother-in-law says she 
does not like an unused face, but we don’t like a used-up face.

Judging from the houses we see in our travels 

and photographs of others that come to us through 
the mail, we sometimes despair that anyone can 
design a small house at a reasonable price. 

For example, the kind of house that would suit 
young marrieds with two or three children. 

Such houses do exist, however, and this highly 
attractive, redwood-clad model reassuringly 
proves the point. Located in Salt Lake City (and 
also built in Manassas, Va.), the house is 
well-proportioned, direct, frill-less and handsome. 
Within, there are less than 1,200 square feet— 
trim, indeed. Yet Architect Ronald L. Molen of 
Salt Lake City has shaped living spaces to provide 
more comfort—and more spirit—than one finds in 
houses half again as large. A stepped-down, built- 
in conversation area around the fireplace (left) 

is a pleasant break in what might have been a drab 
space. And note in the plan that there are 
five—yes, five—bedrooms: one comfortably sized 
master bedroom and four bunkrooms cieverly 
arranged around a common playroom. Each bunk- 
room contains a built-in bed, desk, shelving and 

a conventional closet. A clerestory window in a 
shed-style opening in the roof (within view be- 
hind the chimney, below) spills daylight into the ‘

Inherited from China—wall- 
paper itself, brought to the West in 
the 17th century to embellish the 
palaces of princes with exotic painted 
gardens, bamboo groves, fine feath- 
ered birds. The designs have proven 
ageless, persistently popular, never 
out of fashion—probably because 
some innate excellence makes the 
Chinese genre almost universally 
adaptable in any setting. The printing 
rollers have long since taken over 
the hand-painting process, but seen 
here (above and right) is a rare an- 
tique painted paper in full Oriental 
glory in the French-accented Man- 
hattan drawing room of Mr. and Mrs. 
Lawrence M. Rosenthal. Blaine and 
Booth the designers. This work-of-art 
treasure, destined one day to belong 
to a museum, has been painstakingly 
installed on demountable slat frames, 
a method recommended for preserv- 
ing antique papers that are often 
backed with fabric reinforcement. 
Parchment-pale as yellowed 
ivory, the antique chinoiserie cov- 
ering the living room walls (above 
left) is painted in muted beiges, pat- 
terned with budding branches in soft 
cyclamen pink, chosen to comple- 
ment an 18th-century pine mantel 
and a Chippendale mirror, as it may 
well have been used in Chippendale’s 
own day. But no period has a corner 
on Chinese design; with marvelous 
flexibility, it has decorated French 
chateaux, Georgian manors, Regency 
pavilions, Williamsburg parlors and, 
in our own time, it’s a compatible 
companion to contemporary materi- 
als, chrome, glass, steel and acrylics. 
Classic Chinese flowering 
vines (left)—their motifs borrowed 
from the embroidered satins of man- 
darin robes—sheathe the foyer of 
the New York apartment at top left 
and suggest the tenor of design that 
lies within. Pattern is nondirectional; 
it would lose no impact if the paper 
were hung horizontally rather than 
vertically. Richard V. Hare, designer. 
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anything from a Spanish 
shawl to slab marble but by 
‘‘wallcovering,’’ we mean the flexible 
materials that come in rolls and bolts 
—wallpaper, vinyl, new materials on 
synthetic backings that are neither 
paper nor fabric but something like 
both, fabric backed with paper or 
synthetic reinforcement and fabric 
itself. No one yet has been up to tak- 
ing a census of the tnousands or 
millions of patterns, colors and 
materials available that could right!y 
be called ‘‘wallcovevings,”’ but the 
choice is enough to boggle the mind 
—and also to assure you that what- 
ever your need, whatever your design 
taste, there is, somewhere, a wall: 
covering to fill the bill. 

You may have to shop around to 
find it. Since, to our knowledge, no 
one store is likely to carry the com- 
plete lines of all manufacturers, it’s 
wise to see what all your local shops 
are offering before you make a 
choice. It’s decidedly short-changing 
yourself to make a quick decision 
solely from the first batch of samples 
your enterprising paperhanger may 
offer you. And if you're after the most 
distinctive, recherché, avant-garde 
designs, you'll probably have to seek 
these out and buy them through a 
decorator. They are frequently 
printed on order. (Having discovered 
ourselves what a plethora of choices 
there is, we think the wallcoverings 
industry would confer a favor on 
consumers and on themselves if they 
would pool their products and exhibit 
them in toto in major cities.) 

Fabric is another story. Almost 
anything goes. Only hitch here is the 
possibility of shrinkage once it gets 
anointed with adhesive. Many high- 
class paperhangers refuse to hang 
fabric unless it has first been backed 
with plain paper, which naturally ups 
the cost. Yet earnest neophytes have 
been known to get good results just 
by slapping fabric directly on the 


walls. The lazy man’s way to apply 
fabric is with a staple gun, which 
works like a charm if you tive in an 
older building—but if you live in a 
modern structure, you can run into 
trouble if you attempt to staple 
through a steel beam. 

Anything rare, fabric or paper, 
should be professionally applied to 


the wall. When you get into the 
antique-paper category, you’re deal- 
ing with fragility that requires that 
the paper be reinforced with a fabric 
backing. Some wallcoverings that are 


neither rare nor antique—and this 
includes some modern foils—may 
‘“shadow”’ when they’re put up over 
patterns that are already on the 
walls. In other words, the former pat- 
tern may show through. To avoid this, 
walls should first be covered in plain 
paper. Most wallicoverings present no 
such problems—one of the reasons 
they are such boons to speedy re- 
decorating—but forewarned is fore- 
armed. Better to Know enough to ask 
questions about the _ wallcovering 
you're choosing, because an extra 
installation of paper could add con- 
siderably to the cost of the job—or 
to your own expenditure of elbow 
grease if you do the job yourself. 

So many people do their own cove:- 
ing it almost seems like a national 
pastime. Ask a professional if you 
should attempt to do it yourself and 
he will say, ‘‘Sure,’’ but with a snig- 
ger, because the pros tell us that 
some of their best jobs come when 
they're called in to clean up the mess 
that an amateur has made. Ask an 
amateur who has done it himself and 
you'll also get a ‘‘yes’’ with a couple 
of ‘‘buts’’ added. 

It can be a breeze if you're hanging 
a simple, all-over little pattern of pre- 
trimmed wallcovering. It becomes 
less breezy when you have to trim 
the white edges off an unpretrimmed 
covering, making the cut straight and 
even so that lengths will butt neatly 
next to each other when they're hung 
on the wall (edges must not overlap). 
Working with patterns that must be 
perfectly matched calls for careful 
cutting if you aren’t to waste your 
precious paper. As for covering a 
ceiling in this day when covering the 
ceiling is terribly ‘‘in,”’ think twice. 
From our own experience, you will 
never appreciate the artistry 
of the professional more 
than when you're 
up on the top 
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match pattern, smooth 
the surface, keep the adhe- 
sive from drying out and the whole 
dank, gooey business from falling 
down on top of you. 

Among those of us who have 
elected to make like paperhangers 
the consensus is that amateurs come 
a cropper when (1) they lack pa- 
tience, time and unrattleable temper- 
ament and (2) when they attempt the 
job with makeshift tools. Definitely 
needed—a level or plumb line to 
determine the evenness of a wall and 
get a straight ceiling-to-floor line from 
which to start hanging the covering. 
Very few walls are absolutely flat and 
straight, although they may look so 


covering a wal: the nitty-gritty nuts and bolt: 


to the eye. You need ample space for 
pasting and a long table at comfort- 
able height (not a bed or a sofa, and 
the floor’s a back-breaking surface 
to work on). Some wallpaper shops 
rent professional tables. You need 
a broad, flexible pasting brush, not 
the little fellow left over from the 
time you painted the window frames. 
You need a razor-sharp cutter and 
scissors and a nonwarped yardstick, 
to help you cut in a straight jine, and 
plenty of clean cloths. 

Best bet is not to tackle too am- 
bitious a job for your first go-round. 
Try out on a small room and an un- 
complicated pattern. This lets you 
get your hand into the feel of the 
thing—it’s really experience that 
teaches, and you'll discover for your- 
self all sorts of little manipulations 
that ease the job. A'ong with this 
should come a build-up in self-con- 
fidence. But whether it does or not, 
you'll at least Know whether you want 
to go on to bigger and more demand- 
ing projects. Almost universally, 
though, do-it-yourselfers enjoy a 
great sense of accomplish- 
ment and the eu- 
phoric  satis- 
faction 












saved some money. 
Hard-nosed perfectionist 
friends may not always be ecstatic 
with what you’ve wrought—and pro- 
fessionals might be able to point to 
a few esoteric shortcomings in your 
technique, but then we’ve paid for 
some professional jobs that weren’t 
exactly sheer perfection, either. 

Every industry has its vocab- 
ulary, the wallcovering trade being 
no exception. Here are some special- 
ized words that may need some ex- 
planation. Strippable means that the 
wallcovering can be peeled off a wall 
without its background tearing, be- 
cause its substrate (or backing) has 
been made especially tough. Strip- 
pables are great for those who like 
to change wallcoverings often, for 
renters and those who have to live 
under those archaic lease terms that 
stipulate that if you apply a wall- 
covering to the landlord’s painted 
walls, you must remove it upon va- 
cating the premises, ‘‘restoring the 
walls to their original condition.” 
Prepasted means that an adhesive 
has been applied dry to the back of 
the covering during manufacture and 
is activated by the application of 
water before hanging. Pretrimmed 
means that the wallcovering has had 
its edges evenly trimmed during 
manufacture. Many papers made in 
volume come pretrimmed. Most hand- 
printed and hand-textured coverings 
come with a selvage along both sides, 
which must be cleanly and evenly cut 
off before hanging. A pattern repeat 





is the distance between one point in 
a pattern to the place where the 
same point in the pattern is repeated. 
Some repeats may be as large as 48 
inches. All pattern has to be matched 
on the wall and there must be enough 
material to allow for this. This re- 
quirement increases as the size of a 
pattern repeat increases—ergo, large 
patterns use more material. Wash- 
able means that the covering can be 
washed with mild soap and water 
without its backing being softened or 
damaged by wetness. It does not 
mean that heavy or greasy stain will 
be easy to remove. Many wallcover- 
ings are given a thin vinyl coating 
and printed in vinyl inks, which might 
lead you to think they are as tough 
as a kitchen floor. They are eminently 
washable but not scrubbable. Scrub- 
bable means what it says, that the 
surface of the covering is tough 
enough to take scrubbing. In these 
days, this toughness occurs in cover- 
ings that have been coated with 
latex-impregnated vinyl (most fre- 
quently on a fabric backing) and in 
solid-sheet vinyl coverings. Substrate, 
the fancy word for backing, can be 
paper, Dacron, rayon, canvas, Osna- 
burg, scrim, drill or, in some of the 
newer papers, Tyvek, a particularly 
strong material developed by DuPont 
to have high wet-strength so it 
doesn’t tear easily when slathered 
with wheat paste. It’s made of poly- 
ethylene fibers coated with acryl- 
ic. Coordinated fabrics are 
designed to match 
the wallcover- 
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is a reminder that they may 
not always be precise and _ perfect 
matches because of the different ways 
various fabrics take dye. It usually 
takes an eagle eye to spot this, but 
carping perfectionists should under- 
stand why it happens. 

Wallcoverings are priced by single 
roll but packed in two- or three-roll 
bolts. You can’t buy a single roll even 
though this is the price unit. Why 
this curious price arrangement per- 
sists completely eludes us. But we 
can explain the two- and three-roll 
packaging. This is done because there 
is less wastage in working with a long 
continual length. Wallcoverings come 
in various widths, but a single roll 
always contains approximately 36 
square feet of material, whatever the 
width. The wider the width, the short- 
er the roll. A 2014-inch single roll is: 
about seven yards long, 24 inches 
is six yards, 28 inches is five yards, 
36 inches is four yards. Since you'll 
actually be buying double- or triple- 
roll bolts, double or triple the figures 


ind cold, hard facts 


to find out how much coverage you're 
going to get from those bolts. 

Murals, sets of panels that line up 
next to each other on a wall to cre- 
ate a scenic picture, are usually 28 
inches wide per panel in strips from 
10 to 12 feet long. A four-panel mural 
covers a 9-foot-4 wall floor to ceiling. 

Take up the quantity problem with 
your trusty wallcovering dealer or 
your paperhanger, because there’s 
that business of matching. pattern. 
They know how much extra material 
your particular pattern-matching is 
going to require. It’s wise to buy 
more than you think you'll need. 
Most shops will take back an unused 
roll. Major reason for overbuying is 
that you are likely to get rolls that 
have been printed in the same run so 
that their color and print are uniform. 
It can happen that the same pattern 
printed in different runs may vary 
slightly. In manufacture, each print- 
ing run is numbered and this is 
marked on the wallcovering—idea 
being that if you need to reorder, you 
can refer to the number and get a 
precise match. If it happens that 
you can’t get a match of the same 
run, the professional trick is to hang 
coverings from different runs on op- 
posite sides of the room so any dis- 
crepancy won’t be noticeable. 

The question of adhesives—what 
kind for what kind of wallcovering? 
We posed this to Joseph Levenkron, 
a decorator’s paperhanger, whose 
skills are called upon for installations 
of such importance as Blair House 
and from clients as far afield as 
Nicaragua. His basic counsel follows. 

Never use a solvent-type cement, 
the kind that contains benzol or 
petroleum solvent, such as rubber 
cement. This will not work for paper 
or fabric. He opts for water-based 
adhesives. For paper that has no 
vinyl surface, the old standby wheat 
paste works best. This is basically 
a mix of flour and water. Since paper 
breathes, it permits air to get to the 
moist adhesive and help it dry out. 
Wheat paste comes in two forms— 
the ordinary type, sometimes treated 
with a fungicide for use in damp 
places where wallcoverings might 
mildew, and a type that has sizing in 
it and so eliminates the necessity 
for sizing a wall before applying pa- 
per. Raw plaster walls should first 
be sized to neutralize the free lime 
content in plaster, which can burn 
wallpaper, discolor it or blotch it. 

For vinyl wallcoverings, no matter 
what they are backed in, including 
paper, use vinyl adhesive. Vinyl does 
not breathe, so a very moist adhesive 
like wheat paste is trapped, so to 
speak, between wall and wallcover- 
ing, where no air can reach it to 
hasten the drying process that is 
necessary to make the adhesive stick. 
Vinyl adhesive is effective because it 
has a low moisture content. Vinyl 


will not stick to vinyl, which means 
you can’t cheat by overlapping edges 
and get away with it. The seams will 
come undone. When you must paste 
vinyl to vinyi—say, for the ap- 
plication of a vinyl 
border on a vinyl 
wallcover- 














you should 
always use a spe- 
cialized vinyl adhesive. 
Any adhesive works best if it 
contains plenty of solids. Cellulosic 
adhesive, the kind that comes in 
powder form to be mixed with water 
and Is frequently offered to do-it-your- 
selfers, does not contain sufficient 
solids, in Levenkron’s opinion. As 
for applying fabric to walls, it can 
be put up directly with wheat paste. 
Cotton takes pretty well to this pro- 
cess, but not acetate. To get a per- 
fect job, it is preferable for fabric to 
be given a paper backing, because 
unbacked fabric tends to ride and 
pull when it gets in contact with the 
wet paste and it becomes difficult to 
make perfect seams. Fabrics can be 
laminated to paper with a_ plastic 
bond for something like $2 a yard. 
You've just seen on pages 37 
through 47 the kind of wallcoverings 
interior designers are using and how 
they are using them. But there’s 
nothing static in the world of the 
wall. From where we sit—and after 
a visit to the Wall Coverings Council, 
where the latest productions of more 
than 20 wallcovering manu- 
facturers are viewable— 
here is what we 
think you'll 












seeing 
more and more 
There’s news in 
texture—wallcoverings as sup- 
ple as paper, surfaced with thread- 
like effects with the look of hand- 
woven fabrics. Anything ecological is 
on the rise. American Indian motifs, 
geometrics that they are, are bolder 
and more colorful than the presently 
popular monochromatic geometrics. 
As you might well expect, we see the 
beginning of a rage for Chinese. Cop- 
per begins to outshine gold and sil- 
ver, and commercial papers, meaning 
those produced in volume, are pat- 
terned with novel and amusing de- 
signs that used to be the prerogative 
of the hand-print. Coming up—a new 
interest in ways to use wallcoverings 
other than on the walls. It’s being 
applied to furniture, a great way to 
revive an old piece. And—a use that

—it's going on floors, coated with

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Luxury condominiums 
present whole new liv- 
ing patterns,’’ believes 
Norman Pfeiffer of Hardy 
Holzman Pfeiffer Asso- 
ciates, architects of The 
Cloisters, a townhouse 
condominium in Cincin- 
nati. ‘“‘And we_ have 
emphasized this belief 
by giving the purchasers here ex- 
citing, powerful spaces completely 
unlike those in the suburban houses 
most of them had come from. In ad- 
dition to openness, we included dou- 
ble-story spaces and several diagonal 
walls to invite whole new approaches 
to furniture arrangement. Even Early 
American advocates can have fun 
with these room shapes.’’ The Clois- 
ters is stepped down the precipitous 
slope of Mt. Adams, and Developer 
Neil Bortz and his firm, Towne Prop- 
erties Inc., were completely sym- 
pathetic to the architects’ desire to 
give each apartment an expansive 
view of the Ohio River below and the 
Kentucky countryside beyond—even 
though it meant limiting the number 
of units to 17. The Cloisters fit per- 
fectly into the needs of Albert Vontz, 
president of Heidelberg Distributing 
Co., who spends three working days 
a week in Cincinnati. He wanted his 
two-bedroom unit, seen here and on 
the following four pages, to enhance 
his growing art collection, of which 
the large Helen Frankenthaler (be- 
low) is the jewel. Designer David 
Ziegler of Omni Concepts complied 
by using quiet, mellow earth tones 
for the living room and then designed 
a coffee table in the same oak the 
architects had used for the floor and 
one planked wall (right). Another liv- 
ing room wall is of rich, dark brown 
brick and the rest either entirely 
glazed or plaster. Further setting off 
the contemporary classic furnishings 
is a lush shag carpet of undyed wool. 
A round sculpture by Alix French is 
placed near three blue seating cubes. 
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The bedroom of the Vontz unit is on 
the first floor, while the living/dining 
areas, the library (above right) and 
kitchen (above left) are on the second 
level. Even further up the stairs, 
suspended over all, is a balcony 
(inset top left and next page), the 
kind of new space the architects felt 
important to condominium living. 
Excited by the unusually shaped 
rooms, designer Ziegler set the plat- 
form bed out into the master bedroom 
(top right) rather than against the 


wall. A spacious night table is built 
along the full length of the bed, with 
slim steel siats used for the updated 
Venetian blinds at the large view- 
gathering window. The pivoting floor 
lamp allows reading in either the bed 
or the luxurious leather lounge chair. 
Ruby red suede on the dining chairs 
injects color into the neutral living/ 
dining area (left)—with the heavily 
textured carpet, it’s the perfect foil 
for the chrome-and-glass table and 
server, the geometric chandelier and 
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a metal sculpture by John Segfreid. 
Through the doorway one can glimpse 
the fine six-panel stained glass 
window Ziegler rescued from an old 
Cincinnati residence and mounted in 
front of the actual kitchen window. 
Above the eating area is a wine rack 
he designed especially for this high 
sloping ceiling. In contrast to all the 
bright, open areas, the library is an 
intimate room of nautical reds and 
blues (Vontz is a reserve naval officer), 
subdued by the khaki-colored walls.

The Cloisters is situated atop a pic- 
turesque hill of charming wood-frame 
houses built in the mid-19th century 
along narrow winding streets that 
create an ever-changing pattern of 
rooftops. Hardy Holzman and Pfeiffer 
wanted to make The Cloisters ‘‘invis- 
ible’’ rather than an incongruous 
sore thumb in its surrounding envi- 
ronment. The red-orange masonry 
roofscape, the patches of gardens, 
the angular bay window projections 
(dubbed ‘‘view-grabbers’’ by the 


architects), the collage of balconies 
supported by round timber poles and 
weathered cypress siding—all com- 
bine to make The Cloisters an ideal 


addition to its setting (see plan and 
elevation below). Glass “‘hillevators’’ 
(far left below) are used to reach the 
upper-level parking lot. Instead of 
numbers, each condominium § and 
garage has a corresponding set of 
graphic symbols (near left below) 
devised by Contractor Al Robinson. 
Each townhouse has a finely appoint- 
ed bath (left) and kitchen (far left 
center), but it is the balconies that 
give the owners a place to relax 
unlike any they’ve ever had before. 
For the Vontz balcony (far left above), 
Ziegler chose a chrome yellow carpet 
with to-the-floor multicolored chairs 
designed by Pierre Paulin. Who ever 
said that Cincinnati was conservative?

For patchwork, you'll 
need felt, assorted 
fabrics and glue. First 
glue on a layer of 

felt as a soft 

backing. Then play with 
a trial set of fabrics, 
one side at a time, 
arranging them until 
you have the right 
combination. To paint 
a glossy trunk, use two 
coats of enamel and 
let each one dry 
completely. Paint or 
stencil a design, then 
coat it with a 
polyurethane varnish 
to give it a hard, 
shiny finish. To mirror, 
you'll need either 
precut or uncut sheets 
of mirror, glue (un- 
less the mirror is 
self-stick) and 

Mylar, for hard-to-fit 
spots. Paint the 
fixtures first or leave 
them bare. Arrange 
mirror pieces on a 
whole side before you 
glue them down.

has a Norcold refriger- 
ator and two-burner 
Corning cooktop, which 
requires electrical 
wiring with a 220V 
line and an appropriate 
connection indoors or 
out. To adapt it to 110V 
wiring, you could, of 
course, build it using a 
two-burner hot-plate. 
The multicolored 
supergraphic server at 
right has an ice bucket 
and a hibachi. Each 

is cut from two 4-by-8 
sheets of 34-inch 
plywood, and each has 
a Formica serving 
counter, storage 
drawers for glasses, 


napkins and other 
paraphernalia, with 
deep bottle bars along 
the sides. The space 
occupied by the 
refrigerator takes the 
form of a cabinet in 
the supergraphic 

cart, allowing easy 
access to the ice 
bucket, bar supplies 
or barbecue equipment. 
When the cooking 
area of either cart is not 
being used, the 
piano-hinged Formica 
top folds neatly into 
place for storage or for 
serving. These units 
were painted with 
high-gloss exterior 


enamels and the 
plywood edges sanded, 
varnished and left 
natural. With the cook- 
top, the luxury 

design constitutes a 
mobile kitchen that 
could be placed ina 
swimming pool pavilion, 
a guesthouse or a 
family recreation room 
as well as outdoors. 
Or, if the cart is to 

be used only for storing 
and serving cold 
drinks and snacks, the 
cooktop space might 

be used instead for 

a chopping block. Cost 
considerations aside, 
which cart you choose 
to build depends on 
how you want to use it.

ART THAT GROWS 
ON YOU 


Gardens have always 
inspired artists, but why 
not gardens inspired 

by art? Here, using cut 
flowers to represent 
this kind of garden, we 
have reproduced a 
portion of Frank Stella’s 
Agbatana II painting, 
shown in its entirety 
across the bottom 

of the page. There are 
many paintings by 
other well-known artists 


—such as Josef Albers, 
Ellsworth Kelly, Piet 
Mondrian, Barnett 
Newman and Victor 
Vasarely—that could 
be readily interpreted 
as gardens. Or you 
might take Robert 
Indiana’s Love or his 
numbers as the 
inspiration for a latter- 
day Victorian knot 
garden. In fact, any 
essentially hard-edged 
design—for example, 
an abstract geometric 
or supergraphic—might 
pattern a garden. The 
one cardinal rule is to 
keep the proportions 
quite accurate. The 
practicalities are these: 
Position your garden 
where it will receive full 
sun at least half the 
day. Select a flat space 
where water drains 
fairly quickly after rain. 
lf your growing art can 
be viewed from a higher 
vantage point, like 

a second-floor window 
or terrace, then so 
much the better. Use a 
surround of white stone 
chips to represent the 
wall on which paintings 
of this type are usually 
hung. Size of the garden 
depends on the 

space available and 

the original painting. In 
practice, stripes or 
blocks of color need to 
be six inches or more 
across. Gardens larger 
than 15 by 15 feet 
will be difficult to tend 





and may not be 
recognized as paintings 
in flowers. The best 
plants to paint with are 
extremely compact 

in growth habit, long in 
bloom, with the 

flowers appearing in 
masses sufficient to 
make a color statement. 
Use only varieties that 
bloom at the same time 
and set out plants 

of uniform size, spaced

exactly the same. Where 
black or brown is 
needed, use rock chips 
applied at least two 
inches in depth. Some 
specific suggestions 
might be any of 
Newman’s Who’s Afraid 
of Red, Yellow and Blue 
series in red petunias, 
yellow marigolds and 
biue ageratum; Albers’ 
White Line Square XV 
(Red) 1966 in three 
shades of red bedding 
begonias with a thin 
row of white sweet 
alyssum; Kelly’s 

Red Green Blue 1964 in 
a combination of red 
dianthus, green dwarf 
boxwood and blue 
fescue.

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A CASE FOR 
BASKETS 


Baskets have definitely 
made it as an art 

form. One American 
Indian example 

was auctioned last fall 
at Parke-Bernet for 
$6,100. As a 

craft, basket-making is 
as old—and popular 
—as any. It’s a 
universal craft, as well, 
stemming from every 
culture, every country. 
On these pages alone 
are examples from 
India, Ethiopia, Morocco, 
Japan, Ghana, Greece 
and America. In 

the past, each country 
has used whatever 
natural material was 
most. accessible. Now, 
though, you can get 
any of the most widely 
used materials—reeds, 
willow and rattan—at 
craft-supply stores. 
Two of the most popular 
types are those 

woven around spokes 
(such as the tortoise- 
painted one on the 
branches) and those 
that are coiled, a tech- 
nique often used by the 
American Indians. 


The two flat baskets 

on the rocks above are 
examples of coiling. 
Both kinds are easy for 
beginners to make. 
(See instructions for 
spoke type, page 94, 
and references for other 
kinds, page 133.) 
Basket-weaving doesn’t 
require a lot of 

extras. Just your reeds, 
a pan of water 

and a few simple tools 
and you're off. An 
alternative to weaving 
a basket is decorating 
one: Paint it; bead 

it; sew shells onto it; 
stencil it; line it with 
fabric. And once 
you've made (or deco- 
rated) a basket, use 

it. Hang it on the wall 
or put something in

AN OVERVIEW OF POOL UPKEEP 


Water is a living element and, like the plants 
in a garden, requires care if it is to stay healthy 
—clean, chemically balanced and free of algae, 
grass, leaves and other debris. The pool itself 
also needs periodic maintenance, and while not 
every pool needs to be repainted every year, all 
have filtering and pumping systems that de- 
| mand seasonal care. The time and money in- 
volved tend to be less in installations equipped 
| with the latest automated maintenance devices, 
but no pool that was originally well-engineered 
is overly burdensome. If you are a new pool 
owner, be prepared to deal with the following 
daily and seasonal cares: 

Clean-Pool Department. Algae build-up, a result of the 
sun’s action on the water, is a prime pool nui- 
sance that must be cleared daily, along with 
fallen leaves, twigs, drowned insects and woolly 
worms. Automatic vacuum systems, which can 
be installed in older pools as well as new ones, 
are considered 50 to 80% efficient. Skimming 
pollen, tree fall-out and algae without auto- 
matic equipment (and sanitizing the pool and 
cleaning the filter by hand) can be expected to 
require about an hour daily. A cover is advis- 
able any time of the year the pool is not in use. 
With a cover, water can be left in, the chlorine 
will be preserved and debris kept out. 

Water Purification. Chemicals, dispensed through the 
pumping system, are used to keep the water 
sanitary and to control algae. The dispensing 
system will be more or less carefree, usually 
depending on price, but most owners check 
chemical content daily or weekly and adjust as 

‘ necessary the chemicals added. The acid- 

alkaline balance or pH of the water is a factor 

| in the life of some pool surfaces and in the 
water's suitability for swimming. Testing kits

are available wherever pool supplies are sold. 
Painting and Liner Replacement. Pools lined with viny| 
never require painting, but a new liner will be 
needed every nine or 10 years (between $300 
and $900). Most other types of pools require 
painting every year or two ($100 up). Concrete 
pools usually require annual repainting; gunite 
pools faced with Marbleite (an extra) need re- 
painting every three to six years or more. 
Opening th i, Water is often left in the pool over 
winter, though it may be changed before the 
new season. Beware of changing the water 
yourself, especially after a heavy rain, as in- 
ground water pressure can heave even a very 
strong installation when it is empty. Attention 
to the pumping and filtering systems, the chem- 
ical dispensing devices and heating element, 
if there is one, is required fall and spring. Pro- 
fessional services ($100 up) take care of this.

Ask your butcher for small ribs rather 
than large, and buy the two racks 
whole rather than cut into individual 
ribs. Rub each rack all over with sugar 
and allow to stand for half an hour. 

Meanwhile, mix the basting sauce 
together thoroughly. Take half the 
sauce and coat each rack on both 
sides with a pastry brush. 

Place the racks on the grill over a 
very low fire for 15 minutes. Brush 
lightly with oil, then turn and coat with 
more of the sauce. Turn every 15 min- 
utes, brushing with oil, then sauce. 

The cooking time depends on the 
size of the ribs. Small ribs will take 
about one hour and 30 minutes; large 
ones two hours or even longer. Test 
for doneness with a knife. No juices 
will flow, but when properly cooked, 
the ends of the bones will protrude, the 
ribs will be appetizingly brown and on 
the well-done side. Serves six. 

Claiborne suggests serving clams 
on the half shell first, rice and lots 
of cold beer with the ribs, followed by 
lychee nuts and kumquats in syrup.

In all likelihood, you will have to or- 
der the pig in advance and you should 
ask the butcher to leave the head on. 

Rub the interior of the pig with the 
lemon juice, 2 teaspoons of salt, about 
1 teaspoon of pepper and one of 
thyme. Then rub the skin all over with 
salt, pepper and thyme. Tie the legs 
together securely and sew up the in- 
cision with heavy white cord and a 
trussing needle. 

Balance the pig carefully on the 
spit so it will turn smoothly. Place 
over a bed of glowing coals and roast 
two to three hours, basting frequently. 
When the pig reaches a temperature 
of 160°, tested in the thickest part of 
the small ham (the leg), take off the 
spit and carve. 

To carve, use a heavy, sharp carving 
knife to cut off the small hams and 
the head. And then cut the sides 
of the pig into small chops. 

Serve each person a chop, a slice 
or two of the ham and, especially, 
some of the crisp skin. 


Sauce Aioli 
Place 12 peeled garlic cloves, 1 egg 
yolk and 3 tablespoons of olive oil in 
the container of an electric blender. 
Blend at high speed to make a smooth 
mixture. Next, place 3 egg yolks in 
a bowl and beat with a wire whip until 
mixed. Then add, slowly, almost drop 
by drop, 3 to 314 cups olive oil, beat- 
ing hard and constantly (the amount 
of oil depends on the size of the 
yolks).

This amount 
of sauce should be sufficient to baste 
six chicken halves. 

With a pastry brush, brush both 
sides of eachchicken half with the bast- 
ing sauce. Place over a moderate fire, 
at least six inches from the heat, and 
broil for 10 minutes. Brush twice with 
the sauce during the broiling. 

Turn, brush with the sauce and 
broil another 10 minutes, again bast- 
ing twice. Properly cooked, the chick- 
en should be a rich, dark brown.

Before preparing and broiling the fish, 

de Chanteloup emphasizes that you 

make certain the grill is immaculate, 

otherwise the skin of the trout will 

stick to it.

Place on the charcoal grill over a 
very high heat and broil three to four 
minutes on each side. Lift to a shal- 
low pan just large enough to accom- 
modate the trout and pour the cream 
over all the fish. Place the pan on the 
fire and bring to a boil. Cover and boil 
over high heat for exactly two minutes. 
Serve at once. 

In the event you aren't a fisherman, 
you can substitute frozen trout. In 
that case, thaw at room temperature. 

Since de Chanteloup believes in a 
minimum of work at the barbecue, he 
suggests Stuffed Ham Rolls and hard- 
cooked eggs, quartered, as a first 
course, and for dessert mixed fruit per- 
fumed with kirsch along with sliced 
pound cake. With the trout he would 
serve a well-chilled Rosé de Provence. 


Stuffed Ham Rolls 

Take a 12-ounce can of mixed vege- 
tables. Drain and mix well with 4 
tablespoons of mayonnaise, salt and 
pepper to taste, 2 tablespoons finely 
chopped onion and 1 tablespoon finely 
chopped parsley. Take 6 large slices 
of boiled ham, sliced 44 inch thick, 
and spread each slice with the vege- 
table mixture. Roll up as you would 
jelly roll and arrange on a platter, 
seam side down.

Bock beer is a type of 
lager made from barley with 
the addition of highly roasted 
caramelized malt to give a rich, 
dark color. Since it is a case of 
the darker the malt, the greater 
the caramelization of sugars, 
bock is usually sweeter than the 
pilsner beers (this is true of 
most dark beers and ales). It 
is aged longer and has a fuller 
body and higher alcoholic con- 


tent than most lager beers. 
Long associated with spring 
festivities in Germany, Bock 


Beer Day traditionally announc- 
es the first day of spring and is 
the first day the new year’s 
bock beer is sold (although you 
can find it all year now). 

Ale, that traditional English 
drink, has been cherished by 
royalty and peasant alike for 
centuries. Queen Elizabeth | 
drank two tankards of ale every 
morning and in her day even 
the children downed a quart of 
ale at breakfast. Ale differs in 
several ways from lager. It is 
fuller in body and more aro- 
matic and has a somewhat 
more pronounced hop flavor 
and a tarter taste. Made with a 


different type of yeast, which 
rises to the top during fermen- 
tation and works at a higher 
temperature, ale has a higher 
alcoholic content than lager, us- 
ually 4.0% to 5.0% by weight. 
An excellent domestic example 
is Ballantine’s India Pale Ale, 
aged for over a year, with a 
sharp, pungent flavor. 

And then there is that spe- 
cial creamy, brown ale called 
stout. Stout is much darker, 
richer and heavier than regular 
ale, with a sweeter flavor and a 
stronger taste of malt. Porter, 
short for porter’s beer, is a var- 
iation of an ale. It is dark and 
slightly bitter and was named 
for the porters of the London 
market halls who fancied it. 
Porter is sweeter than ale with 
a less hoppy taste and is simi- 
lar in many ways to stout. Both 
stout and porter are favorites 
in England and Ireland. 

Beer drinkers as well 
as milk imbibers owe a 
debt to Louis Pasteur for his 
discovery of pasteurization, the 
process that stops fermentation 
at a certain point and creates 
a stable beer that can be 
shipped and stored. However, 
many beer connoisseurs prefer 
draught or unpasteurized beer, 
which is put directly into stain- 
less steel or aluminum barrels 


without being pasteurized. It is 
usually kept refrigerated and is 
most often found in restaurants, 
bars and pubs, though a new 
process has made it possible 
to put draught beer into cans, 
bottles and small 114- to 214- 
gallon tapper kegs for home 
use with the same shelf life 
as pasteurized beer. 

For those who prefer a high- 
er alcoholic content than lager, 
malt liquor is popular. With an 
alcoholic content of at least 4% 
alcohol by weight (and no up- 
per limit), it does not have a 
strong malt taste or hop flavor. 
Malt liquor is aromatic, some- 
times less carbonated than 
beer. Colt 45, which has a nice 
full flavor, and the pale-colored, 
very light Champale are well- 
known domestic brands _ of 
malt liquor; Carlsberg’s Ele- 
phant Malt Liquor from Den- 
mark, a fine import. Sake, which 
is also higher in alcoholic con- 
tent and often thought of as a 
wine, is really a Japanese beer 
made from rice. 

Although beer is per- 
haps not the national drink to 
Americans that it is to the Ger- 
mans, Irish, English, Dutch 
and Australians, Americans 
drank 3,943,200,000 gallons 
of beer last year, up 4.4% over 
1970. Their choice is generally

a domestic lager, and American 
brewers formulate their pro- 
ducts to suit a preference for 
a lightly effervescent, smooth, 
mellow, nonbitter drink that 
satisfies thirst and offers a 
mild alcoholic content. Yet do- 
mestic beers do vary in flavor, 
tartness, effervescence and even 
color. There are many, many 
regional brands, of course, but 
examples of fuller flavored 
beers with a sharp bite would 
include Budweiser, Rheingold 
and Schaefer, and of milder 
beers with a tangy taste but 
without the stronger flavor, Mil- 
ler, Pabst and Prior. 

Although imported beer ac- 
counts for less than 1% of the 
beer Americans drink, a varied 
selection of beers from around 
the world is now available in 
many supermarkets and _ spe- 
cialty food shops, though at a 
price sometimes double that of 
domestic brews. 

Last year, the leading 
beer exporter to the Unit- 
ed States was Germany. The 
popular Lowenbrau offers a 
smooth but sharp and _ full- 
flavored lager as well as a dark 
beer with a sweet, smooth and 
rather rich taste. Wurzburger 
also provides both a lager and 
a darker beer. The lager has a 
nice nutty flavor and lots of 
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foam; the dark beer is quite 
creamy with a tarter flavor than 
the Lowenbrau dark. Holsten 
lager has more of a bland taste, 
which accompanies food well, 
and Dortmunder Union has a 
full, bitter flavor and a small 
head. Often available, too, are 
the full-bodied and efferves- 
cent Beck's brand and the fine 
original Pilsner Urquell. 

The Netherlands ranks a 
close second in imports and 
Heineken Beer, with a light but 
substantial flavor, is synony- 
mous with the Netherlands. 
Heineken also imports a dark 
beer that is especially rich and 
sweet, and you may find Amstel, 
which has a strong flavor that 
can overwhelm the flavors of 
food served with it. 

Canada was the third largest 
supplier of imported beer fol- 
lowed by the United Kingdom, 
Ireland, Mexico, Denmark, Nor- 
way, the Philippines and Japan, 
in that order. Canada exports 
several brands of ale that have 
gained popularity in this coun- 
try. Labatt’s Ale has a smooth 
flavor with a nice aftertaste, 
while Molson’s Ale is sharper 
and fuller-flavored with a nice 
bite. The United Kingdom sends 
us Whatney’s Red Barrel Beer 
and the tangy Bass Pale Ale. 
From Ireland come Harp Lager

and Guinness Stout, first brewed 
there in 1759 and sold today 
in 120 different countries around 
the world. 
Visitors to Mewnico bring 
back a taste for Carta Blanca, 
a rather smooth-flavored lager, 
and Dos Equis, a pleasant dark 
beer. From Denmark, we find 
Tuborg and Carlsberg, which 
offers a lager with a refreshing- 
ly mellow flavor and a dark 
beer with a smooth, pleasant 
aftertaste. Norway sends the 
sharp-flavored Ringnes  Spe- 
cial, the Philippines San Miguel 
and Japan the effervescent 
Kirin Beer and lighter Asahi. 
You may also occasionally 
run across a fine Foster's Ex- 
port or Swan from Australia 
(although not too often, because 
the Australians drink most of 
the beer they produce), Punti- 
gan from Austria, Zurcha 
Lowenbrau from Switzerland, 
Club Colombia from Colombia, 
Maccabee from Israel and even 
Fix, the only beer in Greece. 
Generally, beers from the Med- 
iterranean or wine-producing 
countries don’t compare’ in 
quality to beer from the cooler, 
northern regions. The climatic 
conditions usually lend them- 
selves to raising either grapes 
or grain and thus to producing 
either wine or beer. Even the 


wine-producing regions of 
Germany do not produce the 
best-quality beer. 

New items are the flavored 
malt liquors. Developed within 
the past two years, they were 
created to help young people 
bridge the gap between soft 
drinks and alcoholic beverages, 
to satisfy people who prefer a 
sweet taste over the tarter flavor 
of beer and to compete with the 
pop wines, although the malt 
liquors are lower in alcoholic 
content than the wines. 

The Theodore Hamm Co. has 
introduced four flavored malt 
liquors, including a sweet Right 
Time Red and Right Time Gold, 
in flavor a cross between lemon- 
lime and Champagne. This malt 
beverage goes through fermen- 
tation, is slightly hopped and 
then has flavorings added. The 


National Brewing Co., which 
makes Colt 45 Malt Liquor, 
recently came up _ with two 
flavored entries, Apple Malt 


Duck and Red Grape Malt Duck, 
and the Pittsburgh Brewing Co. 
is producing a Hop’n Gator 
Tropical Flavored Malt Liquor. 

There are_ secrets to 
handling and storing beer to 
keep it at its best quality. 
Bounce around a bottle of beer 
and you may have only a mass 
of foam at serving time. Store

upright, away from vibration 
and, if bottled, in a dark place, 
as too much light can cause an 
off-taste. If bottles or cans are 
stored on their sides, they 
should not be set straight up 
when you open them. 

The recommended tempera- 
ture for serving beer is 38° to 
45° F., so store in a cool cellar 
or on the bottom shelf of the 
refrigerator. Even if you're in a 
hurry to chill beer, never put it 
in the freezer, or the beer will 
cloud and some of the flavor be 
destroyed. One beerophile sug- 
gests putting bottles and cans 
of beer in a large bucket or tub, 
adding shaved ice and_ then 
pouring water over the ice until 
the bottles and cans are 
covered. The water will conduct 
the chill to the beer faster than 
ice cubes, since the cubes have 
to chill the air around the beer 
as well as the beer containers. 
Don’t pour salt over the ice to 
get faster chilling or the beer 
will freeze. 

Ale, porter and stout are 
usually served five or 10 
degrees warmer than lager, so 
remove these drinks from the 
refrigerator 15 to 20 minutes 
before serving. Draught beer is 
served at 38° to 42° F. Don't 
overchill or freeze, or it will also 
cloud.

Foam is formed by the 
carbon dioxide in beer. To 
minimize the head, tilt the glass 
and pour down the side. Many 
beer lovers believe, however, 
that to gain the finest bouquet 
and flavor, beer 
poured directly into the center 
of the glass until a foamy collar 
forms. Some of the carbon 
dioxide will bubble off, reducing 
the amount taken into the 
stomach—and some of the full- 
ness when you drink it. When 
drawing beer from a keg, the 
foam should rise just above the 
lip of the glass or pitcher with- 
out flowing over, then settle 34 


of an inch. If the beer is too 
cold or if there is too little 
pressure, there will be very 


little foam. Normally, you will 
get a 34-inch to one-inch head. 

The slightest trace of soap 
film or grease on a glass will 
flatten beer. Glasses can be 
washed in a synthetic detergent 
or a dishwasher, although 
purists advise washing glasses 
in a solution of salt or baking 
soda, rinsing in clear, hot water 
and air drying. Rinse glasses in 
clear, cool running water before 
pouring beer into them.

What is Greenland turbot? 


A second cousin, let us say, Of halibut, it should not be con- 
fused with turbot (pronounced TOUR-bow), which is imported 
fresh from France. A member of the hippoglossoides (meaning 
halibutlike) family, it tastes like flounder. Imported from Green- 
land, frozen and filleted, it is a good and inexpensive fish that 
can be used in any recipe that calls for flounder. 


Can you keep skin from forming 

on milk while heating it? 

Yes. Use a lid on the pan or stir it occasionally. The ‘‘skin”’ 
is due to the drying out of the fat, minerals and protein on the 
surface, according to information from the United States 
Department of Agriculture. 


Is there a difference between 

ereme anglaise and creme patissiere? 

Yes. Creme anglaise (English cream), a light custard sauce, 
sweeter than créme patissiere, is served with fruit desserts, 
molded cream, puddings, etc. Creme patissiére, a thick custard 
sauce (made with flour, which is not true of creme anglaise), is 
used as a filling for éclairs, cream puffs, cakes or as a base 
for sweet soufflés. Both are fundamental to French desserts 
and classic French pastries.

To make the simple basket below, you'll need about five ounces of 
number 3 reed (more than enough for a basket six or seven inches 
in diameter and three inches high), a large bucket of water, 
an awl (or any long pointed instrument) and a working space 
where a little water splashed here and there won't matter. Begin 
by cutting 16 stakes 14 inches long, plus two seven inches 
long. Soak the stakes thoroughly in the bucket of clean water 
for five to 10 minutes. It’s important that your reed always be 
moist enough to be pliable. Arrange the 16 reeds in a cross, the 
centers woven as seen in the first drawing below. Cut a long 
reed to use as your weaver, soak it and insert in your cross. 
Wind over and under the crossed stakes four or five times. Soak 
all the material in the bucket again for a minute or so and when 
the weaver is really pliable, bend it back so it can be woven over 
and under in the opposite 
direction four or five 
times. (In the first draw- 
| ing, the weaver is just be- 
ing turned back.) Sepa- 
rate the eight groups of 
stakes into 16 pairs and 
push the two additional 
stakes into the frame (see 
arrow, below). You should 
now have 17 pairs, evenly 
spaced and in- even 
lengths.

—drinking wine without being stuffy

What in the world is more stuffy 
than a Wine Tasting? What’s 
more weighted down with con- 
vention and puffed up with hot 
air? Absolutely nothing. 

Furthermore, there’s nothing 
more irrelevant. | mean, who 
cares whether you have a Cha- 
blis or a Vouvray with Sole 
Amandine? Who cares about the 
countless rules about when you 
drink red wine, when you drink 
white wine and when you drink 
no wine? 

| care. It's embarrassing to 
admit it, but it’s true. I’m right 
in there with all the rules and 
conventions—boring everybody 
to death. And that is why | have 
to tell you about an annual 
Summer Wine Tasting of the 
New York branch of The Wine 
and Food Society where all the 
rules were broken and all the 
conventions happily ignored. 

The tasting was held aboard 
a luxury liner docked in New 
York harbor. It was presided 
over by Peter Sichel, a well- 
known lecturer and writer on 
wine who couples extraordinary 
knowledge and background with 
refreshing good sense. | had 
brought my friend Arthur to 
his first wine tasting, and as 
he listened to the pedantic 
bickering about whether '64 or 
‘66 was a better year in Cha- 
blis, he was dismayed. 

“Is this what goes on here all 
the time?” he asked. 

About this time, Peter Sichel 
tapped a glass for silence and 
began to discuss Summer wines. 
He said, in essence, ‘‘Anything 
goes.” 

Anything? 

“Yes, anything,’’ he said, 
“Summer wines are meant for 
fun. Mix them with anything. It 
always comes out delightful.”’ 

‘‘He doesn't mean to mix or- 
ange juice with Chablis,’’ some- 
one at the table cautioned. 

‘Mix white wines with fruit 

juices,"’ Peter added. (Raised 
eyebrows—all over the place.) 
I actually believe Peter 
Sichel very nearly said to mix 
anything with anything but | do 
not wish to overstate his case. 
He did say: Do not be limited 
by convention. Try new ideas. 
Have fun. We took it to mean 
anything goes. 

Arthur rose from the table 
and mixed a Muscadet with four 
fruit juices, a slice of cucumber, 
sprig of mint and a cherry. 

“Arthur,’’ | said, ‘‘that’s em- 
barrassing. What is it?”’ 

“It's everything | could find 
on tables one and two.” 


“It looks ridiculous,” | said. 

“Why don’t you taste it?”’ 

Everybody at the table was 
watching. | tasted it. It was de- 
licious. “‘It’s fair,”’ | said. 
But now the game had 
caught om, and everyone 
scooted off to make up an Any- 
thing Goes. One fellow came 
back with a highball glass filled 
with some foaming flamingo liq- 
uid with an orange peel climb- 
ing over the top.

bers of The Wine and Food So- 
ciety, at their 166th tasting, 
brought back various color sen- 
sations, many with flowers 
growing out of them—and had 
a great time.

Patchwork trunk (designed by 
H. Parks Wescott) 


The ingredients: Felt (enough to 
cover the trunk with two layers), 
several different fabrics, Elmer’s 
Glue-All, a single-edge razor and 
metal ruler (or scissors). 

Time and cost: It will probably 
take you at least 30 hours, de- 
pending on how precise your 





design is. The cost depends on | 


the fabric and the size of the 
trunk. A dress-trunk can easily 
be done for less than $50. 


To estimate fabric needed: Find | 





the area of the whole trunk. Then 
divide the total area by the 
number of different basic pat- 
terns you want to use. Then, 
for each pattern, 


extra for adjustments. 

Preparing the patches: For the 
top, measure the length and 
width of the top of the trunk. 
Find the common denominator. 
That will be the size of the 
squares. For example, if the 


trunk is 36 by 20 inches, the |

For 
the sides, you may have to ad- 
just the length of the patches 
(depending on trunk height), 
but the width should always be 
the same as the patches on top 
to keep the lines even.

Though you can use scissors, 
cutting with a single-edge razor 
and a metal ruler give cleaner 
edges.

im Europe 


By SHIRLEY SLOAN FADER (J | 
may not be the only American 
tourist who ever spent an en- 
tire week in London without 
looking in at the British Mu- 
seum. But | am probably one of 
the few who will publicly admit 
it. Anyone who has been abroad 
lately has noticed that even the 
independent-minded tourist who 
thinks for himself about the 
rest of his life often switches 
off his preferences when _ it 
comes to sightseeing. He in- 
vests in a guidebook and then 
clings to its instructions. 
Though millions of Americans 
have responded to attractive- 
ly priced travel possibilities 
abroad, many millions more 
who could afford the money in- 
volved still hesitate to plan 
overseas vacations. Or, having 
gone once, they do not try other 
areas. Is it because the guide- 


books’ rituals of ‘‘doing Italy’’ 
r ‘“‘doing London” make it all 
seem too much like work? 


Would deflating a few tourist 
clichés increase the fun? 

It's true that many tour- 
ists who crowd the guidebook 
sights-to-see come with eager 
anticipation and feel rewarded, 
perhaps even inspired, by their 
visits. But when the guidebook 
suggestions do succeed, it is 
because the tourist is acciden- 
tally following the first rule of 
vacation fun: 


I = Using vacation 
time to do what 
suits your taste 

“When you go to Paris,’ a 
much-traveled and rather schol- 
arly friend advised before we 
left on our first trip, ‘“‘you 
must go to the Follies Bergeére 
and the Lido.”’ As he spoke, his 
face lit and his whole being ex- 
uded the satisfaction of the 
rich memories he had. 

“The only thing on our trip 
that was a dead loss was the 
night at the Lido,’’ another 
friend remarked. ‘‘Everybody 
kept saying that when we were 
in Paris, we must go. Later, it 
dawned on us. My wife and | 
hate American night clubs. Why 
should a night club elsewhere 
seem that much different?” 

“Absolutely the best thing in 
Europe,’’ murmured our schol- 
arly friend. 

Another friend who had two 
brief days to spend in Paris 
had long ago discovered that 
fine sculpture fascinates him. 
“| was anxious to go to the 
Rodin Museum,” he told us. 
“The Rodin’s small and not 
considered an important tourist 


. been exciting. 


stop. But to me it would have 
| never had the 
chance. By the time | did the 
Louvre and then stood in that 
long line for that impressionist 
museum that everyone’s sup- 
posed to see, | never did get to 
the Rodin.” 

Clearly, then, travel fun seems 
to require that we each face up 
to our own private notions of 
entertainment as well as our 
own private ideas of culture. 
People who don’t do this may 
find themselves imitating the 
man who missed the Rodin he 
yearned to see or the couple 
who went night-clubbing though 
they hated it. 


2 = Exploiting your 
impulses 

Once a trave'er accustoms him- 
self to examining his personal 
feelings and then occupying 
himself with what he wants 
rather than with what ‘‘every- 
one does,’ an infinite number 
of uniquely personal joys are 
his. Perhaps you're on your 
way to an evening of Madrid 
flamenco. As you walk the nar- 
row cobbled streets of the old 
section of Madrid, you pass a 
meson, one of Madrid’s antique 
bars. Through the beaded cur- 
tains sifts the sound of many 
guitars. Every Spanish tourist 
knows that if he stops, it’s only 
a few steps through the never- 
locked, never-barred wood and 
iron doorway into the meson, 
and he will be welcome. Sud- 
denly tomorrow seems the best 
time for flamenco. Tonight you 
long to spend with the tireless 
Spanish students as they sit 
through the darkness strum- 
ming, singing, improvising, as 
they drink their red wine and 
eat their spiced salami. The me- 
son may be crowded, old, un- 
distinguished, but for as long 
as you may wish to remain there 
that night, you can observe and 
live inside a part of the real 
Spanish milieu. By following an 
impulse, you have passed for a 
few hours from the tourist 
world into part of the reality of 
Spain. And the well-exploited 
impulse has led to an exciting 
experience and an enchanting 
memory, as well.

being on the go every minute. 
Such a person, if he would ad- 
mit his own desires, could study 
the gay busyness of the travel 
ads and realize that the idea of 
an overseas vacation did call to 
him—done his own way.

2 ® Breaking the 
unspoken rules 

Once become an_ independent 
traveler, a tourist may be as- 
tonished to recognize the num- 
ber of meaningless unspoken 
tourist rituals he had uncon- 
sciously been following. There 
comes the morning when some- 
one in your family realizes that 
he doesn’t want to get out of 
bed. Nothing in all of this for- 
eign land interests him so much 
today as lying abed and resting. 
If he has broken out of the Un- 
spoken Tourist Rituals, he will 
be able to honestly assess his 
inclinations and to pronounce 
those most forbidden tourist 
words: ‘‘I don't want to go any- 
where today.
